St.  Paul,  April  1.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  house  this  morning  re- 
considered its  action  in  recalling  from 
the  railroad  committee,  the  Rockne 
bill  requiring  railroads  to  get  permis- 
sion of  the  railroad  commission  before 
issuing  stocks  and  bonds.  At  the  same 
time,  it  coupled  with  this  action  a  di- 
rection that  the  committee  report  back 
the  bill  by  Thursday  morning,  and  that 
if  the  report  be  favorable  the  bill  be 
placed  at  the  head  of  general  orders. 
The  incident  was  attended  by  same  ac- 
rimony. 

In  moving  the  recall  Saturday,  Re- 
presentative Rockne  stated  that  he  had 
talked  with  Chairman  Spooner  of  the 
railroad    committee    and    did    not    be-

Chicago.  April  1.— Railroads  yester- 
day announced  a  secret  canvass  just 
completed  among  their  employes,  show- 
ing a  strong  sentiment  against  -calling 
a  big  strike  and  in  favor  of  accepting 
the  wage  offer  of  the  roads.  The  an- 
nouncement was  made  to  federal  com- 
rni.ssloners  who  were  attempting  to 
bring  about  a  settlement  of  the  dispute. 
It  may  have  an  important  bearing  on 
the  peace  negotiations. 

Following  this  move  of  the  railroads, 
a  report  was  spread  that  leaders  of  the 
union  were  preparing  to  make  several 
concessions.  It  is  said  that  the  demand 
for  a  nine-hour  day  may  be  abandoned 
and  that  the  men  also  may  decide  to 
take  less  than  the  12  per  cent  advance 
in  pav  they  have  demanded.

The  experts  left,  favorably 
impressed  with  the  city  and  virith  the  spirit  shown  by  the  people  at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes,  and  while  they  were  not  in  a 
position  to  make  promises,  they  did  not  hesitate  to  assure  the  people  here  that  they  were  favorably  impressed- 

The  attitude  in  Duluth  since  their  visit  has,  accordingly,  been  very  hopeful,  but  final  assurance  that  the  plant 
would  come  was  not  received  until  late  thi»  afternoon. 

Mr.  Cotton  and  Mr.  Cole  left  Friday  for  the  East  to  meet  with  the  finance  committee  of  the  Steel  corporation,  and 
it  was  felt  then  that  their  trip  had  a  special  significanct  at  this  time,  and  that  the  decision  would  be  made  public 
within  a  few  days.  The  telegram  received  this  aftemoc  n  is  the  best  news  that  has  been  given  to  the  people  of  the 
city  in  many  years.

Lands  in  the  Chippewa  Indian  reser- 
vation, which  were  withdrawn  from 
entry  last  fall  by  the  government, 
have  again  been  thrown  open  to  set- 
tlement. A  letter  was  received  today 
by  Register  Engel  giving  the  necessary 
instructions  and  how  anyone  may  file 
upo  nthe  land. 

The  lands  were  withdrawn  last  fall 
in  order  that  the  government  could 
make  a  survey  of  the  territory  to  see  if 
it  would  pay  to  have  it  drained,  and  if 
so,  those  who  filed  upon  It  would  be 
compelled  to  pay  their  share  of  the  1 
assessment  for  this  work.  The  survey 
has  been  partly  completed,  but  there 
is  still  much  work  to  be  done. 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  govern- 
ment, however,  that  the  lands  will  be 
thrown  open  to  settlement  immdiatly 
but  those  who  file  \i!p6k  It  must  agree  to 
pay  for  any  drainage  which  is  done 
upon  It  after  the  survey  is  completed. 
The  government  later  will  go  ahead 
with  the  survey  and  it  will  be  de- 
termined later  on  whether  or  not  the 
territory    is    to    b^    drained. 

It  is  only  on  this  condition  that  a 
person   can  file  upon  the  lands. 

The  territory  which  is  thrown  open 
by  this  order  of  the  government  Iti- 
cludes  practically  all  of  the  reserva- 
tion, except  that  which  has  already 
been  settled  upon  prior  to  the  order 
withdrawing  tlie  land,  last  fall.  It  is  es- 
timated that  there  are  about  4,000  acres 
la   all.

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AGRARIAN 
PROBLEM 

TaRcn  Up  by  Lower  House 

of  the   Russian 

Parliament. 

One  Hundred  Members 

Signify  Their  Intention 

of  Speaking. 


St  Petersburg,  April  l.-The  dis- 
cussion of  the  agrarian  problem,  to 
which  the  first  Russian  parliament 
almost  entirely  devoted  iU  legislative 
activity,  began  in  the  lower  house 
today.  Over  100  speakers  immediately 
signified  their  intention  of  partici- 
pating m  the  debate,  to  which,  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  of  the  parlia- 
mentary leaders,  only  one  day  per 
week  will  be  devoted.  The  question 
is  considered  to  be  of  far  less  import- 
ance than  It  was  last  year.  Neither 
the  ConsUtutional  Democrats  nor  the 
Socialists  have  much  expectation  of 
arriving  at  pracUcal  results  during 
the  llfo  of  the  present  parliament. 
They  are  convinced  that  any  m-f  sure 
invoWing  the  compulsory  expropria- 
tion of  land,  which  is  the  basic  prln- 
cinW  of  all  the  Liberal  solutions,  will 
SSc^ttely'be    vetoed     ^y     Oie  ^m- 

perior.  and  be  regarded  ^hp  dis^Jlu- 
net  as  a  justification  for  the  dissoiu 
Uon  of  parliament.  The  house  how- 
ever wa5  foix:ed  to  begin  the  discus- 
Vxon  of  the  agrarian  measure,  as  a 
concession  to  the  peasant  constitu- 
ents   of   many   of    the   members. 

Each  political  party  has  put  for- 
ward three  or  four  spokesmen  to  ex- 
plain the  features  of  the  programs; 
but  the  gr^at  mass  of  the  speakers 
a?e  pet^li^ta.  whose  work  will  con- 
tribute but  little  to  a  solution  of  the 
question.  The  real  work  will  mainly 
be  done  by  the  committee  to  which 
a?e  various  projects  will  be  referred. 
The  nroject  of  the  Constitutloal  Dem- 
Jcrlts  which  was  Introduced  today, 
i,  nractlcally  Identical  with  last  year  s 
draft  It  involves  the  compulsory 
expropriation  of  all  estates  above 
established  maximums  to  be  deter- 
mined in  each  province  by  commis- 
sions created  for  this  purpose.  The 
bill  as  presented  contemplates  in- 
dividual ownership,  whereas  the  pro- 
ject of  the  group  of  toll,  which  also 
was  reintroduced,  proposes  the  na- 
tionalisation of  all  the  land  in  the 
empire  The  National  .Socialists  In-

"The  most  Btriking  event  of  the  week 
has  been  a  drop  of  £10  in  two  days  in 
the  London  price  for  copoer,  brining  it 
$15  below  the  highest  of  the  year.  This 
is  equivalent  to  nearly  3^  cents  in  the 
Ameriacn  quotation.  This  decline  is  en- 
tirely speculative,  and  has  had  as  yet 
no  effect  on  the  trade,  but  this  is  of 
little  significance,  as  there  have  been 
very  few  transactions  at  the  highest 
prices,  such  purchases  as  have  been 
made  entirely  for  those  who  were  com- 
pelled to  fill  thcdr  contracts  for  nearby 
deliveries  of  the  metal.  It  is  evident 
that  those  who  are  counting  on  a  main- 
tenance of  a  25-cent  metal  market  dur- 
ing the  balance  of  the  year  are  basing 
their  hopes   on   an   insecure  foundation. 

"One  of  the  most  able  men  in  the  cop- 
per business  tells  us  that  he  expects  a 
slight  reduction  in  the  price  of  metal, 
but  would  be  very  much  surprised  if  it 
J  sold  below  22  cents  this  year.  The  head 
of  one  of  the  largest  banking  houses 
in  this  country  Is  quoted  as  saying 
that  he  looked  for  a  decline  of  not 
more  than  5  per  cent  in  the  volume  of 
trade.  Such  a  recession  would  be  very 
quickly  reflected  in  the  price  of  cop- 
per, which  is  governed  solely  by  the 
demand  and  supply,  and  is  not,  as  in 
18&9.  supported  by  artificial  means.  To- 
wards the  last  of  the  year  there  will 
be  quite  an  appreciable  Increase  in  the 
supply  of  the  metal,  which  is  apparent- 
ly coming  at  a  time  when  there  will 
be  a  little  falling  off  in  the  demand; 
hence,  ye  must  look  for  a  slow  decline 
in  the  price  of  copper,  though,  person- 
ally, we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
not  likely  to  go  below  18  cents  a 
pound."

April  1.— The  Russian  gov- 
ernment has  3ubmitte>d  to  the  prin- 
cipal powers,  confidentially,  a  re- 
vised program  of  the  subjects  to  b© 
discussed  at  the  approcw:hing  peace 
conference  at  The  Hague.  Corre- 
spondence in  this  connection  be- 
tw-een  the  Russian  foreign  office  and 
the  foreign  offices  of  the  powers  con- 
tinues, tho  object  being  to  reach  an 
agreement  in  advance  of  communi- 
cating with  the  minor  governments. 
Great  Britain  has  not  formulated  a 
precise  plan  for  the  limitation  of 
armaments,  and  seems  unwilling  to 
do  so.

the  theorist  holds,  beyond  doubt  that  the  determined 
antagonism  and  bitter  demands  for  reprisal  in  the  shape 
of  2-cent  fares  and  lower  freight  rates  would  never  have 
been  provoked.  Thus  the  roads  themselves  would  hav<| 
saved  millions  and  kept  the  people  their  friends. 
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ABE  RUEr'S  OUTCRY. 

If  Abe  Ruef,  tlije  exposed  and  oft-times  indicted  boss 
of  San  Francisco,  thinks  that  he  can  either  win  sympathy 
or  convince  one  single  person  by  his  outcry  of  "con- 
spiracy," he  is  certainly  "reckoning  without  his  host." 
His  rabid  attack  on  those  responsible  for  his  downfall 
will  have  the  exactly  opposite  effect  on  all  thinking 
people,  serving  only  to  convince  them  the  more  firmly 
that  the  indictments  against  him  were  based  on  irrefut- 
able evidence. 

Of  course,  as  a  man  standing  in  the  very  shadow  of 
the  gates  of  the  penitentiary,  Ruef  might  be  expected  to 
evince  all  kinds  of  anger  because  he  is  not  allowed  to  go 
at  liberty  so  that  he  may  concoct  schemes  to  defeat  jus- 
tice by  drawing  up  one  set  of  stories  for  all  of  his  fol- 
%  lowers  to  tell  in  court  and  by  persuading  or  coercing 
the  weak-kneed  members  of  his  disrupted  and  panic- 
stricken  gang  into  resisting  the  probings  of  Prosecutor 
Heney. 

It  may  be,  as  the  boss  charges,  that  the  present 
course  of  the  courts,  in  placing  him  in  the  absolute  con- 
trol of  an  extra-vigilant  and  incorruptible  officer,  is  not 
according  to  precedent;  but  the  accusations  against  him 
and  his  notorious  record,  the  fact  that  he  would  hesitate 
at  nothing  to  thwart  justice  and  the  knowledge  that, 
with  him  out  of  active  control  tor  a  time,  the  members  of 
his  gang  are  falling  over  one  another  in  their  anxiety  to 
save  themselves  at  the  expense  of  others,  certainly  justify 
extraordinary  measures. 

If  Boss  Ruef  be  not  guilty,  he  need  not  fear  a  mis- 
carriage of  justice  that  will  make  him  an  innocent  vic- 
tim. The  fact,  however,  that  he  is  making  this  outcry  be- 
fore he  has  been  really  hurt  will  serve  only  to  make  the 
reading  public  believe  more  firmly  than  ever,  that  the 
half  has  not  yet  been  told  of  San  Francisco's  riot  of 
corruption. 


TINTS  OF  LIFE'S  WALLS. 

The  painting  of  the  walls  of  the  handsomest  new  hos- 
pital in  New  York  city  a  delicate  green  tint,  while  artistic 
in  itself  and  very  pretty  in  its  proper  place,  was  found 
to  make  the  patients  look  more  pallid  than  they  really 
were  and  to  cause  them  to  imagine  that  they  were  worse 
than  the  doctors  and  nurses  would  acknowledge.  So 
serious  did  this  become  that  it  was  finally  deemed  im- 
perative to  recolor  the  whole  interior  at  an  added  cost 
of  several  thousand  dollars. 

What  is  true  of  the  patients  in  that  hospital  is  equally 
true  of  all  lives.  Cheerfulness  and  what  conduces  to 
hope  and  brightness  are  better  for  the  sick  than  medi- 
cine and  are  also  far  better  for  the  well  than  anything 
else.  A  dismal,  pallor-creating  atmosphere  is  as  disas- 
trous outside  of  sick  wards  as  in  them,  often  tending  to 
t produce  illness  in  the  well,  just  as  it  almost  invariably 
aggravates  the  ailments  of  sufferers. 

Happiness  and  discontent  are  nearly  always  the  re- 
sult of  the  state  of  the  mind — of  the  proper  or  im- 
proper painting  of  the  walls  of  one's  life.  With  green, 
pallor-producing  surroundings  come  ills  and  worries  and 
disi^atisfactions.  With  bright, "  cheerful  colorings  ever 
before  and  around  one's  mental  vision,  come  hopefulness 
and  optimism  and  looking  on  the  good  side  of  everything. 
The  green  tint  tends  to  misery;  the  bright  shade  makes 
for  happiness,  good  nature  and  goodness  in  every  way. 

The  really  afflicted  people  one  meets  along  the  way, 
the  crippled,  the  blind,  the  maimed  and  halt,  the  suf- 
ferers from  direct  poverty,  are  often  found  to  be  the 
ones  with  sunny  patient  natures.  This  is  simply  be- 
cause they  refuse  to  allow  their  trials  to  color  their  lives 
•  pallor-producing  hue  but  carry  instead  in  their  minds 
the  tints  of  the   sunshine. 

To  each  one  is  it  given  to  paint  for  himself  or  her- 
self the  color  of  the  walls  that  confine  one's  life — either 
a  depressing  hue  that  makes  one  sick  and  discontented 
or  a  bright,  warm,  cheerful  color  that  brings  the  glow  of 
happiness  and  success  to  face  and  heart. 


RAILROAD  DISCOURTESIES. 

.•\  new  theory  as  to  the  cause  of  the  apparently  vFo- 
lent  and  determined  antagonism  of  the  people  to  the  rail- 
roads is  found  in  the  declaration  of  an  Eastern  writer 
that  a  large  proportion  of  that  antagonism  has  been 
aroused  by  the  gross  lack  of  consideration  and  the  almost 
insulting  impoliteness  of  the  railroad  men  themselves. 
It  is  declared  that  it  is  not  Roosevelt,  not  a  concerted 
movement  looking  to  government  ownership,  not  blind, 
unreasoning  hatred  but  long  pent-up  anger  because  offi- 
cials, from  village  station  agent  up,  have  never  neglected 
to  treat  patrons  with  indifference  or  disdain. 

A  great  corporation  might  ignore  the  people  and  they 
would  bear  it  philosophically  and  even  joke  about  it,  but 
when  petty  officials  attempt  to  walk  roughshod  over  the 
public's  feelings,  there  is  bound  to  be  resentment  and 
this  is  almost  invariably  laid  up  in  hatred  not  of  the  offi- 
cials but  of  the  corporation  itself.  Station  and  ticket 
agents,  conductors,  trainmen  generally  and  other  em- 
ployes, when  asked  a  civil  question  for  information  have 
undoubtedly  either  disdained  to  give  any  answer  what- 
•oever  or  have  treated  the  inquirer  with  the  utmost  boor- 
ishncss  and  this  has  always  resulted  in  hard  feelings. 

In  the  case,  also,  of  those  sending  or  receiving  freight, 
how  few  men  or  firms  have  received  the  slightest  cour- 
tesies, unless  it  is  known  that  they  have  influence  with 
the  magnates  or  own  stock  in  the  road!  .\nd  what  utter 
disregard  has  been  paid  to  the  vast  majority  of  the  com- 
plaints by  the  higher  officials!  The  lower  ones  know  this 
and  their  course  has  naturally  been  in  imitation  of  their 
superiors.  This  evil  has  grown  steadily  for  years  and 
with  it  has  grown  the  wrath  of  the  insulted  and  disre- 
garded people  until  it  finally  reached  the  eruptive  stage. 

If  the  railroads  had  adopted,  years  ago,  the  recent 
policy  of  Vice  President  Brown  of  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral and  President  Winchell  of  the  Rock  Island  of  send- 
ing out  "spotters"  to  watch  for  and  report  on  insolence 
by  employes  and  of  severely  punishing  offenders,  it  is. 
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FORAKER'S  GAGE    TO  TAFT. 

Consistency,  at  least  in  time  of  political  stress,  is 
evidently  not  one  of  the  valued  jewels  in  the  treasure- 
box  of  Senator  Joseph  Benson  Foraker  of  Ohio,  for, 
fearful  as  to  the  fate  of  his  presidential  aspirations,  he 
has,  in  one  day,  completely  reversed  his  past  principles 
and  become  as  inconsistent  as  any  of  his  colleagues. 

Ever  since  Mr.  Foraker  first  entered  the  United 
States  senate,  he  has  been  a  firm  and  unwavering  oppo- 
nent not  only  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution providing  for  the  direct  election  of  senators 
by  the  people  of  the  states  but  he  has  set  himself  in 
every  way  possible  against  anything  resembling  the 
nomination  of  candidates  for  the  upper  house  at  pri- 
maries. 

Now,  however,  when  he  sees  his  presidential  aspira- 
tions in  danger  of  eclipse  by  the  Roosevelt-backed  move- 
ment to  make  Secretary  Taft  the  Republican  nominee 
next  year,  Mr.  Foraker  changes  his  views  in  short  order 
and  challenges  Mr.  Taft  to  a  test  of  political  strength 
at  the  Republican  primaries  of  the  state.  Very  cunning- 
ly and  with  transparent  smoothness,  he  declares  that  he 
"does  not  want  any  political  honors  from  the  people  of 
Ohio  without  their  hearty  approval"  and  he  suggests 
that  the  proper  way  to  determine  the  choice  of  the  Re- 
publicans of  his  state  as  to  their  favorite  for  the  presi- 
dential nomination  next  year  is  to  have  a  state  primary 
election  to  elect  delegates  to  the  state  convention  that 
shall  determine   this   matter. 

If  Mr.  Taft,  however,  be  wise — and  no  one  has  yet 
accused  him  of  being  lacking  in  political  sapience  and 
discretion — he  will  ignore  the  senator's  challenge  and 
go  quietly  about  his  nine  months  record-breaking  tour. 
He  knows  that  Mr.  Foraker,  aided  and  abetted  by  his 
colleague,  Mr.  Dick,  has  built  up  such  an  elaborate  ma- 
chine that  it  would  be  the  height  of  folly  for  him  to 
entrust  his  presidential  fate  to  such  a  decision.  It  would 
be  nothing  more  nor  less  than  sure  political  suicide  and 
that  Mr.  Taft  is  certainly  not  yet  ready  to  agree  to.

COLOSSAL  BENEFACTIONS. 

Almost  fabulous  have  been  the  public  benefactions  of 
Americans  since  Jan.  i,  1905,  and  still  the  vast  flood 
of  generosity  continues,  apparently  without  signs  of 
even  beginning  to  recede.  The  known  gifts,  outright 
or  conditional  as  is  the  rule  with  John  D.  Rockefeller's 
offerings  to  college  and  academies,  aggregate  in  that 
short  period  of  time  $J07, 364,000,  while  it  is  estimated 
that  uncompiled  donations  to  churches,  charitable  or- 
ganizations and  sufferers  from  calamities  will  add  at  least 
$100,000,000  to  that  colossal  total. 

In  actual  gifts,  Andrew  Carnegie  heads  the  list  with 
$58,389,500.  John  D.  Rockefeller  comes  next  with  actual 
donations  of  $55,765,000  but  overtops  Mr.  Carnegie  $45,- 
375.500  if  pledges  contingent  on  various  educational  in- 
stitutions raising  double  each  sum  promised  be  regarded 
as  benefactions.  These  two  unapproachable  givers  have 
in  the  last  twenty-six  months  disposed  of,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  public,  $114,154,500  of  their  actual  wealth,  while 
to  this  may  be  added  $48,000,000  of  Mr.  Rockefeller's 
contingent  donations. 

Mrs.  Russell  Sage  comes  third  on  the  great  list  with 
$12,310,000  and  she  is  likely  to  add  largely  to  that  more 
than  princely  amount  at  anj-  time.  Others  whose  bene- 
factions have  exceeded  $1,000,000  are:  Charles  M. 
Schwab,  $8,750,000  pledged  to  come  at  his  death;  Mrs. 
Phoebe  Hearst,  $5,140,000;  Helen  Miller  Gould,  $7,400,- 
000;  Henry  Phipps.  $3,500,000;  Henry  H.  Rogers,  $2,650,- 
000;  J.  P.  Morgan,  $2,410,000;  the  late  Charles  T.  Yerkes, 
$9,000,000;  Nathan  Straus,  $1,060,000;  Henry  C.  Frick, 
$6,900,000;  Mrs.  Thomas  F.  Ryan,  $4,260,000;  Joseph  H. 
Schiff,  $1,855,000;  W.  P.  Letchworth,  $1,500,000;  the  late 
Stephen  Salisbury  of  Massachusetts,  $20,000,000;  Edward 
F.  Searles,  $2,800,000;  Meyer  Guggenheim,  $1,402,000; 
Mrs.  Mary  J.  Withrop,  $1,750,000;  P.  A.  B.  Widener,  $5,- 
000,000;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  M.  Anderson,  $2,900,000;  and  Da- 
vid Rankin  of  St.  Louis,  $2,000,000.  Ten  persons,  four  of 
them  women,  have  given  away  $1,000,000  each. 

This  is  the  most  remarkable  list  of  benefactions  in 
the  world's  history  from  the  beginning  of  time.  A 
notable  feature  is  the  large  number  of  women  who  have 
given  away  what,  before  the  Civil  war,  would  have  been 
considered  vast  fortunes.  These  colossal  donations  have 
been  made  possible  by  the  unparalleled  progress  of  the 
United  States  in  the  last  fifty  years.  No  matter  how 
some  of  the  givers  may  be  criticised  in  regard  to  the 
sources  of  their  wealth,  their  distribution  of  it  is  most 
commendable  and  the  people  may  well  rejoice  that  they, 
and  not  the  few  heirs  of  the  extremely  rich,  are  the 
beneficiaries.

Dark,  soft  greens  with  an  Inconspicu- 
ous stripe  come  next.  Some  of  the 
swell  dressers  are  buying  tan-colored 
suits.

"Every  man  has  his  fad.  and  mine 
happens  to  be  photography,  said  R.  P. 

"I 
am  hardly  what  you  would  call  a  pro- 
fessional photographer,  although  I  have 
at  times  made  a  little  money  out  of  my 
work  merely  for  tlie  pleasure  there  Is 
In  It.

Most 
of  the  fun  with  me  Is  In  developing 
and  flnishing  my  own  photographs.  I 
have  a  specially  constructed  dark  room 
at  home  for  that   purpose. 

"Remarkably  strides  In  the  art  of 
photography  nave  been  made  In  the 
last  few  years.  Unusual  and  startling 
feats  of  the  camera  have  surprised  the 
world.  One  of  the  most  famous  actual 
photographs  In  existence  Is  one  of  the 
Flatlron  building  in  New  York,  taken 
at  night  with  several  hours'  exposure. 
The  Washington  arch  and  the  Statue 
of  Liberty  in  New  York  harbor  have 
been  taken  at  night  with  magnesium 
flashlight. 

"Animal  pictures  have  come  to  be 
quite  a  fad  with  some  men  of  note,  and 
their  contributions  in  this  direction 
have  been  of  considerable  scientific 
value  In  many  Instances.  Schillings, 
a  noted  German  hunter  and  traveler, 
has  added  much  to  the  knowledge  of 
animal  life  by  photographing  big  game 
by  flashlight  far  back  in  the  Jungles  of 
Africa.  Herds  of  wild  elephants,  groups 
of  lions,  zebras,  etc.  all  have  been 
caught  by  him.  His  photographs  really 
are  remarkable.  The  eyes  or  the  ani- 
mals In  his  pictures  often  show  the 
wild,  startled  look  that  comes  to  those 
suddenly  surprised.  American  photog- 
raphers have  added  some  pretty 
choice  pieces  of  work  to  the  collection 
of  wild  animals,  although  these  pic- 
tures are  all  of  such  animals  as  are 
to  be  found  on  this  continent."

London  Mall:  The  emperor  of  Austria  Is 
rather  given  to  boasting  that  to  the  plain 
manner  In  which  he  has  always  lived  he 
owes  his  excellent  health  and  long  life. 
His  majesty  Is  quite  content  with  milk 
and  porridge  for  his  breakfast,  and  al- 
though a  somewhat  elaborate  menu  Is 
Erepared  for  luncheon  when  other  mem- 
ers  of  the  Austrian  royal  family  are 
present,  the  emperor  Is  usually  satisfied 
with  a  little  cold  poultry,  followed  by 
cheese,  of  which  he  Is  very  fond.  His 
majestj'  does  not  care  a  great  deal  for 
fish,  and  the  only  soup  of  which  he  can 
be  said  to  be  really  fond  Is  Scotch  broth. 


Slightly  nippy  but  not  really  cold,  and 
withal  clear,  fresh  and  bracing,  was  the 
atmosphere  of  the  early  morning  that  put 
"ginger"  Into  the  footsteps  of  those  who 
went  to  work  early.  The  brilliant  spring 
sun.  however,  warmed  things  up,  and 
long  before  noon  the  day  was  an  ideal 
one  for  the  opening  of  the  second  month 
of  spring,  with  not  a  cloud  In  the  sky 
and  a  gentle  easterly  wind  blowing. 
March  gave  the  people  a  chilly  farewell, 
though  It  smiled  as  it  went  away.  The 
coolness  prevented  the  full  display  of  the 
regulation  Easter  finery,  new  gowns  being 
concealed  by  heavy  wraps,  but  It  did  not 
keep  people  from  attending  the  services, 
which  were  elaborate  In  many  churches, 
and  all  of  the  sacred  edifices  were  crowd- 
ed. The  night  was  cold  but  clear  and 
calm,  and  the  Easter  parade  lasted  well 
Into  the  evening.  Last  night's  lowest 
temperature  was  16  dcgs.  and  yesterday's 
highest  was  28  degs.  The  weather  man 
says  It  win  be  cloudy  and  warmer  to- 
night and  threatening  tomorrow,  with 
probably  rain  or  snow. 

The  sun  sot  this  afternoon  at  6:37 
o'clock  and  will  rise  tomorrow  morning 
at  6:45  o'clock.  Today  has  12  hours  50 
minutes  of  sunlight— a  gain  of  7  minutes 
over  Saturday. 

A  yea.r  ago  today  the  weather  was  as 
nearly  Ideal  as  it  was  possible  to  make  It, 
and  thousands  were  on  the  streets  in  the 
afternoon,  riding  or  walking  and  enjoy- 
ing the  delightful  sun  and  balmy  air. 

Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 
"Chilly  weather  continued  Sunday  and 
last  night,  attending  the  movemt-nt  of  a 
high  pressure  area  from  Manitoba  to 
Lake  Huron.  A  disturbance  central  Sun- 
day morning  over  British  Columbia  has 
advanced  Its  center  to  Saskatchewan, 
Eastern  Montana  and-  Western  North  Da- 
kota. This  low  pressure  has  caused  quite 
general  cloudiness  and  much  higher  tem- 
perature throughout  the  Northwest,  and 
Is  followed  again  by  rising  pres.sures  and 
clearing  skies  In  British  Columbia.  The 
Northwestern  storm  area,  as  It  moves 
eastward,  will  cause  strong  easterly 
winds  In  this  locality  tonight  and  Tues-  | 
day,  with  probably  rain  or  snow  during 
Tuesday.  A  low  pressure  area  off  the 
coast  of  Florida  caused  light  to  copious 
rains  during  Sunday  in  all  Atlantic  dis- 
tricts except  snow  In  the  N^orth  Atlantic 
states."

The  tie-up  of  the  Southern  railroads 
caused  a  shortage  In  the  suply  of  fuel  oil 
at  the  mines  and  this,  according  to  the 
reports,  in  a  measure  retarded  the  supply 
which  could  be  got  from  Texas  fields,  was 
Inadequate. 

Much  new  machinery  was  installed  or 
contracted  for  by  both  companies.  The 
Calumet  &  Arlnoza  smelter  plant  was  en- 
larged and  Improved  in  anticipation  of  an 
Increased  production  from  the  Superior  % 
Pittsburg,  whose  ores  are  treated  at  the 
Calumet  &  Arizona  smelter. 

Both  companies  will  assist  the  Warren 
company  in  constructing  an  electric  line 
from  the  shafts  to  the  Warren  townslte, 
so  that  the  employes  may  build  homes  for 
themselves  there.  It  being  considered  the 
most  desirable  location. 

The  total  feet  opened  In  development 
during  the  year,  at  Superior  &  Pittsburg 
was  40.018.70.  Speaking  of  development, 
Mr.  Powell,  In  his  report  on  Superior  & 
Pittsburg  says: 

The  development  for  the  year  1906  has 
been  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory.  Much 
of  our  work  has  been  pioneer  work  into 
unexplored  territory,  and  while  we  have 
opened  up  some  large  and  Important  ore 
bodies  during  the  year,  the  really  encour- 
aging feature  has  been  the  proving  up  In 
every  mine  of  the  company  that  we  are 
in  heavily  mineralized  ground,  as  is 
shown  by  the  large  bodies  of  copper  bear- 
ing and  leached  material  developed;  this 
being  Invariably  the  capping  for  the  ore 
bodies  of  the  district. 

"The  most  Important  ore  bodies  devel- 
oped on  the  property  have  been  on  the 
West  side  of  the  property  from  the  Cole 
shaft,  where  we  have  found  and  de- 
veloped during  the  year  oxide  ore  bodies 
on  the  Jessie  Glencalrn  claim  on  the  1,100 
foot  level  and  on  the  1,000  foot  level  of 
the  Sunnyslde  claim.  The  development 
of  both  of  these  ore  bodies  has  been  very 
satisfactory  Indeed,  and  they  have  both 
reached  the  stage  where  they  can  be 
placed  among  the  important  ore  bodies  of 
the  camp 

*"The  development  work  on  the  1,000  foot 
level  from  the  Cole  shaft  on  the  Sunny- 
side  claim  in  the  sulphide  ore  body,  has 
shown  the  area  of  thi  body  to  be  very 
large,  and  the  work  on  the  1,100  foot  level 
shows  that  the  sulphide  ore  developed 
above  continues  down  through  this  level. 
"A  noticeable  feature  of  the  work  at  the 
Cole  shaft  has  been  the  opening  and 
widening  out  of  the  ore  bodies  as  the 
stoping  has  advanced,  and  we  are  carry- 
ing all  of  our  stopes  today  beyond  the 
limits  of  what  we  could  have  reason- 
ably expected  a  year  ago,  and  have  added 
very  materially  to  the  ore  reserve  on 
the  property.  This  is  true  of  all  of  the 
ore  bodies  being  worked  from  the  Cole 
shaft. 

"Tlie  lower  level  of  the  Cole  shaft 
is  in  leached  and  oxidized  ground  as 
far  as  we  have  gone,  and  the  shaft  is 
being  sunk  as  fast  as  possible. 

•'On  the  easterly  part  of  the  property 
at  the  Hoatson  and  Junction  shafts  our 
development  work  has  continuously 
shown  uunches  and  bodies  of  oxide 
ore,  some  of  which  are  being  stoped  in 
a  considerable  tonnage  today,  but 
which  should  prove  to  be  of  little  im- 
portance eventually  when  compared 
with  what  Is  Indicated  as  being  below 
by  the  large  leached  areas  surrounding 
them. 

'At  the  Brlggs  shaft  our  No.  20  cross- 
cut due  south  from  the  shaft  ran 
through  400  feet  of  leached  and  copper 
stained  ground,  but  difficulties  with 
the  fuel  situation  have  prevented  us 
from  prospecting  this  ground  as  rap- 
Idly   as  we    should   have   liked. 

"Our  present  policy  Is  to  gain  depth 
as  rapidly  as  possible  in  all  of  the 
mines  and  without  exception  we  have 
every  encouragement  for  expecting  ad- 
ditional  important   finds   in   each. 

"We  are  now  sinking  the  Cole, 
Hoatson  and  Junction  shafts  as  rapid- 
ly as  is  possible,  and  should  be  ready 
to  cut  our  1,'100-foot  level  station  at 
the  Cole  and  the  twelfth  station  at 
the  Junction  by  March  1;  and  the 
twelfth  station  at  the  Hoatson  by 
May  1. 

"As  soon  as  the  fuel  conditions  will 
permit,  it  Is  our  Intention  to  resume 
sinking  at  the  Brlggs. 

"While  the  development  work  done  on 
the  Superior  &  Pittsburg  properties 
represents  a  large  number  of  feet  of 
openings,  as  a  matter  of  fact  only  a 
very  sm.all  proportion  of  our  favor- 
ably located  claims  have  been  touch- 
ed at  all." 

And  speaking  of  water  and  pumps, 
Mr.   Pow^ell  says  in   his  report: 

"Our  experience  with  the  water  at 
the  Brlggs  and  Junction  shafts  has 
convinced  us  that  while  we  encounter 
serious  difficulties  while  sinking  and 
opening  ground,  that  with  the  ground 
once  opened  and  drained,  the  comig 
water    amounts    to    very    little. 

"It  Is  the  policy  of  the  management 
to  provide  sufficient  pumps  and  boiler 
capacity  to  take  rare  of  the  water  en- 
countered in  sinking  and  opening,  so 
as  to  .ivoid  delay  as  much  as  possible 
from   this   source." 

In  speaking  of  development  at  Calu- 
met &  Arizona,  Mr.  Powell  says  In  his 
report: 

"While  the  development  work  done 
has  not  been  as  much  as  the  manage- 
ment had  hoped  for  because  of  condi- 
tions over  which  we  nad  absolutely  no 
control,  it  has  been  most  satisfactory 
in  results,  and  I  think  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  more  ore  has  been  a<>tually  de- 
veloped on  our  property  during  1906, 
than  has  ever  been  developed  during 
any  one  year  since  the  ore  was  first 
found  on  our  property,  and  we  have 
more  ore  actually  in  sight  today  than 
at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  prop- 
erty with  a  large  amount  of  most  fa- 
vorable ground,  which  development 
work  has  not   reached  at   all. 

"I  think  It  Is  safe  to  say  that  as  much 
ore  has  been  developed  on  the  Irish 
Map  claim  durlnp:  the  year,  as  has  been 
taken  out.  The  development  work  dur- 
ing the  year  has  extended  very  largely 
the  limits  of  the  known  ore  bodies  on 
tlie  Senator  claims,  and  two  or  three 
additional  ore  bodies  have  been  found 
on  these  claims. 

"The  major  portion  of  the  large  de- 
posits which  we  have  on  the  Buckeye 
claim  have  been  found  and  developed 
during  the  year,  and  while  large  ore 
bodies  have  been  opened  on  the  Buck- 
eye claim,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  only  a 
•small  portion  of  the  claim  has  been 
developed  at  all,  and  only  a  few  feet 
of  drifting  has  been  done  on  the  Gib- 
raltar claim,  which  Joins  the  Buckeye 
on  the  south.  Both  oxide  and  sulphide 
bodies  have  been  developed  on  the  Sen- 
ators and  Buckeye  claims  In  about 
the  same  proportions  that  the  tjvo 
classes  of  ore  wera  found  on  the  Irish

NAME  REAL  JAWBREAKER. 

Supreme  Court  Record  for  Queer  Appel- 
ations  is  Itself  Broken. 

Washington,  April  1. — The  supreme 
court  docket  Is  somewhat  famous  for 
the  odd  names  of  litigants,  but  In  a 
petition  for  certiorari  filed  last  week 
the  name  of  the  respondent  Is  the 
worst  jawbreaker  that  has  appeared 
for  some  time.  The  name  is  Damp- 
sklbssehskatbet  KJoebenhvn,  which  is 
that  of  a  Danish  steamship  company, 
owner  of  the  steamer  Euxinia,  run- 
ning between  Philadelphia  and  Cen- 
tral American  ports. 

While  returning  to  that  city  with  a 
cargo  of  fruit  it  was  necessary  that 
she  be  inspected  at  the  Reedy  Island 
quarantine  station,  at  the  head  of 
Delaware  bay.  She  reached  the  sta- 
tion at  night,  and  the  quarantine  phy- 
sician, Dr.  Ward,  while  on  the  ship, 
fell  down  an  unlighted  hatchway  and 
was  killed.  His  widow  brought  suit 
for  damages,  due  to  the  alleged  negli- 
gence of  the  ship's  officers  in  failing 
to  warn  the  physician  of  the  dark 
hatchway,  and  the  trial  court  awarded 
her  $25,000. 

The  Judgment  was  reversed  by  the 
circuit  court  of  appeals,  which  held 
that  Mrs.  Ward  could  not  recover  be» 
cause  the  status  of  her  husband  on  the 
ship  was  not  that  of  a  passenger,  his 
presence  being  compulsory,  and  be- 
sides that  testimony  did  not  show  that 
the  steamers'  officials  had  been  negli- 
gent in  the  matter. 

The  supreme  court  has  the  petition, 
names  and  all  under  advisement.

Harris  is  man- 
ager for  George  Cohen,  the  actor  and 
playwright,  whose  wife,  Ethel  Levy, 
recently  got  an  interlocutory  decree  of 
absolute  divorce. 

Mrs.  Harris,  a  good-looking  young 
woman  with  dark  hair  and  dark  eyes, 
testified  that  she  was  married  to  Har- 
ris on  October  IB,  1891. 

Morris  N.  Schuss,  a  private  detec- 
tive, testified  that  on  Jan.  11  he  sha- 
dowed Harris,  saw  him  meet  a  woman 
at  the  entrance  to  the  Hotel  Nor- 
mandie  and  go  with  her  to  the  Geneva 
Hotel. 

Harris  did  not  defend.  Jacob  Stlefel, 
counsel  of  Mrs.  Harris,  told  the  court 
that  Harls  had  entered  Into  a  stipula- 
tion to  pay  to  his  wife  $10,000  in  con- 
sideration of  her  withdrawing  an  ap- 
plication for  alimony,  and  asked  the 
court  to  approve  of  this  stipulation.

Financial  worries  have  continued 
the  past  week  not  only  in  Wall 
street,  but  lndln?ctly  they  have  com- 
menced to  mak9  themselves  felt  in 
the  business  world.

THE  AMERICAN 
EMBASSY  BURNS 

Old  Mission    at  Rome 

Badly  Scorched  by 

the  Flames. 

Rome,  April  1.— While  Lloyd  C.  Qrl*- 
com,  the  American  ambassador,  and 
Mrs.  Griscom  were  returning  from  tb« 
Easter  services  at  the  American  churoh 
today    they    saw    smoke    rising    from    th« 

roof  of  their  home,  the  Palazzo  Del 
Drago.  Mr.  Griscom  hurriedly  entered 
the  building  and  found  the  servants  were 
unaware  that  the  place  was  on  fire. 
The  ambassador  led  the  way  to  the  at- 
tic. Flames  burst  forth  as  he  opened 
the  door  and  burned  his  hand  and  singed 
his  eyebrows.  When  the  fireman  ar- 
rived, the  beams,  which  were  put  In 
place  centuries  ago.  were  burning  brisk- 
ly. The  roof  over  the  attic  collapsed, 
causing  the  center  portion  of  the  cell- 
ing of  the  magnificent  ball  room  to  fall. 
The  furniture  and  paintings  were  quick- 
ly removed,  but  not  before  several  of 
the  latter,  notably  one  of  President 
Roosevelt,    were    damaged. 

After  working  two  hours  the  firemen 
succeeded  in  checking  the  blaze.  The 
loss  is  estimated  at  $10,000  and  is  covered 
by   insurance.

Tlic  au<litir.g  oi  accoimts  will  receive  at- 
tention, and  plans  for  tlie  year's  church 
work  will  be  discussed.

HOW  TO  GET 
GOODROADS 

Plans   of  Action    Were 

Made  at  Meeting 

Saturday. 

Large  Delegations  Pres- 
ent and  Many  Good 
Talks  Given. 


Farmers  of  Carlton  county  and 
citizens  of  West  Duluth,  Duluth  and 
Superior  demonstrated  clearly,  last 
Saturday  that  they  know  how  to 
hold  a  good  roads  meeting.  Satur- 
day afternoon  the  Commercial  club 
room.s  at  West  Duluth  were  well 
Ailed  with  an  enthusiastic  gathering 
,of  these  people,  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing    road    improvements. 

The. surrounding  towns  of  Foud.du 
Lac,  Carlton  and  Wrenshall  were 
repreesnted  by  delegations,  and  there 
were*  also  lnvge  numbers  of  repre- 
-sentatives  from  Duluth  and  Superior, 
I  bfsides  the  turn-out  from  West  Du- 
iuth.  L.  A.  Barn-js,  president  of  the 
West  Duluth  Commercial  club,  called 
the  meeting  to  order  and  presided, 
and  M.  H.  McMahou  acted  as  secre- 
tary. F.  B.  McLeran,  L.  H.  Bugbee. 
T.  C.  Sauby,  Winfield  Holmes  and 
T.  M.  Ferguson  represented  Wren- 
shall. 

Mr.  McLeran.  who  Is  president  of 
the  Carlton  County  Good  Roads  as- 
sociation, was  the  first  speaker,  and 
g-ave  the  history  of  the  settlement  of 
Wrenshall,  and  later  of  the  first 
n\ovement  for  good  roads  among  the 
fai-mors  of  Carlton  county.  He  ex- 
plained the  great  difficulty  which  has 
l>een  experienced  In  getting  a  maike: 
for  their  farm  produce,  and  th-ir  de- 
sire to  get  a  suitable  road  in  order 
that  they  may  make  West  Duluth 
their  central  market.  Meetings  were 
held,  and  the  farmers  decided  to 
impi-ove  the  roads.  Some  raised  money 
and  others  cpntrlbute^J  their  time  In 
working  up.>n  the  nja-is,  and  a  suit- 
able i-oad  from  Wrenshall,  part  of 
the  distance  to  West  Duluth.  has 
been  built.  More  money  and  more 
workmen  are  needed  to  o^mplete  it, 
said   Mr.    McLean. 

T.  O.  Sauby  told  of  the  progress 
which  Is  being  made  on  the  road  at 
the  present  time,  and  stated  that  the 
only  difficulty  which  has  so  far  been 
encountered  is  securing  a  crossing 
over  the  Great  N5rthern  tracks,  but 
this  has  been  promised.  Mr.  Sauby 
has  .several  men  at  work  on  the  road 
himself,  and  is  known  as  "the  nvan 
behind  the  road."  He  says  that  all 
he  neeyls  to  complete  the  road  Is  more 
help  ajid  money. 

"A  g-reater  fellowship  between  the 
farmer  and  the  city  petjple."  was  the 
plea  of  L.  H.  Bug-bee,  who  said  that 
each  is  dependent  upon  the  other. 
The  farmers,  he  said,  feed  the  world. 
and  the  city  furnishes  the  market. 
This  fellowship  idea  was  al.so  favored 
by  Winfield  Holmes,  who  maintains 
t'nat  gr:?at  results  can  be  obtained 
through    It. 

Oth.'r  sijeakers  were  Mayor  Cullum 
of  Duluth,  who  assured  the  meeting 
that  the  city  council  would  be  pleased 
to  assist  '  wherever  possible;  E  M 
Patterson  and  Charles  Kauppi,  coun- 
ty commissioners;  T.  M.  Ferguson, 
Judge  Cant,  Aldermen  W.  E.->  Mc- 
Ewen  and  Watson  S.  Moore  and 
Charles  Mitchell,  who  represented  the 
public  affairs  committee  of  the  Du- 
luth   Commercial    club. 

The  farmers  have  practically  settled 
the  ferry  question,  and  have  devLsed 
a  scheme  whereby  they  will  be  able 
to  use  a  scow  over  the  St.  Louis 
river  and  operate  it  by  cable.  At  the 
meeting,  the  Wrenshall  people  were 
invited  by  Alderman  McEwen  to  meet 
him  next  week  for  a  conference  with 
City  Engineer  Thomas  McGilvray 
when  plans  will  be  made  for  a  better 
arrangement. 

The  meeting  app.jlnted  a  committee 
of  three.  Aldermen  W.  E.  Mf-Ewen 
and  W.  B.  Oef-heli.  and  L.  A.  Bames 
to  bring  the  matter  of  Improving  the 
Fond  du  Lac  road  before  the  city 
council,  and  to  get  an  appropriation. 
A  continuf>d  campaign  for  subscrip- 
tions will  be  carried  on  by  the  West 
Duluth   Commercial   club   for   this  piir- 


pose.

HUGS  SENATOR 
WHO  SAVED  HER 

William  P.  Whyte's  Eight- 
ieth Murder  Client  Ac- 
quitted by  Jury. 

Baltimore,  Md..  April  1.— Mrs.  Joseph- 
ine Kelley  threw  her  arms  around  Uni- 
ted States  Senator  William  Pinckney 
Whyte  in  open  court  and  kl.ssed  him  in 
a  transport  of  gratitude.  She  is  the 
eightieth  client  accused  of  murder  whom 
the  aged  counsellor  has  successfully  de- 
fended. 

vSenator  Whyte.  who  is  82  years  old,  has 
never  had  a  client  hanged. 

"Vou  see,  1  am  not  too  old  for  the 
ladies,"  he  remarked  to  the  court,  as 
following  the  verdict  of  not  guilty,  the 
woman  whose  life  had  been  at  stake 
embraced   him. 

Mrs.  Kelley  shot  and  killed  her  sister. 
Miss  Ida  Gaff,  because  the  unmarried 
woman  had  stolen  the  affections  of  the 
married  woman's  husband.  The  story 
the  wife  told  on  the  stand  was  punctur- 
ed with  80t>3.  and  she  was  several  times 
near   a  collapse.     She  said: 

"I  came  home  from  shcjoping  and 
found  Ida  in  my  house.  She  would  not 
go  out.  I  told  friends  to  take  her  away. 
She  picked  up  a  big  stick  and  said  some- 
thing about  killing  me  with  it.  and  I 
ran  into  the  front  room,  with  her  after 
me.     And   that's   all    I    know." 

"Then  you  began  shooting?"  asked  her 
counsel.  » 

"I  got  my  husband's  revolver  some 
way,    and   I  don't   remember   shooting." 

"What  was  your  intention  relative  to 
Ida  Gaff?" 

"I  intended  to  scare  her." 

"Did   you    see   her    when   you   shot?" 

"I  didn't  see   anyone." 

Mrs.  Kelley  broke  down  and  wept  as 
the  direct  exaimination  ended,  and 
Slate's  Attorney  Owens  had  to  wait  for 
her  to  recover  her  composure  before  be 
could   cross-examine   her. 

"Why  did  you  order  Ida  Gaff  away 
from   your  house?"    he  finally   asked. 

"Because  she  was  always  running  aft- 
er my  husband." 

When  Mrs*.  Kelley  returned  to  her  seat 
beside  her  counsel  she  collapsed  com- 
pletely. Dropping  her  head  on  her  arms 
which  rested  on  the  counsel  table,  she 
cried  and   moaned:— 

"Oh,   my  God:  my  God!" 

She  continued  crying,  and  was  led 
away  by  her  friends,  still  sobbing,  and 
with   her   nerves   shattered. 

The  wife  had  emptied  the  revolver  at 
her  sister. 

When  the  Jury  brought  in  the  verdict 
of  not  guilty  Mrs.  Kelley  Jumped  up 
and  threw  her  arms  about  Senator 
Whyte  and  kissed  him  on   the  cheek.

FAIRBANKS  AS  WARM  ONE. 

New  York  Sun:  It  has  been  a  part 
of  our  duty  and  happiness  In  the  Last 
year  or  two  to  dissipate  the  clouds 
that  hovered  around  the  tall  and  awful 
form  of  the  Hon.  Charles  Warren 
Fairbanks,  and  to  show  him  %s  he  is, 
as  a  poet  of  his  own  state  has  sung  of 
him; 

"Sunny,  blithesome  and  debonair, 
Happy  he  roams  o'er  a  happy  land; 

Gay  as  morning  and  fresh  as  air. 
Our  openest  heart  and  our  gladdest 
hand." 

He  has  moved  through  many  states, 
and  everywhere  the  police  and  the 
military  have  had  to  combine  to  pro- 
tect him  from  the  multitudes  of  his 
worshipers.  The  uninterrupted  tri- 
umph still  blazes.  Mr.  Fairbanks  took 
advantage  of  a  holiday  and  spent  hlf" 
day  off  in  Baltimore.  His  Maryland 
started  and  stirred.  At  a  Lincoln  din- 
ner "Mr.  Fairbanks  was  presented  as 
'the  next  president  of  the  United 
States,'  and  an  amazing  ovation  was 
accorded  him,  the  500  subscribers  ris- 
ing to  their  feet  and  cheering  many 
minutes,  .  while  the  tall  form  of  the 
vice  president  beamed  down  upon 
them."  This  report  is  taken  from  a 
Democratic  source,  the  Baltimore  Sun. 

It  was  Mr.  Falrbanks's  night  foi 
beaming  down  and  looming  and  boom- 
ing up: 

"In  all  this  gathering  Mr.  Fairbanks 
loomed,  smiled  and  pleased,  a  good 
head  taller  than  any  man  in  the  room, 
with  the  single  exception  of  Mr.  John 
J.  Hanson.  Flanked  on  either  side  b> 
Mavor  TImanus  and  ex-Congressman

self. He  was  geniality  personified.  H< 
beamed  impartially  and  cordially  upon 
everybody,  shook  hands  with  a  long, 
lingering  clasp,  and  was  actually  af- 
fectionate with  those  whom  he  knew." 

No  formal  and  perfunctory  hand- 
shaker, but  a  long  and  lingering  clas- 
per,  who  imparts  an  accent  of  indi- 
viduality and  personal  emotion  to 
every  flipper  in  the  line.  Read,  ver- 
Julced  cynic,  of  this  feast  of  uncon- 
flned  joy: 

"Those  persons  w^ho  have  accused 
MV.  Fairbanks  of  being  cold  and  hav^e 
made  his  name  synonymous  with  the 
word  'ice'  should  have  ^en  him  last 
night.  No  person  could  possibly  have 
been  less  Icy.  He  was  all  smiles,  all 
gladness,  all  joy,  and  he  won  his  way 
with  the  Maryland  Republicans  In  a 
truly  remarkable  manner. 

"Hailed  as  the  next  president  of  the 
United  States,  he  seemed  almost  to 
radiate  happiness,  and  the  prolonged 
and  enthusiastic     cheers     with  which 


this  prediction  wa.«  greeted  did  not  an-  | 
noy  him   in  the  least." 

Even  if  he  felt  any  annoyance  he 
was  too  thoughtful  of  the  rejoicing  of 
others  to  show  it.  Why,  the  "Harle- 
quin ice"  melted  In  the  refrigerator  a 
hundred  feet  away  before  the  celery 
and  olives  were  put  on  the  table.

"State  legislatures  throughout  the 
country  should  not  be  too  hasty  In 
passing  measures  affecting  the  rail- 
roads," said  Congressman  J.  Adam 
Bede  today.  The  congressman  l3  In  the 
city  to  consult  with  Commander  Guy 
A.  Eaton  in  regard  to  getting  a  new 
boat  for  the  Minnesota  naval  reserve, 
and  to  look  after  other  matters  coming 
up  In  connection  with  his  position  as 
a  representative  of  the  people  at  Wash- 
ington. 

•'Undoubtedly  a  check  should  be 
placed  upon  the  big  railroad  corpora- 
tions in  many  ways,  but  there  Is  such 
a  thing  as  carrying  the  thing  too  far," 
he  continued.  "I  believe  with  President 
Roosevelt  in  government  supervision 
of  railroads,  without  a  spirit  of  malice 
or  revenge.  With  some  of  the  state 
legislatures,  tills  spirit  is  entering  into 
the  work  of  liie  lawmakers,  or  seems 
to  be.  at  least,  and  the  roads  are  con- 
sequently afraid,  and  are  turning  to 
the  government  to  ask  for  assistance 
and  protection.  They  used  to  control  the 
state  legislatures  to  such  an  extent 
that  they  had  no  fear  of  them,  but  that 
time  is  past.

City  Engineers  Working 

on  Route  %  Provide 

Car  Service. 

As  directed  by  a  motion  introduced 
into  the  city  council  last  Monday  by 
Aldermaji  W.  E.  McEwen,  the  city 
engineering  department  has  com- 
menced work  planning  routes  by 
which  the  hillside  district  could  be 
furnished  with  street  car  service  In 
the  most  feasible  way.  The  resolu- 
tion called  for  the  most  practical 
route  up  the  hill  between  Second  end 
Tenth  avenues  east,  by  which  access 
could  be  gained  to  a  higher  level  for 
a  line  parallel  to  the  Second  and 
Fourth  street  lines,  and  at  least  two 
blocks  higher  up. 

No  exhaustive  study  of  the  situation 
has  been  made  by  the  engineering 
department  as  yet,  but  a  nunlber  of 
the  avenues  named  are  said  to  have 
light  enoug'h  grades  to  be  thoroughly 
practical    for   street    car   operation. 

Tenth  avenue  east  offers  one  of  the 
easiest  grades  along  the  avenue,  and 
th«  eng-ineer's  plan"  will  probably  in- 
clude a  "Y"  on  tjhls  avenue  similar 
to  that  in  use  at  Sixth  avenue  east 
and  Fourth  street,  to  permit  of  east 
and  west  extensions  from  some  point 
higher  up   the  avenue. 

No  Inve.itigatlon  has  been  made  as 
to  the  practicability  of  operating  cars 
over  the  West  Fourth  street  exten- 
sion demanded  lit  the  petition  sub- 
mitted to  the  <wuncil  some  weeks 
agtu.  but  it  is  thought  that  with  suit- 
able motors  such  a  line  could  be 
maintained,  though  with  the  motors 
at  present  in  use  such  a  long,  steep 
grade   might   be   impraclicable. 

Alderman  McEwen  is  doing  all  In 
his  power  to  boost  the  vrorK  of  get- 
ting ready  for  litll  extensions,  when 
It  may  beojme  «>w?essary  to  order 
them,  and  has  pointed  out  forcibly 
the  nece-sslty  of  pcovidlng  suitable 
service  for  the  hillside  dwellers,  who 
are  certain  to  become  more  numerous 
within    the    next    few    years.

the  right  of  the  people.  What  I  main- 
tain is  that  In  putting  a  check  on 
their  methods  care  should  be  exercised 
so  as  not  to  work  them  in  irreparable 
Injury,  for  the  railroads  are  a  tremend- 
ously important  factor  in  the  prosperity 
and  development  of  the  country,  and 
when  they  are  injured  unjustly  the 
business  of  the  country  as  a  whole  is 
aftectt'd.  Too  many  people  forget  that 
i-ailroads  are  benefactors  in  their  way, 
even  if  some  of  them  are  tyrants  in 
other  ways.  I  do  not  believe  that  any 
aiiti-railroad  legislation  has  been  pass- 
ed at  Washington  this  year  that  lias 
not  been  perfectly  fair  and  just.  It 
isn't  the  national  so  much  as  the  state 
government   tiie   roads  are  afraid  of. 

"The  congestion  of  traffic  on  the  rail- 
roads, and  the  fact  tliat  rebates  have 
been  cut  off  entirely  by  recent  legis- 
lation, had  something  X)  do  with  the 
large  rivers  and  harbors  appropriation 
made  by  congress,  for  just  that  much 
sentiment  in  favor  of  larger  appropria- 
tions for  rivers  and  harbors  work  was 
worked  up  in  this  way.  The  appropria- 
tion of  $86.0)0,000  for  work  of  such 
character  was  the  largest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  nation.  The  Great  Lakes 
got  a  good  .share  of  this  amount.  Two 
of  the  biggest  items  for  the  lakes  were 
$6,00i),000  for  an  alternate  canal  at  De- 
troit, and  another  $6,000,000  for  improve- 
ments at  the  S<x>.  These  will  be  of 
just  as  much  benefit  to  Duluth  as  they 
will  any  other  point  on  the  lakes,  and 
probably  will  be  of  more  benefit  to 
Duluth." 

Congressman  Bede  says  talk  of  an 
impending  panic  is  ridiculous,  and  that 
nothing  but  a  failure  of  cr^jps  could 
start  one  in  the  face  of  the  present 
prosperity  of  the  country.  He  say* 
the  development  of  the  West  is  just  be- 
ginning.

The  construction  of  the  Wisconsin 
Central  road  Into  Duluth  has  been  de- 
layed in  a  most  annoying  manner  be- 
cause of  slow  shipments  of  bridge  ma- 
terial from  the  North  Pacific  coast.  This 
fact  probably  will  meajx  that  trains  ^wlU 
b«  running  into  the  Head  of  the  Lakes 
a  good  deal  later  than  was  originally  ex- 
pected, for  there  is  much  of  the  work 
of  construction  thaf  must  be  done  after 
the  bridges  are  built. 

An  Instance  of  this  slowness  of  deliv- 
ery canie  up  last  week,  when  the  con- 
tractors received  a  carload  of  bridge 
timber  from  the  coast  that  was  ordered 
last  October.  The  car  has  been  more 
than  five  months  on  the  road,  and  ther4 
are  numerous  other  cars  which  have  not 
yet  arrived  that  were  shipped  even  soon- 
er. The  bridge  work  all  along  the  line 
would  have  been  practically  completed 
by  this  time  if  there  had  been  no  delay 
in  getting  the  material  for  building.  It 
looks  very  much  as  if  the  «leel  will  be 
ready  for  laying  before  the  bridges  are 
built.  

WASHOUTSJN  WEST. 

W.  D.  llrich  Was  Delayed  in  Getting  Back 
to  Duluth. 

After  an  absence  of  nearly  a  month, 
William  G.  Ulrich,  assistant  ticket  agent 
In  the  city  ticket  office  of  the  Omaha 
road,  returned  from  a  Western  trip  Sat- 
urday night.  Mr.  Ulrich  was  delayed 
several  days  in  getUng  back  by  the 
washouts  in  California.  He  Intended 
leaving  «an  Francisco  on  Monday,  but 
because  there  were  no  trains  running 
was  unable  to  start  Eiist  until  Friday 
night,  and  then  had  to  come  by  a 
roundabout  way.  Most  trains  to  all  Pa- 
cific coast  points  during  the  last  two  or 
three  we»»k3  have  been  reachmg  their 
destinations  over  routes  much  longer 
than  those  ordinarily  followed. 

"The  outsider  cannot  see  that  much 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  actual 
rebuilding  of  San  Francisco."  said  Mr. 
Ulrich  "Little  more  than  a  start  has 
been  made  as  yet.  While  the  debris 
has  been  cleared  from  the  streets,  thou- 
sand of  tons  of  it  is  piled  on  vacant  lot.s. 
The  sidewalks  have  not  been  rebuilt, 
and  in  many  sections  of  the  city  one 
has  to  walk  on  the  ground  or  on  planks 
that  have  been  thrown  down  temporar- 
ily. I  should  say  that  It  will  be  two  or 
three  years  yet  before  all  traces  of  the 
fire  and  earthquake  are  cleared  away, 
and  It  will  be  a  good  many  years  more 
before  the  rebuilding  of  the  city  is  com- 
pleted. .      .  „ 

"I  stopped  In  Goldfleld,  the  famous  Ne- 
vada mining  camp,  and  was  much  In- 
terested with  what  I  saw  there.  I  hap- 
pened to  be  In  town  when  there  was  a 
strike  on.  The  Independent  Workers  of 
the  World,  which  has  as  members  prac- 
tically every  working  boy  and  man  In 
Goldfield.  had  walked  out.  Each  differ- 
ent trade  out  there  has  a  union  of  Its 
own,  and  then  all  of  them,  with  tha 
exception  of  the  carpenters,  lielong  to 
this  central  organization,  so  that  when 
members  of  one  union  go  on  a  strike  all 
the  other  unions  follow  suit.  This  strike 
caused  the  closing  of  all  the  mines  and 
places  of  business,  including  the  gam- 
bling hou.ses.  Even  the  newsboys,  wait- 
ers In  the  hotels  and  restaurants,  and 
the  bootblacks  walked  out.  Business  of 
all  kinds  was  at  a  standstill.  I  un- 
derstand the  trouble  has  been  audjusted 
all   right  now.    however. 

"Prices  are  high  In  Goldfleld.  At  one 
time  during  the  winter  wood  sold  at 
$46  a  cord,  and  It  now  brings  $37  a  cord. 
Coal   is  $38  a  ton.

St.  Paul.  April  2.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Greatly  to  the  disappoint- 
ment of  many  members  of  the  legisla- 
ture, the  compromise  with  the  railroads 
is  off.  When  the  railroads  submitted 
their  proposals  last  night  the  con- 
ference committee  found  them  much 
less  favorable  than  had  been  promised, 
and  the  committee  voted  to  reject  the 
offers,  and  to  report  back  to  the  house 
a  2-cent  fare  bill.

to  Orders  of  the 

Federation. 

Columbus,  Ohio,  April  2.— In  violation 
of  the  decision  of  the  American  Feder- 
ation of  Labor,  the  union  men  em- 
ployed at  the  Franklin  Brewery  com- 
pany to  the  number  of  about  sixty, 
were  called  out  on  strike  today  and  the 
fight  between  the  A.  F.  of  L  and  the 
International  Organization  of  Brewery 
"Workers  began  in  earnest.  Whether  U 
will  immediately  affect  the  other 
breweries  will  depend  upon  the  develop- 
ments today. 

It  was  generally  thought  the  brewery 
men  would  relent  and  abide  by  the 
ruling  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  the  organiza- 
tion which  Is  supreme  in  the  labor 
world  of  America.  The  brewery  work- 
ers have  thrown  the  gaunlet  down  to 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  if  the  latter 
carries  out  its  reported  intention  it  will 
immediately  start  a  dual  organization 
and  fill  the  places  of  the  men  who  re- 
fused to  continue  at  work. 

The  fight  is  based  entirely  upon  the 
question  of  the  jurisdiction  over  fire- 
men and  engineers,  and  has  been  an 
issue  in  nearly  every  settlement  with 
the  brewers  for  several  years.

REFUSE  TO  WORK 

Minneapolis    Men    De- 
mand Increase  of  Sal- 
ary of  the  Builders. 

Minneapolis,  April  2.— Following  the 
example  of  the  teamsters,  painters  and 
upholsterers,  the  carpenters  have 
walked  out,  and  building  operations  all 
over  the  city  are  shut  down,  temporari- 
ly, as  a  result,  although  there  Is  no 
strike.  The  walkout  yesterday  follow- 
ed a  decision  reached  at  the  meeting 
of  the  master  builders  held  Saturday 
night." 

Labor  leaders  say  that  for  some  time 
the  carpenters  have  been  asking  for 
higher  wages  and  the  contractors  have 
been  equally  positive  In  their  state- 
ments that  no  higher  wages  would  be., 
granted. 

After  some  discussion  a  comproml.se 
was  offered,  and  In  place  of  the  45 
cents  per  hour  that  the  carpenters 
asked  for,  the  contractors  offered  the 
42Vi  cents  per  hour  and  agreed  that  If 
business  warranted  It  by  July  1,  to 
raise  their  wages  to  45  cents. 

The  carpenters  decided  that  in  ca-se 
their  demands  were  not  complied  with 
they  -would  walk  out,  but  many  men 
had  commenced  work  before  they 
learned  that  the  ma.ster  builders  had 
decided  not  to  meet  their  demands, 
but  wished  to  strike  a  compromise,  and 
as  soon  as  they  heard  of  this  the  men 
laid  down  their  tools  and  walked  out.

"PITTSBURG  OF  THE   NORTHWEST." 

"The  Umted  Stales  Steel  corporation  has  decided 
to  establish  an  iron  and  steel  plant  at  Duluth.  The  plans 
are  not  yet  fully  developed  but  they  will  probably  in- 
clude a  blast  furnace,  six  open-hearth  furnaces,  blooming 
mill,  rail  and  shape  mill,  two. bar  mills,  by-product  coke 
ovens,  coal  docks,  shops,  cement  plant,  etc.,  and  will  in- 
volve something  like  five  or  six  million  dollars.  The 
members  of  the  finance  committee  were  unanimous. 
We  think  they  were  influenced  by  the  fact  that  Duluth 
seems  to  be  a  good  location  for  a  plant  of  this  kind  and 
the  further  fact  that  public  sentiment  in  Minnesota  has 
always  been  favorable  toward  the  steel   interests." 

This  message,  that  flashed  over  the  wires  from  New 
York  Easter  Monday  afternoon  and  was  signed  ^y 
Thomas  F.  Cole,  Frank  B.  Kellogg  and  Joseph  B.  Cot- 
ton, was  the  most  glorious  Easter  greeting  that  Duluth 
could  possibly  have  received  and  it  was  welcomed  with 
»uch  public  acclaim  as  no  event  in  the  city's  history  has 
ever  received.  And  deservedly  so,  for  it  reads  incalcul- 
able blessings  to  Duluth  and  its  people,  to  all  Northern 
Minnesota,  to  the  entire  state  and  to  the  whole  of  the 
Northwest. 

To  Duluth,  it  spelts  the  realization  of  twenty  years 
of  waiting  and  watching  and  hoping  and  pleading.  It 
means  the  upbuilding  of  the  city  on  a  solid  foundation 
of  iron  and  steel.  It  means  the  doubling  soon,  the  trip- 
ling and  quadrupling  in  due  time,  of  the  population  of 
the  municipality.  It  means  the  addition  of  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  sturdy  people  to  the  permanent  residents.  It 
means  the  spreading  out  of  the  city  in  every  conceiv- 
able direction^physically  and  commercially.  -  It  means 
that  every  business  man  here,  every  working  man  and  all 
the  families  of  those  now  here  will  share  in  the  pros- 
perity that  will  come  in  inestimable  measure.

In  a  few  words,  it  means  that 
Duluth  will  become  the  great  manufacturing  center  of 
the  Northwest — the  head  center  of  a  vast  industry — and 
that  those  who  have  never  wavered  in  their  faith  in 
her  destiny  will  see  that  faith  realized. 

To  Northern  Minnesota,  it  will  mean  the  transform- 
ing of  its  vast  beds  of  iron  into  steel  and  its  varied, 
products  by  a  huge  home  industry.  It  will  add  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  section  in  every  conceivable  way  for 
the  greatly  increased  population  in  cities  and  tow:ns 
will  demand  home  farm  and  garden  products,  and  the 
agricultural  lands  within  hundreds  of  miles  will  soon  be 
in  urgent  demand. 

To  the  whole  state  and  the  entire  Northwest,  it  will 
mean  that  the  steel  products  heretofore  imported  from 
the  E«st  at  heavy  cost  will  be  manufactured  at  home 
and  will  be  supplied  to  the  people  at  prices  that  will  be^ 
highly  advantageous  to  Ihem.  It  is,  therefore,  almost 
w«7«.r.<i  c(MC3tiijii  iltdt  it  will  ultimately  result  in  new 
industries  throughout  this  portion  of  the  United  States. 

The  people  of  Duluth  owe  the  heartiest  votes  of 
thanks  to  Thomas  F.  Cole,  Joseph  B.  Cotton  an'd  William 
J.  Olcott,  their  fellow-citizens,  and  Frank  B.  Kellogg  of 
\  St.  Paul  for  their  unceasing  efforts,  coutinued  through 
the  last  two  years  and  even  longer,  to  bring  a  great 
steel  plant  here.  They  and  their  associates  have  labored 
long  and  patiently,  but  withal  valorously,  and  the  eminent 
success  that  has  now  crowned  their  work  entitles  not 
only  the  four  mentioned  but  those  who  have  given  them 
sturdy  assistance,  to  the  gratitude  of  every  man,  woman 
and  c^ild  in  this  city,  destined  through  their  endeavors 
to  become  the  Pittsburg  of  the  Northwest. 

The  scope  of  the  coming  steel  plant  as  outlined  by 
th«  message  but  faintly  conveys  to  the  thought  the  real 
extent  of  the  assured  vast  enterprise.  Not  only  will 
there  be  all  of  the  branches  of  a  complete  industry,  each 
and  every  part  of  which  will  be  of  the  highest  grade,  but 
there  will  certainly  come  an  infinite  variety  of  at- 
tendant works  for  the  transforming  of  the  finished  steel 
into  all  manner  of  productions.  Beside,  there**are  like- 
ly to  be  factories  of  many  and  varied  kinds  to  supply 
the  new  population  and  the  territory  into  which  the 
great  main  plant  will  extend. 

What  the  United  States  Steel  corporation,  that  be- 
comes closely  identified  with  and  a  constituent  part  of 
Duluth  and  Minnesota  through  its  great  plant,  really  is, 
is  shown  most  clearly  by  its  last  annual  report  recent- 
ly issued.  This  gives  the  assets  as  $1,650,000.000— a  stu- 
pendous figure,  almost  beyond  mortal  realization.  Its 
employes  in  1906  numbered  202,000  men  to  whom  the 
gigantic  amount  of  $147,750,000  was  paid  in  salaries  and 
wages.  Last  year  it  expended  $32,000,000  in  improve- 
ments. Its  gross  sales  during  1906  reached  nearly  $700,- 
000,000;  its  operating  expenses  were  $517,000,000,  over 
half  the  total  expenses  of  the  federal  government;  its 
net  income,  $183,500,000;  its  surplus  over  everything,  in- 
cluding $35,100,000  in  dividends,  $62,750,000.  Despite  its 
titanic  resources,  at  the  close  of  the  year  it  had  on  its 
books  unfilled  orders  for  8,500.000  tons  of  manufac- 
tured iron  and  steel  products,  and  it  is  to  meet  such 
demands  in  future  that  the  great  plant  is  to  be  erect- 
ed here  as  soon  as   possible. 

With  such  a  gigantic  corporation  identifying  itself 
with  Duluth  in  the  most  substantial  manner,  is  it  any 
wonder  that  the  city  sees  before  itself  the  full  dawn  of 
a  most  glorious  future  and  already  feels  itself  expand- 
mg  and  growing  into  the  manufacturing  metropolis 
of  the  entire  Northwest  with  all  that  this  can  possibly 
mean.  The  dream  of  years  is  becoming  a  radiant 
reahty-Duluth  is  to  be  the  "'Pittsburg  of  the  North- 
west. 


has  coupled  an  appeal  to  the  people  to  discontinue  their 
outcry  against  the  railroads,  which  he  denominates  al- 
ternately a  "delirium"  and  a  "frenzy." 

As  to  the  tariflf  suggestion,  there  is  little  doubt  that 
if  the  Democratic  party  should  agree  to  make  reform

The  people  of  the  West  have  been  thinking  more 
and  more  about  the  Dingley  tariff  law  for  some  years. 
They  have  seen  the  protected  trusts  and  monopolies 
making  the  favored  few  richer  and  richer.  They  have, 
even  in  these  times  of  ultra-prosperity,  had  far  less  than 
their  just  shares  of  the  good  things.  Wherever  the  issue 
was  fairly  presented  last  fall,  they  sent  the  "stand-pat- 
ters" to  political  oblivion.  They  have  been  waiting  for 
a  national  leader  and  they  stand  ready  to  support  a  can- 
didate on  a  good  broad  tariff  reform  platform. 

As  to  the  railroads,  the  people  are  not  in  a  "delirium" 
or  a  "frenzy."  They  are  awake  now  and  are  thinking 
deeply  of  the  iniquities  of  the  Harrimans  of  "high 
finance."  They  see  how  they  have  been  used  to  build  up 
the  fortunes  of  unscrupulous  stock  gamblers.  Now, 
they  'are  going  coolly  and  firmly  to  secure  justice  for 
themselves  and  put  an  effective  check  on  the  "high  finan- 
ciers." And  Mr.  Cleveland  would  see  and  understand 
this  if  he  were  closer  to  the  people  than  to  Wall  street.

ROOSEVELT  BREAKS  RULE. 

Even  the  most  ardent  admirer  of  President  Roosevilt 
cannot  fully  approve  ol  his  course,  in  endeavoring,  on  the 
verge  of  the  Chicago  municipal  election,  to  influence  the 
voters  in  favor  of  the  Republican  nominee  for  mayor, 
Fred  A.  Busse.  This  was  plainly  the  sole  purpose  and 
intent  of  the  expression  of  opinion  authorized  by  him  to 
be  published  in  the  newspaper  that  had  led  in  the  bitter 
opposition  to  Mayor  Dunne. 

The  only  sign  of  an  excuse  for  the  action  of  the 
president  lay  in  the'  fact  that  the  Republican  candidate 
was  his  appointee  as  postmaster  of  Chicago  and.  was 
personally  known  to  him.  This,  however,  certainly  was 
not-sufficient  ground  for  such  a  self-evident  purpose  to 
endeavor  to  influence  the  voters  as  the  words:  "I  can 
wish  Chicago  no  better  fortune  than  to  have  Mr.  Busse 
as  mayor,  because  he  has  shown  by  what  he  has  done 
as  postmaster  that  he  would  make  one  of  the  best  and 
most  efficient  executives  any  city  could  possibly  have." 

Mr.  Roosevelt,  certainly,  had  no  sign  of  personal 
interest  in  Chicago.  He  had  never  been  a  resident  of 
that  city  for  even  so  much  as  a  week — in  fact,  a  few 
hours  marked  the  limit  of  his  stay  there  at  any  one 
time.  He  could  have  known  of  the  local  conditions  only 
from  hearsay,  and  that  partisan  and  colored.  He  had  no 
more  reason  to  voice  his  opinion  thus  openly  than  would 
any  other  stranger.  If  he  adopts  this  policy  as  to  Chi- 
cago he  may  ^be  expected  to  do  the  same  as  to  other 
cities — a  thing  not  in  consonance  with  the  presidential 
dignity. 

It  has  been  the  rule  set  down  by  Mr.  Roosevelt  in  the 
past  not  to  interfere  in  local  campaigns.  It  is,  therefore, 
the  more  remarkable  that  he  should  have  authorized  the 
above  message  at  the  last  moment.  Certainly,  it  seems 
as  if  he  had  made  a  serious  mistake  that  will  do  no  one 
good  and  may  do  him  much  harm  in  the  minds  of  the 
independent  voters.  It  w6uld  really  not  be  surprising  if 
the  president's  interference  would  have  exactly  the  op- 
posite effect  from  that  intended.

THE  WEATHEi^. 

Just  as  the  weather  clerk  had  said 
It  would  be,  it  was  warmer  this  morn- 
ing—decidedly so— though  a  light  frost 
fell,  but  there  was  no  sign  of  the  pre- 
dicted rain  or  snow  whicli  had  evident- 
ly been  switched  off  in  gome  otlier  di- 
rection before  it  could  reach  Duluth. 
Instead  of  a  storm,  the  sun  shone  in  an 
unclouded  sky  and  long  before  noon 
mufflers  were  a  superfluity  and  winter 
wraps  were  almost  too  hot  for  comfort. 
All  In  all,  the  day  was  of  the  ideal 
spring  variety,  such  as  makes  one  glad 
to  be  living  in  this  section.  The  mud 
of  early  spring  had  almost  entirely  dis- 
appeared and,  with  such  fine  conditions 
for  shopping,  the  crowd  of  women  folks 
on  the  downtown  streets  was  goodly 
early  and  grew  larger  In  the  early  aft- 
ernoon. Last  night's  lowest  tempera- 
ture was  36  degs.  and  yesterday's  high- 
est was  4«  degs.  The  weather  man 
promises  a  cloudy  and  colder  night  .and 
a  cloudy  tomorrow  with  brisk  winds. 

The  sun  set  at  6:38  o'clock  this  after- 
noon and  it  was  not  dark  until  after  7 
o'clock.  It  will  rise  at  5:43  o'clock  to- 
morrow^ morning.  Today  has  12  hours 
53  minutes  of  the  sun— a  three-minute 
gain   over   yesterday. 

A  year  ago  today  was  pronounced 
charming  in  every  way— unsurpassed 
anywhere  in  the  country.  The  lowest 
temperature  of  the  preceding  night  was 
only  32  degs.  and  the  day  was  mild  and 
balmy. 

.Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 
"Light  rain  or  snow  occurred  during 
Monday  or  last  night  along  the  Atlantic 
coast,  over  Northern  Michigan,  Alberta, 
Utah.  New  Mexico.  Arizona  and  Soulh- 
ern  California,  due  to  barometric  de- 
pression central  over  the  plateau  re- 
gion and  on  the  South  Atlantic  coast. 
Temperatures  also  have  risen  in  the 
lake  region  and  Upper  Mississippi  and 
Lower  Missouri  valley  because  of  the 
western  low  presure.  A  higli  pressure 
area  that  has  appeared  over  Manitoba 
has  caused  colder  weather  In  the  tar 
Northwest.  Partly  cloudy  weather  is 
Indicated  for  this  locality  during  to- 
night and  Wednesday,  with  somewhat 
colder  temperatures  tonight."

For  Bringing  the  Country 
to  BrInK  of  Finan- 
cial Peril. 


H.  H.  Hardlnge.  a  lecturer  from 
Chicago,  spoke  to  a  rather  small  audi- 
ence at  Steinway  hall  last  evening  on 
the  subject  "How  to  Ma)(e  Labor 
Unions   Unnecessary."      Mr.    Hardinge 

the      question    of 

is  also  a  good 
speaker  and  held  the  attention  of  his 
auditors  throughout  the  evening. 

Trades  unions  have  been  made  nec- 
essary, explained  Mr.  Hardinge,  be- 
cause as  the  production  of  the  country 
tends  upward  the  wages  tend  down- 
ward and  the  workingmen  must  or- 
ganize In  order  to  keep  the  prices  o' 
labor  at  a  reasonable  figure. 

"Trades  unions  are  tlie  result  of  an 
unseen  economic  pressure."  said  the 
lecturer.  "We  did  not  have  them  in 
the  early  days  because  we  did  not  nei?d 
them.  This  economic  condition  was  a 
prior  one  to  the  necessity  of  labor 
unions. 

"Another  thing  which  has  made 
trades  unions  necessary  is  the  scarcity 
of  opportunity.  Nature  has  been  very 
generous  to  this  country  and  It 
seemed  as  though  she  could  nst  ha"e 
done  better,  but  still  the  opportunities 
cf  the  laboring  men  are  so  scarce  that 
he  must  unite  with  his  fellows  In  or- 
der to  put  a  stop  to  the  down'^'ard 
trend  of  wages. 

"Production  continually  trends  up- 
ward while  wages  are  going  down.  If 
labor  could  get  its  share  of  this  in- 
creased production  there  would  be  no 
need  of  labor  unions.  But  they  do 
not  get  their  share  of  this  Increased 
production.  Instead  the  Harrimans, 
Hills.  Morgans  and  others  of  the  same 
type  are  getting  all  of  the  increased 
productions  of  the  country.  The  la- 
boring man  does  not  know  how  to  get 
his  share. 

"The  capitalist  is  not  to  blame  for 

the    downward   trend   of   wages   while 

'  the    production    is   on      the      increase. 

I  There  is  something  behind  him.  That 

[  pressure  is  monopoly  and  the  capltal- 

i  ist    does    not    create      the      condition. 

i  Wages   are    fixed   wholly    by   an   econ- 

i  omic  force   outside  the  capitalist.  The 

conditions  are  there  and  the  capitalist 

does  not  create  them. 

"The  trouble  is  In  our  own  Instltu- 

i  tions    and    laws    and    our    institutions 

j  are    our    own    minds.      We    have    too 

■  many    laws    and    many    of    them    art 

worthless  and  harmful  and  other  good 

ones   we    do   not   enforce   because    our 

institutions,      our      own-    minds,      are 

against  their  enforcement.  j 

"Labor,    land    and    capital    produce  j 
everything  and  they  get  everything  in  j 
return.  Capital  gets  interest,  land  gets  1 
rent,    and    labor   gets   wages.      This   is  \ 
where  the  unfairness  comes  in.  Labor  : 
does  not  get  its  share.     The  distribu- 
tion is  unjust  and  on  this  account  la- 
j  bor  unions  are  necessary  at  present.

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bers  of  the  legislature  who  knew,  a» 
Well  aa  any  man  could  know,  that  the 
tonnage  tax  \va.s  wrong  in  theory  ami 
vicious  and  even  dangerous  in  prac- 
tice, yet  who  might  have  felt  com- 
pelled to  vote  for  it.  If  It  had  not  beeN 
that  the  announcement  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  new  plant  in  Duluth 
had  come  In  time  to  enable  them  to 
vote  their  convictions  with  the  con- 
Bclousness  that  they  were  doing  it,  for 
the  improvement  and  development  of 
Minnesota. 

During  the  entire  tonnage  tax  fight 
there  has  been  a  strong  and  active 
element  whose  support  of  the  propo- 
sition has  depended  wholly  upon  the 
prospects  for  steel  manufacturing  In 
Minnesota. 

In  fact,  the  entire  tonnage  tax  fight 
grew  out  of  the  feeling  that  it  was  not 
right  that  all  of  Minnesota's  Iron  ore 
should  be  shipped  out  of  the  stat^. 
without  a  proper  portion  of  it  being 
worked  up  within  the  commonwealth, 
to  give  enaployment  to  the  workmen 
of  this  state,  and  to  give  the  consum- 
ers of  the  Northwest  the  privilege  of 
oheap  and  convenient  access  to  a 
eteel-produclng  jioinf. 

Even  R.  H.  Jefferson  of  Bingham 
Lake,  the  most  active  exponent  of  the 
tonnage  tax  theory,  based  It  upon  an 
Intention  to  compel  tht^  manufacture 
of  steel  In  the  state.  His  first*  plan 
was  to  fix  the  tax  at  25  cents,  remit- 
ting 20  cents  of  U  upon  iron  ore  man- 
ufactured within  the  state. 

Convinced    of   the    illegality    of   this 

groposal.  he  dropped  to  a  5-cent  tax. 
ut  he  has  stated  repeatedly  that  his 
object  Is  to  Induce  steel  manufactur- 
ing, and  the  Inference  is  that  if  steel 
manufacturing  is  begrun  at  Duluth 
lipon  a  substantial  scale,  he  will  be 
willing  to  let  the  taxation  of  Iron 
mines  remain  upon  the  ad  valorem 
basis. 

Nobody  Is  more  pleased  about  the 
announcement  than  Speaker  Law- 
rence H.  Johnson  of  Minneapolis.  He 
has  worked,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Minnesota    officials    of    the    Steel    cor- 


poration, for  the  establishment  of  iron 
manufacturing  in  Minnesota,  and  has 
stated  that  In  his  opinion  the  develop- 
ment of  this  Industry  is  worth  vastly 
more  than  any  experiment  with 
strange  methods  of  taxation. 

Last  week  the  special  order  on  the 
tonnage  tax  bill  was  continued  to  this 
afternoon,  with  the  knowledge  of 
every  member  of  the  house,  to  await 
the  announcenient  from  the  finance 
committee  of  the  Steel  corporation  of 
Its  Intentions  in  regard  to  the  Duluth 
steel  plant. 

This  afternoon  the  special  order  will 
be  taken  up.  and  unless  all  signs  and 
all  promises  go  for  nothing,  the  ton- 
nage tax  bill  will  be  killed  by  a  large 

majority.

Four  bills  that  have  a  bear- 
ing upon  the  situation  were  Intro- 
duced last  night,  two  of  Lhem  being 
practically  an  admission  of  the  fail- 
ure of   the  tonnage   tax  plan. 

One  bill,  by  Representative  Henry 
Rlnes  of  Mora,  is  an  answer  to  tiie 
argument  that  while  It  might  be  a 
solution  of  the  probleon  to  Increase 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  Iron 
mines,  the-re  Is  no  way  the  legisla- 
ture   can    bring    It    about. 

Mr.  Rlnes'  bill  provides  that  where 
It  appears  to  the  governor,  -attorney 
general  and  state  auditor,  or  to  two 
of  the  three;  Uiat  real  or  personal 
property  has  escaped  taxation,  or  has 
been  grossly  undervalue>d,  these  offi- 
cers may  select  three  citizens,  not 
residing  in  the  county  affected,  to 
survey  the  property  and  give  It  a  fair 
valuation.  The  pi\>perty  so  re- 
valued Is  to  go  upon  the  tax  rolls  at 
the  valuations  fixed  by  the  board, 
and   is   to   be   taxed   aoordlngly. 

The  other  bill,  by  Representative 
O.  N.  Thundale  of  Harmony,  pro- 
vides for  an  Income  tax  upon  royal- 
ties from  Iron  mines.  Each  owner 
or  lessor  of  ore  lands  is  to  make 
seml-annui=Ll  reports  of  the  amount 
of  minerals  shipped  from  his  pi-oper- 
ty,  and  is  to  pay  the  state  a  tax 
upon  his  income  of  3  cents  for  each 
ton  shipped.  As  the  average  roj-alty 
is  something  over  30  cents  per  ton, 
this    would    make    an    Income    tax    of

RoprosentaLlve  Opsahl  of  Beraldjl 
introduced  two  bills  touching  upon 
the  situation.  One  provides  that  35 
per  cent  of  the  receipts  from  tonnage 
taxes  sha.ll  be  devoted  to  roada  and 
bridges  and  the  other  provides  that 
an  additional  85  per  oent  is  to  go 
toward  draining  swamp  lands.  Mr. 
Opsahl,  though  oomlng  from  North- 
ern Minnesota,  and  from  a  town  that 
is  a  close  neighbor  of  Duluth's,  with 
friendly  relations  therewlLh.  has  been 
an  ardent  tonnage  taxer»  and  has 
taken  delight  in  badgering  Duluth 
people  who  spoke  before  house  com- 
mittees In  relation  to  tills  and  other 
matters. 

Yesterday  was  the  last  day  for  the 
Jntroductton  of  hills,  and  the  legisla- 
ture was  simply  swamped  with  them.

An  Income  tax  upon  all  net  incomes 
in  excess  of  $600  a  year  upon  a  new 
plan,  is  provided  for  in  a  bill  Introduced 
yesterday  afternoon  in  the  senate  by 
.Senator  Stephens  of  Crookston. 

The  tax  is  In  Hue  of  all  per.sonal 
property  taxes,  and  the  rate,  which  is 
to  be  fixed  by  the  county  auditors,  is 
to  be  the  same  as  that  upon  real  estate 
In  each  county.  It  applies  to  persons, 
firms  and  corporations,  and  it  is  pro- 
vided that  in  fixing  the  amount  of  the 
income  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  gross  Income  from  all  sources  the 
following  Items:  The  necessary  ex- 
penses of  living  and  ot  conducting  busi- 
ness. Interest,  other  taxes  than  the  in- 
come tax,  lo.sses  by  fire,  accident,  storm 
or  wreck,  not  covered  by  Insurance,  and 
dividends  from  corporations  paying  an 
Income  tax.

Senator  T.  M.  Pugh  in  the  senate  and 
Representative  Hugo  in  the  house  In- 
troduced yesterday  afternoon  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Minnesota  Canal  &  Power 
company,  a  bill,  giving  companies  the 
right  of  eminent  domain.  They  are 'to 
be  allowed  to  divert  water,  by  canals 
or  other  conduits,  from  one  stream  to 
another,  providing  that  they  do  not 
substantially  Interfere  with  the  public 
use  of  the  streams  affected.

His  object  Is  to  get 
settler.s  upon  the  lands,  and  his  meas- 
ure gives  them  a  chance  to  rent  state 
land  at  $5  for  each  forty  acres  per  year, 
not  more  than  160  acres  to  go  to  any 
one  settler.  The  state  reserves  mineral 
rights,  and  no  tracts  containing  more 
than  100,000  feet  of  merchantable  tim- 
ber are  to  be  leased  until  the  timber 
Is  cut.  The  settlers  must  build  houses 
worth  at  least  $200  and  cultivate  five 
acres  within  a  year.  The  leases  may  be 
for  five  or  ten  years,  and  at  their  ex- 
piration the  land  Is  for  sale,  the  renter 
to  have  the  first  chance  to  buy.  If  he 
does  not,  those  who  do  must  pay  him

Fifth  and  Sixth 
wards  of  Duluth  and  the  county  north- 
ward, two  representatives;  Fifty-seventh 
district.  First,  Second  and  Fourth  wards 
of  Duluth  and  the  county  northward,  and 
Lake  and  Co<3k  counties,  two  reprpsenia- 
tives,  one  of  which  Is  to  come  from  Lake 
and  Cook   counties;   Fifty-eighth  district.

HIDDEN  SCHMITZ  VAULT. 

Detectives  Found  a  Mysterious  Crypt  in 
tiie  Mayor's  House. 

San  FYancleco,  April  2. — A  secret 
vault  in  the  floor  of  Mayor  Sclimltz's 
bedroom  in  his  former  residence  on 
Fillmore  street  was  found  by  detect- 
ives. The  house  Is  now  the  jail  of 
Abraham  Ruef,  the  indicted  political 
boss.  He  is  in  custody  of  the  special 
court  officer,  State  Senator  Blggy  and 
his  ccuards. 

In  a  recent  Investlgutlon  and  over- 
hauling of  the  house,  the  carpets  In 
the  mayor's  sleeping  ix>om  were  re- 
moved for  the  first  time  since  he  sold 
the  hotise.  Close  to  tho  wall,  and  undjr 
the  spot  where  the  legs  of  the  bed  had 
rested,  was  found  a  trap  door,  a  little 
more  than  three  feet  long  and  eighteen 
inches  wide.  The  door  was  secured  to 
the  floor  by  a  lock.  After  the  door  had 
been  pried  open,  a  vault  was  dtscov- 
ered  not  quite  two  feet  deep,  running 
beside  tlie  front  wall  and  underneath 
the  partition.  It  was  lined  with  thick 
red  plush  and  showed  signs  of  wear.  It 
is  supposed  by  the  prosecution  that 
this  Is  the  vault  in  which  Mayor 
Schmitz  used  to  deposit  his  money 
paid  by  various  bribe-giving  corpora- 
tions. 

In  addition  to  the  secret  vault  It  was 
discovered  that  the  mayor  had  a  sump- 
tuous wine  cellar  In  his  old  home.  Down 
In  the  basement  was  found  one  of  ths 
best  equipped  rooms  for  such  a  pur- 
pose. Racks  for  various  kinds  of  wine, 
couches,  chairs  and  tables  adorned  th© 
large  room  which  has  evidently  been  a 
meeting  place  for  the  mayor  and  his 
friends.

Now  York,  April  2.— In  an  effort  to 
recover  from  Elmer  B.  Smathers, 
the  gold  cup  won  by  his  horae.  Major 
Delmar,  In  a  race  with  the  trotting 
mare  I»u  Dillon,  at  Memphis,  on 
Oct.  IS.  1»04.  the  Memphis  TrotUng 
association,  as  plaintiff,  bogan  yester- 
day to  lay  before  Justice  Greenbaum 
ani  a  jury,  in  the  supreme  court,  all 
of  the  facts  connected  with  the  al- 
leged drugging  of  the  mare,  as  the 
result  of  a  conspiracy  planned  by 
Mr.  Smathers.  The  board  of  re- 
view of  the  National  Trotting  asso- 
ciation took  the  matter  up  last 
joar,  and  in  December  awarded  the 
cup  to  Mr.  Smathers.  The  Memphis 
association  now  claims  the  board 
of  review  acted  irregularly,  and  tlie 
entire  matter  Is  to  be  thresiied  out 
in    coui't. 

No  event  of  the  turf  in  recent  years 
has  caused  the  sensation  which  the 
thargtw  brought  by  C.  K.  Billings, 
the  owner  of  Lou  Dillon,  against 
Mr.  STnathers,  stirred  up.  Involving, 
as  it  did,  two  of  tlie  most  renowned 
trotters  known  on  Anierican  tracks, 
and  the  most  pix>minent  owners  of 
racing  stables,  the  case  has  been 
f  "Ilowe-a  with  the  keenest  Interest. 
but  now  for  the  first  time  has  reached 
the   stage   of    a   public    hearing. 

George  W.  dpear,  employed  by  Mr. 
Smathers  for  more  than  five  years 
as  a  trainer,  took  the  stand  at  the 
opening  of  yt-sterday's  trial  and  stat- 
ed that  at  Lexington,  just  prior  to 
the  Memphis  meeting,  Air.  Smathers 
had  askt^  him  to  arrange  with  the 
trainer  of  Lou  Dillon  to  have  the 
maro  bsateti.  He  declared  he  re- 
ceived word  from  the  trainer's  brothei* 
that  it  would  cost  $1'),00<}.  He  report- 
ed this  fact  to  Mr.  Smathers,  who 
declared  the  prioe  w"as  prepo:jterou3i, 
and  said  he  would  give  but  $5,000. 
That  was  as  far  as  Spear  went  with 
the   negrotiatlons. 

The  attorneys  rei>res©ntlng  the 
lUemphis  as3<JciatIon  next  called  to 
the  stand  Millard  Sanders,  the  trainer 
of  Lou  Dillon.  Sanders  went  into  the 
latimate  history  of  the  wonderful 
race  mare,  detailing  her  p<>rformance3 
one  by  one,  outlining  the  dally  rou- 
tine of  the  life  of  this  blue-blooded 
aristocrat  of  the  turf,  even  to  the 
quantity  and  ciiaracter  of  her  food, 
and  gave  the  record  of  all  her  trials, 
lr->m  the  time  he  took  her  as  a  4* 
J  ear-old,  in  1902.  and  began  to  de- 
velop what  he  termed  a  wonderful 
racing   machine. 

Sanders  had  carried  his  narrative 
of  the  life  of  L-^u  Dillon  down  to  a 
few  days  before  the  famous  race  of 
liW4.  which,  it  Is  alleg-ed,  the  mare 
lost  because  of  drugs  administere'i 
to   her. 

The  gold  cup  was  offered  by  the 
Memphis  association,  to  be  contested 
f  jr  by  amateur  drivers  in  wagons. 
O'he  cup  wad  to  become  the  property 
Of  the  owner  or  club  capturing  it 
twice  in  succession.  Mr.  Smathers, 
representing  the  New  York  Driving 
club,  won  the  race  in  1902  with  Lord 
J-^rby.  In  VM)Z  Major  Delmar,  driven 
by  Mr.  .Sniatherf^,  and  Lou  Dillon, 
driven  by  Mr.  Billings,  the  latter 
representing  the  Memphis  Driving 
club,  met  for  the  first  tini'S.  L'ju 
Dillon  won  In  two  straight  heats, 
never  being  fully  extended,  her 
trainer  declared  today,  to  reel  off 
both    mile    heats    In     the    sonie     time. 

The  same  horses  were  to  meet 
again  In  1904.  Lou  Dillon.  It  was 
testiiied,  was  never  better  in  her  life 
than  just  pr»2vious  to  the  race  of 
Oct.  18.  She  ha-i  work'id  out  nicely 
before  the  first  heat,  and  when  the 
two  horses  were  sent  away  over  the 
ground  they  went  to  the  half-mile 
post  in  almost  record  time.  Then  Lou 
Dillon  suddenly  stopped  almost  to  a 
valk,  allowing  Major  Delmar  to  go 
on  and  win  in  2:07,  while  she  finished 
the  mile  in  no  better  than  2:18.  The 
liiare  was  found  to  be  unfit  to  con- 
tinue the  race,  and  was  reported  by 
a  veterinary  surgeon  to  have  been 
drugged.  Mr.  Billings  drove  another 
horse  in  the  second  heat,  to  allow  Mr. 
Smathers  to  take  the  race  with  Major 
Delmar.

for  Charity  on  French 

Liner. 

New  York,  April  2.— "I  am  heart  whole 
and  fancy  free,  and  stories  to  the  con- 
trary are  false.  I  come  here  not  as  a 
woman,  but  as  a  singer.  If  I  don't  sing 
right  the  public  may  criticise  my  voice;

DINSMORE 

AcpnED 

Jury    Finds    Mayor  of 

Ely  Not  Guilty  of 

Assault. 

Holds   That   the  State 

Failed    to   Prove 

Its  Case. 


Not  gruilty,  was  the  verdlot  returned 
by  the  Jury  In  the  Dinsmore  case  last 
evening  and  the  mayor  of  Ely  stands 
acquitted  of  the  chai-ges  against  him. 
The  case  went  to  the  jury  at  4:10 
o'clock  In  the  afternoon,  and  the  verdict 
wad  returned  at  6  o'clock. 

Moved  for  Dismissal. 
After  the  state  rested,  Mr.  Fryberger 
moved  that  the  case  be  dismissed  on 
the  ground  that  there  was  not  suf- 
ficient evidence  to  sustain  a  verdict. 
The  court  held  that  the  case  was  one 
for  the  jury  to  decide, 

Mr.  Fryberger  said  he  understood 
that  the  Impression  was  held  by  some 
that  a  woman's  oath  and  testimony 
carries  more  weight  than  a  man's.  He 
requested  the  court  to  Instruct  the 
jury  that  there  Is  no  difference. 
Mr.  Norton  Sunu*  Ip. 
County  Attorney  Norton  argrued  to 
the  jury  in  behalf  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Norton  emphasized  the  Import- 
ance of  the  trial  to  the  state  and  to 
the  defendant.  He  claimed  the  people 
are  living  in  an  age  of  civilization 
when  It  is  a  terrible  thing  for  free  gov- 
ernment that  such  things  must  be  tried. 
He  i-eferred  to  the  agitation  existing 
over  the  country-  by  reason  of  corrupt 
municipal  administrations.  He  claimed 
a  great  moral  responsibility  rests  on 
the  jury  in  determining  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  Mayor  Dinsmore. 

The  jury  was  urged  to  stand  by  their 
convictions,  regardless  of  any  fra- 
ternal afHliations  the  Jurors  might  have 
with  the  defendant.  Mr.  Norton  claimed 
that  t^ie  safety  of  a  government  is 
measured  by  the  protection  It  extends 
to  the  weakest  of  its  citizens. 

He  claimed  that  every  man.  w-oman 
and  child  in  the  county  and  state  are 
interested  in  the  administration  of 
affairs   by   the   executive  ofiRoers. 

Mr.  Norton  said  the  defense  hsid 
fallen  down  in  its  claim  that  it  would 
prove  the  prosecution  of  Mayor  Dins- 
more was  Instigated  by  mallcloxis 
political  motives.  He  claimed  the  de- 
fense has  failed  miserably  to  establish 
that  Miss  Johnson  and  Miss  Aho  are 
public  prostitutes.  The  county  attor- 
ney said  only  one  person,  a  saloon- 
keeper of  Virginia,  had  testified  that 
Nellie  Johnson  is  a  prostitute. 

Mr.  Fryberger  objected  to  the  state- 
ment that  the  witness  referred  to  had 
received  any  compensation  for  his 
testimony. 

Continuing  his  argument,  Mr.  Nor- 
ton claimed  the  only  evidence  In  the 
case,  on  the  question  of  the  young 
women'a     reputation     om     prostitutes 


was  Walberg's,  and  the  fa.ct  that 
Dinsmore  put  up  that  sort  of  a  de- 
fense is  an  admission  that  he  com- 
mitted a  •wrong.  He  claimed  all  the 
rest  of  the  witnesses  of  the  denfense 
refused  to  testify  they  knew  the 
young  women's  reputation  as  being 
prostitutes. 

Mr.  Norton  claimed  that  Nellie 
Johnson's  testimony  and  ijearing,  the 
nature  of  her  employment  as  a 
domestic  in  a  private  family  and 
other  places,  tended  to  establish  her 
reputation  as  a  decent,  hard  working 
girl.  Mr.  Norton  emphasized  the  Im- 
portance of  the  testimony  of  witnes- 
ses that  Miss  Johnson  and  Miss  Aho 
bore   grood   reputations. 

Against  the  testimony  of  the  chief 
of  police  of  Virginia,  who  knew  the 
>X)ung  women  for  four  days,  Mr. 
Norton  set  the  testimony  of  the  chief 
of  police  of  Eveleth,  who  knew  them 
four  months. 

Mr.  Norton  commented  sarcastically 
on  the  only  alleged  defense  of  Mayor 
Dinsmore  that  the  young  women  were 
public    prostitutes. 

"If  this  man  has  not  the  smell  of 
emoke  on  his  garments,"  asked  Mr. 
Norton,  "what  could  you  expect  of 
finding  the  chief  executive  of  the  city 
of   Ely   In   the   Jail   at   midnight?" 

"He  tells  you  he  wanted  to  see  If 
tliey  were  guilty  or  not.  Do  you  be- 
lieve It?  You  know,  and  I  know,  if 
it  was  necessary  for  him  to  go  into 
the  Jail  it  was  not  necessary  for 
him  to  unlock  and  enter  tlie  cells. 
He  was  not  satisfied  with  one  visit, 
but  went  back,  the  girls  say,  three  or 
four    times." 

Mr.  Norton  commented  on  the 
changing  of  cells  of  Miss  Johnson, 
and  claimed  that  the  fact  that  Mayor 
Dinsmore  and  William  La  Beau  visit- 
ed the  jail  together  was  prcx>f  enough 
that   they  are  not  personal   enemies. 

Mr.  Norton  says  the  ten  minutes 
Mayor  Dinsmore  says  he  spent  In  the 
Jail  were  the  longest  ten  minutes  In 
his  life.  He  called  the  alleged  Jail 
assault  the  "one  indiscretion  Mayor 
Dinsmore  oomniltted  in  his  life." 
Roasts  tlie  Chief. 

County  Attorney  roasted  Chief 
O'Connor  for  his  part  in  arresting 
the  girls,  and  commented  on  the 
chief's  removal  from  the  oourtroona 
In    a    drunken    condition. 

Caustic  remarks  were  made  by  Mr. 
Norton  on  the  arrest  of  the  girls,  with- 
out warrant  and  their  subsequent  re- 
lease without  even  a  form  of  prosecu- 
tion against  them  for  creating  a  dis- 
turbance. He  claimed  there  was  abso- 
lutely no  excuse  for  the  arrest  or  for 
the  incarceration  of  Miss  Johnson  and 
Miss    Aho    In    the    Jail. 

Mr.  Norton  claimtni  the  testimony  of 
Mrs.  Dinsmore  Is  not  the  first  Instance 
a  woman  has  been  called  into  the  court- 
room to  help  her  husband  escape  pun- 
ishment for  an  offense  she  well  knew 
he  was  guilty  of. 

"Before  I  would  call  my  wife  Into 
court  to  clear  me  from  a  scrape  like 
this,"  declared  Mr.  Norton,  "I  would 
sink  to  the  uttermost  depths  of  hell." 

The  county  attorney  reviewed  the 
testimony  relative  to  the  cries  claimed 
to  have  been  heard  from  Miss  John- 
son and  emphasized  the  statements  of 
the  young  women  relative  to  the  same. 
He  clalnfed  the  most  natural  thing  for 
the  young  women,  looking  for  work, 
would  be  to  stay  with  people  of  their 
owm  nationality  until  they  got  situa- 
tions. 

Mr.  Norton  claimed  there  is  not  the 
slightest  evidence  that  there  was  a 
"put  up  Job"  on  Mayor  Dinsmore,  that 
he,  Dinsmore.  committed  a  mean  act 
and  must  get  himself  out  of  it.

Mr.  Fryl>erger,  in  opening  his  argu- 
ment, claimed  that  the  only  question 
in  the  case  is  whether  John  Dinsmore 
is  guilty  or  Innocent  of  the  assault 
charged.  He  claimed  the  burden  of  the 
proof  to  show  the  girls  are  not  prosti- 
tutes or  that  Dinsmore  was  guilty.  Is 
in  the  state.

It  was  urged  by  Mr.  Frylierger  that 
Mayor  Dinsmore's  notlve  In  visiting 
the  jail  wa.s  a  humane  one,  that  he 
wanted  to  question  the  girls  to  see  if 
they  should  be  left  In  the  jail  over 
Sunday. 

He  claimed  that  D  nsmore  Is  a  novice 
in  the  matter  of  keeping  prisoners  and 
It  was  the  most  natural  thing  In  the 
world  for  him  to  ac^iept  La  Beau's  ad- 
vice about  separating  the  young  wo- 
men, also  that  he  shewed  hig  humanity 
by  changing  his  mind  and  returning 
Miss  Johnson  to  her  cell  next  to  Miss 
Aho  before  he  went  home. 

Mr.  Fryberger  claimed  the  testimony 
of  Mrs.  Dinsmore  and  of  Mrs.  Coffey 
was  of  vital  Importf.nce  to  the  defense 
and  had  to  be  introiluced.

On  the  question  of  proving  the  younff 
women  public  prostitutes,  Mr.  Fryberg- 
er claimed  that  both  young  women 
bore  on  their  faces  and  In  their  de- 
meanor unmistakable  evidence  that 
they  were  women  of  a  bad  profession. 
He  maintained  that  working  girls,  if 
all  right,  are  not  Jumping  from  one 
plac>^  to  another,  every  few  days.  He 
claimed  no  decent  girl  would  work  In 
a  Chinese  restaurant  that  ran  a  room- 
ing house  In  connection. 

Mr.  Fryberger  laid  stress  on  the 
testimony  of  Chief  of  Police  Gronberg 
of  Virginia  concerning  the  repo^rt* 
about  Miss  Johnson  and  Miss  Aho  and 
their  alleged  statement  they  would 
leave  town. 

Mr.  Fryberger  claimed  the  charac- 
ter testimony  introduced  by  the  state 
cut  little  figure,  that  the  witnesses  ad- 
mitted they  knew  very  little  about  the 
young  women.  He  claimed  that  the 
sending  of  Mayor  Dinsmore  to  the 
penitentiary  on  the  evidence  of  "a 
couple  of  loose  characters"  would  be 
an  outrage  on  the  community. 
Court  Charges  Jur>'. 

Judge  Ensign  charged  the  jury.  H« 
said  the  burden  of  proof  of  the  alle- 
gation of  the  indictment  re.sts  with  the 
state,  that  the  Jury  must  be  based 
strictly  on  the  evidence,  not  on  sur- 
mises or  su.splclons. 

The  court  said  that  in  giving  weight 
to  the  testimony  of  witnes.ses  their  in- 
terests and  relations  to  the  the  defend- 
ant must  be  f^onsldered. 

"The  court  defined  the  meaning  of 
the  term  "public  prostitute."  and  said 
the  law  does  not  extend  Its  protection 
to  such  a  person. 

In  the  matter  of  the  reputation  of 
Miss  Johnson  and  Miss  Aho.  the  court 
said  the  Jury  must  determine  from  th© 
testimony  whether  Miss  Johnson  was 
a  pro.stltute,  having  consideration  for 
the  means  the  witnesses  had  for  know- 
ing the  same. 

The  jury  were  instructed  that  it 
there  was  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to 
Mayor  Dinsmore's  guilt  it  must  ac- 
quit him,  and  if  satisfied  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt  that  he  it  guilty  It 
must  convict  him.

RIGHT  OF  LABORERS  TO  ORGAN- 
IZE.—The  evidence  In  the  case  of  Pickett 
vs.  Walsh,  78  Northeastern  Reporter,  753, 
shows  that  It  had  been  the  custom  In  the 
city  of  Boston  for  over  100  years  to  em- 
ploy separate  men  to  do  the  pointing  of 
brick  work,  terra  cotta  and  stone  mason- 
ry, and  that  the  bricklayers'  and  masons' 
unions,  desiring  to  obtain  this  work  for 
themselves,  prohibited,  their  members 
from  working  for  any  contractor  who  let 
the  work  of  pointing  up  to  others  than 
members  of  the  union.  An  action  was 
brought  by  the  pointers  to  enjoin  the  offi- 
cers of  the  union  from  conspiring  to  In- 
terfere with  and  destroy  their  business. 
The  supreme  court  of  Massachusetts 
holds  that  the  unions  may  lawfully  com- 
pete for  the  additional  work,  and  may 
lawfully  strike  if  the  work  Is  not  given 
to  them.  The  court  adds,  however,  that 
the  unions  could  not  legally  strike  merely 
because  the  contractors  employing  union 
men  were  working  on  a  building  on  which 
work  was  being  done  by  non-union  point- 
ers employed  by  the  owners.  Inasmuch 
as  organized  labor's  right  of  coercion  Is 
limited  to  strikes  on  persons  with  whom 
the  organization  has  a  trade  dispute.  The 
court  gives  a  very  interesting  discussion 
on  the  right  of  citizens  to  pursue  their 
calling  as  they  may  see  fit,  and  the  limi- 
tations upon  this  right  as  It  may  affect 
other  citizens.

OPERATING  AUTOMOBILES.— In  Mc- 
Fern  vs.  Gardner,  97  Southwestern  Re- 
porter, 972,  the  supreme  court  of  Mis- 
souri takes  the  position  that  a  chauffeur 
in  charge  of  an  automobile  traveling  on 
a  public  highway  In  a  populous  city 
should  be  held  to  the  same  degree  of  care 
in  respect  to  i>edestrlans  and  other 
vehicles  upon  the  street  that  a  motor- 
man  in  charge  of  a  street  car  running  on 
a  public  street  Is  required  to  observe. 
Therefore  It  Is  the  duty  of  a  chauffeur 
under  such  circumstances  to  keep  a  vigil- 
ant watch  ahead  for  vehicles  and  pedes- 
trians, and  on  the  first  appearance  of 
danger  to  take  proper  steps  to  avert  It.

PROTECTION  OF  PASSENGERS  ON 
STREET  CARS.— In  Ormandroyd  vs. 
FItchburg  &  L.  St.  R.  company,  78  North- 
eastern Reporter,  739,  the  Massachusetts 
supreme  court  passes  on  the  degree  of 
care  which  a  street  railroad  company 
must  take  for  the  protection  of  passen- 
gers. During  a  Fourth  of  July  celebra- 
tion a  patriotic  citizen  discharged  a 
cannon  'from  4  o'clock  in  the  morning 
until  half-past  5  in  the  afternoon,  as 
often  as  it  could  be  loaded."  The  can- 
non was  on  a  street  upon  which  the  cars 
passed,  and  a  passenger  was  injured  by 
being  struck  by  some  of  the  wadding  of 
the  cannon.  It  is  held  that  the  carrier 
was  not  liable,  as  it  had  no  reason  to 
anticipate  danger  to  its  passengers  from 
such   a  source.

DISCRIMINATION  AGAINST  TRADE 
UNIONS— The  act  of  congress  of  ISdS 
making  it  a  criminal  offense  for  com- 
mon carriers  ngaged  in  interstate  com- 
merce to  require  any  employe  to  agree, 
as  a  condition  of  his  employment,  not 
to  become  or  remain  a  member  of  any 
labor  organization,  or  to  threaten  hli 
removal,  or  otherwise  discriminate 
against  him  because  of  such  member- 
ship, or  to  conspire  to  prevent  any 
such  employe  who  has  been  dlcharged 
or  left  the  service  from  obtaining  fu- 
ture employment.

Pitt.<»burg.  April  2.— John  Ellmore.  the 
Altoona  cobbler,  who  Invented  the  pro- 
cess by  which  he  can  burn  ashes,  acci- 
dentally stumbled  onto  the  discovery 
that  hia  invention  almost  wholly  does 
away  with  smoke.  This  fact  came  to 
light  Sunday  afternoon  when  Ellmore 
was  giving  a  demonstration  of  his  in- 
vention. 

In  th"?  building  where  the  test  was 
being  made  are  two  furnaces,  each  with 
a  separate  smokeatack.  One  of  the  fur- 
naces was  cle,xned  out  in  the  morning 
and  for  six  hours  nothing  was  burned 
In  It  but  coal  and  aahea  that  had  been 
treated  with  Ellmore's  compound.  in 
the  furnace  along.side  of  it  ordinary  .soft 
coal  was  burned.  While  the  test  wa,s  at 
its  height  it  was  ditcivpred  that  from 
the  furnace  that  was  burning  so^ft  coal 
an  immense  volume  of  blai^k  smoke  con- 
stantly streamed,  while  from  the  furn- 
ace in  which  the  ashes  were  being 
burned  came  nothing  but  a  soft,  white 
v.xpor,  similar  to  that  which  arises  from 
coke. 

BREWERS'  STRIKE 

MAY  BE  SETTLED. 


St.     Louis,     April     2.— The     executive 

committee    of   the   local    unions   of   the 

brewery  workers,  who  are  on  strike, 
met  thia  morning  to  consjldcr  the  propo- 
sitions made  by  the  brewery  owners, 
who  were  in  conferertce  until  late  last 
night.  If  the  contro^^ay  is  settled  to- 
day, it  is  understoodS[iUfe  strikers  will 
be  permitted  to  return  to  work  at  once. 


The  news  that  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation  had  decided  to  make 
Duluth  one  of  its  manufacturing  cen- 
ters, was  the  chief  topic  of  discussion 
in  Duluth  last  evening. 

The  report  published  in  The  Herald 
was  eagerly  scanned  and  discussed  on 
all   sides. 

Coming  at  this  time,  it  Is  simply  the 

climax  of  a   series  of  moves   which  is 

believed  are  calculated  to  make  Du- 
luth the  metropolis  of  the  Northwest. 
The  Northern  Power  company  lias 
completed  its  plant,  and  it  is  now  only 
a  question  of  days  until  it  will  begin 
to  furnish  power  for  the  industries 
of    the    city. 

The  prospects  of  settling  the  Wis- 
consin Central  dispute  are  very  bright 
and  the  road  will  in  all  probability 
enter  thi;  city  on  the  city's  temis. 

Tho  Soo  road  is  lieading  this  way,  aiid 
rr'.ove.iient^  ate  on  foot  to  connect  the 
range  towns  with  a  trollev  line  which 
will    uUiniatf'y    tuiid    i.iio   the  city. 

On  top  of  these  reports,  came  the 
announcement  of  the  decision  of  the 
.Steel  corporation  to  make  Duluth  a 
manufacturing  center,  and  to  give  the 
city  the  benefit  of  at  least  a  part  of 
the  huge  shipments  of  iron  ore  which 
are  annually  sent  down  the  lakes  to 
add  to  the  prosperity  of  Pittsburg 
and  other  Eastern  cities. 

Direct  BtMieftt.s  luinien.se.  I 

The  direct  benefits  to  the  city  from 
such  a  plant  will  be  immen.se.  The  ex- 
penditure of  $."j,000,000  to  $6,000,000  will 
mean  a  plant  that  will  employ  prob- 
ably 2,000  or  3.000  men.  which  will  In- 
volve an  increase  from  10,000  to  15,000  ' 
in  the  population  of  the  city,  during  the 
next   two   or  three  years. 

But    the    direct    benefit    will    hardly 
equal    the    indirect   benefits   which   will 
accrue  from  the  establishment  of  such 
a  plant.    A  great  industry  of  that  type 
always  brmg.s  smaller  industries  in  its 
trail.      Small    factories    will    spring    up 
in    the   shadow   of    the    big    mills,    and  j 
there  Is  no  question  but  that  the  build-  | 
ing  of  a  steel  plant  here  would  do  more 
to    forward    the    interests    of    the    city 
than  anything  that  has  happened  since 
the  disocvery  of   the  Mesaba  range. 
The   Steel  Industry. 

The  steel  industry  is  undoubtedly  the 
most  marvelous  industry  of  the  coun- 
try. Steel  is  king.  It  has  dethroned 
wheat,  cotton,  and  corn.  It  builds  cities 
and  establishes  new  industries.  It  has 
made  Pittsburg  a  wonderful  metropo-  j 
lis— probably  the  wealthiest  and  busiest  | 
city  of  Its  population  in  America.  It 
has  done  this  without  any  of  the  nat- 
ural advantages  such  as  Duluth  pos- 
sesses to  aid  it.  Of  all  the  cities  that 
the  industry  has  touched  with  its  magic 
wand.  Duluth  has,  by  far,  the  most 
natural  advantages.  Duluth  is  nat- 
urally the  greatest  inland  port  in  Am- 
erica. Pittsburg  is  1,000  miles  from  its 
ore  and  450  miles  from  the  sea.  Duluth 
is  seventy  miles  from  its  ore,  and  lo- 
cated on  the  greatest  natural  waterway 
in  the  world,  with  the  finest  harbor  that 
was  ever  formed  by  the  hand  of  nature. 
Duluth  and  Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg,  without  its  steel  indus- 
try could  scarcely  have  hoped  to  be 
more  than  a  country  village  or  a 
thriving  little  inland  city  of  from 
25  000  to  i>a,000  people.  Duluth,  with- 
out the  steel  industry,  has  grown  to 
be  a  busy,  prosperous  center  of  70,000 
people  in  about  fifty  years,  with 
prospects  of  the  rosiest  kind,  even 
without  the  advent  of  the  steel  indus- 
try "W^hat  it  will  become  when  the 
industry  gets  a  fooling  here  time 
al.me  will  tell.  That  the  city  will 
pass  the  100,000  mark  in  population 
before  the  next  census  in  1310,  liow- 
.^ver.  is  the  most  conservative  esti- 
mate heard  along  tiv^  street  today. 
Location  of  Plant. 

The  location  of  the  plant  is  l>elng 
generally  di-scussed.  In  all  prob- 
ability it  will  occupy  ground  .some 
place  between  the  ore  docks  of  tht 
Duluth  Missabe  &  Northern  road  and 
Ifonton.  Tho  most  probahle  site 
given  is  that  between  the  Zenith 
Furnace  company's  plant  and  Uie 
old     Ironton     mills.  ^    „.    • 

Such  a  plant  cannot  be  built  m  a 
month  or  a  year.  The  preliminary 
work  on  the  plans  will  take  weeks 
and  possibly  months,  and  the  actual 
canstruction  will  be  the  work  of  a 
year  or  more.  During  the  time  the 
construction  work  is  in  Pr;>gress, 
however  hundreds  of  men  will  be 
employed  so  that  the  direct  benefits 
to  the  city  will  begin  as  soon  as 
ground    is   broken    for    the    buildings. 

The  credit  for  securing  the  plant 
for  Duluth  is  largely  given  to  Messrs. 
T  F  Cole;  Frank  B.  Kellogg,  Joseph 
B*  Cotton  and  W^  J.  Olcott,  and  It  is 
generally  recognized  tlvat  it  was 
largely  owing  to  their  efforts  that 
Duluth  was  selected  as  a  site  for 
such    a    plant. 

All  Are  Entliusla.stlc. 

.Some  of  the  prominent  citizens  of 
Duluth  were  approached  today  for 
thf*ir  opinions   on   the   plant. 

Mayor  Cullum  expressed  himself  in 
glowing  terms  an  to  what  the  coming 
of  the  plant  meant  to  the  city. 
Conservatism  was,  however,  counseled 
by     the     city's     chief     executive.       He 

^aid:  .       ,  -      ,, 

"It  means  the  realization  of  all  our 
hopes  and  dreams.  It  means  the  veri- 
fication of  the  judgment  of  the  splendid 
men  who  have  already  put  Duluth  on 
such  a  firm  foundation  as  a  business 
center.  It  means  that  Duluth  will  be 
the  manufacturing  and  distributing 
center  of  the  Northwest.  It  means  that 
we  are  getting  that  which  we  had  a 
right  to  expect.  It  means  that  we  will 
now  be  able  to  reap  the  full  benefits  of 
our  location.  That  in  a  measure  thir? 
will  be  the  foundation  of  our  growth 
as  a  manufacturing  center.  One  has  to 
restrain  himself  to  keep  from  trying  to 
enumerate  all  the  good  things  that  are 
liable  to  come;  and  it  is  well,  perhaps, 
that  we  temper  our  enthusiasm  in  the 
near  future  with  conservative  and 
sensible  deportation,  and  wear  our 
laurels  modestly  and  becomingly." 
Judge  Ensign  Plea.sed. 
Judge  J.  D.  Ensign  of  the  district 
court  expressed  his  pleasure,  this 
morning,  over  the  announcement  first 
made  in  The  Herald  yesterday  after- 
noon that  the  Steel  corporation  had 
definitely  decided  to  establish  a  large 
plant  In  Duluth. 
"I  have  felt  sure  all  the  time,"  said 


Judge  Ensign,  "that  the  plant  would 
be  established  here,  but  the  confirma- 
tion of  the  plans  iiakes  the  matter  all 
the  more  certain." 

Judge  Ensign  expressed  belief  that 
the  new  industry  will  be  a  splendid 
thing  for  the  upbu:lding  of  Duluth  and 
vicinity. 

Predicts  EJg  Iiicrea.se. 

"I  am  willing  to  i;o  on  record  as  mak- 
ing the  prediction  that  the  building  of 
the  proposed  steel  plant  in  Duluth  will 
mean  an  increase  of  50,<)00  people  in  the 
population  of  Dulutli  within  the  next 
five  years,"  said  Mart  Adson,  general 
passenger  agent  ol  the  Duluth,  South 
Shore  &  Atlantic  "oad.  "No  man  can 
guess  within  thousands  of  what  this 
increase  will  amount  to  In  ten  years. 

"Everybody  has  but  one  opinion  on 
the  matter,  and  th.it  is  that  the  estab- 
lishment here  of  this  institution  will 
be  the  moat  impcrlant  event  in  tire 
history  of  the  city.  All  lines  of  busi- 
ness will  be  bent  filed,  the  railroads 
with  the  rest.  Tiink  what  this  in- 
crease in  population  will  mean  in  a 
buaine.ss  way  to  the  entire  city.  It 
will  be  only  a  matter  of  time  until 
Duluth  vvill  head  the  list  of  cities 
of  the   West."

GREAT  USE  FOR  ELECTRICITY. 
Washington  Herald:  The  world  has 
passed  through  the  age  of  stone,  tho 
age  of  iron,  the  age  of  steel.  We  are 
now  in  a  period  which  will  always  be 
known  as  the  stage  of  electricity.  Al- 
ready the  use  of  the  electrical  current 
has  reached  a  point  which  excites  as- 
tonishment, and  yet  there  is  every  rea- 
son to  believe  that  we  are  only  on 
the  threshold  of  its  adaption  to  human 
needs. 

Within  the  pa.ot  decade  the  use  of 
electricity  as  a  motive  power  has  de- 
veloped from  an  uncertain  and  imprac- 
tical condition  to  a  i>olnt  where  it  Is 
supplanting  the  use  of  steam  unon  rail- 
roads. Millions  of  dollars  are  being  ex- 
pended in  electrifying  portions  of  the 
New  York  Central  railroad,  for  in- 
stance, and  the  manufacture  of  elec- 
trical locomotives  has  passed  the  ex- 
perimental stages.  Not  only  does  elec- 
Irlcity  supply  light  and  motion,  but 
it  is  available  in  minor  details  of  do- 
mestic economy.  The  chef  cooks  a 
steak  upon  an  electric  broiler;  tho 
laundress  uses  an  electric  iron,  which 
is  never  smutty,  the  lady  in  the 
boudior  curls  her  tresses  with  an 
electric  curling  iron,  and  when  she 
presides  at  the  supper  table  she  has  an 
electric  chafing  dish  in  front  of  her. 
One  of  the  latest  inventions  is  an  .elec- 
tric meat  chopper,  while  another  elec- 
tric device  grinds  coffee.  The  once  fa- 
miliar candles  on  the  Christmas  tree 
are  now  supplanted  by  tiny  electric 
lights,  while  an  ingenious  decorator 
has  devised  a  tiny  fountain  playing  in 
jets  a  foot  high  over  a  white  and  col- 
ored shade  covering  an  electric  light. 

The  diversities  of  electricity  are  thus 
made  manifest.  From  an  electric  lo- 
comotive, drawing  hundreds  of  tons 
of  freight,  to  a  fountain  playing  on  a 
dining  table  is  a  far  cry,  and  yet  the 
same  mysterious  agency  is  responsible 
for  both.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that 
with  ail  of  its  utilization,  little  or 
nothing  i.-,  known  of  the  source  or  na- 
ture of  electricity.  Theories  of  every 
character  have  been  advanced,  but 
none  of  them  has  definitely  solved  the 
problem.  We  know  how  to  make  elec- 
tricity and  how  to  control  it.  but  Its 
origin  Is  as  elusive  as  the  mystery  of 
life.  In  this  practical  age,  however, 
the  lack  of  knowledge  does  not  give 
any  concern.  We  are  more  concerned, 
as  a  commercial  nation,  in  increasing 
the  number  of  uses  to  which  electricity 
can  be  adapted.  This  increase  Is  being 
demonstrated  daily,  not  only  in  de- 
vices actually  upon  the  market,  but  in 
Inventions  registered  by  the  patent  of- 
fice. 

It  used  to  be  asserted  that  steam  !s 
the  most  valuable  helpmate  of  man. 
The  assertion  is  even  now  out  of  date. 
Taken  all  in  all,  the  utilization  of  elec- 
tricity is  the  most  remarkable  and  im- 
portant discovery  since  the  creation  of 
earth.  During  the  present  century  it 
will  revolutionize  the  world*

Sr  ▼▼onry 
Bessemer  sharsl  the  common  1.-)t  of 
inventors  In  encountering  lncre*j'-ty 
when  his  discovery  was  first  announc- 
ed, but  he  was  more  fortunate  than 
most  Inventors.  He  lived  to  enjoy  tho 
rewards  of  fame  and  fortune  and  to 
witness  the  world  wide  adoption  of  his 
process. 

The  first  Bessemer  st*»el  rail  ever  laid 
d(  wn  wns  at  Derby,  England,  in  1857. 
It  was  placed  at  a  point  where  it  had 
b?or!  nece.ssary  to  renew  the  iron  rails 
once  In  three  months  because  of  In- 
ce.s.sant  wear.  It  was  not  taken  up  for 
sixteen  years,  during  which  time  1,250,- 
000  trains  passed  over  it. 

It  Is  to  the  Bessemer  proce.s?!  that  Is 
due  the  rapid  development  of  great 
railway   systems. 

The  giant  locomotives  that  draw  long 
trains  across  the  continent  and  the 
.«rteel  rails  upon  which  they  xnin  are  due 
to  its  discovery.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  Bessemer  process  has  reduced  the 
cost  of  land  transportation  two-thirds 
and  It  has  al.«»o  greatly  cheapened 
transportation  by  water.  It  has  open- 
ed great  tracts  of  fertile  country  which 
could  not  have  been  reached  otherwise 
and  has  given  the  farmer  good  mar- 
kets. In  the  development  of  electric 
roads  it  is  all  the  time  bringing  to- 
gether .scattered  villages  and  giving 
new  opportunities  for  Intercourse.

Chicago,  April  3.— Chicago's  postmaster, 
Frederick  A.  Busse,  the  Republican  can- 
didate, was  elected  mayor  of  the  city 
yesterday,  having  a  plurality  of  13,016 
votes  over  Mayor  Edward  Dunne.  The 
total  number  of  votes  cast  for  Mr.  Busse 
was  164,839  and  for  Mr.  Dunne  151,718.  The 
Prohibition  candidate  polled  5,875  and  the 
Socialists  13,458.  Two  years  ago,  whtn 
Mayor  Dunne  was  elected  to  office,  he 
polled  163,189  votes  and  John  M.  Harlan, 
the  Republican  candidate,  138,671.  Th^ 
Socialist  vote  the  same  year  was  ovep 
40,W)fl,  and  yesterdays  vote  was  a  great 
disappointment  to  the  leaders  of  that 
party. 

The  new  mayor  will  have  the  city 
council  with  him,  but  it  is  very  close,  as 
the  make-up  of  this  lK»dy  shows  35  Repub- 
licans and  34  Democrats  and  1  Indepen- 
dent   Democrat. 

The  ordinances  setting  the  street  car 
questions  were  carried  by  a  good  ma- 
joritv.  The  total  vot.-  on  this,  question 
was  ■l6.'..S46   for  and  132,720  against. 

According  to  the  latest  returns  the  only 
Democrat  outside  of  aldermen  elected 
was  John  E.  Traeger,  who  was  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  city  treasurer.  The 
indications  are  that  he  will  be  elected  by 
at   least  8.000  plurality. 

The  issues  in  the  campaign  have  been 
largely  based  upon  the  improvenf»ent  of 
the  local  traction  systems.

IMMIGRATION 
OF  JAPANESE 

To  United  States  Through 

Mexico  is  Becoming 

Very  Heavy. 

Wa.shington,  April  3.— Information  has 
reached  the  imniigratioii  bureau  of  the 
department  of  commerce  and  labor  that 
hundred.-}  of  Japanese  have  arrived  in 
Mexico,  destined  for  the  United  States. 
Inspector  Braun,  who  was  sent  to  Mexi- 
co, by  Commissioner  Sargent  to  investi- 
gate the  immigration  of  Japanese  to  the 
United  State.s  through  Mexico,  notified 
the  department  today  by  telegrapli  that 
he  has  interviewed  several  hundred  Jap- 
anese, principally  laborers,  skilled  and 
unskilled,  who  now  are  in  Mexico.  Many 
of  them  are  in  straitened  circumstan- 
ces. They  have  no  Intention  of  remain- 
ing in  Mexico,  but  desire  to  come  to  the 
United  States.  They  expect  to  obtain 
employment  on  the  railroads  of  the  West 
and  .Southwest.  Some  of  them  already 
have  applied  for  admission  to  the  United 
States  and  have  been  denied.  It  is  also 
known  that  many  Japanese  are  en  route 
to  Vancouver,  B.  0.,  where  they  Intend 
to  make  their  way  across  the  border 
Into   the   United   States.

PETS  AT  WHITE  HOUSE. 

Queer  Animals  Presented  to  President 
and  Family. 

Washington  Post:  If  all  the  animals 
and  bird.s  which  have  been  sent  by  ad- 
miring friends  as  gifts  to  the  president 
and  members  of  h'.s  family  had  been 
allowed  to  remain  at  the  White  House, 
that  historic  old  structure  might  easily 
be  turned  into  a  menagerie  and  the 
grounds  surrounding  it  mto  a  zoological 
park. 

All  of  the  presidents,  back  to  Washing- 
ton himself,  have  had  gifts  showered  up- 
on them,  and  it  was  not  unusual  for 
these  gifts  to  assume  the  shape  of  a  wild 
or  domestic  animal.  But  It  was  not  until 
the  present  occupants  came  to  the  Whdte 
House  that  the  custom  of  making  pres- 
ents of  this  character  began  to  assume 
extensive  prop<3rtlons.  This  is  due,  prob- 
ably, to  the  president's  known  love  of 
everything  pertaining  to  natural  history, 
and  to  the  further  fact  that  he  is  a 
great  hunter.  His  bent  In  this  direction 
is  handed   down  to   liis  children. 

The  gifts  to  the  White  House  in  recent 
years  include  almost  every  American 
small  animal  capable  of  being  domes- 
ticated. With  few  exceptions,  they  have 
been  sent  to  the  Zoological  Park,  there 
to  become  a  part  of  the  great  national 
collection. 

Gifts  of  animals  from  friends  in  for- 
eign countries  are  not  at  all  infrequent. 
Only  recently  the  president  received  from 
King  Menelik  of  Abyssinia  an  Arabian 
zebra  and  two  ostriches.  These  can  now 
be  seen  at  the  zoological  park,  where 
they  have  attracted  wide  attention. 

The  variety  of  American  animals  range 
from  white  rats  and  mice  to  a  cinnamon 
cub  bear.  A  small  lion  has  also  been 
received.  The  arrival  of  an  oppossum. 
raccoon,  or  even  a  cat  or  dog.  fails  to 
create  more  than  passing  interest  among 
th«»  younger  members  of  the  pre-sldential 
family. 

Probably  the  most  commented  upon 
animal  at  the  White  House  is  the  house 
cat.  "Slippers."  She  is  different  from 
ordinary  oats  In  that  she  has  six  toes. 
"Slipners"  is  now  a  permanent  fixture 
in  the   president's   household. 

A  parrot  of  the  Mexican  double  yellow 
head  variety  Is  a  pet  of  which  all  the 
Roosevelt  children  are  fond.  It  is  an  ex- 
ceptionally intelligent  bird,  and  pronoun- 
ces distinctly  the  names  of  the  different 
member.^  of  the  family.  It  has  been  at 
the  White  Hou.se  for  sevearl  years,  and 
was  e.«»pecially  fond  of  Mrs.  Longworth, 
wh^n  she  was  a  girl  there.  Its  col  :!e. 
could  freqnetly  be  heard  ringing  throuKh 
the  hallways. 

It  is  said  that  after  the  marriage  of 
Miss  Roosevelt  to  Representative  IJong- 
worth  the  parrot  seemed  to  grow  dull 
and  to  lose  Interest  in  life.  He  no 
longer  flapped  his  wings,  nor  did  his 
shrill  cries  ring  through  the  house.  It 
was  many  days  before  he  became  ac- 
customed   to    her   absence. 

The  story  of  how  two  Kansas  Jack  rab- 
bits found  their  way  to  the  White  House 


is  Interesting.  They  had  been  brought 
here  from  the  West  by  E.  8.  Schmid,  the 
bird  and  animal  dealer  on  Twelfth  street. 
One  day,  while  being  fed  they  escaped 
from  their  cage. 

A  wild  scramble  was  made  to  capture 
them  by  the  attendants,  but  their  train- 
ing on  the  plains  of  the  Sunttower  state 
8too«l  them  Well;  and  they  lett  their  pur- 
suers practically  at  the  post.  Reaching 
G  street,  at  Twelfth,  they  separated,  one 
going  east  and  tlie  other  west,  both 
through  busy  and  crowded  thoroughfares. 

Newsboys  and  mejssenger  boys  Joined  In 
the  exciting  chase  after  the  rabbits,  and 
for  a  time  buslm^ss  in  that  vicinity  wa.s 
practicaly  at  a  standstill.  Both  animals 
were  large  speciniMiw,  and  as  they  spread 
out  their  long  limbs  many  thought  they 
were  young  deer. 

One  of  the  rabbits  was  captured  at 
Twelfth  and  Q  streets  northeast,  a  dis- 
tance of  more  than  two  miles.  The  other 
took  refuge  in  the  White  House  ground.^, 
where  it  remained  for  several  day.-^,  af- 
fotding  an  opportunity  for  several  hunt- 
ing expeditions  on  the  part  of  the  Roose- 
velt boys. 

As  a  means  of  capturing  this  rabbit  its 
mate  was  taken  tO"  the  White  House 
grounds  and  turned  loose,  and  it  is  said 
both  are  still  therer  Mr.  Schmid  having 
decided,  on  request  of  representatives  of 
the  president,  not  to  molest  them  further. 

Mr.  Schmid  is  also  responsible  for  the 
presence  of  a  large  number  of  squirrels 
at  the  White  House  and  the  near-by 
parks.  Abiiut  two  years  ago  he  liberated

between  400  Revolutionists  and  troops 
of  Gen.  Guerrero,  a  Grac/ano  Indian 
leader,  who  was  executing  an  order 
Issutd  by  President  Bonilla  before  he 
had  tied  more  than  a  week  previously. 

Guerrero  wired  the  news  of  his  vic- 
tory to  that  part  of  Honduras  which 
was  still  more  or  less  loyal  to  Bonilla 
and  ignorant  of  the  dissastrous  out- 
come of  the  war.  He  did  not  give  the 
number  killed. 

Fruit  ship  passengers  all  tell  of  the 
busy  preparations  of  the  soldiers  In  the 
Caribbean  port  towns.  They  say  that 
these  soldiers  sv.-arm  so  thickly  that 
at  night  a  person  cannot  stir  about  with- 
out being  continuously  challenged  and 
compelled  to  give  the  password.  They 
say  also  that  these  people  are  still 
placing  implicit  faith  in  the  ultimate 
euccess  of  Lc-e  Christmas,  the  American 
from  Memphis,  Tenn.,  who  they  be- 
lieve to  be  heading  an  expedition  into 
Nicaragau.  although  he  was  reported 
wounded  and  captured  several  days  ago 
by  Xicaraguans.  Many  of  these  sol- 
diers, the  passengers  say,  are  little 
more  than  boys  and  their  confidence 
in  their  country  appears  almost  pa- 
thetic. 


Puerto  Cortez,  Honduras,  March  28, 
via  New  Orleans,  April  3.— The  inten- 
tions of  the  United  States  In  landing 
marines  on  the  Honduras  coast  and  the 
evident  latitude  granted  them  in  pro- 
tecting foreign  life  and  property  Is 
exciting  m.uch  comment  here.  It  has 
been  remarked  as  especially  signi- 
ficant that  the  American  landing 
parties,  not  only  here,  but  at  Ceiba 
and  Trujillo,  have  in  each  instance 
placed  a  HotchRiss  gun  which  they  took 
ashore  with  them  so  as  to  sweep  the 
seaward   approach. 

The  foreigners  believe  that  this 
means  the  United  States  will  not  per- 
mit the  ports  to  be  bombarded,  inas- 
much as  &0  per  cent  of  the  houses 
here  and  at  Ceiba  belong  to  foreign- 
ers, and  cannon  shot  fired  iiito  either 
place  would  do  most  damage  to 
foreign-owned  property.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  in  case  of  these  two 
ports,  Nicaraguan  boats  will  be  kept 
off  by  the  Hotchkiss  guns,  while  at 
Trujiilo.  despite  the  fact  that  it  Is 
a  Honduran  port,  the  Honduran 
gunboat  will  not  be  allowed  to  bom- 
bard in  any  attempt  to  recapture  the 
port  from  the  Nicaraguans.  Both 
countries    are     treated     Impartially     In 


this  respect.  Although  the  powers 
granted  Commander  Fullam  of  the 
American  gunboat  Marietta,  which 
landed  th-e-se  parties,  are  believed  to 
be  sufBciently  broad  to  prevent  naval 
attacks,  y?t  the  foreigners  fear  that 
the  Americans  would  not  interfere 
to  stop  landing  parties  from  charg- 
ing the  local  garrisons  and  captur- 
ing  the   ports. 

The  fear,  however,  that  such  cap- 
tures would  involve  the  horrors  of  a 
loot  has  been  dispelled,  at  least 
for  the  coast  towns,  where  Americans 
are  stationed,  by  the  experience  of 
Trujillo.  There  the  Nicaraguan  cap- 
tors have  conducted  themselves  in 
a  most  exemplary  manner.  At  Tru- 
jillo. Commander  Fullam  is  reported 
to  have  summarily  settled  the  diffi- 
culty arising  over  the  burning  of 
some  ho'jsfsv,  and  also  one  between 
Unitetl  States  Consular  Agent  John 
T.  Glynn  and  the  Nicaraguans.  De- 
tails about  either  of  these  affairs  are 
not  available. 

At  Puerto  Cortez  the  dozen  marines 
comprising  the  landing  party  are 
eiuartered  in  what  is  perhaps,  In  the 
United  States,  the  most  widely  known 
of  Honduran  buildings,  namely,  the 
mansion,  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Hondui-as  National  Lottery  company. 
The  marines  occupy  a  large  room, 
where  the  lottory  drawings  were  helel, 
and  the  Hotchkiss  gun  stands  on 
the  veranda.  This  handful  of  ma- 
rines is  in  the  midst  of  about  1,500 
Honduran  soldiers,  who  are  continu- 
ally busy  drilling  anel  throwing  up 
fortifications.

Baker  G.  Eddy,  founder  of  the  Christ- 
ian Science  religion,  made  through  her 
counsel,  In  the  suit  brought  to  compel 
•n  accounting  of  her  property.  The  mo- 
tion which  was  filed  yesterday  came  as 
A  distinct   surprise. 

By    a   deed   of   trust    Mrs.    Eddy   has 

transferred  her  entire  estate,  with  a 
few  minor  reservations,  to  three  trus- 
tees, Henry  M.  Baker  of  Bow,  Archi- 
bald McLellan  of  Boston,  and  Josiah  E. 
Fernald  of  Concord.  These  trustees  are 
bonded  to  the  extent  of  $500,000. 

It  is  now  claimed  that  Mrs.  Eddy  can- 
not be  compelled  to  appear  in  court  in 
connection  with  the  pending  litigation. 
The  trustes  are  empowered  to  prose- 
cute and  defend,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
estate  of  Mrs.  Eddy,  any  suits  at  law 
©r  In  equity  whether  now  pending  or 
that  may  afterwards  be  brought  with 
reference  to  any  matter  in  which  she 
may  personally  be  interested.  With  the 
exception  of  Mr.  McLellan,  the  trustees 
ere  not  believers  in  the  Christian 
Science  doctrine.

TROUBLES  OF 
MAJ.  GEN.  WOOD^ 

Files   Charges   Against 
Civil  Employe  for  Dis- 
respectful Language. 

Washington,  April  3.— Following  hla 
controversy  with  Capt.  Koehler,  MaJ., 
Gren.  Leonard  Wood,  commanding  the 
Philippine  division,  has  preferred 
charges  of  using  disrespectful  lan- 
guage against  F.  S.  Cairns,  an  em- 
ploye of  the  civil  government  of  tho 
Philippines,  and  the  Philippine  com- 
mission Is  now  engaged  in  an  effort 
to  get  at  the  merits  of  the  dispute. 
Cairns  was  an  employe  of  the  civil 
government  In  Cuba  during  the  period 
of  American  occupation,  while  Gen. 
Wood  was  military  governor.  Ho 
had  the  reputation  of  being  an  ex- 
pert in  the  Investigation  of  accountaii 
It  is  said  that  In  the  course  of  his 
work  in  Cuba..  Calms  came  In  con- 
tact with  Gen.  Wood,  and  that  som^ 
friction  followed.  Cairns  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Philippine  service,  where 
he  has  been  ooi  duty  aa  one  of  the  in- 
spectors in  the  customs  service. 
When  Gem.  Corbin  then  in  command 
of  the  Philippine  division,  ordered  aa 
inquiry  into  tho  charges  that  ther^ 
had  been  gross  irregularities  in  con- 
nection with  the  making  of  furniture 
for  officers.  Cairns  was  detailed  tem- 
porarily as  an  employe  of  the  quar- 
termaster's department  to  investigate 
these  charges.  This  investigation  is 
fctill  dragging  on,  and  it  is  believed 
Uiat  the  trouble  between  Gen.  Wood 
and  Cairns  arose  as  an  incident  to 
the  inquiry.  Cairns  being  an  em- 
ploye of  the  civil  government,  and 
not  subject  to  court-martial,  can  bo 
prosecuted  only  before  the  civil  gov*

JAMES  J.  KILL'S  RETIREMENT. 

The  retirement  of  James  J.  Hill  from  the  presidency 
of  the  Great  Northern  railroad,  though  long  expected, 
will  cause  deep  regret  among  the  people  of  the  North- 
west for,  ever  since  the  organization  of  the  road,  it  has 
been  more  often  known  as  the  Hill  line  than  by  its  own 
name,  so  thorouglily  has  he  been  identified  with  its  en- 
tire advancement. 

Of  course,  no  one.  who  knows  Mr.  Hill  and  his  in- 
tense activity  and  personal  energry,  will  believe  that 
his  retirement  from  the  presidency  of  the  Great  North- 
ern and  the  consequent  dispracement  of  his  name  from 
the  head  place  on  its  list  of  oflftcers,  will  mean  that  he 
will  not  be  .as  thoroughly  identified  with  its  real  in- 
terests as  ever. 

Relieved  of  the  burden  of  routine  duties,  such  as  in- 
variably fall  to  the  president  of  a  great  system,  Mr. 
Hill,  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors,  will  have 
really  more  time  than  ever  to  devote  to  the  larger  and 
higher  interests  of  the  system,  leaving  to  his  son,  the 
new  president,  L.  W.  Hill,  and  the  new  vice  president, 
Frank  H.  McGuigan,  the  carrying  on  of  the  more  active 
and  onerous  duties. 

Mr.  Hill,  no  longer  a  young  man,  though  he  has  not 
given  the  slightest  signs  of  impairment  of  his  past 
great  powers,  realized  a  considerable  time  ago  that  the 
labors  of  the  active  presidency  were  growing  beyond 
even  his  really  remarkable  capacity  and  there  had  been 
rumors  for  months  that  he  was  preparing  to  take  the 
step  he  has  now  taken.  Until,  however,  he  had  carried 
out  or  gotten  into  good  shape  certain  great  lines  of  policy 
mapped  out  by  himself  for  his  system,  he  resolutely  re- 
fused to  give  up  the  extremely  onerous  duties. 

Now  that  he  has  announced  officially  his  retirement 
from  the  presidency,  it  must  be  considered  that  Mr.  Hill 
holds  that  the  plans  and  purposes  he  had  set  before 
himself  are  in  the  best  po.ssible  shape  and  the  North- 
west may  fairly  look  for  further  and  early  great  im- 
provements in  the   Great   Northern. 

The  people  of  the  Northwest  to  whom  Mr.  Hill's 
name  has  for  years  been  a  household  word  will  one  and 
all  wish  him  renewed  strength  and  a  decided  prolonga- 
tion of  his  life  of  eminent  usefulness  in  his  new  but  less 
onerous  position  of  chairman  of  the  Great  Northern 
directorate. 


THE  CHICAGO  ELECTION. 

The  election  of  Fred  A.  Bussc,  postmaster,  business 
man  and  Republican  politician,  to  the  mayoralty  of  Chi- 
cago for  the  next  four  years  and  the  consequent  defeat 
and  retirement  of  Mayor  E.  F.  Dunne  cannot,  in  any 
sense,  be  classed  as  a  pure  party  victory  for  the  Repub- 
licans nor  can  it  be  held  to  mean  that  the  Democrats 
have   become  a  permanent   minority   party   in  that   city. 

Many  non-partisan  elements  entered  into  the  contest 
and  influenced  the  result.  Chief  among  these  was  the 
impatience  of  the  citizens  over  the  long-continued  and, 
to  the  present  time,  resultless  conflict  as  to  the  street 
railways.  The  service  had  grown  worse  and  worse  and 
wors  and  the  situation,  instead  of  clearing  with  the 
passing  of  time,  had  become  so  complicated  that  the 
majority  of  the  people  were  willing  to  accept  a  change 
in  municipal  control  in  the  hopes  of  an  early  settle- 
ment of  the  problems  and  the  establishment  of  a  service 
in  consonance  with  the  needs  of  the  second  city  of 
America. 

Then,  there  was  the  entry  of  William  R.  Hearst  of 
New  York  into  the  campaign  with  his  ablest  associates 
from  the  East.  Much  was  made  of  this  and  bitterness 
and  resentment  were  aroused  over  what  his  enemies  de- 
nounced as  outside  intermeddling  with  the  purely  local 
affairs  of  Chicago,  even  though  he  had  heavy  newspaper 
interests  there.  This,  unquestionably,  resulted  in  the 
changing  of  many  votes.  But,  on  the  other  side,  the 
action  of  President  Roosevelt,  in  breaking  his  old  rule 
of  non-interference  in  local  conflicts,  and  in  seeking 
thereby  to  influence  the  voters  toward  Busse,  indubit- 
ably caused  more  or  less  resentment  along  the  same 
Inics  and  cost  the  Republicans  a  large  number  of  inde- 
pendent votes. 

The  outcome  of  the  election  cannot  be  considered  a 
personal  reflection  on  Mayor  Dunne  whose  high  char- 
acter, honesty  of  purpose  and  integrity  of  aim  were  at 
no  time  questioned  during  the  entire  campaign.  In  Mr. 
Busse,  also,  the  people  have  a  man  who,  though  a  pro- 
fessi'jnal  politician,  has  been  a  successful,  self-made 
business  man  and,  in  the  short  time  that  he  has  been 
postmaster  of  Chicago,  ha%  shown  executive  ability  of 
the  highest  erder. 

It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that,  the  lo+tg  co4iflict  over 
the  street  railways  being  settled  for  twenty  years  under 
the  new  franchise  accepted  by  the  people  by  40,000  ma- 
jority. Chicago  will  no  longer  have  municipal  transporta- 
tion that  would  be  considered  disgraceful  in  the  veriest 
backwoods  village. 


ROOSEVELT  VS.  HARRIMAN. 

Roosevelt  and  Harriman  have  come  "to  daggers 
drawn  at  last  and  now  there  is  blood  on  the  face  of  the 
financial  moon  and  the  White  House  sun  is  obscured 
by  a  gory  tinge  that  can  presage  only  tiery  days  to  the 
"pirate  of  Wall  street"  who  has  aroused  the  wrath  of 
the  "mighty  man  with  the  big  stick."  If  this  were  100 
years  ago.  nothing  would  do  except  "pistols  and  coflfee 
for  two"  at  old  Bladensburg. 

Harriman  avows  tiiat  he  gave  $50,000  himself  and 
raised  $200,000  more  at  Roosevelt's  personal  solicitation 
during  the  campaign  of  1904  when  the  Republican  ma- 
chine was  in  danger  of  stopping  short  for  lack  of 
"grease."  And  this  he  says  he  did  on  the  promise  of  the 
president  that  Chauncey  M.  Depew  should  be  sent  to 
Paris  as  ambassador  so  as  to  get  him  out  of  the  sena- 
torial way  and  let  the  machine  run  in  its  pet. 

Roosevelt  puts  Harriman  in  the  Ananias  class  with 
ex-Senator  Chandler,  the  Bellamy  Storers,  Senator  Till- 


man and  a  choice  collection  of  others  who  have  joined 
issue  with  him  in  the  past.  He  goes  even  further  than 
ordinary  in  the  case  of  the  Union  Pacific  magnate  and 
says  the  latter  has  uttered  "a  deliberate  and  wilful  un- 
truth— by  right  it  should  ^e  characterized  by  an  even 
shorter  and  more  ugly  word." 

Secretary  of  the  Treasury  George  B.  Cortelyou,  who 
was  responsible  for  keeping  the  Republican  machine 
"greased  and  running  smoothly"  in  1904,  and  ex-Secre- 
tary Cornelius  N.  Bliss,  who  handled  the  "grease,"  are 
discreetly  silent — simply  because  it  would  not  be  the  part 
of  wisdom  for  them  to  open  their  mouths. 

The  beautiful  controversy,  in  which  neither  man 
shines  forth  in  radiant  purity,  would  not  be  worth  the 
space  that  will  be  devoted  to  it,  were  it  not  for  the  light 
that  it  lets  in,  despite  Roosevelt's  "I  never  requested 
Mr.  Harriman  to  raise  a  dollar  for  the  presidential  cam- 
paign of  1904,"  on  the  inner  politics  of  the  Republican 
party.  Certainly,  it  would  seem,  even  with  the  presi- 
dent's denial,  that  the  charges  made  again  and  again  as 
to  the  immense  contributions  fcom  "the  interests"  in 
1904,  as  well  as  in  1896  and  1900  were  altogether  too 
true.  At  the  same  time,  it  puts  Roosevelt  in  a  most  pecu- 
liar light  in  view  of  his  denunciation  of  Judge  Parker 
at  the  close  of  the  last  campaign. 

As  between  Roosevelt  and  Harriman  personally, 
whether  under  oath  or  not,  if  it  were  not  for  the  strong 
points  supporting  Harriman's  story  at  least  in  part,  the 
public  would  be  inclined  to  prefer  to  take  Roosevelt's 
word.  But  just  here  comes  in  the  huge  campaign  expen- 
ditures of  1904  that  certainly  did  not  come  from  the 
great  masses  of  the  people  and  undoubtedly  were  con- 
tributed by  the  "vested  interests"  all  for  "good  and  suffi- 
cient reasons,"  and  these  weigh  mightily  in  Harriman's 
behalf. 

Harriman  evidently  is  "out  for  revenge"  and  Roose- 
velt is  ready  for  counter  revenge.  The  fight  may  de- 
velop into  a  rery  pretty  one,  but  Roosevelt  has  "the 
heaviest  guns"  and  the  "pirate  of  Wall  street"  will  learn 
it  to  his  cost  sooner  or  later.  Meantime  the  people  can 
well  afford  to  let  the  two  fight  it  out,  assured  that  they 
will  be  vastly  benefited  no  matter  what  the  outcome. 


MEETING  LIFE'S  TROUBLES. 

The  "I  can't  complain"  man  is  the  sort  the  world 
likes  to  see  and  give  the  friendly  hand  to.  He  is  the 
one  who  makes  the  best  of  whatever  may  betide,  who 
sees  the  sun  just  ahead,  even  when  it  is  raining  hard 
and  the  storm  clouds  hang  low.  He  wins  in  nine-hun- 
dred-and-ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a  thousand  in  the  con- 
test of  life  when  pitted  against  the  complaining  and 
grumbling  man. 

A  man  who,  with  long  face  and  doleful  tone,  pours 
out  a  tale  of  woe  to  every  listening  ear  may  secure 
a  little  sympathy  but  it  is  only  to  get  rid  of  him.  The 
chronic  grumbler  and  kicker  may  succeed  once  in  a 
while  but  it  is  only  because  he  has  superior  talents  in 
some  more  agreeable  direction.  The  world  has  real,  true, 
kindly  feeling  for  the  unfortunate  or  afflicted  person  who 
keeps  a  cheerful  countenance  and  bravely  tries  to  make 
the  best  of  everything.  It  has  neither  respect  nor  regard 
for  the  one  who  really  makes  a  boast  of  his  troubles. 

There  is  not,  never  has  been,  and  never  will  be,  so 
long  as  the  old  world  and  human  nature  are  what  they 
are,  a  man  or  woman  who  has  not  troubles  to  bear.  And 
this  is  equally  true  whether  one  be  high  or  low,  a  multi- 
millionaire or  a  dollar-a-day  man.  Rockefeller,  with  all 
his  vast  wealth,  is  probably  not  nearly  so  happy  today 
as  millions  with  only  their  moderate  wages.  Yet  Rocke- 
feller does  not  complain  and  the  world  at  large  gives  him 
their  full  meed  of  envy. 

Instead  of  always  growling  against  fate  or  complain- 
ing of  hard  lot,  let  each  one  look  around  and  find  out 
what  others  are  bearing.  Then,  if  the  one  tempted  to 
resent  an  unhappy  lot,  does  not  cease  from  complain- 
ing and  find  real  cause  for  rejoicing,  it  will  be  because 
something  in  heart  or  brain  is  radically  wrong  and,  in 
seeking  for  sympathy,  condolence  and  aid,  such  an  one  is 
plainly   working  under  selfish   false   pretences. 

The  best  thing  about  troubles  is  that,  if  they  are  met 
bravely  and  cheerfully  and  resolutely,  thej'  first  become 
smaller  and  then  they  vanish  entirely.  A  good  motto 
for  the  person  inclined  to  complain,  to  grumble,  to  look 
on  the  gloomy  side  of  life  and  ever  hold  it  up  before 
one's  neighbors  is  the  old,  eminently  true: 

"Laugh,  and   the  world  laughs  with  you. 
"Weep,  and  you  weep  alone."

Proctor  Knott  prophesied  most  sagely  when  he  told 
of  the  coming  glories  of  the  "Zenith  City  of  the  Unsalt- 
ed  Seas."  But  even  he  could  not  have  foreseen  what 
Duluth  is  destined  to  become  by  the  aid  and  under  the 
stimulus  of  the  great  steel  plant  and  attendant  indus- 
tries. 


"I  never  traveled  around  the  country 
with  a  bunch  of  university  fellows,  ap- 
pearinar  at  theaters  in  bis  cities,  but  I 
did  have  a  good  time  one  winter  with  a 
moving-picture  owtflt,"  saJd  S.  P.  John- 
son of  Minneapolis  at  the  McKay.  "That 
was  when  the  moving-picture  machines 
were  first  put  on  the  market,  and  when 
the  people  had  a  curiosity  to  see  them. 
Two  young  fellows  arid  myself  purchased 
an  outfit  and  started   out. 

"One  of  us  ran  the  machine,  one  did 
the  talking,  and  we  all  sang  between 
times.  I  got  out  of  it  easier  than  the 
others,  for  it  fell  to  them  to  talk  and 
work  the  machine,  while  I  assisted  in  the 
singing  and  kind  of  looked  after  the  busi- 
ness end.  We  did  not  go  into  the  thing 
with  the  expectation  of  making  much 
money,  but  we  did  hope  to  see  a  little  of 
the  country,  and  get  some  fun  out  of  it. 
Our  expectations  in  that  line  were  re- 
alized. 

"We  were  fortunate  In  getting  taito  the 
game  early,  before  many  of  the  machines 
were  in  op««-ation  in  the  West,  and  there- 
fore did  not  come  out  behind.  We  all  of 
us  made  a  little  money  In  fact,  and  would 
have  had  a  comfortabW  margin  of  profit 
at  the  end  of  the  season  if  our  stuff 
hadn't  been  in  a  small  wreck  and  been 
damaged  to  such  an  extent  that  it  wais 
put  out  of  business.  The  company  paid 
the  cost  of  tlie  damages,  but  Wo  were 
out  what  we  might  have  made  had  we 
continued  our  tour  over  the  route  planned. 
As  It  was.  we  didn't  hit  more  than  half 
the  towns,  and  the  fat  end  from  a 
money  standpoint  was  to  have  been  the 
last  half. 

"We  started  out  In  Minnesota,  went 
into  the  Dakotas  and  on  to  Montana 
and  Idaho,  making  some  pretty  long 
jumps,  which  ale  big  holes  in  the  profits. 
We  could  have  done  better  in  a  more 
thickly-settled  territory,  but,  as  I  said, 
we  were  out  to  see  things  as  much  as 
anything  else.  We  struck  the  small 
towns,  and  most  of  them  treated  us  as 
social  lions,  so  we  managed  to  have  a 
pretty  good  time  of  U.  In  many  of  the 
places  outsiders  were  a  novelty,  and  we 
were  welcomed  with  open  arms.  We 
worked  the  church  racket,  giving 
churches  part  of  the  profits  for  working 
up  enthusiasm,  and  in  this  way  met  some 
01  the  good  people  of  the  towns.  We  gen- 
erally managed  to  have  a  little  social 
session  at  the  conclusion  of  our  enter- 
tainment. Since  that  time  there  have 
been  a  good  many  fellows  gone  broke 
trying  to  make  money  out  of  the  moving- 
picture  game."

THE  WEATHEIi. 

A  regular  April  day.  with  Its  showers 
and  clouds  and  mild  temperature,  just 
as  the  weather  clerk  had  predicted  on 
his  second  venture,  was  what  tlie 
people  of  Duluth  found  prepared  for 
them  when  they  arose  this  morning. 
The  early  morning  rain  was  quite  a 
good  one,  but  it  ceased  before  most  of 
the  early  workers  were  through  their 
breakfasts  and  during  tiie  morning 
there  were  only  a  few  light  showers, 
hardly  sufficient  to  justify  the  ralsinpt 
of  an  umbrella  by  pedestrians.  Tha 
temperature  was  not  low  enough  to 
cause  the  buttoning  up  of  outer  wraps. 
Indeed,  quite  a  number  of  men  wero 
seen  on  the  streets  with  spring  over- 
coats and  they  did  not  look  uncom- 
fortably cool  either.  Last  night's  lowest 
temperature  was  32  degs.  and  yester- 
day's highest  was  48  degs..  The  weather 
man  says  there  will  be  rain  or  snow 
toniglit  and  probably  tomorrow,  but 
not  much  change  in  temperature, 
though  there  will  be  brisk  northeast  to 
north     winds. 

The  sun  set  at  6:40  o'clock  this  after- 
noon and  will  rise  at  5:41  o'clock  to- 
morrow morning.  Today  gained  two 
minutes  each,  ntorning  and  afternoon, 
of  daylight  over  yesterday. 

A  year  ago  today  was  cloudy  with 
threats  of  rain,  which,  however,  did  not 
come,  and  with  the  temperature  inild 
and   pleasant. 

Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 
"The  storm  central  Tuesday  morning 
over  Utah  has  advanced  its  center  to 
Kansas.  During  the  past  twenty-four 
hours  this  disturbance  caused  higher 
temperature  from  tlie  Mississippi  val- 
ley eastward  to  the  Atlantic  coast,  light 
rain  In  the  upper  lake  region.  Northern 
Minnesota,  the  Pacific  coast  stales.. 
New  Mexico  and  Montana  and  snow 
north  of  the  latter  state.  The 
barometer  continues  high  in  the  East- 
ern states  and  is  rising  In  the  Pacific 
coast  districts.  Conditions  favor  rather 
strong  northeast  winds  and  rain  or 
snow  at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  this 
afternoon,  tonight  and  possibly  the 
early   part  of  Thursday."

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TAFT  CONFERS

Over  Certain  Matters  in

Panama,  April  3.— Secretary  Taft 
conferred  at  the  presidency  yesterday 
with  President  Amador  and  Secretary 
of  State  Arias  from  9  In  the  morning 
until  2:30  in  the  afternoon.  The  points 
discussed  were:  First,  the  commissary 
department;  second,  the  importation  of 
liquors,  tobacco  and  special  taxed 
articles;  third,  the  Hotel  Tlvoli  at  An« 
con;  fourth,  the  landing  of  merchandise 
for  consumption  within  the  republic, 
via  Cristobal  and  La  Boca;  fifth,  the 
canal    employes;    sixth,    the  paving   of 

Mr.  Taft  agreed  that  the  commissary 
department  import  only  articles  of 
first  necessity  required  for  feeding  the 
employes  and  that  no  liquors  should 
be  imported.

I  pointed  out,   desired  that  its  employes 
should    enjoy    the    benefits    of    a    first 
class    hotel   and    also    that    Americans 
I  wishing    to    visit    the    Isthmus    should

I  Regarding  other  people  the  canal  com-

1904,    which    fully    protected    Panama's 
rights    in    preventing    smuggling    and 
landing  goods  via  the  canal  zone  would 
be  obeyed. 

Mr.  Taft  was  inforrhed  that  certain 
emount  of  ill  feeling  existed  among  the 
Panamans  because  of  the  great  dis- 
tinctions made  by  the  commissioners 
between  Panamans  and  American  and 
foreign,  and  even  Jamaican  employes, 
not  only  regarding  salaries,  but  in  gen- 
eral treatment.

Clean   up! 

The  warm  weather  of  the  last 
few  days,  and  today's  rain  storm, 
have  shown  up  some  strange  sights 
in  the  back  yards  of  Duluth. 

Forgotten  ashpiles,  heaps  of  rotting 
garbage,  tin  cans,  old  shoes,  bones, 
rags,  papers,  and  rubbish  of  every 
description  are  strewn  about  in 
unsightly  disorder,  and  the  city  as 
a  whole  is  in  a  most  unsightly  and 
unsanitary  condition. 

Within  a  few  days,  as  soon  as  the 
frost  is  out  of  the  ground  entirely, 
the  mayor  will  name  a  municipal 
cleaning  day,  after  which  the  owner 
of  such  a  backyard  will  be  in  danger 
of  prosecution,  but  there  is  no  law 
preventing  a  vigorous  attack  with  the 
rake  and  wheelbarrow  in  the  mean- 
time. 

The  annual  inspection  of  cellars 
will  also  be  made  within  a  few 
days,  by  the  health  inspectors,  and 
the  owners  of  all  public  buildings  of 
every  description,  will  be  compelled 
to  clean  out  the  rubbish  and  ashes 
from  the  basements  of  their  build- 
ings. 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  to- 
ward establishing  a  municipal  col- 
lection of  garbage,  and  residents  of 
the  city  will  have  to  pay  the  ex- 
pen.se  of  carting  away  the  rubbish 
which  they  collect  from  their  yards 
and   cellars.

TWENTY  DIVORCES  AN  HOUR. 

> 

Decree  Granted  Every  Three  Minutes  in 
United  States. 

Washington,  April  3.— During  wxjfk- 
ing  hours  of  court  officials  there  is  a 
divorce  suit  flled  everr  two  minutes, 
and    a    divorce    granted    every    three 

minutes.  In  the  UrUted  States,  ac- 
cording to  figures  oompllc'd  by  the 
census  bureau.  This  has  been  the 
average  for  the  past  -  twenty  years, 
and  census  officials  ss-y  rtha  average 
Is  Increasing  at  an  a.larmfng   rate. 

For  the  twenty-year;  period,  from 
1867    to    1887,    there    w«re    only    328,000 


divorce  suits  flled  In  this  country. 
For  the  twenty-year  period,  from  j 
1887  to  1907,  the  number  aggregates 
1,400,000,  or  more  than  four  times  the 
number'  for  the  tirst  period.  Ex- 
perts figure  it  that  for  the  twenty- 
year  period  prior  to  1887  there  were 
thirty-three  divorces  for  every  10.000 
inhabitants,  while  for  the  twenty- 
year  period,  tmm  1887  to  1907,  there 
were  seventy  divorces  for  every  100,- 
000  population.  Decrees  of  divorce 
are  issued  in  about  two-tlilrds  of  the 
suits   filed. 

"The  astonishing  thing  developed 
by  the  investigation  now  being  made 
Ijy  the  ceasus  bureau,"  said  an  official 
yesterday.  "Is  that  the  greatest  in- 
crease in  divorces  is  in  the  rural  dis- 
tricts. I  do  not  me^n  by  this  that 
the  rural  district  furnish  the  most 
divorce  cases.  The  cities  still  do  that. 
But  the  Increase  In  cities  for  the 
last  twenty-year  period  6v6r  the 
period  from  1867  to  1887  is  not  as  large 
as  the  Increase  In  the  rural  districts. 
We  are  now  trying  to  find  out  the 
cause  of  the  increase,  both  in  city 
and    country." 

The  bureau  has  100  agents  in  the 
field  now.  gathering  divorce  statistics. 
It  is  getting  details,  such  as  the 
cause  of  the  proceedings,  whether 
husband  or  wife  filed  suit,  whether 
suit  was  contested,  number  of  years 
parties  were  married,  number  of 
children,  whether  alimony  was  paid, 
and  if  Intemperance  was  either  the 
direct   or    Indirect    cause.

Enough  Men. 

Demand  Will  be  Much 

Heavier  in  Near 

Future. 


road  and  woods  work  for  this  com- 
pany carries  on  logging  operat'ons 
in  summer  as  well  as  in  winter.  Men 
are  being  sent  to  their  work  In  North- 
ern  Minnesota  every  morning. 

Aside  from  this  one  order,  most  of 
the  men  now  being  hired  for  railroad 
work  are  for  section  gangs  and  extra 
gangs.  The  section  gangs  are  very 
siTiall  during  the  winter  months,  but 
with  the  approach  of  spring  they  are 
enlarged  for  spring  and  summer  repair 
and  improvement  work.  Not  much 
work  can  be  done  on  a  roadbed  during 
the  winter  when  the  ground  Is  frozen, 
and  by  the  time  the  frost  leaves  the 
ground  there  is  generally  a  good  deal  to 
be  done  in  putting  the  roadbed  In  good 
condition. 

Men  from  the  woods  are  coming  Into 
Duluth  now  at  the  rate  of  1,000  or  more 
a   day,  but  all  of  them   do  not  remain 
here.     A  great  many  merely  stop  long 
enough    to    change    trains    for    Minne- 
apolis and  St.  Paul.     More  than  a  hun- 
I  dred   men   from   the   Foston   branch   of 
I  the    Great    Northern     are      transferred 
every    day    at    Boylston,    twelve    miles 
!  south  of  Duluth,  on  to  the  Minneapolis 
'  train.     They  are  from  Deer  River  and 
vicinity. 


Spring  work  on  the  railroads  in 
Northern  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  is 
beginning  to  open  up  and  the  roads 
are  putting  on  aditional  men  right 
along.  They  are  not  having  much 
trouble  in  getting  labor  for  just  now 
the  market  is  pretty  well  supplied  as 
a  result  of  the  breaking  up  of  the 
logging  camps.  Duluth  is  full  of  idle 
men,  many  of  whom  stand  ready  to  go 
out  on  a  railroad  contract  work  as 
•con   as  opportunity   offers. 

This  is  between  seasons,  when  neither 
the  railroads  or  the  loggers  are  hiring 
many  men.  As  soon  as  the  frost  leaves 
the  ground  construction  and  extension 
■work  will  begin  In  earnest  on  the 
prairies  of  the  Dakotas  and  Minnesota, 
and  then  there  will  be  a  very  active 
demand  for  labor.  This  will  be  In 
at)0Ut  two  weeks.  It  may  be  a  little 
later  than  this  before  the  contractors 
In  the  country  more  directly  tributary 
to  Duluth  are  able  to  put  on  full  crews, 
although  some  men  are  being  hired  now 
for  such  work.  Tht  Duluth,  Rainy 
Lake  &  Winnlj  eg  railroad  has  a  stand- 
ing order  with  the  National  Employ- 
ment  company   for  men   for  both   rail- 


CIVIL  SERVICE 
EXAMINATIONS 

In  Progress  in  Council 
Chamber— Election  of 
President  Postponed. 

The  civil  service  board  met  last 
evening  for  theJr  annual  session 
and  to  elect  officers  for  the  coming 
year.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
mayor  has  as  yet  failed  to  appoint 
a  commissioner  to  take  the  place  of- 
C.  B.  Nunan,  the  president  of  the 
board,  whooe  term  hae  expired,  it  was 
decided  to  postpone  the  election  of 
president  until  the  appointment  was 
made,  and  Mr.  Nunan  will  continue 
in  the  chair,  at  least  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  named.  Reuben  Johnson 
was   re-elected  secretary. 

Today  the  council  chamber  is  being 
utilized  by  the  board  for  the  an- 
nual examinations  for  petitions  on 
the  fire  and  police  departments,  and 
a  goodly  number  of  applicants  were 
given  the  right  to  take  the  examina- 
tions  by    the   board    last    evening.    The 


fire  department  Is  badly  in  need  of 
men,  and  can  probably  make  use  of 
the  majority  of  those  making  a  credi- 
table showing  in  the  examinations, 
and  there  are  likely  to  be  some  ap- 
pointments to  the  police  force  made 
this  spring,  to  fill  several  vacancies 
which  have  occurred  during  the  win- 
ter. 

There  were  nineteen  applicants  for 
positions  on  the  police  force  ex- 
amined this  morning,  fourteen  for  po- 
sitions as  firemen,  one  for  fire  depart- 
ment driver,  tiiree  for  stokers  in  the 
same  department,  and  two  firemen, 
who  are  taking  examinations  for 
promotion  to   the   rank  of   lieutenant.

MRS.  VAN  CLEVE 
.     PASSES  AWAY 

She  Was  the  First  White 
Baby  Born  in  Minne- 
sota. 

Minneapolis,  April  3.— The  oldest 
pioneer  of  the  state  of  Minnesota 
died  Monday.  She  was  Charlotte 
Oulsconsin  Van  Cleve,  aged  88  years, 
and  living  at  her  home,  603  Fifth 
street  southeast. 

Mrs.  Van  Cleve,  daughter  of 
Nathan  Clark,  was  the  first  white 
child  of  pure  blood  to  "be  bom  In 
what  Is  now  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 
She  was  born  at  Prairie  du  Chlen, 
July  1,  1819,  while  a  regiment  of  sol- 
diers of  which  her  father  was  an 
officer,  was  on  Its  way  to  found 
the  first  fort  at  the  "mouth  of  the 
St.  Peter  river."  That  fort  is  now 
known  as  Fort  Snelling,  and  Char- 
lotte Van  Cleve,  being  the  first  baby 
born,  was  also  the  first  baby  in  the 
state. 

Mrs.  Van  Cleve  lived  with  her 
parents  at  Fort  Snelling  until  she 
waji    8    y««urs    old,    wh^Q    lier    father 


was  transferred  to  Fort  Winnebago. 
Charlotte  was  then  sent  to  a  school 
In  New  Haven,  Conn.  When  she  re-  ' 
turned  to  her  home  she  met  and 
fell  In  love  with  a  young  army  offi- 
cer, Lieut.  Horatio  Phillips  Van 
Cleve,  U.  S.  A.,  then  Just  out  of 
West  Point.  The  couple  were  mar- 
ried March  22,  1836,  at  what  was 
then  Fort  Winnebago,  Michigan  ter- 
ritory,   but    now    Winnebago,    Wis. 

Lieut.  Van  Cleve  resigned  his  com- 
mission soon  after  this,  and  the 
couple  went  to  Cincinnati,  but  re- 
turued    to    Minnesota    in    1836. 

When  the  Civil  war  broke  out, 
Mr.  Van  Clevo  enlisted  as  a  volun- 
teer in  the  Second  Minnesota.  He 
wa3  made  a  colonel,  and  when  the 
war  was  over  he  was  a  brigadier 
general.  He  died  about  April  24, 
1891. 

Mrs.  Van  Cleve  saw  Minnesota  and 
the  Twin  Cities  grow  from  almost 
nothing.  She  saw  the  first  railroad 
train  come  into  the  cities,  and  she 
saw  her  father,  who  was  the  com- 
missary general  at  Fort  Snelling, 
build  many  of  the  buildings  which 
are  yet  standing.  She  saw  the  first 
3nlll  built  in  Minneapolis,  which  was 
later  the  foundation  of  the  greatest 
flour  milling  district  in  the  world. 
She  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Andrew  Presgyterian  church  in  Min- 
neapolis since  I860,  and  was  a 
founder  of  the  Bethany  society  as 
well  as  the  State  Historical  society 
and    the    State   Horticultural    society. 

She  came  of  a  long  line  of  mili- 
tary ancestry.  Her  grandfather  was 
Thomas  Seymour,  who  was  a  colonel 
In  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  who 
achieved  much  fame  for  bravery. 
One  of  the  present  day  novels  is 
based  on  his  career. 

Mrs.    Van    Cleve    was    in    the    early 

days   a   beautiful   woman.     During   her 

I  life    she    was    seldom    ill,    until    about

JAQUITH  TAKES 
HIS  OWN  LIFE 

Grain  Man,    Rich   and 

Fortunate  in  Family, 

Shoots  Himself. 

Omaha,  Neb.,  April  3.— A.  B.  Jaquith, 
one  of  the  best  known  grain  men  in 
the  West,  committed  suicide  at  3  a. 
m.  yesterday  in  Kountze  park  where 
his  body  was  found  an  hoyr  later.  The 
body  was  lying  doubled  up  under  a 
clump  of  bushes,  with  the  revolver, 
one  chamber  empty,  at  his  feet. 

Jaquith  was  president  of  the  Ex- 
change Grain  company,  vice  president 
of  the  Nebraska  Underwriters  Insur- 
ance company,  and  a  member  of  the 
Chicago  board  of  trade,  and  Omaha 
Grain  exchange.  For  twenty  years  he 
represented  the  Peavy  Elevator  com- 
pany of  Minneapolis,  with  offices  in 
this  city,  and  acquired  a  good  sized  for- 
tune while  engaged  in  the  grain  busi- 
ness. Two  and  a  half  years  ago  he 
formed  the  Exchange  Grain  company, 
of  which  he  was  the  head,  being  aso- 
ciated  with   George  S.   Barnes. 

Jaquith  attempted  to  run  a  corner  in 
May  corn  on  the  Omaha  exchange  two 
years  ago  and  the  mental  strain  was 
such  that  he  never  fully  recovered  from 
Its  effects.  He  had  experienced  great 
trouble  with  nervous  disorders  for  two 
I  years  and  the  taking  of  his  own  life 
i  is  regarded  as  a  result  of  this  illness.

NOSES  AND  MISDEEDS. 

Chicago  Tribune:  While  the  nose  haa 
always  been  a  conspicuous  featurfe  of 
the  human  face,  it  has  not  usually  been 
considered  an  Interesting  one.  It  is 
rarely  ornamental,  and  its  usefulness. 
In  a  general  sense,  is  limited  to  the 
enjoyment  of  pleasant  perfumes  and 
the  detection  of  unpleasant  ones.  A 
recent  case  in  a  Philadelphia  court 
has  revealed  the  dire  possibility  that 
the  nose  plays  a  part  in  making  crim- 
inals. Or.e  Mary  Loughlln  was  arrest- 
ed in  that  city  for  taeft.  When  ar- 
raigned before  the  magistrate  she  oon- 
fe.ssed  her  guilt  and  then  sought  to 
extenuate  it  by  declaring  that  the 
smell  of  beefsteak  while  it  is  cooking 
arouses  in  her  an  Irresistible  desire  to 
steal.  Th^  smell  of  otlier  things  va- 
riously affects  her.  That  of  baked 
apples,  for  instance,  stimulates  a  de- 
votional feeling,  and  she  is  Irresistibly 
moved  to  pray.  A  physician,  wlio  ap- 
peared as  a  witness  for  her,  testified 
that  h'»  could  throw  her  into  hysterical 
conditions  by  placing  verbena  or  borga- 
mont  under  her  nose,  in  which  state  her 
.antics  were  not  unlike  tiiose  of  Tom  or 
Tabby   when    they   smell   catnip. 

Tliis  scientific  discovery  suggests 
many  posslbllltle.-*.  A  college  savant 
the  oth.-r  day  exposed  himself  to  fem- 
inine wrath  and  ridictile  by  saying  that 
the  sex  was  destitute  of  the  sense  of 
smell,  but  here  Is  one  of  the  sex  who 
has  the  sense  of  smell  developed  in 
such  an  extraordinary  degree  that  her 
nose  has  become  a  medium  of  emotion- 
al expression,  and  in  such  nice  grada- 
tions that  a  slight  change  of  odor 
causes  her  to  shift  from  stealing  to 
praying,  with  the  alarming  result  that 
if  she  likes  beefsteak  better  tctin 
baked  apples  she  will  do  much  more 
st-ailng    than    praying. 

How  to  cure  her  is  a  difficult  problem, 
for  the  emotional  possibilities  of  her 
nosa  are  -xtraordinary.  Chronic  ca- 
tarrh might  relieve  her.  Some  smell 
germ  may  yet  be  discovered  which 
will  prove  to  her  an  antidote.  The 
danger  In  tills  case  is  Its  criminal 
features  Odors  heretofore  have  not 
been  considered  dangerous  and  have 
rarelv  produced  any  other  display  of 
emotion  than  that  of  anger  when  a 
garlic  or  musk  flend  passes,  or  the 
southwest  wind  is  laden  with  the  smells 
nf  the  rond'^rink  tanks.  But  If  the 
smell  of  a  good  beefsteak  sh.all  lead 
to  theft  It  Is  tlm*»  for  th>>  scientists 
and  sociologists  to  give  some  attention 
to  the  nose,  which  has  been  greatly 
neglected  by  poets  and  scientists.  The 
eyes  may  witnes.s  and  th*»  ears  may 
h-ar  of  and  the  moutli  condemn  crlm>», 
but  If  the  nose  Is  an  agency  f^r  its 
commission   It   la  time   to   investigate.

OLD  SILHOUETTES  AGAIN. 

A  Fashion  Revived  After  a  Lapse  of 
Fifty  Years. 

New  York  Su-n:  Silhouette  cutting 
has  revived  now  aJmost  fifty  years 
after  the  most  famous  of  American 
sllhouettists,  Henry  Brown,  retired 
from  the  business  to  beoome  a  rail- 
wTay  employe.

It  was  an  art  that  ajiy  one  wiih  a 
little  skill  of  hand  and  quickness  of 
eye  oould  practise,  as  Is  shown  by 
the  8UOC3SS  of  the  chaap  SUhouettlstjs 
at  Coney  Island^  but  the  genuineJy 
aible  Sllhouettists  were  perhaps  never 
very  numer«>u8.  Amei*lcan  famlUea 
now  oherish  their  ancestral  silhouet- 
tes after  having  forgotten  them  for 
a  generation.  Howard  P>'l6  t'he  illus- 
trator, to  whom  8)11  things  of  the 
American  past  especially  appeal,  has 
used  old  silhouettes  effectively  in  the 
minor  decoration  of  a  room  In  his 
house  at  Wllmingiton,  Del.,  and  some 
persons  ar©  honoring  these  queer  old 
black   patahe«    with   expensive    frames.

In  Dominica  these  are  almost  a  na- 
tional dish  and  when  once  tasted  are 
invariably  enjoyed  by  strangers.  Tho 
crapaud  is  much  larger  than  any  old 
bullfrog  of  the  North,  and.  unlike  the 
latter,  not  only  the  legs,  but  the  en- 
tire frog  ia  eaten.  They  are  stewed, 
fried,  boiled,  roasted  or  made  into 
soup  and  have  a  delicious  flavor  and 
tender  white  meat.  Most  of  the  better 
class  of  West  Indians  keep  a  supply  of 
live  crapauds  constantly  on  hand  and 
to  the  squeamish  visitor  they  are  us- 
ually served  under  the  alias  of  "moun- 
tain chicken,"  so  that  the  stranger 
imagines  he  is  feasting  on  some  native 
quail  or  partridge,  which  they  actually 
much  resemble.  The  only  native  bird 
which  Is  peculiar  as  an  article  of  food 
Is  the  giant  parrot  of  Dominica,  which 
is  sometimes  killed  and  eaten.  It  is 
scarcely  distinguishable  from  duck  and 
has  no  superiority  over  that  well 
known  bird. 

The  agouti,  a  ratlike,  tailless  forest 
animals,  is  a  favorite  game  and  Is 
eaten  either  fresh  or  smoked  or  dried. 
The  strangest  of  all  native  foods,  how- 
ever, is  tiie  groo-goo  worm,  a  great, 
white,  ugly  magot  found  in  rotten  palm 
trees  and  which  is  roasted  whole  and 
eaten   hot. 

As  repulsive  In  attitude  as  the  groo- 
groo  worm,  but  of  quite  a  different 
character,  is  the  iguana,  a  giant  tre« 
lizard  that  is  considered  a  great  deli- 
cacy and  whose  tender  white  meat 
tastes  like  a  combination  of  veal  and 
chicken. 

Perhaps  the  most  attractive  iu  ap- 
pearance as  well  as  one  of  the  most 
delicate  in  flavor  of  all  the  foods  pecul- 
iar to  the  Antilles  is  the  mountain 
cabbage,  a  smooth  .polished.  Ivory 
white  cylinder  of  crisp,  celerylike  con- 
sistency looking  at  first  sigtit  like  the 
tusk  of  an  elephant. 

This  mountain  cabbage  is  th  eheart 
of  the  leaf  bud  of  the  majestic  royal 
palm  and  each  one  consumed  mean* 
the  death  of  a  towering  plume-crowned 
forest  giant  150  feet  or  more  In  height.

The  police  department  made  367 
arrests  during  the  month  of  March 
just  passed,  forty-five  more  than 
during  the  same  month  in  1905.  The 
month  shows  an  increaise  in  arrests 
over  the  record  for  February  each 
year,  largely  due  to  the  influx  of 
lumberjacks  from  the  wo-^da.  and 
their  tendency  to  add  materially  to 
the   list   of   drunks. 

Of  the  total  number  of  arrests 
made,  222  were  charged  with  being 
plain,  every  day  drunks,  four  were 
arraigned  for  dl9i>rderly  conduct, 
without  the  mitigating  charge  of 
drunkenness.  Thirteen  vagu  were 
brought  to  the  station  during  the 
month,  six  fugitives  from  Justice 
were  apprehended,  and  four  were  re- 
turned to  the  districts  where  they 
were  wanted.

and  investigated  by  the  police  auring 
the  month,  the  total  amount  of  stole,n 
property  reported  amounting  to  $2,188. 
Of  this,  valuabli^s  and  money  to  the 
amount  of  $1,200.49  were  recovered, 
making  a  total  of  almost  50  per  cent. 
Five  burglarle.-j  were  reported  during 
the  month,  but  no  arrests  were  made 
on   this  charge. 

Of  those  arraigned  in  court,  108 
prisoners  were  committed  to  the 
county  jail  for  terms  of  varying 
length,  101  paid  fines  in  court  amount- 
ing to  $1,292.46;,  forty-four  forfeited 
bail  and  sixty  had  their  sentences 
suspftnded  by  the  court.  During  the 
month  1,413  days'  work  was  put  in  on 
the  city   streets   by   the  prisoners.

New  York,  April  4. — The  finding  of 
the  Thaw  lunacy  commission  was 
couched  In  the  language  of  the  order 
by  Justice  Fitzgerald  ordering  the  In- 
quiry. The  commissioners  declared  it 
to  be  their  unanimous  belief  that  "the 
defendant,  Harry  K.  Thaw,  Is  capable 
of  rightly  understanding  his  own  po- 
sition, of  appreciating  the  nature  of 
the  charges  against  him.  and  of  ra» 
tionally  conferring  with  his  counsel  at 
the  time  of  this  examination." 

The  entire  report  of  the  commission 
covers  three  typewritten  pages  and 
will  not  be  made  public. 

Justice  Fitzgerald  as  soon  as  he  had 
taken  the  bench  this  afternoon  said  ho 
had  succeeded  in  securing  a  report 
from  the  commission  in  lunacy.  Ha 
had  had  two  copies  made,  and  while 
he  would  not  make  the  report  public, 
he  delivered  the  copies  to  District  At- 
torney Jerome  and  counsel  for  the  de- 
fense. ^\,  „  ^ 

Mr.  Jerome  arose  to  address  the 
court    before    reading    the    report. 

It  was  from  the  defendamfs  counsel 
table  that  the  news  of  the  commis- 
sion's findings  emanated. 

Neither  Thaw  nor  the  jury 
court  when  the  report  was 
down. 

District  Attorney  Jerome  said  if  the 
report  was  adverse  to  his  contention, 
he  desired  to  be  heard  before  it  was 
confirmed.

Legal  Technicality  Tem- 
porarily Clogs  Wheels 
of  Justice. 

Every  Department  of  City 
Government  Hamp- 
ered In  Its  Work. 


That  more  than  thirty  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  of  Duluth  are  In- 
valid asid  cannot  be  enforced,  or 
convictions  secured  under  them,  was 
the  fact  brought  out  by  a  case  In 
municipal  court  this  morning.  Tli© 
case  was  that  of  the  City  against  A. 
Yeckell.  a  Fond  du  Lac  man,  accused 
of  giving  spirituous  liquors  to  E.  L. 
Hogstedt  and  Ed  Hogstedt,  In  the 
Hogstedt  store  at  Fond  du  Lac. 
Yeckell's  attorney  moved  that  the 
case  be  dismissed,  on  the  ground 
that  the  municipal  court  had  no 
jurisdiction  over  cases  where  the 
minimum  penalty  prescribed  by  a 
city  ordlr^nce  la  ninety  days,  and 
Judge  Cutting   granted   the  motion. 

In  so  doing.  Judge  Cutting  Is  fol- 
lowing the  decision  of  Judge  Cant, 
made  about  a  month  ago.  when  C. 
T  Crandall,  acting  for  Fritz  Mauser, 
who  was  serving  a  ninety-day  sen- 
tence, imposed  by  Judge  Windom  for 
third  offense  drunkenness,  began  pro- 
ceedings of  habeas  carpus, 
manded  Mauser's  release, 
ground    that    under

furisirction  of  the  municipal  court  did 
not  cover  the  case.  Judge  Cant 
granted  the  release  at  Mauser,  and 
if  his  future  judgments  are  consistent 
with  this,  the  most  imp-jrtant  of  the 
city    ordluances   are    useless. 

The  municipal  court  has  jurisdiction 
over  cases  where  the  penalty  is  de- 
scril>ed  as  being  "three  months,"  by 
the  state  constitution,  but  Judge  Cant 
decided  that  as  once  a  year  three 
months  is  a  shorter  period  than 
ninety  daya»  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
lower  court  did  not 
ninety-day  cases.  This  Is  purely  a 
technicality,  as  often,  and  in  fact  In 
the  majority  of  cases,  a  three-months' 
sentence   Is    longer   than   ninety   days. 

The  police  department,  and  every 
department  of  the  city's  government 
Is  hampered  by  the  invalidating  of 
the  ordinances  under  this  provision. 
The  ordinances  prohibiting  disorder- 
ly houses  and  conduct  are  affected, 
and  the  numerous  persons  who  have 
served  sentences  for  disorderly  con- 
duct might.  It  Is  claimed,  if  Judge 
Cant  should  rule  consistently  with 
his  first  finding,  have  been  released 
upon    the    presentation    of    a    writ    of 


habeas  corpus. 

The  ordinance  regulating  employ- 
ment offices,  that  regulating  the  stor- 
ing of  explosive.s,  the  fire  ordinance,

For  state  offenses  the  judge  of  the 
municipal  court  may  bind  the  prisoners 
over  to  the  grand  jury  for  trial,  but 
for  offenses  provided  against  only  by 
city  ordinances,  no  such  action  can  bo 
taken  and  commitment  is  useless. 

The  police  department  has  been  an- 
ticipating a  case  of  this  kind  for  some 
time  and  has  attempted  to  get  the 
council  to  revise  the  ordinances  so  as 
to  give  the  lower  court  the  right  to 
handle  them.  The  only  change  neces- 
sary to  do  this  would  be  to  strike  out 
the  words  "ninety  days"  In  the  various 
ordinances  affected  and  insert  in  place 
of  them  the  words  "three  months," 
thus  avoiding  the  technicality  upon 
which  Judge  Cant's  decision  is  based. 
This  could  be  dona  by  a  simple  motion 
by  the  council. 

"I  want  it  clearly  understood  that 
I  am  only  following  up  the  decision  of 
Judge  Cant  in  regard  to  this,"  said 
Judge  Cutting  this  morning.  "This 
defect  in  the  ordinances  has  been 
known  for  some  time  and  just  why  the 
council  has  not  taken  action  on  It,  I 
am  not  sure.  All  that  would  be  neces- 
sary to  make  the  ordinances  stand 
would  be  the  alteration  to  make  them 
read  three  months  instead  of  ninety 
days." 
L.V.11  ^^  ...>^  Since  the  decision  of  Judge  Cant, 
Include  the  !  there  have  been  no  convictions  in  muni- 
cipal court  for  third  offense  drunken- 
ness, though  this  is  a  state  offense,  as 
the  only  course  which  the  court  could 
take  would  be  to  bind  the  men  over 
for  trial  by  grand  jury,  and  the  process 
is  too  lengthy  to  warrant  its  being 
done.

While  the  plans  for  the  new  court- 
hou.se  are  under  consideration  by  the 
courthouse  commission,  a  number  of 
suggestions  have  been  made  by  local 
taxpayers  as  to  the  proper  location 
on  the  site  between  First  and  Second 
streets,   of   the   new   structure. 

The  general  plan  of  the  building, 
which  has  practically  been  accepted 
by  the  commission,  calls  for  a  build- 
ing fronting  168  feet  on  First  street 
and  about  224  feet  deep  on  Fourth 
avenue  west.  The  perspective  shows 
the  building  set  back  about  twenty- 
six   feet  from  Second  street. 

The    courthouse   site   has   a 

of    220    feet    on    First    street. 

on    Fourth    avenue    and    275 
Second   street. 

One  Duluth  citizen  and  taxpayer 
has  suggested  that  it  would  be  a 
good  idea  to  have  the  courthouse  set 
back  farther  from  the  street,  pos- 
sibly seventy-five  feet,  the  space  in 
front  to  be  maxle  into  an  attractive 
park.  He  claims  that  the  portico 
over  the  entrance  could  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  contain  a  platform, 
where  prominent  public  men.  when 
they  visit  the  city,  might  address  a 
large  crowd  of  people,  who  could 
find  plenty  o<t  standing  room  on  the 
courthouse   lawn. 

Another  plan  that  has  been  sug- 
gested by  a  taxpayer  is  to  have  a 
building  fronting  200  feet  on  Second 
street.  150  on  the  avenue.  with 
a  25-foot  space  between  the  building 
and  the  avenue,  and  a  park.  140  by 
220  feet  in  front  of  the  building  on 
the   First    street   side. 

Both  of  the  plans  have  been  sug- 
gested to  members  of  the  courthouse 
commission,  but  have  not  met  v,lth 
much  favor. 

The  commissioners  claim,  and  their 
statements  are  borne  out  by  archi- 
tects, that  one  of  the  hardest  problems 
confronting  the  commission  is  to  get  a 
building  that  will  look  well,  stuck  in 
the  side  of  tha  hill.  If  the  ground  were 
level  It  would  be  comparatively  easy 
to  get  designs  of  different  buildings 
that  would  look  well  and  would  meet 
all  purposes,  but  to  design  a  large  pub- 
lic building  that  will  look  well  on  a  de- 
cided slope  of  ground  has  been  a  seri-

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INCAPACITY 
OF  MRi  EDDY 

Practically  Admitted  by 

Her  Counsel,  Say 

Plaintiffs. 

Mrs.  Eddy  Sends  Several 

Letters  to  Mother 

Church. 


Concord,  N.  H.,  April  4. — Counsel 
for  the  plaintiffs  in  the  Eddy  case 
yesterday  said  that  It  appeared  to 
them  that  Mr.  Streeter,  the  personal 
counsel  for  Mrs.  Eddy,  and  those 
Tv^ho  have  charge  of  her,  have,  after 
mature  deliberation,  arrived  at  the 
same  conclusion  as  to  the  Incapacity 
of  Mrs.  Eddy  to  manage  her  busi- 
ness affairs,  that  her  son  came  to 
when    he    saw    her    in    January    last. 

This  suit,  they  declared  Is  not 
directed  at  Mrs.  Eddy  or  at  Christian 
Science.  The  position  of  the  peti- 
tioners from  the  beginning  has  been 
that  because  of  her  incapacity  to 
manage  her  business  affairs,  reforma- 
tion as  to  the  management,  control 
and  accounting  thereof  was  neces- 
sary   for    her    protection. 

Now  that  the  imperative  need  of 
this  reform  is  conceded,  counsel 
said,  a  remaining  question  would 
come  to  be  whether  the  interests  of 
Mrs.  Eddy  will  be  best  cared  for  by 
a  receiver  or  by  trustees,  acting 
practically  as  a  continuation  of  the 
old    regime. 

Mrs.  Mary  Baker  G.  Eddy  issued 
a  personal  note  last  night  bearing 
on  her  appointment  of  trustees  to 
handle  her  estate,  a.s  announced  in 
the  motion  filed  In  the  Jlerrimack 
county  supreme  court  in  the  action 
brought  to  compel  an  accounting  of 
her  property.  This  note,  which  was 
sent  out  from  "Plea.sant  View"  bear- 
ing the  signature  of  Mrs.  Eddy,  is 
as    follows:

EARTHQUAKE 

Strikes    New   York   in 

Overthrow  of  Recent 

Apportionment. 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  April  4.— The  entire  ap- 
portionment of  legislative  districts,  made 
by  the  last  New  York  legislature.  Is  over- 
thrown as  unconstitutional  and  void  by 
the  court  of  appeals  in  a  decision  handed 
down  unexpectedly  late  yesterday,  the 
court  reversing  the  judgments  of  the 
courts  below,  which  hitherto  have  sus- 
tained the  act.  The  decision  does  not 
affect  the  personnel  or  Invalidate  the  acts 

of  the  present  legislature,  but  political 
combines  and  alignments  In  every  part  of 
the  state  made  to  suit  the  new  conditions 
have  been  thrown  into  confusion;  form- 
erly influential  politicians  who  were  sup- 
posed to  have  been  killed  politically  by 
the  last  year's  apportionment  return  to 
the  field  of  influence.  Far-seeing  politi- 
cians here  say  that  It  is  Impossible  to  cal- 
culate the  consequences  of  the  decision, 
which  they  describe  as  a  "political  earth- 
quake." It  is  generally  believed  here 
that  the  decision  may  prolong  throughout 
May  and  perhaps  Into  June,  the  session 
of  the  legislature  because  of  the  neces- 
sity of  enacting  a  new  apportionment,  the 
court  holding  either  that  unless  this  Is 
done,  the  next  election  for  members  for 
either  house  must  be  helu  under  the  ap- 
portionment laid  down  in  the  constitution 
of  1896.  which  the  reapportionment  act  of 
1906  was  intended  to  supersede. 

The  decision  was  by  a  divided  court, 
five  to  two,  and  there  are  five  opinions, 
three  supporting  and  two  dissenting.

TheBrewers  and  Malsters'  tinion  and 


ICE  IN  SADLT 
IS  ST[ILL  SOLID 

Cold  Weathei'  of  Sunday 

Delays    Inter-Lake 

Opening. 

According  to  the  ice  report  of  the 
government  weather  bureau  there  is 
much  less  ice  in  ai:  of  the  lakes  at 
the  present  time  than  there  was  at 
the  same  time  last  y^ear.  During  the 
past  week  the  repcrts  from  all  the 
stations  of  the  weather  bureau  on  the 
lakes  indicate  that  the  'oe  fields  have 
decreased  materially. 

Over  Western  Superior  there  is  very 
little  ice  and  what  there  is,  is  badly 
broken  up.  Off  Kev.eenaw  Point  the 
fields  are  extensive  and  are  moving 
with  the  wind.  The  cold  weather  of  the 
first  of  the  week  solidified  the  ice  in 
the  St.  Mary's  river  and  it  is  not  an- 
ticipated that  the  river  will  be  open 
before  April  12  or  IJ.  The  ice  In  the 
Straits  of  Mackinaw  was  broken  up, 
but  the  westerly  winds  have  packed  it 
and  the  colder  weather  made  it  solid. 

No  ice  is  reported  from  any  station 
along  the  west  shore  of  Huron  and  in 
Erie  the  fields  are  confined  to  the  East- 
ern portion.  At  Buffs lo  the  ice  Is  brok- 
en up,  but  extends  beyond  vision.  Na- 
vigation opened  betn-een  Detroit  and 
Cleveland  on  March  28  with  the  clear- 
ing of  the  steamer  City  of  Detroit  for 
Cleveland. 

At  Duluth  the  ice  is  reported  to  be 
rotting  fast  in  the  hurbor  and  there  is 
considerable  open  water  on  the  Duluth 


side  as  far  as  Sixth  avenue  west.  The 
harbor  ice  ranges  from  eleven  to  six- 
teen inches. 

In  Lake  St.  Clair  and  the  Detroit 
river  the  ice  has  moved  out  and  the 
river  is  clear.

The  Pittsburg  Steamship  company  Is 
making  preparations  for  moving  some 
of  its  big  boats  from  the  Superior 
shipyards  slip,  where  they  have  been 
moored  all  winter,  over  to  the  Mis- 
sabe  ore  docks,  so  that  they  may  be 
loaded  and  started  down  the  lakes  just 
as  soon  as  the  opening  of  navigation 
permits. 

It  had  been  thought  possible  to  move 
them  this  week,  but  the  ice  is  still 
pretty  thick  in  some  places  and  it  may 
b-  next  week  before  anything  is  done 
In  the  matter.  Most  of  the  boats  are  all 
ready  to  go  into  service  for  the  season. 
The  chief  engineers  and  their  crew.s 
of  all  the  Pittsburg  boats  have  been  at 
work  on  the  machinery  for  several 
weeks.  Much  of  the  mechanism  is 
taken  apart  for  the  winter,  to  keep 
it  in  better  conditit>n.  and  befoie  the 
opLning  of  every  season  of  naviga- 
tion, it  has  to  be  put  in  place  again.

The  many  post  liglits.  buoys  and 
[other  aids  to  navigation,  which  are 
analntained  about  the  Duluth  and  Supe- 
rior harbor  by  the  government  to  mark 
the  various  channels,  will  not  be  estab- 
lished this  spring  until  the  Ice  has  dis- 
appeared  from    the   bay. 

Every  fall  the  postlights  and  buoys 
are  carried  away  by  the  i"e  as  It  forms 
and  have  to  be  re-established  in  the 
spring,  and  as  It  would  be  useless  to 
put  tliem  in  place  before  the  ice  goes 
out  the  government  authorities  will 
wait  until  the  warm  weather  has 
broken   up   the   Ice   entirely. 

Capt.  .Swenson  of  the  hydrographla 
office  warns  all  masters  to  be  very 
careful  if  they  operate  their  crnft  in 
the  harbor  before  the  lights  are  in- 
stalled. The  channels  will  probably 
be  open  for  some  time  before  the  ice 
breaks  up  altogether  and  many  boats 
will  probably  be  navigated  and  moved 
about  the  bay.

WERE  BURIED 
FOR  FOUR  HOURS 

Two  Laborers  Rescued 

From  Cave-In  at  tlie 

Hull  Mine. 

Hlbblng,  silnn.,  April  4.— Two  Italian 
laborers,  Massarens  Mlthilettl  and  De- 
calati  Gaetona  were  buried  alive  under 
tons  of  earth  and  rock  yesterday  aft- 
ernoon  In  a  cave-in   at   the   Hull   mine, 

and  were  only  rescued  alive  after  their 
comrades  had  frantically  worked  In 
shifts    for    hours    to   save   them. 

Both  men  are  badly  injured.  Mith- 
llettl  has  a  fractured  thigh  bone  and 
two  broken  rib^  Gaetona  has  no 
broken  bones  but  he  is  badly  bruised 
and  is  feeble  from  the  ordeal  he  has 
undergone. 

The  men  were  tunneling  in  a  shaft 
about  thirty  feet  underground.  It  is 
thought  that  they  neglected  to  "tim- 
ber" their  tunnel,  for  about  3  o'clock 
In  the  afternoon  the  earth  walls  sud- 
denly gave  way  for  a  distance  of  near- 
ly fifty  feet.  The  fallen  earth  block- 
ed all  egress  to  the  tunnel  where  the 
men  were  last  seen,  and  when  the 
alarm  was  given  there  was  no  hope  ex- 
pressed that  they  would  be  found  alive. 

But  their  Italian  fellow-laborers  re- 
fused to  abandon  hope  and  for  four 
hours,  rapidly  changing  shifts,  they 
dug  furiously  toward  the  spot  where 
the  two  men  were  buried.  Their  per- 
sistence and  speed  was  all  that  saved 
the  lives  of  Mithilettl  and  Gaetona. 
Just  when  the  whistles  were  blowing 
for  6  o'clock,  four  hours  after  the  walls 
had  fallen  in.  the  two  men  we^e  found.

Complaint  has  been  made  by  resi- 
dents along  Fifth  street,  particularly 
in  the  vicinity  of  Lake  avenue,  that 
the  water  pressure  has  become  so 
reduced  that  they  are  seriously  in- 
convenienced In  getting  all  the  water 
they  desire  to  use  within  a  limited 
period  of  time.  It  has  been  claimed 
that  under  the  present  conditions  of 
the  system  several  hours  are  required 
to     fill     a     bath     tub    with     water.     In 

some  of  the  houses. 

This  complaint  has  been  laid  before 
the  water  department,  where  it  Is 
freely  admitted  that  the  pressure  has 
ben  reduced  and  that  there  is  no 
present  relief  for  tho  residents  in 
the  district  mentioned,  in  fact  not 
until  the  proposed  hillside  system  is 
installed. 

The  board  has  Informed  those 
making  the  complaints  that  the  Six- 
teenth avenue  reservoir  is  kept  filled 
to  within  five  Inches  of  the  top  all 
the  time  and  that  Is  all  that  the  de- 
partment can  do  to  keep  up  the  pres- 
sure Some  portions  of  Fifth  street 
are  almost  on  a  level  with  the  reser- 
voir and  the  pressure,  whlok  at  no 
time  could  be  as  great  as  In  the 
down  town  district.  hEis  ben  gradually 
reduced  as  the  number  of  consumers 
have  Increased.  It  is  believed  that 
the  turning  of  water  into  the  Park 
Point  .system  helps  to  reduce  the 
water  pressure  on  the  hillside  to 
quite    an    extetit.    '' 

Not  only  does  the,  department  state 
that  there  Is  no  immediate  relief 
from  the  conditons  on  the  hillside, 
but  it  is  stated  tliat  as  the  number 
of  consumers  Increases  below  the 
hill,  Ihe  pressure  on  the  hillside 
must    decrease    correspondingly.

Various    Reasons   Why 

Legislation  Will  Not 

Arfect  It 


Whether  the  effect  of  rate  reducing  legr- 
Islatlon  on  the  passenger  departments 
•Will  be  poorer  service  Is  a  question  that 
Is  being  generally  discussed  by  railroad 
men,  especially  passenger  ofticials.  That 
the  result  ot  the  activity  of  state  legisla- 
tures In  passing  anti-railroad  bills  will  be 
the  deterioration  of  passenger  service  Is 
not  believed  by  some  of  the  local  rail- 
road  ofticials. 

"It  is  difficult  to  say  at  the  present  time 
■what  the  railroads  may  do,"  said  one  or 
them  tills  morning.  "When  revenue  is 
reduced,  expenses  usually  come  down. 
Bometimes  tiie  effect  is  most  keenly  felt 
by  the  department  in  whicli  the  receipts 
are  lessened.  In  fact,  this  is  usually  the 
case. 

"The  present  situation,  however,  has 
ra.her  an  unusual  aspect.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  between  railroads  there 
ta  a  keen  competition.  The  fight  for  busi- 
ness is  warm.  Often  roads  assume  finan- 
cial burdens  for  the  sake  of  keeping  up 
with  the  parallel  lines.  Trains  are  run 
at  a  loss.  When  dining  cars  were  first 
t>perated  they  cost  the  companies  more 
than  they  earned,  but  they  were  a  good 
advertisement.  Since  then  many  features 
have  been  added  to  passenger  service 
irnrely   for  advertisement. 

"Considering  conditions,  and  looking  at 
the  question  from  a  business  standpoint, 
I  feel  sure  that  whatever  may  be  the 
action  of  the  state  legislators  regarding 
fares,  the  roads  will  continue  to  provide 
as  good  service  as  they  do  now.  They 
cannot  afford  to  permit  deterioration  be- 
cause of  the  competition,  and  because  c? 
the  disfavor  with  which  the  public  would 
look  upon  them.  It  is  a  much  simpler 
matter  for  a  railroad  to  make  an  im- 
trovement  in  the  passenger  service  than 
It  is  for  the  road  to  do  away  with  the 
enme  improvement.  Each  road  will  be 
afraid  to  take  the  initiative,  and  it  Is  al- 
together unlikely  that  all  will  agree  on 
the  same  action  when  it  comes  to  estab- 
lishing   a    poorer    service." 

REBATHEQUAL. 

Omaha  Road  Claims  All  Were  Treated 
Alike  on  Rebates. 

Minneapolis,  April  4. — "If  there  were 
any  rebates,  everyone  received  the 
same  concessions,  so  what  right  has 
the  government  to  interfere?"  Is  the 
stand  taken  by  Judge  Thomas  Wil- 
con,  for  the  Omaha  road,  in  the  sec- 
ond day's  hearing  by  the  government 
in  the  alieg-ed  violation  of  the  anti- 
rebate   law. 

Judge  Wilson.  Paul  A.  Ewart,  as- 
sistant United  States  district  attor- 
ney, and  Judge  Page  Morris  became 
Involved  in  a  very  wordy  argiament, 
yesterday,  as  to  what  would  really 
have  to  be  proved  in  order  to  And  the 
railroad    gTJilty    of    rebating. 

"If  we  have  been  guilty  of  any 
double  dealing  we  are  perfectly  will- 
ing to  accept  the  punishment,"  was 
Judge   Wilson's   declaration. 

He  claimed  that  there  was  a  gen- 
eral agreement  between  the  railroad 
and  the  grain  companies  that  all  ! 
shipments  were  to  go  through  Duluth 
lo  BufTalii.  This  would  th(n  bring 
the  railroad  outside  of  the  charges 
In    the    Indictment. 

Mr.  Ewart  claimed  that  there  was 
no  specific  agreement  as  to  where 
any  single  shipment  was  to  go,  and 
that  the  shipping  bills  showt-d  that 
they  were  to  go  to  Duluth. 

"On  the  face  of  it,  it  seems  to  me 
that  you  are  even  granting  a  con- 
cession when  you  are  giving  the  re- 
bates on  shipments  to  Buffalo,"  de- 
clared   Judge    Morris. 

Judge  Wilson  ckUmed  that  all  grain 
companies  were  treated  alike  in  this 
respect,  and  that  no  one  was  shown 
any  favoritism.

GREAT  NORTHERN  WINS. 

Application  to  Remand  Burlington  Case 
to  Supreme  Court  Denied. 

New  York.  April  4. — An  order  de- 
nying the  application  of  the  plaintiff 
to  remand  the  ease  to  the  supreme 
court   of   New   York   state,    in    the   suit 

brought  by  Clarence  H.  Venner 
against  the  Groat  Northern  railway 
and  J.  J.  Hill  and  others,  was  signed 
by  Judge  Lacombe  in  the  United 
Ktates  circuit  court  yesterday.  The 
plaintiff  cladmed  that  the  Interests 
of  the  Grtat  Northern  and  J.  J.  Hill 
were,  so  far  as  the  present  action 
•was  concerned,  idtntical,  which  fact 
removed  tiie  diversity  of  citizenship 
that  gave  the  federal  courts  jurisdic- 
tion. 

A  demurrer  interposed  by  the  de- 
fense will   be  argued  later  this  month. 

The  suit  was  brought  by  Venner,  as 
a  stockholder  of  the  Great  Northern, 
alleging  ;hat  J.  J.  Hill  used  the 
finances  of  the  road  for  the  purchase 
of  the  stock  of  the  Burlington  route, 
and  subsequently  resold  the  stock 
thus  acquired  to  the  Great  Northern 
c-orporation.  thereby  making  a  large 
profit  for  himself  and  associates,  in- 
dividually, to  the  detriment  and  loss 
of   the   Great    Northern   stockholders.

Omaha  Ordered  to  Hold  Train  for  the 
Soo's  Arrival. 

Madison.  Wis.,  April  4.— The  "Wiscon- 
sin railroad  commission  has  issued  an 
order  requiring  the  Omaha  Railroad 
conjpany  to  hold  it.s  morning  passen- 
ger tr.iln,  bound  from  .'^pooner  to  .St. 
Paul,  twelve  minutes  at  Turtle  Lake,  to 
accommodate  passengers  on  the  wost- 
bound  Montreal  train  of  the  Soo  road 
reaching:  Turtle  Lake  at  6:24  a.  m.  The 
Omaha  train  now  leaves  Turtle  Lake 
two  minutes  before  the  Soo  train  is 
due  to  arrive.

TONNAGE  TAX  MENACE  REMOVED. 

The  action  of  the  house  in  defeating  the  bill  to  place 
a  tonnage  tax  on  the  iron  ore  production  of  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  state  sweeps  away  the  last  serious  threat- 
ened obstacles  to  the  great  and  assuredly  glorious  future 
progress  not  alone  of  St.  Louis  county  but  of  every  por- 
tion of  this  section  in  which  irdn  ore  has  been  found  or 
may  be  found   hereafter. 

If  now  the  legislature  shall  enact  a  wise  drainage  law 
in  conformity  to  Governor  Johnson's  suggestions, 
Northern  Minnesota  will  spring  forth  in  the  race  for 
greatness  like  a  giant  swift  runner  released  from  entang- 
ling bonds  and  determined  to  win  the  laurels  of  victory. 
To  Representative  C.  B.  Miller  of  Duluth,  who  has 
won  high  honors  for  his  oratorical  powers  and  his  keen 
logical  discernment,  justly  belongs  the  major  portion  of 
the  pra.se  for  the  final  defeat  on  the  floor  of  the  house 
of  the  tonnage  tax  bill  which  at  one  time  seemed  almost 
certain  to  be  imposed  on  Northern  Minnesota  as  an 
oppressive,  well-nigh  fatal  burden.

The  arguments  of  Thomas  F.  Cole,  Joseph  B.  Cotton 
and  their  associates,  as  well  as  the  urgent  and  cogent 
pleas  of  the  representatives  of  the  iron  range  towns,  un- 
questionably assisted  most  materially  in  changing  many 
votes,  some  of  which  had  been  openly  arrayed  on  the 
side  of  the  tonnage  tax  advocates.  These  legislators 
would  not  permit  unjust  prejudice  to  sway  them  as 
against  sound  reason  and  the  statements  of  the  gentle- 
men named,  especially  the  unanswerable  constitutional 
argument  of  Mr.  Cotton,  prevailed  with  them.

CHANGES  IN  PUBLIC  LIFE. 

Since  the  day  when  the  first  of  the  modern  million- 
aires entered  public  life— a  person,  by  the  way,  of  only 
about  a  generation  back— the  standard  of  living  expenses 
in  Washington  has  grown  higher  and  higher,  until  a 
member  of  either  house  of  congress  or  «  government 
official  of  the  upper  rank  must  either  have  an  income  far 
beyond  his  salary  to  keep  up  appearances  if  he  and  his 
family  would  shine  or  he  must  leave  his  folks  at  home 
and   taboo   all   of   the   allurements   of    society   and   thus

at  under  the  circumstances,  for  he  surely  did  not  pos- 
sess the  strength  of  character  that  has  guided  countless 
numbers  of  young  men,  situated  as  he  was,  through  the 
shoals  and  hidden  rocks  of  aimless  city  life  to  the  safe 
harbor  of  honorable  success. 

Who  that  has  not  been  situated  as  he  was  can  imag- 
ine the  feeling  that  prompted  Spellman  to  write:  "I  look 
back  and  I  can  see  a  high  wall  which  I  could  rtot  climb 
if  I  would;  beyond  that  wall  there  once  a  garden  of 
roses  bloomed.  I  left  only  the  bush  of  thorns  for  my 
mother  and  my  wife.  They  made  for  me  a  harbor  of 
refuge  against  the  stormy  waves  of  adversity  but  since 
I've  been  lost  on  the  sea,  a  shell,  storm  beaten  and  tossed 
into  physical  imperfection,  I  will  yet  say  that  if  the 
shell  was  broken  there  might  be  found  a  heart,  a  soul 
that  would  be  as  true  as  ever  society  held  out  and  boasted 

ofl" 

It  may  be  that  the  words  of  bitter  regret  are  the  mere 
expressions  of  a  moment's  repentance  such  as  comes  to 
even  the  most  hardened  sinner  when  he  faces  the  law's 
penalty  for  his  misdeeds.  It  may  be  that,  at  the  end  of 
the  five  years'  term  in  prison,  he  will  return  to  the 
world  to  repeat  the  offense  for  which  he  is  now  suffer- 
ing. But  it  may  also  be— and  why  not  give  him  the 
credit? — that  his  repentance  is  earnest  and  will  outlast 
the  burial  in  the  prison.  If  so  ,let  him  be  received,  when 
the  barred  doors  close  behind  him,  as  a  man,  not  as  a 
felon. 

Whatever,  however,  may  be  Spellman's  ultimate  fate, 
his  letter  of  repentance  preaches  a  sermon  so  mighty  that 


seaLSOn,  but  the  makers  of  machinery  are 
not  very  well  pleased  with  it,  for  most 
of  them  were  ttguring  on  a  couple  of 
weeks  more  of  timo  in  which  to  get  out 
their  orders.

Contractors  have  placed 
their  orders  as  far  ahead  as  possible,  so 
as  to  assist  the  manufacturers  whert 
they  can.  ,  ^  ,. 

"I  do  not  take  the  gloomy  view  of  the 
situation  as  regards  railroad  construction 
which  is  being  expressed  In  some  quar- 
ters. I  realize  that  present  legislation 
and  popular  clamor  will  have  some  bear- 
ing on  the  situation,  and  may  have  an 
influence  in  flnanoial  circles  In  the  direc- 
tion of  discouraging  the  placing  of  money 
in  railroad  projects,  but  these  influence^

Thirty  thousand  dollars  a  year  is  today  a  very  ordi 
nary  outlay  for   a  leader  in  public  life  in  Washington  |  j^  ghould  serve  as  a  powerful  plea  for  good  and  a  warn 
while  many  of  those  with  whom  the  statesmen  come  in 
contact  spend  as  much  as  $6o,ooo  or  $75.ooo  a  year.     Fur- 
ther, it  is  almost  certain  that  the  ultra-rich  flocking  to 
the  capital  and  buying  or  erecting  palatial   homes  will 
double  the  latter  amount  in   a  single  winter.     And  this 
makes  the  members  of  congress  and  the  higher  officials 
live   at  a  costlier   pace,  until  it   soon  may  well  be  that 
a  poor  man  cannot  remain  in  public  life  for  any  length 
of  time  or  the  statesmen  will  have  to  form  a  set  of  their 
own  into  which  brains,  and  not  money,  give  entrance. 
All   of   this   luxury   is   in   deplorable   contrast   to   the 
modest  ways  of  living  of  former  public  men.     Senator 
Roscoe    Conkling,   concededly  one  of  the   greatest  men 
in   public  life,   paid   only   $25   a   week   for   his   necessary 
expenses.    Thaddens  Stevens,  the  famous  Pennsylvanian, 
lived  in  a  cheap  frame  house  in  a  modest  section.     John 
A.  Logan  paid  $18  a  month  for  his  board.    Senators  Lot 
M.  Morrill,  Sttmner,  Wade  and  W.  P.  Fessenden  boarded 
at  modest  houses  and  others   of  high  rank  clubbed  to- 
gether to  live  as  inexpensively  as  possible. 

To  the  credit  of  the  Southern  states  and  some  few 
other  commonv/ealths  be  it  said  that  the  men  who  rep- 
resent them  at  Washington  have  preserved  the  simplic- 
ity of  former  days  but  these  are  comparatively  few. 
In  all  too  many  of  the  states,  the  size  of  the  pocketbook, 
and  not  of  the  brain,  has  counted  and  these  men,  with 
the  millionaires  who  are  seeking  winter  homes  in  Wash- 
ington, threaten  to  drive  out  the  simplicity  of  old-time 
statesmanship.

TALKS  ON 
SOCIALISM 

Frank  Dixon  Addresses 
Audience  at  First  Meth- 
odist Church. 


Says   Socialism  is  Be- 
coming Great  Factor 
in  This  Country. 


Frank  Dixon  was  heard  at  the  First 
Methodist  church  last  evening  in  the 
Star  Lecture  course,  his  subject  being 
"The  Man  Against  the  Mass."  Only  a 
fair  sized  audience  turned  out  to  greet 
Mr.  Dixon,  but  those  who  were  at  the 
church  were  most  appreciatlva  and 
howe<i  themselves  to  be  greatly  In- 
terested In  the  utterances  of  the  lec- 
turer. Mr.  Dixon's  home  Is  In  Con- 
]  neciicut. 

Mr,  Dixon  first  defined  Socialism  and 
the  reason  why  it  is  becoming  more 
important  every  day.  He  said  that 
Socialists  are  constantly  becoming 
more  numerous  although  many  will  not 
admit  that  they  are  Socialists.  The 
Socia'ists,  he  said,  believe  in  the  con- 
centration of  all  properties  and  privi- 
leges in  the  hands  of  the  government 
and  thii:  idea  would  do  away  with  all 
individualism.  Socialism  means  the 
ruin   of  individualistic  character. 

"The  real  Socialists,"  said  Mr.  Dixon, 
"are  those  who  are  forming  the  great 
monopolies  and  doing  away  with  all 
individualism.  I  agree  with  the  So- 
cialists that  if  these  great  monopolies 
are  not  curbed,  Socialism  will  be  the 
result.  This  result  is  not  far  off  either, 
and  the  next  great  political  conflict  will 
decide  which  Is  to  win  out,  the  concen- 
tration of  Socialism  or  individualism. 

"There  would  be  no  competition  in 
the  system  of  government  advocated  by 
the  Socialists.  The  government  would 
be  all  p<3werful  and  would  tend  to 
paui>crlse  every  man  In  the  nation.  Self 
reliunce  is  a  quality  which  every  man 
must  have  In  order  to  be  a  success  and 
Socialism  would  rob  him  of  this  quality. 
Th3  government  would  be  responsible 
for  everything  and  men  would  depend 
upon  it  entirely  and  lose  all  individual 
power  and  character." 

The  speaker  called  attention  to  some 
of  the  great  deeds  of  heroism,  which 
have  been  recorded  in  history,  to  show 
that  self  reliance  and  individualism 
have  won  the  world's  battles  and 
struggles.  "Individualism,"  said  he.  "is 
the  saviour  of  mankind."

Labb3  went  out  to  Georgeto^m  three 
weeks  ago  to  win  an  automobile, 
cleaned  up  $6,000  at  the  Standard,  went 
hunting,  and  came  back  to  win  $4,400 
more  fr<)m  the  same  house.  He  also 
beat  the  games  at  the  Totem  and  Union 
club  heavily.  The  only  gambling  in 
King  county  is  conducted  at  George- 
town, a  suburb  where  the  brewery  in- 
terests control  all  the  games,  which 
are  owned   by  a   syndicate.

to  a  tax  commission  of  three  mem- 
bers, appointed  by  the  governor, 
with  the  approval  of  the  senate,  the 
duty  of  supervising  taxation  in  this 
state. 

While  the  commission  is  left  free 
to  propose  to  the  legislature  new 
dnethods  of  taxation,  among  which 
win  unquestionably  be  pnivisions  for 
specific  taxes  upon  tangible  and  in- 
tangible proi>erty,  one  of  the  most 
important  provisioiis  of  the  bill,  as 
passed,  Is  contained  In  an  amend- 
ment by  Senator  Stephens  of  Crook- 
ston,  which  requires  the  commission 
to  see  that  all  property  taxed  upon 
the  a^  valorem  method  shall  be  as- 
sessed   as    its    actual    value    In    cash. 

The  la.v  now  requires  thats  but  It 
has  never  been  done  In  the  history 
of  the  state.  Absolutely  In  violation 
of  the  constitution  and  of  the  law, 
assessing  authorities  have  conspired 
to  assess  real  estate  at  certain  per- 
centages of  its  actual  value,  ranging 
from  50  or  60  per  cent  In  the  cities, 
and  20  or  03  per  cent  In  the  country, 
while  personal  property  has  been  as- 
sessed all  the  way  from  an  in- 
;  flnlteslmal  proportion  up  to  30  or  40 
I  per  cent. 

I  The  Stephens  amendment  means 
!  that  all  property  shall  be  asse.ssed  at 
j  its  actual  value,  which  is  the  way 
property  always  should  have  been 
I  assessed. 

I  .Some  of  the  members  objected  to 
j  this  provision  because  they  come  from 
farming  districts  and  feared  that  the 
farmer  would  get  the  worst  of  it. 
I  Their  arguments  were  based  upon 
misapprehen.sion  and  error  unless,  per- 
chance, the  farmer  has  not  been'  pay- 
ing his  share  of  taxes. 

To  raise  all  property  to  its  full 
value  does  not  mean  that  more  taxes 
will  be  paid  by  its  owners,  unless  In 
the  past  they  have  been  especially  fa- 
vored by  the  practice  of  fractional  val- 
uations. To  double  the  valuation  of 
property  does  not  mean  the  collection 
of  another  dollar  of  taxes,  so  long  a;> 
the  tax  levies  remain  the  same.  it 
simply  means  to  out  the  ta>;  rate  in 
two.  If  all  property  is  assessed  alike, 
all  property  will  bear  its  proper  pro- 
portion of  taxes.

Before  Its  passage  the  bill  was  ma- 
terially  amended    to    make    It    corres- 
pond  with   the    bill    by   J.    B.    Murphy 
I  of    Minneapolis,    now    pending    in    th«. 

There    are    still    some    differ- 
i  ences.     The  Muri»*iy  bill  provides  that 
I  the  commission  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor,     attorney     general  and 
state    auditor,    and    the    senate    voted 
down  an  amendment  to  its  bill  making 
these    officers    the    appointing    power, 
and   left   it   to   the   governor   with   the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate.     The 
only   other    marked    difference   is   that 
the    salary    is    $5,000    a    year    in    ihe 
senate    bill    and    $3,600    in    the    house 
bill.     Senator  Laybourn  of  Duluth  of- 
fered an  amendment  making  the  sal- 
ary   $3,600,'  but    it    was    rejected,    the 
I  senate  accepting  Instead  the  figure  of 
$5,000.     In  the  original  senate  bill  the 
salarj'  was  fixed  at  $6,000. 

The  house  is  very  likely  to  accept 
the  senate  bill,  since  it  corresponds 
so  closely  to  the  Murphy  bill,  but 
there  may  be  differences  between  the 
two  houses  on  the  appointing  power 
and  on  the  amount  to  be  paid  the  com- 
nilssioners.

lows:  The  Minnesota  tax  commission 
is  to  consist  of  three  members  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  to  serve  for  six  years  each. 
The  first  commission  is  to  consist 
of  one  commissioner  to  serve  until 
Dec.  31,  1908,  one  to  serve  until 
Dec.  31,  1910,  and  a  third  to  serve 
until  the  same  date  in  1912.  The 
governor  Is  given  the  power  to  dis- 
charge any  member  for  incompe- 
tency. The  member  who  has  the 
shortest  time  to  serve  Is  always 
to    be    chairman. 

It  is  required  that  the  members 
shall  be  known  to  possess  knowledge 
of  and  training  in  the  subject  of 
taxation,  and  so  far  as  practical  the 
board  is  to  be  non-partisan,  not  more 
than  two  of  its  members  to  be  of 
the  same  political  party.  The  mem- 
bers are  to  receive  $5,000  a  year, 
and  the  board  is  to  have  a  secretary 
paid  $2,400  a  year,  appointed  by  the 
commission.  It  is  also  to  appoint 
such  experts  and  other  help  as  Is 
nece.ssary,  providing  that  the  total 
expen.se  for  help,  outside  of  the  secre- 
tary, shall  not  e.xceed  $6,000  a  year, 
except  that  if  more  help  is  needed 
it  may  be  employed  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  governor,  attorney  gen- 
eral and  state  auditor.  The  powers 
and  duties  of  the  commission  arc  as 
follows: 

To  have  and  exercise  general  super- 
vi.sion  over  the  administration  of  the  as- 
st  tsment  and  taxation  laws  of  the  state, 
over  assessors,  town,  county  and  city 
boards  of  review  and  equalization  and 
all  other  assessing  officers  In  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  to  the  end  that 
all  assessments  of  property  be  made  rela- 
tively Just  and  equal  in  compliance  with 
the  laws  of  the  state. 

To  confer  with,  advise  and  give  the 
necessary  Instructions  and  directions  to 
local  assessors  throughout  the  stale  as 
to  their  duties  under  the  laws  of  the  state 
and  to  that  end  call  meetings  of  local 
assessors  ot  each  county  to  be  hold  at 
the  county  seat  of  such  county  for  the 
purjwse  of  receiving  necessary  instruction 
from  the  commission  as  to  the  laws  gov- 
erning the  assessment  and  taxation  of  all 
classes  of  property. 

To  direct  proceedings,  actions  and  pros- 
ecutions to  be  Instituted  to  enforce  the 
laws  relating  to  the  liabdity  and  punish- 
ment of  public  officers  and  offices  and 
agents  of  corporations  for  failure  or  neg- 
ligence to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  laws  of  this  state  governing  returns 
of  assessment  and  taxation  of  property 
and  to  cause  complaints  to  be  made 
against  local  assessors,  members  of  board 
of  equalization,  members  of  county  booids 
of  review  or  any  other  assessing  or  tax- 
ing officer  to  the  proper  authority  for 
their  removal  from  office  for  misconduct 
or  negligence  of  duty.  To  require  county 
attorneys  to  assist  In  the  commencement 
of  prcsecutlons  in  actions  or  proceedings 
for  removal,  forfeiture  and  punishment 
for  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  state  in 
respect  to  the  assessment  and  taxation 
of  property  In  their  respective  districts 
or  counties. 

To  require  town,  city,  village  and  other 
public  officers  to  report  Information  as 
to  the  asse^ssment  of  property,  collection 
of  taxes  received  from  licenses  and  other 
sources  and  such  other  information  as 
n  ay  be  needful  in  the  work  of  the  com- 
mission In  such  form  upon  such  blanks 
as  t^e  commls.slon  may  prescribe. 

To  require  individuals,  copartnorshlps. 
companies,  associations  and  corporations 
to  furnish  information  concerning  their 
capital,  funded  or  other  debt,  current  as- 
sets and  habilities,  earnings,  operating 
expenses,  taxes  as  well  as  all  other  state- 
ments now  required  by  law  for  taxation 
purposes. 

To  summon  witnesses  to  appear  and 
give  testimony  and  to  produce  books, 
records,  papers  and  documents  relating 
to  any  matter  which  the  commission  may 
have  authority  to  Investigate  or  deter- 
mine. 

To  cause  the  deposition  of  witnesses 
re.siding  within  or  without  the  stMe  or 
absent  therefrom  to  be  taken  upon  no- 
tice to  the  Interested  party,  if  any.  in 
like  manner  that  depositions  of  witnes- 
ses are  taken  In  civil  action  In  the  dis- 
trict court  In  any  matter  which  the 
commission  may  have  authority  to  In- 
vestigate  or   determine. 

To  visit  each  county  at  least  once  In 
every  two  years,  and  to  visit  half  the 
counties   each   year. 

To  investigate  the  tax  laws  of  other 
states  and  countries  and  to  formulate 
a^id  submit  to  the  legislature  of  the 
^nte  such  legislation  as  said  commission 
may  deem  ©xpedlenit  to  prevent  eva.sion8 
of  assessment  and  taxing  laws  and  to 
secure  just  and  equal  taxation  and  im- 
provement In  the  system  of  assessment 
and  taxa.tion   in   this  state.

assistance  and  information  as  he  may 
require   relating   to  tax  matters.

fore  the  third  Monday  in  December  ot 
each  year  and  to  each  member  of  tho 
legislature  on  or  before  Jeuiuary  first  of 
each  odd  nuimbered  years,  the  report  of 
the  commission  for  the  preceding  yeara 
showing  all  the  taxable  property  in  the 
state  and  the  value  of  the  same,  in  tab- 
ulated  form. 

To  exercise  and  perform  such  further 
powers  and  duties  as  may  be  required 
or  Imposed  upon  the  commission  by  law. 

The  commission  is  to  exercise  all  the 
rights,  power  and  authority  now  vested 
in  the  state  board  of  equalization,  which 
Is  abolished  by  the  bill,  and  in  addition 
the    following    powers: 

To  require  county  auditors  to  file  an- 
nual statements  showing  complete  ab- 
stracts of  property  In  their  counties  as 
equalized  by  the  county  board  of  equali- 
zation; to  order  the  re-a-ssessment  of 
property  In  any  assessment  district 
when  it  is  deemed  necessary;  to  require 
county  auditors  to  place  omitted  prop- 
erty upon  the  tax  rolls;  to  receive  com- 
plaints that  property,  has  been  omitted 
or  under- valued;  to  raise  or  lower  the 
vailuatlon  of  any  or  all  real  property  In 
the  state. 

The  commission  is  to  execute  the  tax 
laws  impartially,  and  to  see  that  all 
property  taxed  upon  an  ad  valorem  basis 
is  assessed  at  its  full  cash  value. 

The  WU  appropriates  $30,000  annually  to 
pay  the  expsuses  of  the  commission.

The  reciprocal  demurrage  bill  was 
passed  by  the  house  yesterday  afternoon, 
85  to  2.  Those  voting  against  it  were 
Representatives  Lennon  of  Minneapolis, 
and  Opsahl  of  Bemidji. 

Representative  W.  A.  Nolan  of  Mower 
county,  the  author  of  the  original  bill, 
had  had  the  bill  laid  upon  the  table  when 
it  came  back  from  the  senate  with 
amendments,  and  yesterday  afternoon  he 
moved  that  the  house  concur  in  the  sen- 
ate amendments,  which  was  done.  Mr. 
Nolan  explained  that  the  principal  chan- 
ges were  those  requiring  applications  for 
cars  to  be  In  writing,  providing  that  de- 
murrage charges  should  all  go  to  the 
shipper  instead  of  being  divided  with  the 
schools,  and  eliminating  the  provisions 
that  the  act  should  be  suspended  during 
time  of  stress  and  storm. 

The  bill  now  goes  to  the  governor  for 
his   signature.

Great  Victorv  in  St.  Louis  County. 

The  defeat  of  the  tonnage  tax  bill  was 
the  greatest  victory  St  Louis  county  has 
ever  won   in   the   state   legislature. 

It  was  also  attended  by  the  hardest 
fight  that  the  Duluth  delegation  has  ever 
ventured   upon. 

The  Duluth  delegation  has  handled 
Itself  nobly  during  this  fight,  which  has 
persisted  nearly  through  the  entire  ses- 
sion. It  has  been  more  or  less  handi- 
capped by  the  situation,  because  the  im- 
pending danger  of  the  tonnage  tax  has 
prevented  its  members  from  engaging 
very  actively  in  other  lines  of  legisla- 
tion. It  hag  had  to  shape  its  conduct, 
to  a  very  large  degree,  with  a  view  to 
averting    this    danger. 

Perhaps  it  Is  only  fair  to  say  that  the 
grt^atHst  credit  for  the  victory  l>elongs  to 
Clarence  B.  Miller,  who,  though  a  new 
member  and  one  of  the  younger  members 
in  point  of  yeai-s,  has  made  a  record  in 
the  legislature  second  to  none. 

His  obvious  fairness,  his  freedom  from 
allegiance  to  special  Interests,  his  clean- 
cut,  well-rounded  and  sharply-pointed 
spt^eches,  and  his  general  popularity, 
contributed  In  a  very  large  degree  to  -he 
success  of  the  fight  against  the  ton- 
nage  tax. 

Credit  Is  due  all  the  other  house  mem- 
bers. a.8  well  as  to  the  smate  members, 
who.  though  the  fight  was  not  in  their 
branch,  helped  to  gain  sympathizers 
through  their  friends  in  the  house.  The 
ram?e  mt»mbers,  John  Saari  of  Sparta 
and  Joseph  Austin  of  Chisholm,  worked 
might  and  day  against  the  bill,  and 
helped  swell  the  votes  against  the  bill 
by  personal  Influences.  The  Duluth 
members.  Representatives  Hugo,  Ran- 
dall and  Andrew  Miller,  were  on  the 
ground  all  the  time  to  do  their  best  to- 
waixl   the  common   end. 

There  are  members,  however,  outside 
of  St.  Louis  county,  to  whom  special 
orediit  Is  due.  Chief  among  these  are 
Representative  A.  J.  Rockne  of  Zum- 
brota  and  R.  J.  Wells  of  Breckenrldge. 
The  former,  wiho  is  the  most  influential 
country  member  of  the  house,  studied 
the  questions  involved  thoroughly,  made 
up  his  mind  upon  tho  merits  of  tho  pro- 
position, and  when  ho  decided  that  the 
tonnage  talc  was  wrong,  fought  It  open- 
ly,   fearlessly  and  most  effectively. 

Two  Blue  Earth  county  members.  Rep- 
resentatives John  T.  Lewis  and  E.  W. 
Gat€)s.  brought  to  the  St.  Louis  county 
forces  not  only  their  own  votes,  but 
enougih  others  to  turn  tho  tide.  Once 
convinced  of  the  iniquity  of  the  tonnage 
tax,  they  not  only  promised  and  gave 
their  personal  votes,  but  they  freely  and 
actively  extended  their  Influence  with 
other  members,  wi'th  the  result  that  they 
brought  in  several  votes  apiece  against 
the    tonnage    tax   bill. 

The  members  west  and  southwest  of 
Duluth,  Repreesntatives  Rines.  Webb, 
Case,  Knox,  Bouck,  Wood,  Bills,  Dower 
and  Young,  are  entitled  to  the  thanks 
of  St.  Louis  county,  for  Uieir  liearty 
suppoi-t. 

The  twin  city  members,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, voted  with  the  St.  Loids  coun- 
ty members.  Among  the  Democrats 
Tliomas  J.  Brady  of  St.  Paul,  was  par- 
ticularly   active    In    his    friendship. 

The  members  of  the  special  investigat- 
ing committee,  which  after  full  and  fair 
investigation  reported  jigtUnst  a  tonnage 
tax,  supported  the  OT>DOsition  to  the  bill 
manfully.  Among  the  house  members 
R.  J.  Wells.  F.  B.  Wright.  John  T." 
Zeloh.  and  E.  H.  We>bster.  with  Senatora 
L.  O.  Cooke  and  E.  E.  Smith,  will  be  re- 
membered by  the  Duluth  delegation  for 
the  fairness  with  whicli  they  conducted 
their  inv(!St!gation3,  and  the  firmness 
with  which  they  stood  by  their  conclu- 
sions  when   made. 

Among  the  citizens  of  Duluth  who  took 
particular  interest  in  the  fight  and  who 
spent  considerable  time  upon  the  ground 
are  Odin  Halden.  L.  M.  Willcuts,  Senator 
E.  B.  H.awkins,  W.  E.  Culkin.  A.  M. 
Chisholm  and  John  G.  Williams,  all  of 
whom,  particularly  the  first  three,  worked 
valiantly    and   effectively. 

Perhaps  no  other  argument  weighed  so 
strongly  against  the  tonnage  tax  as  the 
decision  of  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration to  establish  In  Duluth  a  great 
steel  plant  to  work  up  part  of  the  ore 
mined  in  the  state.

Small  tables  are  arranged  for  the 
players,  and  cards  with  correspond- 
ing numbers  for  the  gentlemen  and 
ladles  are  passed,  each  person  draw- 
ing one.  If  every  table  is  numbered 
there  is  no  confusion,  for  each  couple 


goes  to  a  table  that  has  numerals 
corresponding  to  those  on  the  indi- 
vidual place  cards.  A  pretty  way  of 
assigning  partners  is  with  flowers. 
These  blossoms  may  be  put  in  two 
baskets.  One  contains  single  blooms 
and  the  other  boutonnieres.  The 
single  flowers  are  passed  by  the 
hostess  or  a  young  girl  to  the  ladles 
and  the  others  to  the  men.  Those 
who  get  flowers  of  the  same  kind 
play  together.  It  Is  understood  that 
no  two  boutonnieres  may  be  the 
same. 

If  the  women  wear  gloves  they 
are  not  taken  off  until  the  players 
are  seated. 

A  careful  hostess  Is  particular 
about  the  lighting  of  the  room,  while 
It  seems  a  simple  matter  it  is  most 
trying  if  badly  done.  Whether 
candles,  lamps  or  electric  lights  are 
used  they  should  be  so  arranged  that 
each  table  is  lighted  without  a  glare 
or  reflection  in  the  eyes  of  any  player. 
With  high  lights,  such  as  gas  or 
electricity  one  or  more  lamps  are 
almost  alwaj'S  needed  in  some  part 
of   the    room.  , 

The  custom  oj  no  longer  having 
games  progressive  necessitates  having 
a  prize  for  each  table,  but  almost 
never  are  there  two  awards  for  a 
table  if  the  game  has  only  four 
players  at  each.  The  prize,  of 
course,  is  given  to  the  one  having 
the  highest  score.  Some  hostesses, 
that  there  may  be  no  discontent, 
have  adopted  the  fashion  of  having 
every  gift  alike,  when  there  Is  one 
for  each  table.  Should  there  be 
sent  the  same  value,  and  none  need 
variety  in  them  they  must  all  repre- 
be    expensive. 

When  the  game  Is  progressive  the 
old  method  of  three  prizes  Is  fol- 
lowed— one  for  highest  score,  another 
for  the  second  and  a  third  for  the 
lowest.  In  this  case  the  value  of 
the  award  Is  graded   a  little. 

Prizes  are  never  shown  until  they 
are  given.  Each  Is  daintily  wrapped 
and  tied  and  carefully  marked  that 
there  may  be  no  mistake  in  the 
presentation.  Guests  .should  open 
them  as  soon  as  received. 

At  the  end  of  the  game,  which  Is 
usually  terminated  at  a  time  men- 
tioned by  the  hostess  or  after  a 
certain  number  of  games,  supper  Is 
served.  If  the  hostess  wishes  she 
may  have  the  guests  go  to  the  dining 
room  and  the  gentlemen  serve  the 
ladles.  In  this  case,  a  salad,  sand- 
wiches, cakes  and  ices,  with  bon- 
bons and  nuts,  punch  and  coffee,  are

EXPERT  WITNESS  SAYS 

ARGYLE  WAS  INSANE 


Dr.  H.  C.  Leonard  Claims 

Defendant  Had  a 

"Brain  Storm." 


Bases   His  Opinion  on 

Mr.  CulKin's  Hypotliet- 

ical  Question. 


The  principal  evidence  on  which 
Fred  M.  Argyle  bases  his  defense  to 
the  Indictment,  charg-lngf  htm  with 
a3saultin§r  liia  wife  with  a.  niurderou3 
intent,  was  brought  out  this  mornlngr, 
when  Dr.  H.  C.  Leonard  of  this  city, 
a  niember  of  the  state  board  of.  medi- 
cal examiners,  testified  that  In  his 
opinion  Argyle  was  insane  when  he 
fired    the   shots   at    I>ak»>side.    March    5 

la3t.  I>r.  Leonard  based  his  opinion 
on  a  hypothetical  question  propound- 
ed by  \V.  E.  Culkin,  and  which  pur- 
ported to  Include  the  facts  claimed 
by  the  defense  concerning  the  shoot- 
ing. 

Tae  testimony  of  I>r.  Leonard,  as 
an  expert  Insanltj'  witness  for  the  de- 
fense, was  given  to  follow  up  the 
te-stimony  of  several  other  non-ex- 
pert witnesses  that  they  thoug^ht 
A^gy'.^  a3ted  insane  about  the  time 
the    shooting    occurred. 

The  3ta.te,  however.  »oored  a  point 
before  Dr.  Leonard  left  the  witness 
stand,  by  getting  his  opinion  that  it 
was  not  a  natural  condition  of  things 
for  a  man  who  is  alleged  to  have 
committed  a  deed  while  insane,  to 
remeni^x'r  during  a  subsequent  lucid 
Interval  all  the  things  that  happened 
while  he  was  Insane,  except  those 
I>artieular  things  which  would  tend 
to   fasten    a   crime    to   him. 

Mr.  Culkin  asked,  at  the  opening 
thl.s  m'>rning,  that  the  other  Indict- 
ment charging  Argj-le  with  assault 
on  his  wife  and  Miss  Butchart  be 
pr<>duced  In  evidence,  but  the  court 
sustained  the  objection  of  Mr.  Nor- 
ton. 

Mrs.    Eklward    Dubriel   of    11>).5    West 


Michigan  street,  wife  of  the  grocer 
who  testified  yesterday  afternoon, 
said  she  has  known  the  defendant 
ab<:>ut  a  year,  and  Mrs.  Arg>-le  since 
last  June.  She  testified  that  she  saw 
the  Argylas  nearly  every  day,  as 
they  came  to  the  store  to  purchase 
groceries.  The  witness  claimed  their 
deportment  toward  each  other  was 
friendiy.  Mrs.  Dubriel  remembered 
that  the  Arg^les  separated  about  the 
first  of  the  year.  She  claimed  that 
Argyle  bore  a  good  reputation  in  the 
community  where  he  lived;  that  his 
general  demeanor  prior  to  the  first  of 
the  year  was  that  of  a  liappy  man, 
but  that  after  his  wife  left  him  Ar- 
gyle seemed  unhappy.  Mrs.  Dubriel 
claimed  that  she  noticed  Argj-le  pass 
the  store  one  evening,  and  he  seemed 
to  have  a  wild  look  about  the  eyes. 
The  witness  stated  that  In  her  opin- 
ion Argyle  was  Insane.  Asked  on 
cross-examination  if  it  is  not  a  fact 
that  many  people  look  crazy  who  are 
really  sane,  the  witness  said  she  did 
not  know.  She  was  sure,  however, 
from  one  glance  at  Argyle  that  he 
was    ln<»ane. 

'If  Argyle  had  been  examined  the 
next  day  as  to  his  sanity,  and  an 
Insane  asj'lum  were  staring  him  in 
the  face,  would  you  be  willing  to 
swear  he   was   Insane?" 

"I  would  say  that  I  thought  he 
was.  because  he  looked  wild  to  me 
and    made    me    shudder." 

Charles  Stewart,  who  Is  In  the 
undertaking  busine.ss,  testified  that  he 
has  known  Argyle  for  five  years, 
that  the  defendant  was  assistant  to 
the  witness  for  one  year.  From 
his  acquaintance  with  Argyle,  Mr. 
Stewart  claimed  that  the  defendant 
ha.s  always   borne   a  good   reputation. 

James  F.  Kearney,  a  department 
manager  at  Panton  &  "^''hite's,  said 
he  has  known  Argyle  for  three  or 
four  years.  The  witness  described 
Argyie'9  duties  in  the  store,  and  tes- 
tified to  the  defendant's  trustworthi- 
ness. Mr.  Kearney  stated  that  Ar- 
gyle's  reputation  was  good  in  the 
store    circles. 

Physician    On    Stand. 

Dr.  H.  C.  Leonard,  a  practising 
physician  for  twenty-nine  years,  one 
of  the  members  of  the  state  board 
of  medical  examiners,  was  called 
as  an  expert  witness  on  insanity,  by 
the    defense.

"I  ^ould  say  th«»re  was  no  question 
but  that  he  was  Insane,"  declared  Dr. 
Leonard. 

Questioned  further  Dr.  Leonard  said 
that  Insane  conditions  are  not  al- 
ways continuous.  He  said  persons  who 
had  been  insane  could  In  some  In- 
stances recall  things  that  happened 
when  they  were  Insane. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Norton  the 
witness  claimed  there  Is  no  closely 
ileflned  line  between  sanity  and  In- 
sanity. He  admitted  It  Is  a  largely 
speculative  matter. 

Dr.  Leonard  said  that  the  fact  physi- 
cians might  declare  a  man  Insane  does 
not  necessarily  mean  that  he  Is  in- 
sane. He  claimed  a  person  must  be 
Insane  to  have  a  mania  of  any  sort. 
The  witness  said  that  the  mere  fact 
that  Argyle  went  out  and  shot  his  wife 
was    no   Indication    of   Insanity. 

Dr.  Leonard  admitted  that  it  Is  an 
exceptional  thing  for  a  person  In  a 
sane  condition  to  remember  things 
which  happened  while  that  person  was 
Insane. 

Mr.  Norton  asked  If  It  would  be  a 
natural  condition  for  a  man  after  a 
"brain  storm"  to  remember  everything 
that  happened  to  the  smallest  detail, 
during  that  condition,  except  the  things 
that  would  tend  to  fasten  the  crime 
on   hlni. 

"I  don't  think  It  would  be,"  said 
the  witness. 

Weather  Records   Produced. 

H.  W.  Richardson,  the  local  weather 
observer,  referred  to  his  records  and 
said  the  sun  set  at  5:59  p.  m.  March  5 
last,  and  that  tlwe  sky  was  clear.  Mr. 
Rlchardjson  said  the  twilight  lasts 
about  an  hour  In  the  latitude  of  Du- 
luth. The  witness  said  there  was  very 
little  twilight  left  at  6:50  o'clock  in  the 
evening  o^  March  5.

"The  wlt- 
n»>s3  claimed  Argyle  acted  kindly  toward 
his  wife.  She  said  she  heard  Arg>'le 
say.  on  the  occasion  of  his  wife  leaving 
him  New  Year's  eve.  "You  had  better 
consider  this  matter  before  you  leave. 
Tills  Is  a  serious  matter.  If  you  leave 
you  cannot  come  back.  You  are  my  wife 
and  always  will  be  that  to  me." 
Would  Xot  Help  Remove  Trunks. 

Mrs.  Hutchinson  said  she  heard  .Ar- 
gyle refuse  to  help  his  wife  take  her 
trunks  out  as  he  did  not  care  to  have 
her  say  that  he  put  her  out.

A  MINIATURE  KINGDO.M. 
Directly  between  Paris  and  Berllnt 
only  a  hair's  breadth.  Indeed,  from  be- 
ing on  a  straight  line  drawn  between 
these  two  cities;  there  lies  a  little  and 
Independent  country.  By  Americans  it 
has  been  Inexplicably  overlooked.  It 
contains  multitude  of  ruined  castles, 
perched  craggily.  It  is  of  the  diverting 
area  of  990  square  miles. 

This  almost  unnotlcd  Grossherzog- 
thum  of  Luxemburg  would  not  even 
now  be  independent  had  not  Queen 
Wilhelmlna  been  a  girl.  It  would  have 
remained  a  province  of  the  eNtherlanda, 
although  hedged  In  (such  again,  the 
bewilderment  of  It)  by  Germany  and 
Belgium  and  France.  But  its  consti- 
tution makes  the  succession  hereditary 
In  the  male  line  of  Nass.iu,  and  so  at 
Wllhelmlna's  accession  it  eluded  her 
grasp  and  placidly  entered  the  family 
circle  of  independent  European  coun- 
tries; not  largo  for  its  age,  this  new 
member,  for  Its  size  is  less  than  a 
tlewfth  part  that  of  tiny  Holland. 

Luxemburg,  the  capital  of  Luxemburg, 
is  set  proudly  upon  a  plateau  girdled 
by  preclpicf-s  200  feet  In  height.  Rivers 
wind  clrcunifluvent  at  the  foot  of  th« 
rocks,  and  from  the  boulevard  brink 
there  are  alluring  views. 

Until  less  than  forty  years  ago  the 
city  was  of  a  strength  only  second 
to  that  of  Gibraltar,  but  by  the  treaty 
of  London,  of  1867,  the  powers  decreed 
tiiat  tlie  Duchy  should  thenceforth  be 
neutral  although  It  was  a  province  of 
Holland,  and  that  the  fortifications  of 
the  capital  should  be  destroyed.  For 
centuries  the  city  held  a  proud  dis- 
tinction under  the  alternating  rule  of 
I  France  and  Germany,  Austria,  the  Neth- 
'  crlands,  and  Spain;  and  the  change  has 
not  come  in  order  that  nation  shall  not 
lift  up  sword  against  nation,  but  only 
tliat  in  case  of  war  great  armies  may 
manoeuvre  without  the  check  Inherent 
In  the  very  presence  at  this  central 
spot   of  a   powerful   stronghold. 

And  so,  the  splendid  haughtiness  has 
gone,  and  only  fragments  of  the  forti- 
fications remain.  But  what  fragmentsl 
Rocks  honeycombed  with  passages  and 
pierced  with  embrasures;  grim  piles  of 
stone;  and  here  and  there,  projectlnfr 
over  the  edges  of  the  cllft,  the  noble 
Spanish  towers. 

The  powers  decreed,  too,  that  the 
ariny  ho  reduced  to  a  paltry  300.  and 
the  Inhibition  still  holdij.

"The  Missouri  river  has  a  habit  of 
constantly  cutting  its  banks  and  chang- 
ing its  channel,  so  tliat  it  would  be 
impossible  to  locate  any  structure  for  the 
diversion  of  water  by  gravity  unless 
enormous  expense  were  incurred  to  pro- 
tect it  from  the  scour  of  the  stream; 
moreover,  its  grade  is  so  flat  that  any 
gravity  canal  would  be  of  prohibitive 
length.

Harrlsburg,  Pa.,  April  5.— Governor 
Stuart  today  signed  the  bill  making 
the  maximum  rate  of  fare  on  rail- 
roads  within   this  state  2  cents  a  mile. 

The  new  law  goes  into  effect  bept. 
30  and  applies  tc  all  steam  railways.  It 
prescribes  a  penalty  of  $1,000  for  viola- 
tion of  Its  provisions  and  also  provWes 
that  a  single  fare  need  not  be  less  than 
5  cents,  A  bill  exempting  lines  less 
than  forty  miles  long  from  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  and  making  5  cents  .a 
mile  the  maximum  rate,  is  pending  In 
the  house  railroad  committee.  It  prob- 
ably will  be  amended  so  as  to  apply 
to  roads  less  than  fifty  miles  long  and 
reported    favorably.

New  York,  April  5.— The  trial  of 
Harry  K.  Thaw  for  the  murder  of 
Stanford  White  probably  will  be  con- 
cluded next  week.  District  Attorney, 
Jerome  decided  today  that  he  will  not 
ask  the  appellate  division  of  the  su- 
preme court  for  a  writ  of  prohibition 
against  the  continuance  of  the  trial 
before  Justice  Fitzgerald.  He  will, 
however,  on  Monday  make  an  argu- 
ment to  Justice  Fitzgerald  against  the 
confirmation  by  the  justice  of  the  re- 
port of  the  commission  in  lunacy  which 
declared  that  Thaw  was  capable  of 
appreciating  and  understanding  the 
proceedings  against  him  "and  of  ad- 
vising with  his  counsel.  Mr.  Jerome 
came  to  this  conclusion  after  having 
spent  an  hour  reading  the  law  and  pre- 
cedents in  criminal  cases.  He  also 
had  an  interview  with  Justice  Patter- 
son of  the  appellate  division  of  the  su- 
preme court.

TO  OPPOSE 
AMENDMENT 

Duluthians  Will  Protest 
Against  Change  in  Muni- 
cipal Ownership  Bill. 

Several  prominent  citizens  and  offi- 
cials of  Duluth  have  called  a  pro- 
test meeting,  to  be  held  ton^orrow 
evening,  to  frame  resolutions  in  op- 
position to  the  action  of  the  state 
senate  in  amending  the  house  mu- 
noipila  ownership  bill,  so  that  a  two- 
thirds'  vote  Is  required  to  carry  any 
proposition  under  It.  The  meeting 
will  be  held  in  the  hall  in  the  Man- 
hattan   building. 

It  Is  the  intention  of  the  meet- 
ing to  draft  resolutions  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  action  of  the  senate,  and 
to  send  copies  to  the  members  of 
the  Duluth  delegation  in  the  legis- 
lature. The  bill  in  question  has 
passed  the  house,  but  when  It  came 
up  in  the  senate  yesterday.  Senator 
Putnam  of  Fairmont  introduced  an 
amendment,  which  was  ciarric*d,  mak- 
ing a  two-thirds'  vote  necessary'. 
The  requirement  was  formerly  thre«- 
fifths. 

Those  who  are  Interested  In  the  bill 
in  Dul-uth  claim  that  It  will  be  almost 
Impossible  to  pass  any  pro'position 
under  the  new  law  If  a  two-thirds' 
vote  is  required,  as  the  apathy  of 
the  people  on  such  subjects  tends  to 
keep  many  of  the  voters  away  from 
the  polls.  It  has  been  almsot  im- 
possible to  pass  charter  amendments 
In  this  city,  for  a  like  reason,  and 
the  requirement  in  that  case  is  only 
four-sevenths'    vote. 

When  the  news  of  the  senate's  ac- 
tion was  learned  In  Duluth,  this 
morning,  a  number  of  those  inter- 
ested framed  a  call  for  the  meeting 
tomoiTow  evening.  The  call  is  as 
follows: 

"Whereas,  the  bill  now*  before  the 
legislature  known  as  the  house  mu- 
nicipal ownership  bill,  has  been  amend- 
ed in  the  senate  so  as  to  require  a  tv.o- 
thlrds  vote  of  the  people  to  carrj-  any 
proposition  under  it.  with  the  evident 
intent  of  crippling  its  operation, 

"And,  whereas,  such  a  change  is  be- 
lieved by  many  to  seriously  impair  th-3 
beneficial  effect  of  the  measure,  there- 
fore, we,  the  undersigned,  being  of  the 
opinion  that  public  attention  should  at 
once  be  directed  to  this  matter,  hereby 
give  notice  that  a  public  meeting  to 
discuss  and  take  action  upon  the  same, 
is  hereby  called  to  meet  in  the  hall  at 
211  Manhattan  building,  in  this  city, 
at  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  Saturday,  April 
6.   1907.

Mixers. 


"Thafs  the  first  hot  chocolate  I've 
sold  today."  said  the  mixer -at  one  of 
the  thirst  cure  establishments  on  West 
Superior  street,  one  of  the  kind  that 
does  not  have  to  pay  a  $1,000  license 
into  the  city's  coPfers.  every  year.  Du- 
luth  may  be  a  little  backward  In  show- 
ing signs  of  the  beautiful  spring  that 
poets  like  to  write  about,  but  when  it 
comes  to  switching  from  hot  drinks 
to  ices  and  frappes.  Duluthians  seem 
to  waicl^  uu  calendar  pretty  closely 
and  the  crowd  started  to  swiuh  this 
year  as  soon  as  the  February  leaves 
were  torn  off  the  calendars,  and  tha 
calendar  variety  of  spring  was  due. 
Now.  according  to  the  soda  clerks,  the 
hot  chocolate  has  almost  lost  its  pres- 
tige, and  a  number  of  them  have  given 
up  keeping  the  drink  in  stock,  only 
making  it  up  to  order  as  called  for. 

•I  had  to  start  increasing  my  ice 
cream  orders  about  the  first  of  last 
month  and  now  it's  nearly  all  coi'i 
drinks.

You  wouldn't  think  that  the 
weather  was  emiugh  warmer  to  mako 
the  difference  either,  bat  folks  watca 
the   calendars. 

'•We  have  .some  regular  customers 
that  stick  right  along  up  to  June  and 
July  and  some  that  say  that  hot  drinks 
d!o  them  more  good  than  cold,  even  with 
the  thermometer  way  up  in  "G,"  but  not 
many. 

•Tnis  is  the  best  season  for  hot 
chocolates  and  hot  drinks  every  way  we 
ever  had.  A  lot  of  people  have  got  the 
hot  chocolate  habit  just  as  strongly 
during  the  winter  months  as  any  of  the 
fellows  that  hit  something  stronger 
steadily,  and  if  I.  miss  some  of  tha 
regulas-.s  they  usually  explain  that  they 
were  sick  or  out  of  tov.-n,  the  next  time 
they  drop  in.  They  quit  in  the  spring, 
though,  and  even  the  steadiest  of 
them  are  fast  dropping  off.  It  will  be  a 
month  yet  before  the  ice  cream  season 
Looms."

LARGEST  HEART 
IN  THE^WORLD 

Found  in  Body  of  Man 

Who   Died    While 

Prisoner. 


New  York.   April  5. -The  biggest  known  ,  ft 
heart  in  the  world  wa.s  t'.juiid  in  the  body!  ^^ 
of    Bainbridge   C.    Stafford,    when    an   au-  j  ^ 
topsy    wa.s   performed   at    the   morgue   by 
oTd.rs     of     Coroner     Julius     Harburg-r. 
Stafford  dii»d  the  other  day  in  the  Tonibr,. 
w)i<  r.>   he   was   lodgod.   chargod    with   p  r- 
jury   by    Brice   &  Co..   distillors,    of   Balti- 
moro.  who  alfeged  liyixjthecalion  of  stock 
vaiui-.l  at  $1,000. 

The  corontT  feared  that  there  might  be 
traces  jt'  poi.=i()n  found,  and  ordered  his 
physii  ian,  Phllfp  Otlanlon,  and  Prof. 
John  O.  Larkin  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians  and   Surgouns   to   iiive.stigate. 

Stafford's  heart  was  found  to  weigh  four 
pounds  and  twelva  ounces.  Twelve  to 
fourteen  ounces  is  the  weight  of  the  nor- 
mal heart.  Dr.  O'Hanlon  and  Prof.  Larkm 
declared  that  It  wa.s  the  largest  heart 
they  liad  c-vtr  seen  or  heard  ot.  and  bo  h  j 
of  them  have  performed  thousands  of 
autopsies.  The  organ  will  be  taken  to  the 
anatomical  nuiaeum  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  for  exhibition, 
preserved   in  a  glass  jar. 

The  autopsy  showed  that  Stafford  died 
frorn  loljir  pneumonia,  cardis  ovls,  which 
is  hyp 'rthrophy  of  the  heart  and  chronic 
nephritis.  The  left  lung  was  found  to  be 
ahno.st  shrivelled  up.  It  had  been  proas;  d 
far  to  one  side  from  its  normal  position 
by  the  enormous  enlargement  of  the  car- 
diac or;<a,n. 

Almost  every  bit  of  the  space  which 
should  normally  be  occupied  by  the  lung 
had  been  infringed  on  by  the  heart,  and 
to  tlie  surgt-ons  it  was  a  wonder  that 
Stafford  had  lived  so  long  as  he  had  with 
his  heart   m  such  a  condition.

BERLIN  IS 
BRILLIANT 

Crown     Prince     Helps 

Kaiser  in  Giving  Court 

Entertainments. 


Season  Has   Not  Been 

So  Gay  In  Many 

Years. 


Berlin,  April  5.-It  Is  many  years 
.qlnce  the  court  season  in  Berlin  was  so 
brilliant  as  In  the  present  year  of 
grace.  Tiie  fact  that  the  crown  prince 
l3  established  in  his  palace  in  Berlin 
and  ably  seconds  the  kaiser  in  the  giv- 
ing of  court  entertainments  has 
brought  fresh  animation  into  the  social 
life  of  the  German  capitaf.  Entertain- 
ment succeeds  entertainment  at  the 
royal  castle,  and  the  custodians  of  the 
royal  treasure  in  gold  and  silver  are 
kept  busy  bringing  it  out  and  packing 
it  away  again. 

The  king  of  Saxony's  visit  is  being 
followed  in  the  various  European  chan- 
celleries with  close  attention  and  not 
a  little  curiosity.  For  the  last  f\ve 
years  King  Edward  has  devoted  him- 
self—and with  the  greatest  success— 
to  drawing  together  the  Latin  race  into 
a  solid  block.  Berlin  has  been  watch- 
ing the  growth  of  this  formidable  Latin 
league  under  the  hegemony  of  Britain 
with  ever  Increasing  anxiety.  It  has 
been  slowly  and  carefully  built  up  by 
King  Edward  without  haste  and  with- 
out shock  of  any  kind.  He  has  con- 
tented himself  with  merely  directing 
the    natural    affinities    and    attracllona 


of  the  various  nations  In  their  natural 
channels.  The  united  fleets  pf  Bntain 
France.  Italy,  .Spain  and  Portugal  with 
all  of  their  colonies  and  foreign  pos- 
.sessions  placed  at  each  other  9  disposal 
as  coaling  stations  and  revictualing 
bases  represents  a  maritime  power 
such  as  the  world  has  never  seen. 
Militarily   tne   same   holds   good. 

The  flr.st  attempt  to  break  up  tne 
combination  wag  the  kaiser's  Morocco 
policy.  M.  Tardleu's  article  written  at 
the  request  of  the  Quay  d"  Orsay  and 
with  material  supplied  by  the  Frencb 
minister  of  foreign  affairs,  shows  the 
desperate  attempts  made  by  dermany 
to  checkmate  Britain  and  France  And 
now  comes  the  tour  of  King  Frederlch 
August  of  Saxony.  Of  all  of  the  sover- 
eigns of  the  German  confederation  he 
Is  the  one  on  closest  terms  with  the 
kaiser.  The  recent  exchange  of  cordial 
telegrams  apropos  of  the  result  of  the 
recent  elections  Is  a  proof  of  this. 
There  was  a  time  when  the  aged  Grand 
Duke  of  B.aden  was  the  kaiser's  most 
trusted  coofldant,  but  for  four  years 
past  there   has   been   an   estrangement. 

Another  reason  for  choosing  the  king 
of  Saxony  for  this  confidential  mis- 
sion is  the  fact  that  he  is  a  Catholic 
sovereign,  the  only  one  of  any  Import- 
ance in  Germany.  Saxony  Is  an  ultra 
I  Protpstant  country  which  possesses  a 
I  Catholic  reigning  house.  Its  Isolation 
'  in  the  kingdom  seems  to  have  made  it 
all  the  more  bigoted.  As  a  Catholic,  his 
majesty  will  be  more  welcome  to  Don 
Carlos  and  Don  Alfonso  than  almost 
any  sovereign  who  might  have  been 
selected  for  the  mission.  The  only 
drawback  Is  perhaps  a  want  of  diplo- 
matic talent  on  the  part  of  the  emis- 
sary of  the  kaiser.  But  In  all  proba- 
bility nobody  over  heard  of  King  Fred- 


erich  August  slilnlng  by  his  t.a^t  or 
adroitness.  He  has  the  reputation  of 
being  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  lum- 
rods  in  his  dominions  and  spares  noth- 
ing  with   fur    or   feathers. 

Dr  Sauchau  one  of  the  best  authorities 
on  Asiatic  Turkey,  writes  that  as  soon  aa 
an  adequate  system  of  irrigation  has  been 
laid  down  in  Mesopotamia  It  will  become 
the  granary  of  tlie  East,  and  the  railway 
which  will  Intersect  it  will  become  one  of 
tlie  greatest  arteries  of  Oriental  trade  and 
traffic  In  comljlnation  with  the  railway 
nroject  Is  one  for  the  settlements  of  large 
districts  of  fertile  country  with  colonists 
fro  mthe  congested  districts  of  Germany. 
A  committee  has  been  got  together  for  the 
purpose  of  mapping  out  districts  in  North- 
ern Mesopotamia,  in  which  the  climatic 
conditions  are  favorable  for  Europeans, 
where  wheat  and  maize,  cotton  and  to- 
bacco and  subtropical  fruits  will  flourish. 
The  experiences  of  German  colonists  m 
Palestine  show  that  with  ordinary  care 
and  foresight  the  German  farmer  is  hkely 
to  do  well  In  that  land  of  promise.  The 
Roumanian  government  has  even  assisted 
the  kaiser's  government  In  laying  a  cable 
from  the  port  of  Kustenjl.  on  the  Black 
sea  to  Constantinople.  A  rapid  line  of 
steamers  runs  from  Kustenjl  to  the  Tur- 
kish capital,  with  connections  to  Egypt 
and  the  Syrian  coast.  iJerman  engineers 
are  drawing  plans  for  a  great  bridge 
which  will  span  ttve  Bosphorus  at  its 
narrowest  part  at  thg.  spot  where  Darius, 
50  years  l>efore  the  Christian  era.  began 
his  famous  bridge  of  boats  across  the 
straits.

FOOD  FACTOR  ROUND  UP. 

Clilcf  Cliemist  W  ley  to  Pat  Army  of  Ex- 
perts After  Tliem. 

Washington,  A])rll  5. -Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley, 
chief  chemist  of  the  agricultural  depart- 
ment, will  soon  begin  to  organize  his 
army  of  experts  to  round  up  the  food 
factories  of  the  country.  These  experts 
will  inspect  the  nanitary  condition  of  the 
thou.sands  of  fojd  plants  and  secure 
samples  of  their  products  to  be  tested  at 
government  labc  ratorles.  Congress  set 
a.«!ide  enough  moii»y  to  inaugurate  a  vlg- 
orou.s  policy  in  driving  unhealthy  and 
Impure  food.s  out  of  the  markets,  and  Dr. 
Wiley  proposes  to  wage  a  vigorous  war- 
fare. 

There  will  be  no  grandstanding  in  con-  , 
nection  with  the  enforcement  of  the  new    But  that  is  not  the  case 


Food  factories  will  not  be  permitted  to 
get  into  an  argument  with  the  govern- 
ment as  to  whether  certain  Ingredients 
are  harmful.  The  chief  chemist  will  fix 
that  point  himself.  He  will  make  a  list 
of  Ingredients  which  he  knows  are  harm- 
ful and  will  not  deviate  from  it  one  Iota. 
The  only  propo.sltion  that  will  be  subject 
to  dispute  is:  Is  the  prohibited  stuff  In 
the  food?  That  will  be  a  question  on 
which  the  aggrieved  party  can  get  Into 
court.  The  government  chemists  might 
possibly  be  mistaken  In  their  analysl.s, 
and  the  manufacturer  would  be  given  a

Statesman  Who  Thought 

the  Islands  Were  Still 

Independent. 

Honolulu,  April  5.— So  far  as  the  legis- 
lature and  the  boards  of  supervisors 
are  concerned,  Hawaii  Is  under  a  na- 
tive government.  The  legislature  con- 
tains thirty  Hawaiians  and  fifteen 
white  men,  the  boards  of  supervisors 
are  almost  entirely  brown  in  color,  that 
of  Ohau  county,  where  Honolulu  is 
situated,  having  six  natives  and  one 
white  man.  The  latter  has  never  been 
away  from  home  and  is  known  as  a 
native  sympathizer.

Answering  the  story  that  Kam- 
ehameha  V  did  not  like  to  appoint 
Hawailans  to  places  of  honor,  end 
that  when  asked  for  his  reason  he 
kept   silent,    Mr.    Lyman    wrote: 

'•This  was  not  the  case,  as  he  really 
desired     to     place     the     Hawailans     In 
offices  of   honor,    but   he  felt    that   few 
of     them      were     capable     of     holding 
those    offices.      He    once    told    Lunalilo.  .

TRIUMPH  FOR  ARBITRATION. 

The  greatest  triumph  for  arbitration  in  the  history 
of  union  labor  was  achieved  when  the  long-threatened 
strike  of  conductors,  trainmen  and  tiremen  on  all  of 
the  railroads  of  the  West  was  settled  amicably.  To 
the  men  themselves  belongs  the  major  portion  of  the 
credit  for  the  ultimate  peaceable  agreement,  for  they 
conceded  far  more  than  they  received  in  return  while 
the  people  of  the  vast  region  concerned  were  spared  a 
disastrous  season. 

The  conflict  involved  forty  railroad  systems  having  a 
trackage  of  95,000  miles — over  one-third  of  the  total 
of  the  country — and  directly  concerned  5.000  employes. 
The  business  interests  of  no  less  than  15,000.000  people 
were  menaced  for,  had  the  trouble  resulted  in  an  actual 
strike,  practically  all  traffic  in  every  state  west  of  Chi- 
cago would  have  been  tied  up  indefinitely  at  the  very 
opening  of  the  busiest  season  of  the  year. 

Until  Interstate  Commerce  Commissioner  Martin  A. 
Knapp  and  United  States  Commissioner  of  Labor 
Charles  P.  Xeill  went  to  Chicago  and,  acting  in  behalf 
of  President  Roosevelt  liimself,  brought  the  influence 
of  the  federal  government  to  bear,  it  seemed  almost  cer- 
tain that  there  would  be  a  strike  far  more  serious  than 
that  engineered  by  Eugene  Debs  in  1894.  Thanks,  how- 
ever, to  the  two  high  officials,  as  well  as  to  the  cool  con- 
servatism of  the  committees  of  the  railroad  employes, 
the  situation  began  to  assume  a  brighter  phase  soon 
after  the  appearance  of  Messrs.  Knapp  and  Xeill  and 
now  peace  has  been  restored  without  a  clash. 

The  railroad  men  have  not  secured  the  principal  fea- 
ture for  which  they  contended  but  they  have  obtained 
fair  advances  in  wages  and  other  important  concessions. 
The  railroads  have  avoided  a  strike  that  would  inevitably 
have  cost  them  millions  on  millions  of  dollars.  The 
people  of  the  West  have  been  saved  from  what  would 
have  been  the  most  disastrous  tie-up  in  history.  And 
national    arbitration    has    been    triumphantly    vindicated.

"DIG  DITCH  OR  BUST." 

"We'll  dig  the  ditch  or  bust"  is  Speaker  Joseph  G. 
Cannon's  breezy,  though  neither  highly  polished  nor 
ultra-classical,  way  of  expressing  his  view  as  to  the  duty 
of  the  United  States  in  regard  to  the  Panama  canal. 
And  his  thoroughly  Western  American  style  of  express- 
ing national  determination  will  be  echoed  all  over  this 
country  with  silent  but  none-the-less   firm  approval. 

Mr.  Cannon's  work  was  given  out  just  after  he  and 
his  fellow  congressmen  had  made  a  thorough  inspection 
of  the  vast  work  and  his  homely  but  most  expressive 
words  that  require  no  dictionary  or  lexicon  for  their 
translation  voiced  his  feelings  to  the  dot.  They  are 
such  a  hearty  and  plucky  declaration  of  true  American 
grit  tliat  there  is  no  real  danger  of  the  "busting,"  for 
the  pride  of  the  greatest  people  on  earth  will  never  per- 
mit this. 

The  words  of  the  speaker  give  effective  and  effectual 
answer  to  the  disposition  in  certain  quarters  to  be  pes- 
simistic in  regard  to  the  canal  enterprise.  Taking  their 
cues  from  the  great  railroad  interests  that  selfislijy  op- 
posed for  years  every  step  of  the  advance  toward  the 
goal  of  sucess  in  the  colossal  undertaking,  these  carpers 
and  decriers  have  always  expressed  their  beliefs  that 
this  country  will  fail  there  on  the  work  itself,  the  sani- 
tary problems,  the  labor  and  the  engineering  obstacles. 
Yet  every  party  of  visitors  to  the  canal,  officials  and 
business  men  alike,  returns  full  of  enthusiasm  and  as- 
surance. 

The  United  States  is  doing  now  a  bit  of  the  world's 
work  that  has  been  needed  for  centuries.  It  has  been, 
and  still  is,  difficult  and  costly  and  perplexing  but  it  is 
a  task  eminently  worthy  of  a  people  that  conquered  the 
wilderness,  mastered  the  mountains  and  defied  the  des- 
erts of  a  vast  continent.  About  New  York  city  today  are 
many  threat  enterprises  by  railroads  fully  as  difficult  and 
estimated  to  cost  three  times  as  much  and  no  one  doubts 
their  success. 

The  very  difficulties  at  Panama  call  only  for  greater 
vigor  in  surmounting  them.  The  whole  world  is  watch- 
ing the  United  States  with  the  greater  interest  because 
of  the  disastrous  failure  of  France.  This  country  is 
determined  not  only  to  have  a  canal  across  the  isthmus 
but  to  have  the  best  and  most  complete  the  world  has 
ever  known.  In  the  words  of  Mr,  Cannon,  with  no 
idea  of  anything  but  the  first  part  of  the  epigram: 
"We'll  dig  the  ditch  or  bust." 


YOUNG  OLD  SENATOR  WHYTE. 

A  shining  example  of  the  old  young  or  young  old  man 
whom  "neither  age  doth  wither  nor  custom  stale"  is 
United  States  Senator  William  Pinkney  Whyte  of  Mary- 
land who  has  just  won  his  eightieth  successful  murder 
trial  and  has  received  in  open  court,  blushing  like  any 
tyro  of  the  law,  the  grateful  kisses  of  the  wronged  wife 
whose  triumphant  acquittal  he  secured. 

When  Mr.  Whyte,  then  81  years  of  age,  was  ap- 
pointed United  States  senator  to  succeed  the  late  A.  P. 
Gorman,  every  one  expected  to  see  a  decrepit  octogen- 
arian totter  to  the  seat  of  the  great  Democratic  leader. 
To  the  vast  surprise  of  his  colleagues  and  the  general 
public,  instead  of  a  broken  old  man,  given  a  seat  in 
charity  because  of  his  services  to  the  state  that  began 
in  1848,  there  appeared  a  man,  vigorous,  well-groomed, 
bright-complexioned  and,  to  all  outward  appearances, 
younger  than  more  than  half  his  brother  senators. 

Not  only  has  Mr.  Whyte  filled  his  high  place  as 
thoroughly  as  he  did  when  he  was  senator,  first  in  1868 
and  later  from  1875  to  1881,  but  to  still  further  empha- 
size his  young-old  vigor  he  has  saved  in  his  eighty-third 
year,  his  eightieth  client  from  either  gallows  or  life  im- 
prisonment. Truly,  it  is  a  pity  that  he  has  decided  to 
retire  for  good  at  the  end  of  his  present  term,  for  he  not 
only  answers  eflPfectively  Dr.  Osier's  theory,  voiced  in 
Baltimore,  that  a  man  at  60  should  cease  to  encumber 
the  earth  but  he  forms  such  a  fine  trio  with  those  other 
great  southern  octogenarians,  Morgan  and  Pettus  of 
Alabama. 

Asked  recently  to  account  for  his  youthful  old  age, 
Mr.  Whyte  attributed  it  to  his  love  of  diamond-back 
terrapins  but  this  prescription  for  defying  the  years  is 
beyond  the  financial  reach  of  any  except  the  wealthiest. 
His  colleagues  and  all,  who  have  ever  seen  him,  wish 
that  he  would  give  some  less  costly  explanation,  at  the 
same  time  that  they  give  him  the  toast  that  he  may  live 
to  become  a  venerable  man  in  course  of  time  but  that 
for  many  years  yet  to  come  he  may  remain  youthful 
enough  to  win  both  cases  and  kisses  by  his  forensic  elo- 
quence.

Andrew  Carnegie's  recent  statement:  "Wall  street  is

And  by  this  i.«  meant  such  conflicts  as 
the  Napoleonic  struggles  ant"  those  between  England 
and  the  United  States,  Gcrmnny  and  Austria,  Germany 
and  France  and  America  and  Spain  and  the  Crimean 
war,  for  such  petty  affrays  as  those  of  Central  x\merica, 
the  Roumanian  outbreak  and  the  Franco-Moorish 
trouble  do  not  count,  while  Russia's  present  complica- 
tions are  a  thing  apart. 

There  are  many  who  believe  that  the  growing  dead- 
liness  of  the  implements  of  warfare  will  cause  such  uni- 
versal horror  of  armed  conflict  that  the  nations  will  go  to 
any  extremity  to  avoid  the  fearful  sacrifices  of  human 
life.  This,  however,  no  part  of  the  history  of  mankind 
will  justify.  As  compared  with  the  centuries  before  the 
eighteenth,  the  deadliness  of  warfare  in  the  nineteenth 
century  was  proportionately  as  great  as  would  result 
from  a  conflict  in  the  twentieth  century  and  the  na- 
tions were  never  deterred  from  fighting. 

If  there  shall  ever  be  anything  to  cause  a  full  cessa- 
tion of  resorts  to  arms,  it  will  be  the  fearful  financial  cost 
rather  than  the  dread  of  sacrifice  of  human  life.  Vaster

As  the  bin  passed  the  hou.so,  it  pro- 
vided that  the  new  law  might  be 
adopted  by  the  people  of  any  city  by  a 

'  majority  vote  of  thost»  voting  upon  the 
proposition.  An  amendment  by  Senator 
Putnam  of  Faribault  county,  whicn 
the  senate  adopted,  provides  that  this 
shall  require  a  three-iifths  vote  instead 
of  a  majority  vote,  and  that  it  must  be 
three-fifths  of  all  the  voters  voting  at 

I  the  election,  iiiStead  of  a  bare  majority 

jOf  those  voting  upon  the  proposition. 
As  a  large  number  of  people  at  general 
elections  always  fail  to  vote  upon  sucit 
propositions,  as  they  do  upon  con- 
stitutional  amendments,    this   makes   a 

£reat    difference. 

Tlie  bill  originally  provided  that  after 
the  law  had  been  adopted  by  a  city, 
a  proposal  to  acquire  a  public  utility 
plant  must  have  a  three-fifths  vote  of 
those  voting  upon  the  proposition,  and 
this  was  changed,  by  an  amendment 
proposed  by  Senator  Dunn  of  St.  Paul, 
to  provide  that  the  proposal  must  have 
three-fifths  of  those  voting  at  the  elec- 
tion. 

Another  amendment  by  Senator 
IXmn  provided  that  the  law  should 
not  affect  in  any  way  plants  now 
owned  by  cities  in  this  state.  Sena- 
tor Laylwurn  of  Duluth  supported 
this  amendment,  saying  that  Duluth's 
municipal  plants  had  proved  a  great 
benefit  to  the  people,  and  that  ho 
would  not  like  to  see  them  Interfered 
with. 

Senator  Peterson  of  Moophead 
wanted  to  have  the  bill  amended  so 
that  it  would  not  apply  to  cities 
having  a  home  rule  character,  be- 
sause  he  said  they  could  do  any- 
thing in  the  municipal  ownership  line 
they  desired  by  amending  their  chart- 
ers. His  amendment  waa  not  adopt- 
ed, however,  and  Senator  Canfleld 
suggested  that  it  should  have  read 
that  the  bill  should  not  apply  to  any 
city  in   the  state. 

The  bill  includes  among  the  public 
utilities  aimed  at  the  following:  Street 
railwaja^  telephones,  waterworks,  gas 
works  and  electric  light,  heat  and 
power  works.  Every  city  accepting 
'.he  law  by  popular  vote  is  allowed 
to  buy  or  build  and  operate  any  such 
plants,  and  to  lease  them,  or  any 
part  of  them  to  any  company  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  the  state, 
for  a  period  not  longer  than  twenty 
years,  on  such  terms  as  the  city 
council    may   deem   best. 

No  plant  can  be  acquired,  how- 
ever, until  the  project  has  been  ap- 
proved by  three-fifths  of  the  voters 
voting  at  the  election  at  which  it  is 
submitted.  Cities  may  restTve  the 
right,  when  giving  franchises,  to 
take  over  the  plants  erected  under 
them  or  to  turn  the  franchises  over  to 
other  companies  at  the  expiration  of 
their  life.  No  ordinance,  authorizing 
the  lease  of  a  plant  for  a  longer 
period  than  five  years,  or  renewing 
any  lease,  is  to  go  into  effect  for  sixty 
days  aflt-r  its  passage,  and  if  within 
that  lime  10  per  cent  of  the  voters 
registered  at  the  preceding  election 
sign  a  petition  calling  for  an  elec- 
tion upon  the  proposition,  such  an 
election    must    be    held. 

Instead  of  issuing  bonds  to  buy  or 
build  plants,  the  city  is  to  issue  cer- 
tificates, which  are  to  be  paid  out 
of    the    income    from    the    plants,    and 

never  out  of  the  other  city  funds.

Raisins  Governor's  Salary. 

The  house  yesterday  afternoon 
passed  a  bill  by  Representative  T.  J. 
Brady  of  St.  Paul  raising  the  salary 
of  the  governor  from  Jo.OOy  to  $7,00<} 
a  year,  and  after  an  hour's  wrangle 
on  the  bill  increasing  the  salaries  of 
the  supreme  court  and  district  court 
judges,  sent  that  bill  back  to  general 
orders,  so  that  it  can  be  amended  if 
the  house  approves  any  amendments 
that  may  be  oft'ered. 

Tlie  Brady  bill  passed  60  to  50.  so  it 
got  Just  the  exact  number  of  votes  need- 
ed to  put  it  through.  There  was  much 
explaining  of  votes  upon  the  roll  call, 
and  Representative  Rachie  raised  a 
laugh  by  saying  that  he  had  intended 
to  vote  for  the  bill,  but  he  was  deterred 
by  tlu>  constitutional  provision  thit 
no  member  of  the  legislature  may  accept 
an  office  which  has  been  created  or  the 
.'alary  of  which  has  been  raised  during 
his  term,  until  a  year  after  the  expira- 
tjon  of  that  term. 

"This,"  said  Mr.  Ra<?hie,  "would  pre- 
vent any  of  our  illustrious  colleagues 
from  running  for  governor  next  year,  so 
I    vote  no." 

i*peaker  Johnson  has  been  credited 
with  governorship  amlxltlons,  so  his 
vote  was  watched  with  interest.  Ap- 
parently he  did  not  fear  the  complica- 
tion suggested  by  Mr.  Rachde,  for  ha 
voted   for  the  bilL 

Representative  Dorsey  of  Glencoe 
spoke  against  the  bill,  and  voted  against 
it.  and  he  was  the  only  Democr*t  to  do 
so. 

In  explaining  his  vote  Frank  T.  White 
of  Elk  Rvler  said  that  this  is  a  great 
state,  and  Its  chief  executive  should  be 
well  paid.  He  was  not  afraid  to  vote 
to  increase  the  salary  of  a  Democratic 
governor,  and  he  considered  himself  as 
good  a   Republican  as   tlie  next  one.

On  the  judge's  salary  bill  Elmer  E. 
Adams  of  Fergus  Falls  read  a  long, 
carefully  prepared  and  pointed,  thoucr'i 
bitter,  speech  against  the  .bill,  in  whioa 
he  took  occasion  to  rap  the  legislature 
for  alleged  failure  to  accomplish  any- 
thing. 

"The  legislative  mountain  has  labored," 
he  declared,  "and  as  yet  I  have  not 
he.ard   even    the   squeak    of    a    mouse." 

Representative  W.  I.  Nolan  of  Minne- 
apolis   moved    that    the    eloquent    speech 
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of  Mr.  Adams  be  printed  in  the  Fergus 
Falls  Journal,  of  wlilon  Mr.  Adams  is 
editor,  and  continuing  said  that  if  every- 
body looked  at  things  In  as  narrow  a 
mitnner  as  Mr.  Adams  did.  Minnesota 
would   still   be   a   howling  wilderness. 

Representative  Spooner  of  Morris  mov- 
ed that  the  bill  be  placed  back  on  gen- 
eral orders  for  amendment  and  hia  mo- 
tion was  adopted,  60  to  53.  Though  it 
is  barely  possible  that  the  figures  will 
be  cut  somewhat,  the  bill  is  likely  to 
pass.  The  house  has  already,  at  pre^'- 
ious  sittings  on  the  bill,  voted  down 
about    every    amendment    that    oould    be 

offered.

The  house  passed  F.  B.  Wright's  bill 
p<  nsloning  the  citizen-.soldiers  who  partl- 
cir.ated  in  the  Indian  wars  ot  ISb'J  at  the 
rate  of  $12  a  month  from  Jan.  1,  liW5.

INSPECTION 
OF  BRIDGES 

Wooden    Structures    in 

City  Being  Examined 

by  Engineer. 

Many  Now  in  Use  Have 
Already  Been  Con- 
demned. 


The  annual  spring  Inspection  of  the 
city's  bridges  by  the  city  engineers  has 
commenced  and  J.  W.  Neff  and  C.  J. 
Voss  have  a  good  two  month's  job 
ahead  of  them  in  assuring  the  depart- 
ment that  the  city's  bridges  are  safe  for 
traffic. 

There  are  164  bridges  all  told,  in- 
cluding wood  and  steel  structures  to  be 
examined  by  the  inspectors  within  the 
city  limits,  though  it  Is  probable  that 
four  or  five  of  these  which  have  been 
condemned  in  years  past  and  upon 
which  no  repairs  have  been  authorized, 
will  not  be  examined  again  and  the 
condennatlon  simply  renewed  In  the 
engineer's   report.

present    inspection    will    devolop    some 

striking  needs  for  repairs  in  the  bridge* 

j  throughout  the  city.

New  York.  April  5.— May  G.  Sutton  of

H.  A.  Earnshaw,  secretary  of  the 
club;  Capt.  W.  R.  Marshall  and  M. 
F.  Jamar,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  house 
committee. 

E.  L.  Millar  filled  th&  position  of 
toastmaster  in  his  usual  happy  man- 
ner. His  wit.  his  broad  smile,  fairly 
radiating  good  cheer,  and  his  funny 
stories  kept  everybody  In  good  humor. 
In  his  opening  remarks  Mr.  Millar 
briefly  reviewed  the  splendid  growth 
of  the  yacht  club,  and  predicted  grand 
things  for  Its  future.  He  spoke  of  the 
coming  of  the  steel  plant,  and  of  the 
effect  it  would  have  upon  Duluth  and 
its  Institutions.  The  club,  he  asserted, 
was  and  always  would  be  noted  for  Its 
distinctiveness,  hospitality,  good  cheer 
and  comradshlp.

"In  twenty-five  yearg,"  said  the 
speaker,  "I  expect  to  ilee  Duluth  the 
third  or  fourth  largest  fctty  in  the 
country.  After  that  trme^there  is  no 
telling  Just  what  the  growtli  of  the  city 
will  be,  but  It  will  be  v^rj'  great. 

"Duluth  has  made  ta.\f  pi'o^reaa.  but 
she  has  not  gone  aheaA  so  fast  as  she 
should  have  gone  during  recent  years. 
This  is  because  of  the  'Isulk  of  manu- 
facturing plants  here.  The  steel  plant 
and  the  Northern  Power*  co'mpany  will 
mean  the  establlshmertt  <>^  many  fac- 
tories, and  from  now  on  the  growth 
of  the  city  will  be  something  for  the 
outside   world    to  marvel  at."

good  work  for  the  Duluth  Yacht  club 
as  he  has  been  doing  for  the  Duluth  & 
Iron  Range  railroad,"  said  W.  A.  Mc- 
Gonagle, "the  success  of  the  organiza- 
tion is  assured  for  all  time." 

Mr.  McGonagle  also  spoke  a  good 
word  for  Mr.  Cokefair  and  associates, 
saying  the  success  the  Great  Northern 
Power  company  has  met  here  had  more 
Influence  than  any  other  one  thing  in 
bringing  about  the  decision  of  the  Steel 
corporation  to  establish  a  steel  plant 
here.  He  as-serted  that  the  plant  was 
to  be  located  here  only  after  the  most 
careful  investigation,  and  on  its  merits 
as  a  business  proposition. 

"Certain  kinds  of  low  grade  ore 
found  In  Nortliern  Minnesota  oan  l)e 
turned  Into  iron  and  steel  in  Duluth 
to  much  better  advantage  and  profit 
than  In  Pittsburg,"  he  said.  "It  Is 
cheaper  to  bring  the  coal  here  than 
it  is  to  carry  the  Iron  ore  down 
there.  Duluth  Is  the  natural  and 
logical  distributing  center  of  the 
Northwei-';,  including  the  Canadian 
Northwest.  She  has  a  wonderfully 
bright  fu4nre.  Everj'thing  now  points 
to  a  rapid  and  marvelous  growth  and 
development. 

•'You  do  not  realize  just  what  it 
will  mean  to  have  a  steel  plant 
established  here.  None  of  us  do. 
That  sort  of  a  thing  always  Is  fol- 
lowed by  other  big  enterprises.  Du- 
luth Is  on  the  eve  of  a  wonderful 
awakening,  and  Mayor  Cullum  has 
not  overstated  the  probable  size  of 
the  city  at  the  end  of  twenty-five 
years.  The  time  is  now  ripe  for  our 
real  Industrial  awakening.  We  have 
gotten  beyond  the  point  where  we 
are  dependent  up-on  the  railroad 
rates  for  our  growth  and  develop- 
ment. In  two  years  Duluth  will 
have  rates  as  good  or  better  than  St.

Mr.  McGonagle  spoke  of  the  value 
of  outdoor  sports,  and  expressed  his 
pleasure  at  .seeing  so  many  young 
men   as   meoiibers. 

MaJ.  Fitch,  who  was  elected  an 
honorary  member,  spoke  of  the  har- 
bor improvements  in  prospect,  and 
promised  to  do  all  he  could  In  future 
toward  the  l>etterment  of  the  har- 
bor. He  made  an  Interesting  talk 
along  the  line  of  harbor  improve- 
ments. 

Commodore    Johoson    Speaks. 

Commodore  Johnson  briefly  reviewed 
the  growth  of  the  club,  telling  of  the 
small  beginning  and  of  the  organiza- 
tion as  It  is  at  present.  He  expressed 
the  hope  that  there  might  soon  be 
100  boats  in  the  club  fleet,  and  spoke 
particularly  of  the  launch  owners, 
who  have  become  members.  He  said 
the  Yacht  club  was  the  first  one  to 
give  any  attention  to  the  launch  en- 
thusiasts, and  told  of  the  many  con- 
veniences the  clubhouse  now  afforded 
the  launch  owner.

city  Attorney  J.  C.  McGilvery  of  Eve- 
leth,  who  Is  attending  the  district  court 
aa  one  of  the  attorneys  for  the  defense 
in  the  case  of  the  sta.te  against  Tony 
Pfczzulo.  expressed  his  opinion  of  Muni- 
cipal Judge  Vivian  Prince  of  Eveleth,  In 
a   vigorous    manner    this  morning. 

Judge  McGilvery  Is  very  indignant  at 
tho  attack  which  was  made  on  him  in  the 
range  corespondence  of  the  News  Tri- 
bune this  morning,  and  which  purports 
to  have  been  Instigated  by  Judge  Prince. 

In  the  article  In  question  Judge  Prince 
l9  said  to  have  made  charges  that  City 
Aiiornoy  McGilvery  is  retained  by 
the  defendants  In  city  cases  where  ho 
appears  as  prosecutor,  and  that  by  virtue 
of  his  ofiTcfc  he  is  able  to  have  cases  dis- 
mlfcsed,  the  court  being  powerless  to  pre- 
vent it. 

The  specific  Instance  referred  to  In  the 
article  Is  the  slander  case  of  Mrs.  Max 
Greenberg  against  her  relative,  Maunle 
Weyenberg. 

Judge  Prince,  according  to  the  news- 
paper article.  Is  claimed  to  have  accused 
Judge  McGilvery  of  acting  for  the  deten.se 
In  this  ca-se  and  three  others,  and  accuses 
him  of  having  received  a  consideration 
for   his  services. 

"I  wish  to  state,"  Ba4d  Judge  McGil- 
very, when  shown  the  article  in  question, 
"that  this  is  simply  another  drunken 
'brain  storm'  on  the  part  of  Judge 
Prmce." 

'"The  facts  In  the  Oreenberg  case  are 
these:  Mrs.  Greenberg  had  a  warrant 
sworn  out  for  her  nephew,  who  was  ac- 
cused of  slandering  her.  Judge  Prince 
was  in  Superior  at  the  time  and  his 
clerk  signed  the  court's  name  to  the  war- 
rant. The  cliief  of  police  came  to  me 
v/ith  the  warrant  and  stated  that  he  knew 
the  warrant  had  not  been  signed  by 
Judge  Prince  and  asked  mo  what  he 
ought  to  do  about  it.  I  told  him  he  ought 
to  be  very  careful  about  It,  that  he  ought 
to  lind  out  whether  the  court  authorized 
the  clerk   to  sign    his  nam«. 

"Mrs.  Greenberg's  nephew,  as  soon  as 
he  understood  the  situation,  stated  that 
he  was  perfectly  willing  to  appear  in 
court  and  would  take  no  advantage  of 
any  apparent  Irregularity  about  the  wax- 
rant. 

"Mrs.  Greenberg  was  sent  to  me.  I 
questioned  her  about  her  witnesses  and 
j  evidence.  She  said  she  had  but  two  wit- 
nesses and  these  would  not  swear  that 
her  nephew  slandered  her.  I  told  her 
|-tha/t  it  was  useless  to  prosecute  the  case 
if  she  had  no  evidence.  She  declared 
that  she  wanted  to  keep  htm  arrested. 
I  told  her  that  the  courts  of  law  could 
not  be  used  for  that  purpose.  Tlwtt 
afternoon  her  husband  came  to  my  office 
and  demanded  that  we  keep  on  prose- 
cuting his  relative.  He  even  ofE'.red  to 
pay  s>jinethlng  to  have  this  done.  I  told 
Greenberg  that  I  was  a  public  prosecu- 
tor,   not    a    perseci»lor.    , 

"The  case  came  up  before  Special 
Judge  Melnnls,  who  asked  nie  what  tho 
matter  was  about.  I  told  him  that  so. 
far  as  I  had  been  able  to  lea,rn  there 
was  no  case.  Greenberg,  who  was  pres- 
ent declared  t'ha,t  he  bad  two  witnesses 
who  would  swear  to  the  slander,  an  I 
the  court  continued  the  case  when  I  told 
Greenberg  to  bring  his  wiines.ses  to  ino 
so  I  could  Interrogate  them  as  to  wlvat 
they   know  about   tho   matter. 

••Nothing  more  was  heard  of  the  case 
for  a  time.  Mrs.  Greenberg^s  relative 
went   over   to   Aurora    to    work. 

•"When  Judge  Prince  came  back  Mrs. 
Greenberg  paid  him  a  visit  after  which 
Judge  Prince  sent  for  the  chief  of  po- 
Hce  and  wanted  to  know  why  the  nep- 
hew had  not  been  keT>t  In  cu.^tody.  He 
ordered  the  officer  to  go  to  Aurora  and 
get    the   nephew. 

■•Judge  Prince  then  criticised  me  for 
not  prosecuting  the  Cc»e  and  when  I 
told  him  that  it  reqiUfod  witnesses  to 
prosecute  a  Ase  for  the  city  he  declarfvd 
that  I  had  tho  testimony  of  Mrs.  Green- 
berg  and   that    sliould    be   sufficient. 

••I  turned  lotxse  on  Judge  Prince  and 
told  him  Just  what  I  tftought  of  his  opin- 
ions and  his  actions  all  through  the 
matter. 

••Judge  Prince  Is  nattjrally.  pre<tty  sore 
at  me  and  that  Is  probably  why  he 
made   the  \-1ciou3  attack  credited  to  him. 

•'Judge  Prince  has  been  afraid  right 
along  that  I  would  be  a  candidate  for 
municipal  Judgi  In  Eveleth,  where  I 
hold  some  property  and  am  a  taxpayer.

;  Joining  the  capltol  grounds,  he  ques- 
tioned the  long-established  precedeni 
that  a  governor  should  accept  free  rent. 
A  request  from  the  governor  to  Attor- 
ney-General Thompson  resulted  in  the 
filing  of  a  suit  before  the  supreme  c^urt 
of  the  state,  the  commonwealth  as- 
serting that  It  should  receive  a  monthly 
rental  of  $100  from  the  governor. 

I     The   court   decided   In   the   governor's 

j  favor.  It  ruled  that  occupancy  of  the 
mansion  was  not  a  perquisite  as  for- 
bidden by  the  constitution,  but  that  the 
use  of  the  mansion  by  the  executive 
was  not  prohibited  under  the  law  any 
more  -.ha  t'  e  governor's  occupancy  of 
his  office  In  the  capltol.

A  VETERAN  STABS 

FIVE  COMPANIONS. 


Dayton.  Ohio,  April  5.— William  H. 
Huflman,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  war, 
ran  amuck  at  the  soldiers'  home,  last 
night  and  stabbed  five  veterans  while 
they  ware  asleep.  Huffman  thought  the 
wounded  men  were  plotting  to  kill  him 
and  the  guards  had  a  struggle  before 
they  overpowered  him.

MAY  RAISE  RATES. 

ncrease  in  Freiglit  Rates  on  Western 
Roads  is  Predicted. 

Minneapolis,  April  5.— Rumors  are  rife 
in  local  railroad  circles  that,  following 
the  passage  of  the  2-cent  passenger  rate 
bill  in  this  state,  the  adverse  legisla- 
tion in  general  which  has  been  enacted 
In  the  Western  states  during  the  past 
wlntep  and  the  rise  in  freight  rates  on 
Eastern  roads,  freight  rates  on  Western 
roads  will  be  raised  in  the  near  future. 

One  railroad  official  interested  said: 
"It  would  be  but  natural  that  we  should 
follow  the  Eastern  roads.  The  local 
courts  will  soon  see  a  test  case  covering 
the  constitutional  validity  of  th«  2-cent 
fare  law  which  has  just  passed  the  Min- 
nesota legislature  and  which  all  of  the 
railroads  operating  in  this  state  look  upon 
as  oppressive." 

ELATED  OVER 
FIRST  VICTORY 

Deep  Waterways  Associa- 
tion Thanks  President 
for  Commission. 

Chicago,  April  5.— Elated  over  what 
they  were  inclined  to  believe  their  first 
victory,  the  board  of  governors  of  the 
Lakes  to  the  Gulf  Deep  Waterways  as- 
sociation, which  met  in  Chicago  yester- 
day, adopted  a  resolution  thanking 
President  Roosevelt  for  the  creation  of 
the  inland  waterways  commission. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  board  repre- 
sentatlng  almost  avery  state  touched 
by  the  Mississippi  river,  attended  the 
meeting  at  the  Auditorium  annex  in 
the  afternoon  and  the  banquet  tendered 
them  by  the  Commercial  Association  of 
Chicago  at  the  Union  club  last  night. 

Ways  and  means  for  prosecuting  the 
project  of  making  a  great  inland  sea 
of  the  Mississippi  river  and  of  ob- 
taining a  permanent  ship  canal  be- 
tween Lake  Michigan  and  the  Qulf  of 
Mexico  took  up  the  greater  portion  of 
the  meeting.  Finances  were  discussed 
at  length  and  a  special  advisory  com- 
mittee to  be  made  up  of  the  governors 
of  all  the  states  In  the  Mississippi  val- 
ley, with  Governor  Deneen  of  Illinois 
as  chairman,  was  decided  upon.  Mem- 
phis was  selected  as  the  place  for  the 
next  convention  of  the  organization, 
and  the  date  was  fixed  at  Nov.  21. 

Discussion  of   the  project    waa   con- 


tinued at  the  banquet.  All  the  speakers 
dwelt  upon  the  prospects  for  the  final 
sucoe.sa  of  the  movement.  David  R. 
Forgan,  first  vic3  president  of  tlie  as- 
sociation, was  toastmaster,  and 
.speeches  were  made  by  William  K. 
Kavanaugh  of  St.  Louis,  president  of 
the  assfx;iation;  Dr.  W.  J.  McGee  of 
St.  Lrouis.  a  member  of  the  inland  wa- 
terways oimmission.  re-^ently  appointed 
by  President  Roosevelt;  Congrossnian 
WMliiam  Lorimer  of  Chicago:  Alexander 
Scott  of  Rosedale,  Miss.,  and  several 
others. 


French  claims  were  presented  to  the 
Sultan.

Through  the  Duluth  ship  canal  into 
Lake  Superior,  down  the  lake  to  the 
Sault,  pass  Detroit  a>nd  into  Lake  Erie, 
through  the  Welland  canal  into  Lake 
Ontario  and  the  St.  Lawrence  river,  out 
Inito  the  Atlantic  ocean,  through  the 
Straits  of  Magellan  at  the  southern  end 
of  South  America  and  thence  up  the 
Paclfi-c   to  San   Francisco. 

Within  a  few  weeks  the  steamer  Win- 
nebago will  leave  the  Head  of  the  Lakes 
on  the  long  voyage  outlined  as  above. 
She  will  be  the  first  boat  which  has  ever 
taken  a  cargo  from  the  Great  Lakes  to 
the  Pacific  coast  ports.  The  total  num- 
ber of  miles  in  the  voyage  will  be  about 
15,500  and  the  trip  will  greatly  surpass 
in  length  the  famous  trip  of  the  Battle- 
ship  Oregon   during   the   Spanish    war. 

The  steamer  Winnebago  has  been. pur- 
chased by  the  Coast  Shipping  company 
of  San  Francisco  and  will  be  used  in  the 
Pacific  coast  trade.  She  waa  formerly 
owned  by  the  Iroquois  Navigation  com- 
pany of  Chicago  and  was  sold  the  first 
of  the  year.  She  is  a  steel  boat  with 
a  length  of  227  feat,  width  of  40  feet,  and 
a  deipth  of  16  feet. 

Capt.  J.  H.  Ewart  of  San  Francisco. 
who  is  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Coast 
Shipping  company,  arrived  in  Duluth  a 
few  weeks  ago  and  is  at  present  engag- 
ed in  superintending  certain  repairs 
which  the  Winneba«o  is  undergoing  at 
Superior.

Fire  Destroys  Sanitarium 

in  Connecticut— One 

Inmate  Burned. 

South  Windham.  Conn.,  April  C— 
One  woman,  Mrs.  Laura  Backus,  an 
insane  patient,  lost  her  life  In  a  fire 
which  destroyed  the  Grand  View  san- 
itarium, here,  early  today.  All  the 
other  patients  were  taken  out  of  the 
building  without  harm,  although 
there  was  no  time  to  clothe  them. 
The  sanitarium  was  a  three-story 
frame  structure,  formerly  tised  as  a 
summer  hotel,  but  of  late  years  con- 
ducted as  a  private  hotel  for  dipso- 
maniacs. There  were  sixteen  pa- 
tient.'- in  the  house,  and  several  of 
them  had  to  be  removed  by  force. 
One  man  refused  to  leave  his  room 
on  the  third  floor,  and  was  taken 
out  by  a  wintlow  and  down  a  ladder 
after  a  hard  struggle. 

Mrs.  Backus,,  who  had  been  taken 
from  her  ro<jm  and  left  in  a  lower 
hall,  could  not  be  found,  and  the 
house  physician  believes  she  rushed 
up  stanrs  again  and  was  burned.  She 
was  a  town  charge  of  Windham,  and 
was  being  kept  at  the  sanitarium 
until  she  could  be  admitted  to  the 
insane  hospital  at  Norwich.

When  asked  as  to  the  plans 
for  the  plant  to  be  built  by 
the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration at  Duluth,  Elbert 
Garj^  chairman  of  the  exe- 
cutive committee,  said: 

"The  advisability  of  build- 
ing a  large  plant  at  Duluth 
has  been  long  considered  and 
the  plan  is  to  be  carried  out 
at  the  initial  cost  of  $6,000,- 
000.  In  t'wo  years  the  work, 
as  at  present  planned,  will 
be  completed. 

"A  determining  factor  on 
the  decision  to  build  at  Du- 
luth is  the  great  cost  of 
sending  the  ore  fleet  up  the 
lakes  in  water  ballast  or  with 
Ismail  tonnages  of  fuel  and 
other  supplies.  The  large 
ships  of  our  fleet  carry  from 
10,000  to  13,000  tons  of  iron 
ore  on  a  draught  of  nine- 
teen feet,  and  they  make 
eighteen  round  trips  in  the 
season.  Last  season  about 
35,000,000  tons  of  iron  ore 
were  taken  down  the  lakes. 
The  haul  from  the  Mesaba 
range,  from  which  the 
largest  shipments  of  iron  ore 
are  made,  to  the  Pittsburg 
district,   is    1,025   miles."

They 
made  a  motion,  y<sterday,  for  at 
change  of  venue,  clai  ning  that  Four- 
nier could  not  get  a  fair  trial  here, 
because  of  the  great  notoriety  the

"Wo  spend  thousands  of  dollars  a  year 
for  tliat  one  little  commodity."  a  pur- 
chasing ag<^nt  of  a  largn  railroad  system 
said  a  few  days  ago.  "Kvmy  time  a  train 
of  cars  leaves  the  station  in  Jersey  City 
or  the  Orand  Central  station  tn  New 
York,  soap  haa  to  l>e  provided  for  both 
ends  of  each  one  of  the  coaches. 

"The  man  in  charge  of  the  train  has 
dcllvcrod  to  him  a  supply  that  will  satis- 
fy the  needs  of  the  passengers  until  the 
train  lias  made  its  trip,  no  matter  whore 
Its  destination  is.  One  railroad  company 
which  I  know  sends  out  30.000  cakes  of 
BOtip    ev»ry   day.  ' 

"The  only  trouble  about  the  matter  l.s 
that  many  of  the  cleaners  and  other  em- 
ployes pocket  some  of  the  cakos  of  soap, 
and  t\u;j\  again  some  of  fhe  pa.-^sengers 
who  have  failed  to  provide  tliemselves 
with  a  cake  of  toilet  soap,  filch  the  cakes 
before  any  of  them  have  been  used  more 
than  once  or  twice.  In  this  way  thou- 
sands of  cakes  of  soap  are  lost  every  day. 
but  what  can  you  do? 

"If  wo  could  control  the  waste  we 
would  be  able  to  save  thousands  of 
dollars  a  year.  It  Is  a  good  thing  for  us 
that  Bomti  of  the  traveling  public  fights 
Bhy  of  the  use  of  the  soap  we  supply. 
not  because  there  is  anything  unwhole- 
some about  the  soap  itself,  but  because 
tiiey  seem  to  feel  that  the  hygenic  condi- 
tions surrounding  the  soap  are  not  all 
that  th»^y  should  be.  I  know  that  one 
woman  friend  of  mine  told  me  that  she 
believed  that  germs  cjuld  be  communi- 
cated through  the  water  that  accumu- 
lates around  a  cake  of  soap  in  the 
holder. 

"Another  very  large  Item  of  expense 
la  that  of  the  laundry.  We  spend  thou- 
sands of  dollars  every  year  In  providing 
Individual  towels  'or  travelers. 

"The  roller  towel  disappeared  years 
ago.  not  only  from  railroad  trains,  but 
you  rarely  see  a  roller  towel  now  in  any- 
public  washroom  in  a  hotel  or  office  build- 
ing. There  was  such  a  fuss  about  It  on 
the  part  of  the  patrons  that  it  had  to  be 
given  up.  Even  in  our  machine  shops  the 
roller  towel  is  no  longer  used. 

"It  is  such  Incidental  expenses  as  these 
that  the  public  does  not  take  into  con- 
eldcratlon  that  makes  the  m'tintenanc©  of 
a  railroad  a  very  expensive  thing."

Convinced  Postmaster  He  Was  Scandi- 
navian and  Got  $200. 

Chicago.  April  6. — "How  to  tell  a 
negro  from  a  Swede."  may  be  added 
to  the  revised  directions  which 
Uncle  Sam  issues  to  his  postma-sters, 
aa  a  result  of  the  arrest  of  Clarence 
Johnson,    a    Chicago    negro. 

According  to  the  po.stal  authorities, 
Johnson  succeeded  in  convincing 
Thomas  G.  Lawler.  postmaster  at 
Rockford,  111.,  that  he  was  of  Swed- 
ish parentage  and  thus  secured  $200 
on   a    postal   money   order. 

"Of  course  I  am  a  Swede,"  the  negro 
Is  said  to  have  told  the  man  in  charge 
of  the  money  order  window  at  the 
Rockford  postoffice,  when  the  latter 
asked  for  proof  of  identity.  "Why  any 
fool  could  see  that.  My  father  was 
torn  in  Stockholm  and  my  grandfather 
fought  unde.r  Charles  XII."

PHRASES  WITH  A  STORV. 

Some  Common  Expressions  Traced  to 
Their  Forgotten  Sources. 

Los  Angeles  Times:  Many  oi  the  com- 
mcnest  phrases  and  proverbial  expre.s- 
slons  have  an  interesting  history.  Som« 
preserve  a  trace  of  exploded  beliefs,  or 
obiolete  customs.  Some  were  uttered  by 
eminent    men    on    occaalona    of    moment. 

LiKe  ancient  worn-out  coins,  others  have 
lost  their  original  shape  and  impressioo. 
^^ld  require  the  labors  of  archeologists 
to    restor-i    their    primitive    meaning. 

'The  devil  to  pay"  is  a  good  example 
of  a  mutllat'.'d  phrase.  On  the  face  of 
it  this  popular  synonym  for  aa  embar- 
rassing po.sition  looks  ea.sy  of  interpre- 
tation. Every t>ody  has  heard  of  the  old 
superstition  that  Satan  was  always  ready 
to  pay  in  gold  or  granted  wishes  for  a 
n'.ortgage  on  a  man'.s  soul.  And  when  the 
note  became  due,  what  more  terrible  Ox 
fiT  a  man  than,  like  Faust,  to  have  tha 
devil    to   pay  7 

But  the  phra.se.  v.hen  restored  to  It* 
ancient  form,  reads:  "The  devil  to  pay, 
and  no  pitch  hot."  It  is  a  nautical  ex- 
rre.ssion  for  a  very  lough  jol).  To  pay. 
or  smear  witli  pitch  (paih,  in  French,)  a 
seam  in  an  unhandy  position  close  to  the 
keel,  with  no  niateriala  ready  and  the 
tide  creeping  in  on  the  careened  vessel, 
i-j  very  difttcult.  Tlie  fit  term  for  such  a 
troublecome  seam  was;  "The  devil."  So 
sailors  felt,  and  they  christened  It  ac- 
cordingly. L.and3men,  having  troubles  of 
their  own.  employed  the  seaman's  pro- 
verb, but  soon  cut  It  down,  and  ob- 
scured its  technicality,  while  retaiathS 
the  general  import. 

"A  miss  is  as  good  as  a  mile"  la  a 
foreign  adage  that  became  hopelessly 
corrupted,  after  being  translated  Into 
English.  If  proverbs  should  contain 
the  concentrated  wisdom  of  the  an- 
cients, it  seems  a  poor  specimen  of  a 
proverb.  In  its  English  shape  it  is  a 
commonplace  observation,  lacking  in 
pungency.  But  restorcl  it  runs; 
"Amice  is  as  good  as  Amile."  Tliia 
was  what  folk  said  in  France,  in  the 
days  of  good  King  Pepin,  of  two  cele- 
brated friends  who  were  rivals  only 
In-  deeds  of  altruism.  If  Amice  made 
some  astonishing  sacrifice  of  his  inter- 
ests for  his  friend's  sake.  Amile  was 
unhappy  till  he  had  got  oven  with  him. 
Thus  thoy  went  on  capping  benefits,  till 
the  neighbors  gave  out  their  verdict 
in  the  shape  of  tlie  proverb.  This  pass- 
ed over  into  Kngland.  where  Norman- 
French  was  current  in  courtly  circles. 
But  turned  into  common  English,  the 
people  soon  made  a  hash  of  it;  per- 
haps tiiey  discredited  the  story  with 
Its   outlandish    names. 

What  more  suitable  exprf^sslon  could 
one  Invent  to  apply  to  a  hand  of  volun- 
teers, animated  with  the  courage  of 
despair,  and  launched  against  an  Im- 
pregnable position,  than  "forlorn  hope." 
It  seems  charged  with  poetic  feeling. 
Some  of  this  evapor.ates,  wrhen  the  his- 
tory of  the  phrase  Is  inquired  Into. 
Hope  does  not  signify  the  Christian 
virtue  in  this  place;  it  is  the  Dutch 
"lioop.'  which  means  "a  band."  For- 
lorn, a  word  of  poetical  quality  in  mod- 
ern English,  is  almost  identical  with 
the  Dutch  for  "lost,"  and  the  whole 
phrase  means  simply  a  lost  band.  En- 
fants  perdus  Is  Its  French  equivalent. 
Many  of  the  military  terms  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  are  naturalized  foreign- 
ers, but  few  have  acquired  since  their 
adoption  so  peculiar  a  twist  as  this. 

A  "licking,"  ais  every  schoolboy  knows, 
means  the  tsame  thing  as  a  beating.  If 
aj?ked  to  explain  the  meaning  of  the 
phra.se  "licked  Into  shape,"  as  applied  to 
youngsters,  he  would  probably  refer  it  to 
the  discipline  of  the  fists  or  the  cane. 
Rightly,  too.  I  believe,  for  tho  slang  word, 
now  tw^o  or  three  genoration.s  old.  very 
likely  originated  at  a  school  where  ""lick- 
Inij  into  shape"  had  coma  to  be  inter- 
preitMl  as  forming  the  maners  with  tha 
rod.  The  phrsLse  was  originally  of  much 
milder  import.  It  derives  from  an  ancient 
and  very  curious  notion  once  current 
that  bear  cubs  were  dropped  in  a  plastto 
unUormed  condition,  an  dshaped  by  iheir 
mother's  tongue,  as  clay  is  molded  by  the 
sculptor.  It  seems  well-nigh  incredlbla 
that  people  could  ha.ve  believed  such  ab- 
surdities. But  tiiere  are  plenty  of  re- 
ferences In  Engli.=!h  literature  to  their 
credulity.  One  of  the  latest  occurs  in 
Huilibras: 

"Whelped  without  form,  until  th^  dam 
Hath  licked  it  into  shape  and  frame." 
About  the  same  time  Sir  T.   Browne  de- 
voted a  whole  chapter  m  his  "Vulgar  Er- 
rors"   to    the    exposure    of    this    fabulous 
natural  history. 

Very  many  popular  expressions,  "fam- 
iliar in  our  mouths  as  household  words," 
draw  their  meaning  from  customs  long 
extinct.  The  heir  to  an  estate,  the  suc- 
cessor to  an  official  position.  Is  said  to 
stop  Into  his  predecessor's  shoes.  In  tha 
early  davs  of  Norway,  this  was  no  meta- 
pl  er.  but  a  literal  fact;  It  was  part  of 
fi.»  "ceremony  that  took  place  on  tho 
Induction  of  an  officer  of  state.  Norse 
crstom  required  the  same  performaiico 
from  an  adopted  son.  But  h;  was  not 
obliged  to  wear  his  new  father's  shoes, 
whether  they  fitted  him  or  not,  it  was 
quite  enough  for  him  to  put  them  on. 
Even  now  one  .sometimes  hears  it  said  of 
a  man  who  has  taken  an  irrevocable 
step:     ""He  has  put  his  foot  in  It." 

Wh-^n  a  ma  n.says  he  is  determined  to 
g^i  a  thing  "by  hook  or  crook."  It  Is  Im- 
plietl  that  he  will  stick  at  nothing.  In 
the  course  of  Its  long  lite  the  phrase  has 
acquired   a  new   na%'or.

Meanwhile  those  countries 
have  found  it  expedient  to  mobilize 
troops  on  their  respective  frontiers. 
When  I  left  home  Salvador  had  about 
2,500  men  on  the  border,  though  it 
would  be  possible  to  increase  that 
number  to  25,000. 

"Even  though  Salvador,  Costa  Rica, 
and  Guatemala  are  not  directly  en- 
gaged in  war,  they  necessarily  suffer  a^ 
long  as  the  war  continues.  Their  com- 
merce is  destroyed  to  a  large  extent. 
Business  must  be  dormant  for  the 
time  being.  Commuiiicallon  must  be 
interrupted.  The  people  are  thrown  in- 
to  unrest. 

"The  conservative  people  of  Central 
America  are  tired  of  these  wars,  which 
have  continued  for  half  a  century.  They 
realize  that  if  all  the  money  that  has 
been  spent  for  slaughter  and  the  satis- 
faction of  the  selffish  ambitions  of 
some  individuals  during  that  time  had 
been  turned  to  the  building  of  good 
roads,  schools  and  other  instrumentali- 
ties of  civilization,  Central  America 
would  probably  comprise  one  united, 
prosperous  and  happy  nation  today. 
These  means  of  communication  that 
have  been  established,  already  have 
brought  the  people  of  the  countries  into 
closer  relations,  but  the  time  has  not  '• 
yet  come  when  it  would  be  possible  to  I  j^^ 
amalgamate  them  into  one  confeder- 
acy, either  by  force  or  convention,  be- 
cause the  nation  would  again  break 
up  as  a  result  of  the  insufficient 
means  of  putting  down  numerous  in- 
surrections. But  within  ten  years  the 
time  may  come  when  such  a  plan  would 
be  entirely   feasible."

EXTRBJIELY  MAD 
AT  COL  GRAVES 

Is  Mrs.  Von  Claussen, 
Who  is  South  Da- 
kota Divorcee. 

New  York,  April  6.— Mrs.  Ida  M.  von 
Claussen,  wealthy,  young  and  pretty, 
who  asserts  that  Charles  H.  Graves, 
United  States  minister  to  Sweden  treat- 
ed with  contempt  her  request  to  be 
presented  to  the  court  of  Sweden,  after 
King  Oscar  had  requested  her  to  make 
herself  known  at  the  court  should  she 
visit  Sweden,  has  sent  to  Secretary 
Root  a  bitter  protest  against  the  treat- 
ment she  says  she  received  from  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Graves. 

"I  am  doing  this  not  because  I  am 
socially  ambitious,"  explained  Mrs.  von 
Claussen.  "but  to  let  this  government 
know  the  way  American  women  are 
treated  at  the  hands  of  Its  representa- 
tives. I  shall  insist  upon  proper  re- 
dress from  the  government  and  ask 
them  to  arrange  for  my  presenta.tion  at 
court  later." 

Mrs.  Von  Claussen  obtained  a  di- 
vorce from  her  husband,  William 
Francis  Honan  in  1906.  in  the  South 
Dakota  courts.  Since  that  time  she 
has  lived  abroad  a  great  deal,  and  re- 
cently became  engaged  to  Baron  Llnd- 
berg,  former  consul  to  Spain  from  Swe- 
den. 

In  her  letter  to  the  state  department

Are  Boosted. 

Board  Shows  Disposition 

to  be  as  Liberal  as 

Possible. 


The  election  of  ttachers  to  hold 
forth  In  the  public  schools  of  Du- 
luth  next  term  took  place  at  the 
meeting  of  the  board  of  education 
last  evening,  and  was  by  far  the 
most  Important  matter  to  come  be- 
fore   that    body. 

The  appointment  of  the  teachers 
is  a  matter  in  which  many  persons 
are  interested.  The  mtmbers  of  the 
committee  on  teachers  and  schools, 
on  whose  recommendations  the  ap- 
pointments were  made  by  the  board, 
showed  a  disposition  to  grant  as 
large  increases  in  salary  as  the  pres- 
ent schedule  under  which  the  mem- 
bers are  working  would  permit,  and 
the  other  members  of  the  board 
showed  that  they  were  not  adverse 
to  boosting  the  wages  of  ihe  teach- 
ers  as   much    as    possible.

VIRGINIA'S  NKiW  SAWMILL. 

Contracts  Let  for  Urge  Boilers  and 
Mammoth  Reluse  Burner. 

Virginia,  Minn.,  April  6.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— A  contiact  for  the  addition 
of  six  150  horsepower  boilers  to  the  power 
plant  of  the  Virginia  Lumber  company 
has  been  granted  to  the  Gogebic  Boiler 
works  of  Duluth.  This  concern  will  have 
the  boilers  on  the  ground  within  the  next 
three  weeks,  three  of  them  within  two 
weeks.  This  will  make  a  battery  of 
eleven  boilers  all  told.  In  the  mammoth 
power  plant,  which  will  furnish  steam 
to  the  l,000-horsepow?r  engine  that  will 
operate  the  new  saw  mill,  the  400-horse- 
power  engine  that  rurs  the  lath  mill,  and 
the  engine  that  drlv<s  the  electric  light 
^ynr.mo. 

A  contract  has  beei  let  to  the  North- 
western Boiler  works  of  Duluth  for  the 
erection  of  a  mammoth  refuse  burner 
which  will  be  located  out  in  the  lake  a 
considerable  di.stance  from  the  mill.  | 

The    driving   of   piles   In    the    lake   as   a 
part   of   the  toundatlon    for   the   new    mill  ■ 
will  be  started  within  the  next  week.  ; 

The  work  started  has  already  brought 
a  number  of  new  families  to  town  who 
are  experiencing  much  difficulty  to  pro- 
cure places  to  live  in.

VIRGINU  LJGHT  COMPANY 

Would  Establish  Day  Circuit  If  Given 
Sufficient  Contracts. 

Virginia,  Minn..  April  6.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— At  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Virginia  Commercial  club  Man- 
ager O.  L.  Griggs  of  the  Virginia  Light 
and  Water  company  stated  that  the 
company  is  now  prepared  to  establish 
day  circuit  if  sufficient  business 
be  assured  at  the  start  to  insure 
.  .  -Jig  expenses  so  that  once  the  cir- 
cuit is  started  the  company  would  not 
be  compelled  to  shut  down  again.  He 
said  that  but  very  little  light  would 
be  used  in  the  daytime  during  the 
summer  months  and  that  It  would  be 
neeessary  to  secure  contracts  to  the 
amount  of  60  to  75-horse  power.  If  all 
the  small,  users  of  power  In  the  city 
would  agree  to  use  electricity  the  day 
circuit  would  be  established,  but  sev- 
eral of  those  talked  with  hesitated  to 
make  the  change  because  of  the  initial 
cost.  On  motion  President  Tredway 
was  authorized  to  appoint  a  commit- 
tee of  three  to  assist  the  manager  of 
the  electric  light  company  to  secure  a 
sufficient  number  of  contracts  if  pos- 
sible to  insure  the  Inauguration  of  a 
dav  circuit. 

After  this  matter  was  disposed  of  M. 
Stelnburg  arose  and  made  the  charge 
t'lint  users  of  light  and  water  in  Vir- 
ginia w^ere  compelled  to  pay  much 
more  than  the  citizens  of  surrounding 
towns  and  said  that  he  was  prepared 
to  prove  It.  Manager  Griggs  replied 
tliat  the  charge  w^as  not  true  except  .as 
to  Hlbbing,  where  the  electric  light 
plant  Is  not  meeting  expenses  and 
where  coal  bills  were  paid  out  of  the 
general  fund.  On  motion  the  secretary 
was  Instructed  to  write  to  all  the  other 
range  towns  for  Information  on  the 
subject.  *  ««1 

President  Tredway  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  proposed  tonnage 
tax  on  iron  ore  had  been  defeated  In 
the  house  of  representatives  and  said 
that  whereas  the  work  of  Representa- 
tive C.  B.  Miller  against  the  proposi- 
tion had  been  very  effective  he  be- 
lieved the  club  should  send  Mr.  Miller 
a  letter  of  thanks.  Such  proceedure 
was  ordered  but  later  the  plan  w^as 
changed  so  that  each  of  the  senators 
and  representatives  from  this  county 
will   receive   letters  of  commendation.

latures, has  resulted  in  the  passage  of  the  meas- 
ures by  eight  of  these  states  and  in  prompt  signa- 
tures by  the  executives  in  each  instance.  Three 
«tetes  have  the  matter  still  under  consideration  by 
their  assemblies.  One— Kansas— refused  to  take 
any  action.  Two— Wisconsin  and  North  Dakota- 
compromised  on  the  2j.4-cent  rate. 

The  states  that  have  enacted  2-cent  fare  laws 
are,  practically  in  the  order  in  which  they  acted, 
Mississippi,  Arkansas.  Nebraska,  Missouri,  Iowa, 
Indiana,  Minnesota  and  Pennsylvania.  In  Missis- 
iippi.  the  railroads  have  already  taken  legal  action 
to  estop  the  putting  of  the  law  into  effect.  In 
Arkansas,  Missouri  and  Nebraska,  the  systems 
have  adopted  retaliatory  tactics  and  have  either 
materially  reduced  their  service  or  are  planning  to 
do  so.  In  Indiana,  where  the  electric  lines  are 
extensive,  as  in  Ohio,  the  pioneer  in  the  2-cent 
fare  scheme,  the  steam  roads  are  apparently  re- 
signed. In  Pennsylvania,  Presidents  McCrea  of 
the  Pennsylvania  system  and  Baer  of  the  Read- 
ing declare  vehemently  that  thoy  will  be  forced  to 
use  cheaper  equipment.  In  Iowa  and  Minnesota, 
In  which  states  efforts  to  compromise  on  2j^  cents 
failed,  there  have  been  hints  of  "2-cent  service  for 
a-cent  fares,"  but  this  has  not  come  from  the  mas- 
ter-minds of  any  of  the  roads. 

In  Michigan,  where  the  measure  to  reduce  rates 
in  the  lower  peninsula  to  2  cents  on  lines  earning 
over  $i,2O0  a  mile  per  year  seemed  in  danger  of 
being  killed.  Governor  Warner  himself  took  such 
action  as  will  undoubtedly  secure  the  passage  of 
the  bill  by  both  houses,  one  of  which — the  senate — 
has  already  taken  action.  One  house  of  the  Illi- 
nois legislature  has  passed  a  2-cent  act  and  the 
other  is  almost  certain  to  do  so.  New  York  which 
has  2  cents  for  long  distances  on  the  trunk  lines 
it  likely  to  make  the  maximum  the  same  on  all 
roads. 

The  railroads  generally  contend  that  they  will 
have  to  put  on  cheaper  trains  with  cheaper  equip- 
ments, will  have  to  countermand  orders  for  costly 
new  coaches  and  will  also  be  compelled  to  aban- 
don their  limited  service  with  the  cars  of  the  high- 
est and  most  expensive  type.  The  advocates  of 
the  reduced  rates  contend,  on  the  contrary,  that 
cheaper  fares  will  soon  result  in  such  increase  in 
travel  as  will  yield  the  roads  greater  revenues  than 
ever  and,  so  far  as  weight  of  precedent  is  concern- 
ed, they  have  the  better  of  this  argument.  The  rail- 
roads must  also  give  credit  for  the  goodly  increase 
in  revenue  due  to  the  cutting  off  of  all  free  trans- 
portation. 

In  some  cases,  there  is  talk  of  retaliation,  if  the 
railroads  shall  install  cheaper  equipment  and  econo- 
mize on  train  service.  It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped, 
howfver,  that  talk  of  this  kind  will  subside  and 
the  railroads  be  left  in  peace  to  work  out  the  prob- 
lems which  are  already  sufficiently  complicated. 


IDEAL  FARMING  REGION. 

The  assured  doubling  of  the  present  population 
of  Duluth  consequent  on  the  establishment  of  the 
great  steel  plant  and  attendant  industries,  with 
their  thousands  of  busy  workmen  and  their  fami- 
lies, and  the  great  increase  in  the  working  forces 
in  the  iron  mining  sections,  because  of  the  added 
requirements  of  the  new  plant  here  as  well  as  the 
one  now  being  constructed  at  Gary,  Ind.,  will  in- 
•vitably  result  in  a  grand  demand  for  lands  in 
Northern  Minnesota  adapted  to  dairy  and  truck 
farming  and  will  surely  give  that  section  the  great- 
est possible  impetus. 

It  it  estimated  that  every  year  no  less  than 
$3,000,000  worth  of  farm  and  dairy  products  are 
imported  from  other  states  to  Duluth  and  the  range 
towns  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  present  healthily 
hungry  population.  With  the  great  increase  in  the 
number  to  be  fed,  the  above  amount  is  more  likely 
to  be  tripled  than  doubled.  And  experts  agree 
unanimously  that  there  is  no  reason  why  practi- 
cally every  cent  of  this  should  not  be  kept  in 
Northern  Minnesota.  It  is  declared  that  all  of  the 
present  demands,  except  that  for  tropical  fruits, 
could  easily  be  supplied  from  the  unoccupied  farm 
lands  of  St.  Louis  county  while  the  rich  acres  of 
the  remainder  of  Northern  Minnesota,  now  going 
to  waste,  could  be  made  to  feed  a  goodly  empire. 

Certain  is  it  that  this  entire  section  of  the  state 
offers  unrivalled  opportunities  for  most  profitable 
dairy  farming  of  the  very  highest  grade,  for  the 
breeding  of  fine  beef  cattle  and  hogs  and  for  the 
raising  of  sheep  equal  to  those  of  Vermont.  In 
addition,  it  has  been  thoroughly  proved  in  isolated 
cases  that  all  sorts  of  vegetables  can  be  made  to 
produce  as  prolifically  as  in  any  of  what  are  now 
known  at  the  most  favored  truck-farming  sections 
of  America  and  that,  acre  for  acre,  the  Northern 
Minnesota  average  for  most  vegetables  will  surpass 
those  of  any  other  portion  of  the  country. 

In  about  two  months,  300,000  acres  of  high- 
grade  farming  lands  owned  by  the  state  will  be 
gold  publicly.  Those  who  are  wise  will  eagerly  bid 
for  and  secure  all  of  this  land  and  begin  immediate 
preparations  for  supplying  the  ever  growing  needs 
of  the  people  of  Duluth  and  the  mining  towns,  cer- 
tain to  be  doubled  in  the  immediate  future.  Those 
who  shall  flrat  embark  systematically  in  the  busi- 
ness will  reap  comfortable  fortunes  in  a  few  years 


and  will  at  the  same  time  see  the  values  of  their 
farms  increase  many  fold. 

No  portion  of  America  offers  greater  opportuni- 
ties for  the  intelligent  homeseeker  than  does  North- 
ern Minnesota  today,  and  nowhere  can  good  lands 
be  secured  at  as  low  rates.  The  apparent  difficulty 
of  getting  products  to  market  will  inevitably  be 
swept  away  as  soon  as  the  supplies  are  ready  for 
shipment.  There  is  no  reason  why  this  entire  sec- 
tion should  not  in  a  few  years  become  the  ideal 
dairy  and  truck  farm  region  of  America.  And  it 
surely  will. 


"BRAIN  STORM"  OR  SCHEME. 

Has  President  Roosevelt,  who  has  lately  been 
reported  to  be  showing  signs  of  the  results  of  over- 
strenuousnest,  begun  to  have  a  "brain  storm?"  Or  is 
the  Chicago  Tribune's  Washington  correspondent 
"seeing  things"  and  attributing  them  to  White 
House  inspiration?  Or  is  this  the  first  move  to 
arouse  the  people  and  "compel"  Roosevelt  to  call 
back  his  oft-repeated  declination  to  run  again? 

One  or  the  other  alternative  would  certainly 
seem  to  be  the  only  explanation  of  the  wild,  wierd 
story  sent  out  from  Washington  that  Harriman, 
Morgan,  the  Rockefellers  and  their  Standard  Oil 
followers,  the  tobacco  and  sugar  trusts  and  "other 
big  interests"  of  the  country  had  entered  into  a 
sort  of  "offensive  and  defensive  alliance"  to  "dis- 
credit President  Roosevelt,"  block  his  reform  poli- 
cies and  prevent  the  nomination  of  "any  Roosevelt 
man"  for  president  by  the  Republicans  next  year. 

Just  what  sort  of  an  "anti-Roosevelt  conspiracy" 
is  under  way  in  Pennsylvania,  where  the  people 
have  their  hands  full  of  the  state  house  steal,  or 
in  California,  where  the  Ruef-Schmitz  boodle  and 
graft  scandal  has  just  begun  to  disclose  its  ramifi- 
cations, "doth  not  yet  appear."  In  Ohio,  however, 
is  it  not  dignifying  Foraker  a  mite  too  much  to 
make  him  the  head  tool  of  a  giant  trust  plot?  Cer- 
tainly, he  is  not  big  enough  for  any  such  place,  no 
matter  how  he  may  regard  himself. 

Just  how  "brain-stormy,"  the  whole  story  is  a 
moment's  consideration  will  show.  John  D.  Rocke- 
feller has  lately  been  hotly  denouncing  "stock 
watering"  and  Harriman  methods  and  when  he 
talks  he  talks  honestly.  The  tobacco  and  sugar 
trusts  hate  Roosevelt,  but  they  have  no  love  for 
Harriman  and  Morgan.  H.  H.  Rogers  has  also 
never  trained  with  the  Harriman-Morgan  set.  In 
fact,  even  if  the  "big  interests"  were  in  a  great 
"conspiracy"  now,  they  would  be  in  a  red-hot  war 
long  before  next  year.  And  how  many  of  them 
would  relish  the  prospect  of  W.  J.  Bryan  in  the 
White  House — the  dead-open-and-shut  result  of 
Republican   dissension? 

This  new  story,  if  it  has  any  real  or  fancied 
basis  outside  of  the  correspondent's  mind,  certainly 
indicates  either  presidential  "brain  storm"  or 
presidential  sounding  of  the  people  preliminary  to 
a  more  or  less  graceful  withdrawal  of  "I  shall 
never  run  again." 


HIGH  SOCIETY'S  WAR. 

The  war  that  has  broken  out  in  high  society 
in  Washington,  with  Mrs.  Roosevelt  in  command 
of  one  army,  and  Mrs.  Wadsworth  leading  the 
hosts  of  the  multi-millionaires  and  would-be  exclu- 
sive aristocrats,  bids  fair  to  make  the  Roosevelt- 
Harriman,  Roosevelt-Tillman  and  Roosevelt-Taft- 
Foraker  conflicts  pale  into  utter  insignificance,  at 
least  in  the  eyes  and  minds  of  the  ladles  arrayed 
on  the  one  side  or  the  other. 

At  the  present  time,  Mrs.  Roosevelt  stands  for 
democratic  society  events,  in  which  the  doors  of 
the  White  House  are  thrown  open  not  only  to  the 
highest  officials  and  their  wives  and  daughters  and 
the  ladies  of  the  moneyed  families  but  to  the  fair 
sex  of  Washington  public  life,  the  heads  of  whose 
households  have  neither  the  millions  nor  the  in- 
clinations to  mix  in  Vanity  Fair. 

This  democracy  of  high  society,  even  though  it 
was  ordered  by  "the  firs,  lady  in  the  land,"  caused 
first  discontent,  then  rebellion,  and  now  war  to  the 
social  death  among  the  ultra-rich  and  the  would- 
be  ultra-exclusive.  These  would  fain  ape  the  ways 
of  the  English,  German  and  Russian  courts  and 
keep  out  of  "the  set"  the  wives  and  daughters  of 
"common  members  of  congress."  They  have, 
through  Mrs.  Wadsworth,  thrown  down  the  gage 
of  battle  in  the  shape  of  a  dance  confined  exclu- 
sively to  the  ultras  and  they  promise  to  wage  the 
conflict  to  the  bitter  end  of  their  millions. 

That  Mrs.  Roosevelt,  who  possesses  a  large  part 
of  the  spirit  of  her  husband  and  a  fair  share  of  his 
stubbornness,  has  decided  already  to  accept  the 
challenge  to  "combat  to  the  social  death"  is  well 
known  in  Washington.  Henceforth,  so  far  as  the 
White  House  is  concerned,  for  two  seasons  more 
at  least.  Senator  Beveridge  will  see  the  realization 
of  his  oft-urged  desire  that  merit,  not  money,  shall 
rule  in  official  society  and  that  a  statesman  need 
not  be  a  millionaire  to  have  his  women  folks  re- 
ceive recognition  and  enjoy  themselves. 

The  first  guns  of  the  greatest  of  American  social 
wars  have  just  been  fir|^.  The  summer  will  be 
devoted  to  marshaling  the  opposing  forcees.  The 
mighty  conflict  itself  will  rage  next  winter.  The 
84,990,000  every-day  Americans  will  not  be  affected 
either  way  but,  if  they  wish  at  all,  they  will  wish 
a  glorious  social  victory  to  Mrs.  Roosevelt  and  the 
complete  rout  of  the  forces  of  the  millionaires  and 
shoddy  aristocrats. 


DRESSING  FOR  A  JOB. 

Two  men  made  application  at  the  same  time  for 
the  position  of  gardener  at  the  home  of  a  wealthy 
business  man.  One  was  faultlessly  dressed  in  the 
latest  style  and  even  his  finger-nails  were  mani- 
cured, while  there  was  not  a  speck  of  dust  on  his 
highly  polished  shoes.  The  other  was  attired  plain- 
ly, if  anything  roughly,  his  nails  showed  traces  of 
mother  earth  and  his  shoes  had  a  rim  of  dried  mud 
on  them  while  on  one  knee  was  a  trace  of  the  soil. 

Most  persons  would  have  chosen  the  better- 
dressed,  apparently  much  neater,  man  of  the  two, 
merely  on  his  superior  personal  appearance.  The 
business  man,  however,  without  a  moment's  hesi- 
tation, engaged  the  other  and  set  him  to  work  at 
once.  And  developments  proved  the  wisdom  of  his 
choice,  for  the  garden  was  soon  the  talk  of  the 
neighbors  because  of  the  beauty  of  its  arrange- 
ments and  the  progress  of  the  flowers. 

Asked  some  time  later  by  a  friend,  who  had 
happened  to  be  present  when  the  choice  of  the 
men  was  made,  what  had  led  him  to  his  decision, 
the  merchant  replied  pithily:  "I  looked  over  the 
two  men  hastily  and  was  about  to  select  the  better 
dressed  one  when  I  noticed  the  stain  of  the  soil  on 
the  knee  of  the  other  and  then  saw  the  mire  on  the 


shoes.  Those  two  little  points  made  me  feel  certain 
that  that  was  the  man  I  required  and  I  engaged 
him.     The  looks  of  the  garden  prove  my  wisdom." 

This  little  incident,  apparently  unimportant  in 
itself,  yet  contains  the  basis  for  9  great  lesson  for 
all  applicants  for  a  position.  If  the  merchant  had 
been  seeking  a  man  for  his  store  or  counting-room, 
he  would  probably  have  selected  the  better  attired 
man.  But  he  was  anxious  to  secure  one  who  would 
work  in  the  soil  of  the  garden,  who  would  not  hesi- 
tate to  kneel  in  the  damp  loam  nor  to  use  his  hands 
in  place  of  the  garden  tools  in  order  to  do  a  good 
job.  The  man  who  gave  practical  evidence  of  that 
essential  requirement  was  therefore  the  one  chosen. 

Just  so,  if  a  young  man  seeks  a  place  in  a  store 
or  office  he  should  be  well  dressed  and  appear 
extra-neat  but,  if  he  applies  for  a  job  in  a  garden, 
in  a  machine-shop,  in  a  freight  house  or  on  a 
steamer  or,  in  fact,  in  any  place  where  faultless 
garb  would  be  a  hindrance  rather  than  a  recom- 
mendation, he  should  not  look  too  dandified,  too 
spotless.  It  is  true  that  neatness  always  counts 
as  against  slovenliness  but  neatness  does  not  mean 
being  a  fashion-plate.  The  one  asking  for  a  certain 
line  of  work  should  show  in  some  way  that  he  is 
not  "too  swell"  for  that  work,  or  he  is  very  likely 
to  be  passed  over  and  thus  by  over-dressing  lose  a 
coveted  opportunity.

HIS  GOLD  CURSED  HIM. 

Gold  in  piles  all  about  his  squalid  room!  Bright, 
glittering  gold  that  would  have  bought  food  and 
comfort,  perhaps  even  health!  And,  in  addition  to 
the  gold,  bank  books  representing  large  deposits 
and  deeds  to  real  estate  valued  at  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars!  A  goodly  fortune  in  the  miser- 
able bare  garret  in  which  he  had  immured  him- 
selfl 

And  yet,  with  all  of  this  wealth  about  him  and 
at  his  command,  Matthew  Handford,  miser,  literal- 
ly starved  to  death  in  his  wretched  barred  garret 
on  the  top  floor  of  a  Philadelphia  building.  There 
he  had  lived  for  many  years,  receiving  no  friends, 
seeing  not  even  a  servant,  doing  his  own  miserable 
cooking  and  caring  for  nothing  except  his  beloved 
gold.     And  there  he  died  a  victim^of  his  gold. 

Sick  for  weeks  and  unable  to  go  out  toward  the 
last  to  buy  food,  afraid  to  call  for  aid  lest  some  one 
should  see  his  precious  hoard  and  perhaps  steal  a 
little  of  it,  Handford,  who  was  7i  years  old,  passed 
from  earth  in  the  most  miserable  manner.  And  he 
left  all  of  his  gold,  his  real  estate  deeds  and  his 
money  in  bank  behind  him — for  unknown  heirs  to 
fight  and  quarrel  over. 

The  one  bright,  the  one  redeeming  spot  in  the 
wretched  old  miser's  life  was  the  early  romance 
that  had  driven  him  to  his  mania  for  gold.  When 
he  was  a  young  man,  he  loved  a  beautiful  girl, 
the  daughter  of  a  wealthy  Philadelphian.  He  was 
a  rising  young  contractor  but  was  poor  and  the 
girl's  relatives  scorned  him.  At  first  she  seemed  to 
return  his  love  but  finally  she,  too,  turned  from 
him.  Then  he  left  all  friends,  all  associates  and 
devoted  his  life  to  hoarding  and  hoarding  the  gold, 
the  lack  of  which  had  cost  him  love  and  happi- 
ness and  all  that  was  good  in  the  world. 

Gold  the  aged  miser  had  in  plenty — more  than 
enough  for  a  rarely  comfortable  old  age — but  he 
had  sacrificed  all  else  for  the  beloved  metal.  And 
finally  it  turned  upon  him  and  cursed  his  last  days. 
No  doubt  its  glitter  often  mocked  him  as  he  lay  ill, 
starving,  dying.  But  still  he  loved  it  more  than 
life  itself  and  for  it  he  gave  up  even  the  wretched 
remnant  of  that  life. 

No  ordinary  miser  was  he.  About  his  gold  was 
woven  the  romance  of  the  lost  love.  And  yet  what 
a  terrible  lesson  of  the  curse  of  gold,  the  laying 
up  of  empty,  worthless  treasures  on  earth,  not  one 
penny  of  which  was  his  when  death  deprived  him 
of  life!  Where  is  the  man  or  woman  that  will  envy 
Matthew  Handford  to  whom  a  fortune  in  gold  was 
given  but  who  sacrificed  everything — friends,  home, 
family,  cheerfulness,  sunshine,  life  itself — for  the 
gift  that  proved  his  curse  at  the  last? 


NO  LAPSE  IN  PROSPERITY. 

Reports  for  the  week  just  closing  of  the  busi- 
ness situation  in  every  one  of  the  principal  cities 
of  the  country  give  most  effective  and  positive 
answer  to  the  recent  pessimistic  talk  of  a  certain 
set  of  railroad  magnates  and  more  than  bear  out 
the  optimistic  views  of  James  J.  Hill,  B.  F.  Yoakum 
and  Benjamin  L.  Winchell  who  are  close  to  the 
people  of  the  West  and  are  not  inclined  to  mis- 
represent matters. 

Not  only  is  the  distribution  of  spring  merchan- 
dise reported  to  be  fully  equal  to  the  most  sanguine 
expectations,  thus  proving  that  there  has  been 
no  actual  recession  of  the  high  tide  of  prosperity, 
but  collections  are  declared  to  have  improved  still 
further.  This  latter  encouraging  phase  shows  that 
recent  talk  in  Wall  street  of  the  growing  timidity  of 
capital  was  not  based  on  facts  so  far  as  the  country 
at  large  was  concerned,  while  in  New  York  itself  the 
local  money  market  has  become  so  much  easier 
that  the  fears  of  stringency  have  been  almost  en- 
tirely dissipated. 

Further  than  this  bright  present  condition,  all 
reports,  especially  from  the  manufacturing  centers 
— steel  and  iron,  cotton  and  wools,  footwear  and 
other  lines — agree  in  the  positive  assurance  that  a 
continuance  of  prosperity  may  be  counted  on  at 
least  for  the  remainder  of  this  pear.  Even  then, 
many  of  the  mills  and  works  will  hardly  be  able  to 
catch  up  with  advance  orders  even  should  no  others 
be  received.  The  peaceable  settlement  of  the 
threatened  railroad  troubles  in  the  West  is  also  a 
vast  factor  to  be  counted  for  good. 

The  crop  prospects,  especially  throughout  the 
Northwest,  are  even  brighter  than  in  April,  1906. 
There  is,  therefore,  in  all  parts  of  the  nation  the 
best  of  reasons  for  the  people  to  go  about  their 
business  for  an  indefinite  period  with  the  utmost 
optimistic  confidence. 


"Some  of  the  richest  mines  In  the 
world,  most  of  thera,  in  fact,  have  been 
discovered  by  poor  men,  and  in  many 
cases  these  finds  have  been  by  acci- 
dent," Bald  L,  S.  Christie  of  Denver, 
Colo.,  at  the  St.  Louis.  "Mining  In  the 
Tonopah  and  Goldfleld' districts  of  Ne- 
vada received  Its  start  with  the  dis- 
covery by  a  man  named  Butler  at  Tono- 
pah. One  of  his  mines  was  the  Mlz- 
pah,  which  has  paid  nearly  ?2,500.000  In 
dividends  during  the  past  flvo  years. 

"Butler  made  his  And  in  May.  1900. 
He  took  samples  of  the  ore  south  to  a 
town  by  the  name  of  Klondylie,  which 
was  then  producing  high-grade  silver 
ore.  The  assayer  there  thought  the 
roclc  of  little  or  no  value,  and  as  But- 
ler was  without  money,  did  not  take 
the  trouble  to  assay  It.  Shortly  after 
tliat  Butler  returned  to  his  home  at 
Belmont,  Nev.,  and  took  several  sam- 
ples of  the  ore  along  with  him.  The 
assay  from  one  of  the  samples  was 
about   $750  In   sliver  and  gold. 

"A  few  months  later  on  Butler  re- 
turned to  the  .scene  of  his  find  with  his 
wife,  and  the  two  of  them  located  eight 
claims,  which  now  are  controlled  by  a 
company.  One  of  them,  which  since  has 
turned  out  the  best,  was  named  the 
Mizpah  by  Mrs.  Butler.  The  first  ton 
of  ore  taken  out  of  the  property  was 
hauled  by  team  120  miles  to  Austin  and 
shipped  to  San  Francisco. 

"One  can  hear  all  kinds  of  stories 
In  the  West  concerning  the  discovery 
of  rich  mines.  The  finds  usually  are 
made  by  poor  men  for  the  simple  rea- 
son that  men  with  money  seldom  go  on 
a  prospecting  trip.  There  are  too  many 
hardships  connected  with  such  work  to 
appeal  to  the  average  man  If  he  has 
enough  money  to  live  comfortably  on. 
But  with  the  poor  man  it  Is  different. 
He  generally  figures  that  his  only 
chance  of  becoming  rich  is  the  discov- 
ery of  a  mine,  and  this  hope  is  his 
whole  existence.  Some  men  plod  along 
year  after  year  In  their  weary  search 
fer  gold  In  the  wildest  mining  re- 
gions Imaginable,  and  then  never  find 
anything  worth  while,  while  others 
may  strike  It  lucky  before  they  have 
been  searching  a  month.  It  is  large- 
ly a  matter   of   luck."

"It's  a  safe  wager  that  the  people 
of  Duluth  do  not  fully  appreciate  what 
it  means  to  live  within  a  st^ine's  throw 
of  such  a  tine  body  of  water  as  Lake 
Superior,  with  Its  tributary  rivers  and 
bays."  said  Q.  H.  Nelson  of  St.  Paul 
at  the  McKay.  "A  residence  of  a  few 
months,  or  even  a  few  weeks.  In  a 
town  locatfd  a  considerable  distance 
from  a  body  of  water  would  bring 
them  to  a  realization  of  this  fact.  I 
never  knew  what  a  lover  of  water  I 
was  until  I  went  to  Oklahoma  a  vear 
or  two  ago  and  started  up  In  business. 
I  do  not  live  there  now,  and  am  Just 
as  well  satisfied. 

"I  hadn't  been  in  the  town  long  be- 
fore I  was  seized  with  a  longing  for  a 
boat  ride  of  some  kind  or  other.  This 
longing  became  stronger  and  .stronger, 
and  I  found  myself  worrying  and  fret- 
ting because  there  seemed  to  be  no 
way  to  satisfy  the  longing.  Then  I 
learned  that  some  enterprising  individ- 
ual had  dammed  up  a  creek  a  few  miles 
away  from  town  and  made  a  lake  of  it 
for  Just  such  persons  as  myself.  .So  I 
sought   out   the  lake.- 

"Up  here  wo  would  laugh  If  anything 
the  size  of  It  should  be  called  a  lake. 
It  comprised  probably  about  two  acres 
or  perhaps  a  little  less,  and  was  shal- 
low, with  no  particular  prettlne.'is  about 
the  shores.  In  Minnesota  the  boys 
would  call  it  a  duck  pond,  and  let  It 
go  at  that.  But  to  me,  starving  for  a 
sight  of  a  body  of  water,  it  seemed 
quite  wonderful,  and  I  cheerfully  paid 
50  cents  for  the  privilege  of  rowing 
about  on  Its  surface.  There  were  scores 
of  people  there,  and  the  surface  of  the 
pond  was  dotted  thickly  with  boats.

And  when  he  formulated 
his  rough  and  ready  philosophy  of  Ufa 
in  three  sentences,  "Enough  is 
enough,"  "More  than  enough  is  too 
niuch."  "Too  much  Is  useless."  he  maidd 
a  genuine  addition  to  the  maxims  that 
should  govern  commercial  life.  Would 
that  all  young  men  entering  business 
would  keep  In  sight  somewhere  al)OUt 
their  office   tliese  sententious  remarks  I 

For  not  many  men  engaged  in  the 
struggle  for  a  fortune  liave  yet  grasped 
the  idea  that  enough  is  enough.  I 
asked  a  New  York  broker,  already 
more  than  a  millionaire,  why  he  was  so 
eag-er  to  add  to  his  pile.  He  turned  on 
me  rather  sharply  and  said:  "You  want 
to  make  a  success  In  your  profession, 
don't  you?  Why  shouldn't  I  strain  every 
nerve  to  succeed  in  my  calling?"  So  he 
continued  to  play  the  game  vigorously 
and  quite  liktly  he  will,  in  due  time, 
bo  in  the  hundred  million  dollar  class, 
but  for  the  life  of  me  1  cannot  see  why 
he  needs  or  how  he  can  wisely  uso  on 
himself  and  family  much  more  than  he 
possesses  now.  I  take  better  the  attit- 
ude of  an  old  college  mate  who  told 
me  frankly  the  other  day  that  he  and 
his  wife  had  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  they  had  about  all  the  money  that 
they  wanted  or  that  it  was  good  for 
them  to  pajss  on  to  their  children.  So 
he  is  pulling  out  of  business,  and  giving 
himself  largely  to  social  settlement 
work. 

One  likes  to  let  the  fancy  roam  over 
the  limitless  opportunities  for  growth 
and  happiness  and  service  available  to 
the  business  man  who  has  come  to  un- 
derstand that  "enough  is  enough."  He 
can  do  so  much  with  his  life,  if  he 
will,  when  he  has  more  leisure.  It  will 
be  a  gain  to  him  If  he  does  nothing 
more  thar.  to  put  his  acquisitive  facul- 
ties at  work  in  other  fields  and  realms. 
He  can  collect  rare  books  and  read 
them.  Ho  can  travel.  He  can  master 
some  science  or  art  or  industry.  If  he 
had  waited  to  cultivate  himself  until 
he  had  made  a  few  millions  more,  he 
mlgiit  have  killed  within  him  the  ca- 
pacity for  enjoying  books  and  music 
and  nature  and  friendship. 

But  he  will  be  doing  even  better  If 
he  utilize  the  power  his  wealth  and 
freedom  from  business  cares  afford,  for 
.some  worthy,  un.solfi.sh  end.  Plenty 
of  good  causes  lag  becauso  they  lack 
the  backing  of  men  of  this  type.  They 
can  do  so  much,  if  they  only  will, 
toward  purifying  munlaipal  govern- 
ment, toward  easing  the  strain  between 
capital  and  labor,  toward  bringing  in 
the  better  day  for  all  who  are  unfortun- 
ate and  oppressed.  Oh,  yes,  there  Is 
plenty  of  good  work  for  tlie  leisure 
millionaire  class. 

But  let  us  people  of  average  means 
take  to  heart  our  text,  "Enough  la 
enough."  Most  of  us  are  Just  as 
avaricious  aa  are  the  wealthy.  The 
covetous  man,  according  to  scripture, 
ie  not  the  man  who  wants  much,  but 
the  man  who  wants  more.  We  all  need 
Instruction  as  to  when  we  have  had 
enough. ,  Human  nature  when  unre- 
strained, tends  to  extravagance  and 
excess.  Even  the  sweetest  children  will 
be  piggish  in  the  presence  of  goodies, 
unless  parent  or  governess  Is  watching'. 
Most  of  us  greatly  overestimate  our 
real  needs.  We  incline  to  overdoses 
when  we  ought  to  reallee  that  "too 
much  Is  useless." 

An  ancient  writer  once  exhorted  a 
company  of  men  and  women  whom  he 
wais  trying  to  lift  into  a  nobler  life 
In  these  terms:  "Having  food  and  rai- 
ment, let  us  be  therewith  content." 
Liberally  Interpreted,  he  meant  that 
if  the  substantial  necessities  of  life 
are  at  hand  we  ought  not  to  get  into 
a  fever  over  the  frills.  When  we  real- 
ize that  we  have  enough  of  this 
world's  goods  we  shall  be  all  the  freer 
to  pursue  heavenly  treasure,  of  whioh 
we   can   never  have   too  much.

Parents  in  Divorce  Case 

Ask  Custody  of  Ttieir 

Offspring. 

Minnie    Walsti   Accuses 
Her  Husband  of  Ex- 
treme Cruelty. 


Because  the  parents  are  fighting  for 
the  possession  of  their  three  children 
In  event  of  a  divorce,  the  proceedings 
which  were  brought  by  Minnie  Walsh 
of  Virginia  against  Ellis  Walsh,  fore- 
man for  the  Virginia  Lumber  com- 
pany at  that  place,  have  been  contin- 
ued until  Monday,  April  15,  at  which 
time  it  is  expected  that  Mrs.  Walsh 
will  have  communicated  with  her  par- 
ents in  Michigan  and  will  be  able  to 
tell  the  court  whether  she  will  be  in  a 
position   to   take   care   of  the  children. 

The  action  is  practically  the  first  di- 
vorce case  this  term  of  court  in  which 
there  has  been  a  contest.  Mrs.  Walsh 
Instituted  it  and  asked  for  a  decree 
on  the  grounds  of  cruel  and  inhuman 
treatment  by  her  husband.  She  al.so 
claimed  that  he  called  her  vile  names. 
Among  other  charges  in  her  complaint 
Mrs.  Walsh  alleges  that  on  the  even- 
ing of  Feb.  10,  1907,  after  she  and  the 
children  had  retired,  her  husband, 
witliout  provocation,  beat  and  pound- 
ed her  about  the  head,  face  and  shoul- 
ders until  she  was  severely  bruised  and 
injured.  She  claims  that  he  ordered 
her  out  of  the  liouse  and  told  her 
never  to  come  back. 

Mrs.  Walsh  asked  for  temporary 
alimony  and  attorney's  fees  and  the 
court  some  time  ago  ordered  Walsh  to 
pay  her  $9  per  week  and  her  atcorne> 
fees  of  $75.  At  that  time  Mr.  Walsh 
made  an  affidavit  in  which  he  claimed 
that  Mrs.  Walsh  came  home  late  the 
evening  of  Feb.  10  and  when  he  asked 
her  where  she  had  been,  she  called 
him  vile  names,  told  him  it  was  none 
of  his  business,  and  struck  him.  He 
claims  that  his  wife  is  not  a  fit  person 
to  have  charge  of  the  children.  An 
arrangement  was  made  by  the  court 
whereby  Mrs.  Walsh  was  to  have  tem- 
porary charge  of  the  two  older  chil- 
dren and  Mr.  Walsh  of  the  youngest 
child. 

When    the    case    came    to    trial    one 
evening    this    week    a    stipulation    was 
produced  whereby  Mrs.  Walsh  purport- 
ed to  give  up  her  claim  to  the  children. 
I  Some   inquiry   was  made   b:i,the   court 

Mrs.  Walsh 
claimed  that  while  she  did  not  want 
to  give  up  hep  children  she  was  forced 
to  do  so.  The  court  took  cognizance 
of  the  matter  and  continued  the  case 
to  give  Mrs.  Walsh  time  to  communi- 
cate with  her  parents. 

Both  parties  to  the  action  are  well 
known  in  Virginia  and  Mr.  Walsh  is 
said  to  have  prominent  local  connec- 
tions. His  wife  claims  that  he  has 
personal  and  real  estate  property  at 
Virginia  of  a  value  not  less  than  $2,500 
and  that  he  is  earning  a  salai-y  of  $100 
per  month,  while  she  is  dependent  on 
the  charity  of  her  friends  and  relatives.

Court    Finally    Decides 

Mrs.  Bleakiey  Is 

Its  Parent. 

Topeka.  Kan.,  April  6. — The  state 
supreme  court  decided  today  that 
Mrs.  Charlotte  E.  Bleakiey  of  Law- 
rence Kan..  Is  entitled  to  the  "incu- 
bator baby"  exhiblted'at  the  St.  Louis 
world's  fair.  This  reverses  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Douglas  county  (Kansas) 
district  court  and  upholds  a  decision 
of  the  circuit  court  of  Illinois,  which 
held  that  Mrs.  Bleakiey  is  the  mother 
of  the  child.

LONDON  ROAD  TERRACE  DESIGNED  FOR  WHITNEY  WALL. 


London  Road  terrace,  which  Whit- 
ney Wall,  agent,  Is  erecting  on  the 
upper  side  of  London  road,  between 
Eleventh  and  Twelfth  avenues  east, 
will  be  one  of  the  interesting  fea- 
tures of  the  season  in  the  local 
construction   circles. 

The  terrace,  which  is  really  a  brick 

row    of    three    houses    under    one   roof, 

Is    also    constructed    with    the    idea    of 

turning   it   Into   a   family   hotel,    which 

project  would  be  well  adapted  for  the 
location,  overlooking,  as  it  does,  the 
lake,   in   the   East  end   district. 

The  building  will  be  constructed  of 
pre.ssed  brick,  with  brownstone  trim- 
mings.     It    will    have    ground    dimen- 


sions. 47  by  60  feet,  and  will  be  three 
stories  high.  When  completed  11  will 
cost   about   $25sOOO. 

The  contract  for  the  building  has 
been  awarded  to  Linden  &  Danlelson. 
and  it  I3  to  be  completed  by  July 
next. 

Although  the  present  plans,  made 
by  A.  Terryfeerry.  the  architect,  call 
for  a  construction  of  the  three  nine- 
room  houses  in  the  terrace,  Mr.  Wall 
is  prepared  at  any  time  to  make  the 
slight  change  that  will  be  necessary 
to  turn  the  place  Into  a  thoroughly 
modern    family   hotel.

THE  SPANIARDS 

Mgr.   Garcia   Will   Get 

Red  Hat  at  Coming 

Consistory. 

Rome,  April  6.— It  was  announced 
today  that  the  seventh  cardinal  to 
be  created  at  the  consistory,  to  be 
held  April  15.  will  bo  Mgr,  Agulrre 
y.    Garcia,   bishop   of   Burgos,    Spain. 

Mgr.  Agulrre  Y.  Garcia  was  to 
have  been  created  a  cardinal  at  a 
later  consistory,  but  the  Vatican  au- 
thorities, considering  the  festivities 
which  are  to  follow  the  birth  of  a 
child  to  the  royal  family  of  Spain, 
thought  it  best  to  include  him  in 
the  cardinals  to  be  created  at  the 
consistory  of  April  15.  It  also  was 
remarked  at  the  Vatican  that  Spain 
has  the  right,  through  custom,  to 
four  cardinals,  while  now  only  the 
archbishops  of  Toledo,  Barcelona  and 
Compostella  belong  to  the  sacred 
college.  The  archbUhop  of  Burgos 
will  make  the  fourth,  showing,  It  ia 
asserted,  that  the  Vatican  does  not 
consider  Cardinals  Merry  del  Val  and 
Vlves  Y.  Tuta.  who  live  in  Rome,  as 
being  Spanish.  Spain,  howe\-er,  -with 
18.000,000  Catholics,  has.  one-tenth  of 
the  members  of  the  present  sacred 
college.

Carnegie  Expected  to  Give  Pittsburg  at 
Least  Fif:een  Millions. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  ./tprll  6.-The  coming  of 
Andrew  Carnegie  10  attend  the  dedication 
of  the  new  Carney  le  institute  April  11,  is 
awaited  with  Interest  by  Plttsburgers  be- 
cause of  the  very  reliable  report  that  Mr. 
Carnegie  in  his  dedicatory  speech  will  an- 
nounce a  gift  of  at  least  $15,<J00,000  to  the 
people  of  Pittsburg. 

This  vast  sum  svlll,  It  is  believed,  be 
given  as  an  endowment  to  the  Carnegie 
Institute,  the  Catnegie  library  and  the 
Carnegie  Technicid  schools.  For  some 
time  the  Iron  master  has  been  contem- 
plating this  move  and  the  announcement 
is  expected  to  come  when  the  new  Insti- 
tute, the  greatest  institution  of  its  kind 
in  the  world,   is  ff  rmally  open. 

Petty  bickerings  between  the  board  of 
tiu.stees  of  the  Inittitute  and  the  city  of- 
ficials of  Plttsburj-  are  also  said  to  have 
influenced  Mr.  Carnegie  greatly  in  his  de- 
clMon.  When  the  library  demanded  $250,- 
000  appropriation  Irom  the  city  this  year 
there  was  a  bitter  tight  made  by  Mayor 
Guthrie  and  othersj  to  cut  the  amount  to 
$i00,0i*0.  Controllei  Larkln  declared  that 
the   library  management  is  extravagant.

Breathing  Places  Must 

be  Considered. 


A  project,  which  appears  to  merit 
the  united  support  of  citizens  having 
the  interests  of  Duluth  at  heart,  iy  that 
to  transform  the  block  between  L.ake 
avenue  and  First  avenue  east,  and 
First  and  Second  streets  into  a  public 
park  or  breathing  place.  Dr.  Charles 
E.  Codding  has  taken  the  initiative  In 
advocating  action  which  will  bring 
about  the  change,  and  he  is  enlisting 
others  in  the  movement. 

"In  the  rush  of  money  making  and 
Industrial  development  of  Duluth,  the 
better  things  have  been  overlooked," 
said  Dr.  Codding  this  morning.  "In 
the  building  up  of  the  city,  not  a  refin- 
ing spot,  which  would  tend  to  uplift 
tuc  people  and  arouse  in  them  the  bet- 
ter qualities  of  their  nature,  has  been 
provided' in  the  central  part  of  the  city. 
All  is  cold,  hard,  and  material,  indica- 
tive of  commercialism  and  lacking  any 
show   of    finer   sentiments. 

\t    Farting    of    Way.s. 

"Dulutli  has  come  to  the  parting  of 
the  ways.  It  Is  no  ntore  a  hamlet,  or 
even  an  industrial  settlement  for  tem- 
porary residence.  There  was  a  time, 
when  people  came  to  Duluth  to  make 
money,  with  the  intention  of  later  go- 
ing to  other  parts  to  reside.  You  could 
not  blame  them  twenty  years  ago,  for 
Duluth  was  nothing.  But  now.  the 
city  has  grown  and  is'  growing,  though 
not  so  fast  as  it  miglit.  It  is  our 
home  and  a»  such  we  should  give  It 
such  attention  as  we  would  give  our 
own  residences.  In  our  individual 
homes,  we  seek  for.tb.<s  beautiful;  we 
furnish  and  decorat^  with  a  view  to 
satisfy  the  artistic  ih  our  nature  and 
to  arouse  our  finer  sentiments.  Why 
should  we  not  do  th0  same  with  our 
ci)llectl%'e  home? 

"Twenty  years  ago,  it  would  have 
been  folly  to  suggest  that  a  block  in 
the  center  of  the  city  should  be  taken 
over  and  converted  into  a  public  park. 
Duluth  had  not  come  to  that  stage. 
Now  It  Is  different.  Duluth  Is  a  city 
with  a  prosperous  present  and  a  bright 
future.  We  should  not  give  all  our  at- 
tention to  Its  industrial  and  commer- 
cial development.  There  are  other 
things  in  life  to  give  pleasure  besides 
the  mere  acquiring  of  wealth. 

"We  should  have  a  public  square  in 
the  ceniter  of  the  city,  something  to 
pleSLSo  the  eye,  a  little  nature  to  relieve 
the  constant  gaze  on  the  activitiea  of 
man  and  their  results.  The  block  odoo- 
.sUe  the  hlg^h  school  furnishes  the  means 
of  attaining  the  end.  It  is  not  now  a 
beautiful  block  by  any  means.  About 
the  only  building  on  it,  which  would 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  improvement  I 
s'i«ge«t  is  the  Congregational  church. 
If  the  church  people  would  improve  their 
grounds  to  conform  with  the  work  on 
the  remainder  of  the  block,  the  church 
could  stajid  where  it  is  and  be  a  part  of 
the   beauty   spot. 

"Of  course.  It  would  take  money.  All 
civic  improvements  do.  But  what  is 
money  for.  if  not  to  give  pleasure  to 
those  who  have  it.  It  is  of  no  value 
In  Itself.  And  if  every  citizen  would 
contribute  his  mite,  all  would  derive 
pleasure  from  It  m  a  way  they  are  not 
now  receiving  it.  Money  spent  in  beau- 
tifying   a    city    is   never    vainly    spent. 

"Portland  Square  Is  allright;  IxUceside 
paxk  is  very  well;  there  are  any  number 
of  places  atwut  the  city,  which  come  up 
to  these  requirements  of  a  beauty  spot. 
But  they  all  have  the  drawback  of  being 
so  situated  that  one  must  make  a  spe- 
cial trip  to  see  them.  That  is  not  iny 
idea  of  a  central  park  in  a  city.  Have 
places  here  and  there  in  the  center  of 
the  city,  so  situated  that  people  going 
ea.st  and  west,  north  and  south,  crossing 
and  recroaslng  in  their  everyday  work  in 
the  busy  life  of  the  city,  will  see  a 
little  green  grass,  a  few  trees,  and 
something  of  nature;  where  one  if  he 
has  the  time,  may  sit  down  and  be  off 
the  hard,  dusty  pavement  for  a  few 
minutes.  That  is  what  I  would  have  the 
city  provide  in   that  block. 

Other  Cities  Are  Acting. 

"Look  at  the  work  of  this  kind  betnp 
done  in  o-ther  cities.  In  Washington, 
block  after  block  has  been  oDndemned, 
the  buildings  razed  and  the  grounds  em- 
ployed in  the  bevautiiying  of  the  city. 
Baltimore,  on  its  reconstruction  after 
(the  fire,  was  made  ajOity  beautiful,  re- 
gardless of  the  commercial  advantages 
of  its  arrangement.  The  first  step  sug- 
gested in  the  rebuilding  of  San  Fran- 
cisco was  one.  which'  Would  make  the 
city  more  beautiful  than  it  was  before 
the  fire.  In  other  cities,  similar  steps 
are  being  taken,  for  "people  have  come 
to  realize  that  the  acquiring  of  wealth 
should  not  be   the  only  aim  in   life. 

"We  cannot  go  as  far  in  beautifying 
Duluth.  as  some  other'-  eltles  have  gone, 
but  we  can  do  something  and  the  trans- 
forming of  the  block  suggested  would 
be  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  To  those 
to  whom  the  beauty  of  the  project  does 
not  appeal,  there  are  other  ct>nsidera- 
tion.s.  It  would  be  a  light  well,  some- 
thing needed  tn  every  city.  In  time, 
that  block  will  be  hemmed  in  by  build- 
ings and  if  high  buildings  were  also 
constructed  on  It,  darkness  would  pre- 
vail in  the  streets   there.     The  little  park 


would  make  property  more  valuable  in 
the  vicinity  and  many  other  benefits, 
which  would  accrue  to  the  whole  popu- 
lation of  the  city,  might  ben  mentioned. 
Now    Is    Tlnie    to    Act. 

"This  matter  cannot  be  put  off.  Du- 
luth Is  growing  and  if  action  were  post- 
poned for  a  few  years,  it  is  proljable  that 
a  block  In  that  section  of  the  city  could 
not  be  secured  for  any  amount  of  money. 
It  is  better,  to  act  now  and  if  the  right 
degree  of  enthusiasm  were  aroused,  there 
is  no  reason  why  the  scheme  should  not 
carry.  Probably  $175,00<J  or  $200,000  would 
be  required  to  acquire  the  block  and  im- 
prove it  for  the  purpose  desired,  possibly 
more.  All,  or  even  a  part,  could  be  raised 
by  subscription.  I  understand  that  there 
is  now  a  bill  before  the  legislature  which 
would  allow  cities  to  bond  for  as  high 
as  $.W.O00  for  park  purposes,  and  if  the 
bonding  of  Duluth  were  necessary  to  the 
success  of  the  project  I,  for  one,  would 
be  only  too  glad  to  sanction  the  step. 
It  is  something  for  the  permanent  benefit 
of  the  city.  Those  who  come  after  us 
will  enjoy  it.  more  than  we  could.  They 
would  pay  their  share  and  I  am  sure 
they   would   thank  us  for  our  foresight. 

"I  have  talked  with  any  number  of 
people  since  first  I  thought  of  the  pro- 
ject, and,  ric  hand  poor,  all  agreed  that 
the  scheme  should  be  put  through.  Hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollars  have  been 
made  in  Duluth  In  recent  years.  While 
Seattle,  Portland.  Winnipeg  and  other 
cities  have  been  outstripping  the  Zenith 
City  in  population  and  territorial  growth, 
our  citizens  iiave  been  acquiring  wealth 
in  a  proportionate  measure.  Those  who 
have  shared  in  the  prosperity  should  be 
willing  to  give  over  a  portion  of  their 
wealth  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  pub- 
lic and  all  with  whom  I  have  talked  have 
held  the  same  opinion.  Let  us  take  hold, 
then,   and  act. 

"I  do  not  think  that  publicity  and  the 
arousing  of  enthusiasm  will  stand  in  the 
way  of  the  success  of  the  project.  Those 
owning  property  In  the  block  cannot  put 
fancy  prices  on  their  holdings  and  hold 
up  the  city,  for  It  is  within  the  power  of 
the  park  board  to  condemn  tho  property 
and  take  it  for  public  purposes.  I  be- 
lieve tliat  every  public-spirited  citizen  of 
Duluth  should  lend  his  aid  to  this  project 
and  do  everything  within  liis  power  to 
bring  about  its  consummation  and  I  think 
that  every  good  citizen  of  Duluth  feels  as 
I  do.  for  Duluth  first,  and  other  cities 
after."

At  the  meeting  of  the  Commercial 
club  last  evening  J.  J.  Frey  suggested 
that  the  club  purclfs.se  a  lot  in  the 
central  part  of  West  Duluth,  with  the 
intention  of  erecting  a  home  for  the 
club  -  later  on.

The  members  decided  to  make  the  park 
question  the  feature  of  the  meeting 
next  Friday  evening  and  the  matter  in 
all  its  phases  will  be  :aken  up.

Unable  to  reach  an  agreement, 
after  deliberating  for  twenty-five 
hours,  the  jury  in  the  case  of 
the  state  against  Fred  M.  Argyle, 
charged  with  assaulting  his  wife, 
Lillie  Argyle,  with  intent  to  kill, 
was  discharged  at  noon  today  by 
Judge    Ensign. 

It  is  understood  that  when  the 
jury  was  di-scharged,  the  last  oallot 
as  to  Argyle's  conviction  or  acquittal, 
stood  six  to  .six,  this  being  merely 
a  rumor.  Another  rumor  has  it  that 
the  Jury  was  pretty  well  split  up 
over  the  four  verdicts  submitted  by 
the  court,  these  being  a.3sault  in 
the  first  degree,  a.ssault  in  the  sec- 
ond degree,  not  guilty,  and  not  guilty 
by    reason    of    Insanity. 

There  still  remains  two  indictments 
against  Argyle,  charging  assault  in 
the  first  degree,  and  County  Attorney 
Norton  has  not  yet  determined 
whether  ha  will  again  try  Argyle  on 
the  first  indictment,  or  proceed  to 
trial    on    the    other   Indictments. 

"The  case  just  disposed  of  was  one 
of  the  mo.st  closely  contested  crim- 
inal actions  in  the  district  court  for 
a  long  time.  In  view  of  the  wide 
acquaintance  of  all  the  parties  con- 
cerned the  trial  attracted  a  great 
deal  of  Interest  and  every  session  was 
attended   by   a   large    crowd. 

W.  E.  Culkin,  attorney  for  Ar- 
gyle, made  a  strong  defense  on 
I  what  has  been  generally  conceded 
!  to  be  difficult  grounds.  He  claimed 
i  that  Fred  Argyle  was  In.sane  at  the 
time  he  fired  the  shots  at  Lakeside, 
the  evening  of  March  5,  and  pro- 
duced some  expert  and  some  non- 
expert testimony  to  support  hjs 
claim. 

Just  what  effect,  if  any,  the  dis- 
agreement will  have  on  the  otiier 
cases  to  be  tried,  in  which  Argyle 
is  defendant,  is  a  matter  of  con- 
jecture.

tion  of  the  Smelter. 


''    BIsbee,    Ariz.,    April    6. — I>urlng    the 

Week    B.    M.    Pattison,    superintendent 

of  the  Shattuck-Arizona  Mining 
company,  and  L..  C.  Shattuck,  chair- 
man of  the  committee  having  In 
charge  the  work  of  planning  and  lo- 
cating the  new  sunelter  for  that  com- 
pany, made  a  trip  to  Globe  for  the 
purjKKSe  of  inspecting  the  plant  of 
the  Old  Dominion  smelter.  In  con- 
r.ection  with  the  adoption  of  plans 
for  the  Shattuck  smelter.  Arthur 
Houle  of  Douglass,  accompanied  these 
penikmen  to  Globe  on  the  inspection 
trip.  Mr.  Houle  has  been  retained 
t>y  the  Shattuck  company,  and  will 
be  In  charge  of  the  construction  of 
the  new  smelter,  and  it  is  expected 
that  work  will  begin  on  it  during 
the  next  sixty  days.  It  is  known 
that  the  new  smelter  will  have  two 
400-ton  furnaces  to  start  with,  and 
that  the  power  to  be  Installed  will  be 
euflicient  to  accommodate  a  smelting 
plant  double  the  size  of  the  one  first 
to  be  built.  The  new  Shattuck  smelt- 
er will  be  about  the  same  size  as  the 
original  Calumet  &  Arizona  smelter 
when  it  was  first  built.  As  to  the 
dite  of  this  new  smelter,  nothing 
has^yet  been  given  out  ofnc?ally,  but 
it  is  expected  that  the  location  of 
the  Bite  vvill   be  announced   during  the 


next  week.  Those  who  are  close  to 
the  Shattuck  people  and  others  well 
posted  on  the  conditions  of  the  War- 
ren district  predict  that  Douglas  will 
be  chosen  as  the  site  of  the  Shat- 
tuck smelter;  It  is  claimed  by  some 
that  Douglas  has  already  been  agreed 
upon  as  the  site.  In  this  connection 
it  is  known  that  the  Copper  Queen 
Mining  company  has  offered  to  the 
Shattuck  company  a  desirable  site  of 
300  acres.  The  Copper  Queen  owns 
land  north  from  its  sjnelter  to  Pirtle- 
ville,  and  on  this  tract  there  are 
two  sites  which  would  be  desirable 
for  the  Shattuck;  one  location  would 
be  between  the  CaJumet  &  Arizona 
and  Copper  Queen  smelters,  and  the 
other  would  be  west  of  the  street 
railway    track,    between    the    Calumet 

&    Arizona    smelter    at    Pirtleville.

The  product  of  the  Douglas  smelters 
for  the  month  of  March  has  not  been 
given  out,  but  it  is  known  that  both 
the  Calumet  &  Arizona  and  Copper 
Queen  will  Increase  their  copper  out- 
put over  last  month  and  at  the  Queen 
the  output  for  March  will  be  the  record 
of  any  month  since  the  plant  was  first 
put  in  operation.

ADDS  MILLIONS  TO  VALUES 

North  Buite  Company  Opens  Vp  Fifteen  Per  Cent  Sulphide  Ore 
in  the  Berlin  Claim— Vein  Was  Exposed  by  Crosscut 

From  the  Speculator  Shaft. 


Butte,  Mont.,  April  8. — Although  no 
definite  Information  can  be  obtained 
from  the  officers  of  the  North  Butte 
Mining  company  concerning  the  recent 
developments  of  the  Berlin  claim  of 
that  company,  it  is  learned  from  other 
sources  that  one  of  the  richest  veins 
of  copper  ore  that  has  yet  been  un- 
covered In  any  of  the  North  Butte 
properties  has  been  found  In  the  Berlin. 
Why  the  officers  of  the  company  are 
reticent  on  the  matter  Is  not  very  clear, 

and  the  only  plausible  reason  Is  that 
the  company  has  negotiations  under 
way  for  the  purchase  of  adjacent 
claims,  and  they  fear  that  if  the  value 
of  the  Berlin  becomes  known  the  nego- 
tiations cannot  be  closed  except  at 
greatly   increased   cost. 

Persons  who  have  absolute  knowl- 
edge of  the  recent  developments  on 
the  Berlin,  state  that  the  crosscut  from 
the  Speculator  into  the  Berlin  opened 
the  vein  in  the  latter,  and  at  a  deptlt 
of  1.600  feet  exposed  thirty  feet  of  rich 
vein  matter  and  six  feet  of  sulphide  ore, 
which  averages  5  per  cent  copper.    The 


vein  runs  parallel  with  the  Jessie,  one 
of  the  richest  of  the  district. 

In  the  face  of  this  rich  discovery, 
and  in  face  of  the  fact  that  the  North 
Butte  company  Is  exerting  every  ef- 
fort to  extend  Its  working  for 
thorough  stoping  of  immense  ore  bodies 
in  the  Berlin,  it  is  hard  to  attribute 
any  plausible  reason  for  the  recent 
drop  in  the  stock  market.  It  is  conser- 
vatively estimated  tliat  the  rich  ore 
bodies  in  the  Berlin,  which  the  com- 
pany is  prepared  to  bring  to  a  pro- 
ducing at  a  very  «arly  date,  has  In- 
creased the  holdinas  of  the  company 
several  million  doflare. 

The  phenomenal  value  of  the  Berlin 
vein,  and  the  immense  body  of  high 
grade  ore  which  is  known  to  be  In 
sight,  will  have  a  wonderful  bearing 
on  the  value  of  adjoining  claims,  es- 
pecially the  Pilot,  which  is  located  be- 
tween the  Berlin  on  the  south,  and  the 
Elm  Orlu  on  the  north,  with  the  Poser 
north  and  west,  both  of  the  latter  join- 
ing on  the  Pilot.  On  the  Elm  Orlu  a 
shaft  is  being  sunk.  A  little  further 
north  the  Butte  &  Superior  company 
is  sinking  on  the  Black'  Rock,  which, 
above  the  600-foot  level,  was  a  big  pro- 


ducer of  silver.  The  Butte  ft  Superior 
company  has  installed  a  plant  to  sink 
to  a  depth  of  from  1,500  to  2,000  feet, 
and  with  Immense  capital  is  preparing 
to  open  up  a  great  property.  For  many 
years  the  Poser  was  a  large  producer 
of  silver,  several  leasers  having  made 
fortunes. 

On  the  surface  of  the  Berlin  the  vein 
is  exposed  for  a  width  of  from  thirty- 
five  to  forty-five  feet,  and  the  surface 
vein,  which  the  North  Butte  company 
Is  developing  at  the  copper  depths,  ex- 
tends through  the  Pilot  In  a  north- 
westerly direction.  Near  the  southeast 
corner  of  the  Pilot  the  vein  splits,  the 
main  portion,  which  Is  forty-five  feet 
In  width,  extending  northwesterly,  and 
the  branch  vein,  which  shows  thirty- 
five  feet  on  the  surface,  extends  to- 
wards and  through  the  northwest  cor- 
ner of  the   Pilot  and   into  the  Poser.

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BUTTE  MINES  RESUME  WORK

ing  Shafts  Into  Virgin  Ground. 


Butte,  Mont.,  April  6.— The  question  of 
wages  between  the  various  mining  com- 
panies and  employes  having  been  practi- 
cally settled,  all  the  companies  last  Mon- 
day resumed  the  work  of  development 
that  was  suspended  in  the  fcig  mines  of 
Butte  on  or  about  Fib.  26.  This  means 
that  between  1,000  and  2.000  more  men  will 

hereafter  be  employee  m  tne  mmes  than 
have  been  working  B:nce  the  suspension 
ot  all  development. 

The  shaft  on  the  Hadger  State  is  230 
feet  deep,  and  contain,;  about  twenty  teai 
of  water.  It  will  have  o  be  drained  before 
sinking  can  be  resumed,  and  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  op<  nlng  is  practically 
of  four  compartmentii,  and  a  bucket  Is 
used  in  hoisting,  two  or  three  days  may 
be  consumed  In  the  work  of  draining. 
This  shaft  la  Intended  as  the  avenue 
through  which  the  3adger  State  and 
Aurarla  claims  will  be  made  productive, 
and  Is  sinking  under  he  direction  of  the 
Boston  &  Montana  company,  which  owns 
the  two  mines. 

The  Boston  &  Montana  also  resumed 
work  on  the  Greenlcaf,  located  near  the 
8.x  o'clock  on  the  ?ast  side,  and  in 
the  shaft  of  the  Wee:  Colusa.  It  began 
keeping  the  water  below  the  600-loot  sta- 
tion of  the  former  iibout  a  week  ago, 
and  will  therefore  have  to  pump  about 
JOft  feet  of  moisture  tefore  sinking  there 
can  be  resumed.

North  Butte  has  resumed  driving  Us 
crcfscut  north  of  the  1,600-foot  level  of 
the  Jes-sie  and  sinking  Its  main  shaft, 
while  the  Anaconda  company  is  deepen- 
ing several  cf  its  shafts,  pnnclpally  the 
Neversweat,    High   Ore    and    Aanaconda. 

The  Emaller  development  comi  anles  did 
not  stop  work  at  any  stage  of  the  trouble, 
and  therefore  did  not  have  to  resume.

In  the  Eagle's  Nesi  Mine  Threatens  Another  Stam- 
pede  Into  Fairview   District— Controlling   In- 
terest in  Coming  Nation  Properties  Sold. 


Fairview,  Nev.,  April  6.— The  sensation- 
el  showing  in  the  Efigle's  Nest  mine  here 
threatens  Jtnothcr  stampede  Into  the  dis- 
trict. The  telegraph  office  Is  crowded 
with  messages  from  mining  superintend- 
ents on  the  spot  to  their  chiefs  announc- 
ing the  opening  up  of  another  million  dol- 
lar mine  In  the  district,  and  the  early  In- 
terest in  the  canip,  wh;ch  was  stirred  by 
the  four  million  dollar  find,  the  Nevada 
Hills,  situated  within  a  stone's  throw 
cf  the  Eagle's  Nest,  is  dwarfed.  The 
Idea  of  a  "one  mine  camp "  Is  now 
laughed  to  scorn,  the  Eagle's  Nest  vein 
having  been  found  to  be  a  continuation 
of  the  Nevada  Hills  lead  and  to  be 
nothing  more  nor  less  than  the  mother 
lode  of  the  entire  Fairview  district.  The 
fiime  vein  has  been  recently  opened 
up  by  surface  suts,  trenches  and  shafts 
on  the  Eagle.  Hailstone.  Cedars,  Drome- 
dary Hump,  Reil  Rock  and  Reliance 
grcup.«,  and  Z(.><i  miners  are  now  at  work 
feverishly  opening  up  the  properties  that 
are  known  to  bave  this  main  lead. 

On  the  Eagle's  Nest  the  vein  has  been 
opt-ned  up  in  two  shafts  100  feet  apart. 
In  No.  1  shaft  eight  feet  of  the  lead  gave 
an  average  of  $11'-  clear  across,  at  the  ao- 
foot  levfl.  In  the  No.  2  shaft  the  vein 
was  struck  at  six  feet.  It  pitched  away 
from  the  shaft,  which  Is  perpendicular. 
At    the    20-foot    level    the    shaft      passed 


through  the  vein.  At  the  40-fcot  level 
crosscut  ting  v/ag  begun  to  catch  the  vein 
again.  It  was  encountered  with  six  feet 
of  the  shaft,  and  crosscutting  for  days 
revealed  no  hanging  wall.  When  the 
crosscut  measured  twenty-eight  feet 
what  appeared  to  be  the  hanging  wall 
was  reached,  but  drilling  from  a  ao-inch 
hole  into  the  suppc>sed  hanging  wall  gave 
assays  returns  of  $41  per  ton,  and  what 
appeared  at  first  to  be  the  hanging  wall 
is  now  found  to  be  a  good  grade  cf  ore.

The  supply  of  labor  could  be  more  plenti- 
ful In  the  lake  region,  but  wages  are 
the  highest  In  the  history  of  the  industry 
and  there  are  no  strike  troubles  i  nslght. 
Ir>  the  districts  In  which  the  mining  la 
by  underground  methods,  full  forces  have 
been  employed  throughout  the  wintry 
period.  Extensive  ground  reserves  have 
been  openetl  in  consequence,  and  there 
h.iv  bn  accumulatd  large  stockpiles  of  ore. 
I  the  shipments  from  which  will  greatly 
i  augment  the  daily  hoist,  dumped  directly 


from  shaft  pockets  Into  railroad  cars. 
New  shippers,  some  In  course  of  develop- 
m«  nt  for  an  extended  period,  wil  he  add- 
ed to  the  list  this  spring.  On  the  Mesaba 
alone  there  will  be  a  numher  of  new 
mines,  a  few  underground,  others  steam 
shovel  or  milling-  propositions,  while  at 
ihe  big  open-cut  shippers  the  removal  of 
surface  material  overlying  the  ore  de- 
posits gives  assurance  of  further  mam- 
moth outputs. 

Important  repairs  are  being  completed  to 
shipping  docks  at  various  of  the  upper 
lake  ports;  trackage  has  been  added  to  or 
rebuilt;  much  new  foiling  stock,  contrac- 
ted for  last  year,  Is  due  for  early  delivery 
and  in  other  ways  the  railroads  have 
made  preparations  to  do  their  share  in 
forwarding  the  record-breaking  outgo 
of  42,000.000  tons  which  It  Is  expected  will 
measure  the  production  of  the  Lake  Su- 
pt-rior  mines  this  season.  There  Is  no 
question  that  the  capacity  of  the  lake 
fleet,  largely  augmented  since  last  spring 
and  destined  to  further  materially  ex- 
pand this  year,  will  be  adequate  to  trans- 
port this  amount  of  ore,  and  even  more. 
Facilities  at  the  receiving  ports  at  the 
lower  lakes  are  greater  than  at  this  time 
in  11H)6,  giving  promise  of  quick  dispatch. 
r»id  with  reserve  stocks  both  on  docks  and 
at  furnaces  at  low  ebb  as  a  result  of  the 
unprecedented  ore  consumption  during 
the  winter,  the  product:  of  the  mines  wUi 


go  forward  rapidly  when  the  boats  dis- 
charge their  cargoes,  and  thus  there  will 
be  no  congestion. 

Indeed,  from  every  point  of  view— 
unless  it  be  that  a  shortage  of  labor 
will  restrict  production  at  some  of  the 
mines— the  situation  appears  exceed- 
ingly roseate,  and  It  is  hard  to  per- 
ceive that  the  achievement  for  the  year 
will  not  meet  the  brightest  expecta- 
tions to  the  fullest.  A  shipment  of 
42,000,000  tons  will  mean  a  produ'iion  of 
27,000,OUO  tons  from  the  Mesaba.  6,250.000 
from  the  Menominee,  4,250,00  from  the 
Marquette,  3,750,000  from  the  Gogebic 
and  1,750,000  from  the  'Vermillion  range, 
which  estimates.  It  is  predicted,  will 
be  found  at  the  close  of  the  season  to 
have  closely  approximated   results. 

A  striking  commentary  illustrative  of 
the  prosperous  condition  of  the  Iron 
trade  is  the  decision  to  put  the  old 
Chocoley  charcoal  iron  furnace  at  Mar- 
quette In  commission  again.  This  plant 
has  been  out  of  blast  since  early  in  the 
'70s,  and  while  extensive  building  and 
repairing  will  be  necessary  much  of 
the  machinery  equipment  Is  still  use- 
ful. The  furnace  was  acquired  some 
time  ago  by  Barry  Bros.,  of  Detroit, 
who  already  operate  similar  plants  at

Former  Bfsbee  Man  Makes  Good  With  the  Cananea- 

Bisbee  Mine—Work  is  Done  in  Record- 

Breaking  Time. 


Blsbee,  Ariz.,  April  6. — ^Word  has 
been  received  in  the  city  of  the 
coming  In  of  black  sulphides  In  a 
drift  of  the  Cam.nea-Bisbee  mine 
in  Cananea  districi  on  Wednesday. 
Work  since  that  ilme  has  opened 
the  drift  into  a  body  of  the  ore 
which  appear  pernianent  and  looks 
to  duplicate  the  performance  of  the 
Bonanza  ore  body  encountered  by 
the  American  mine  of  Cananea  Cen- 
tral last  summer  with  such  sensa- 
tional   results. 

Interested  in  the  property  with 
Mr.  Thompson  and  his  brother,  W. 
B.  Thompson,  manager  of  the  New 
York  office  of  Hayden,  Stone  &  Co., 
and  a  member  of  the  firm,'  are  M. 
J.  Cunningham  of  this  city,  and  P. 
J.  Tehan  of  Cananea,  formerly  of 
this  city.  The  latter  two  gentle- 
men were  the  or  glnal  owners  of 
the   property. 

With  the  organization  of  the  Can- 
anea Bisbee  company,  which  the 
Thompsons  brought  about,  J.  E. 
Thompson  took  acilvc  command  of 
the  company  and  commenced  the 
crowding  along  of  work  In  the  vig- 
orous manner  which  marked  the  con- 
duct of  his  various  enterprises  while 


located  in  Blsbee.  Six  shafts  wer« 
got  under  way  within  a  few  weeks 
and  in  less  than  three  months  have 
brought  about  the  result  given  above. 

Drifting  Is  now  under  way  from 
three  of  these  shaft.s,  each  with  per- 
manent hoisting  and  pump  equip- 
ment, to  connect  on  the  150  level 
and  to  explore  the  country  thorough- 
ly at  that  depth.  In  the  other 
three  shafts  sinking  is  going  ahead 
to  attain  the  necessary  depth  to  con- 
nect with  the  others,  the  plan  of 
development  thus  meaning  a  wide 
campaign  of  cro.sscuts.  All  the  shafts 
have  better  than   100   feet  depth. 

Practically  from  the  surface  down, 
the  ground  through  which  the  shafts 
have  gone  has  carried  little  seams 
and  stringers  of  sulphides,  these  mak- 
ing an  average  of  %  to  I V4  per 
cent  copper  for  material  put  on  the 
dumps  since  passing  depth  of  SO 
feet.

Glass  Dishes  and  Favors 

for  Crystal  Wedding  Feast 


By  EMMA  PADDOCK  TELFORD. 


Dear   Mrs.    Telford: 

Would  you  kindly  give  me  some 
suggestions  for  serving  and  decorat- 
ing for  a  crystal  anniversary?  Ex- 
pect about  forty  guests.  Would  like 
to  have  a  cold  supper.  J.  O.  L. 

A  crystal  anniversary  gives  an  op- 
portunity    for      using      the      daintiest 

kind  of  decorations  for  the  table  and 
dishes   for   the   menu. 

The  colors  for  a  glass  wedding  are 
preferably  green  and  white.  For  the 
dining  table,  have  a  gla.ss  bowl  of 
ferns  and  white  roses  or  tulips  rest- 
ing On  a  lace  or  needlework  center- 
piece, over  green  silk.  Have  also 
small  mats  of  lace  over  green,  and 
on  these  place  glass  dishes  of  olives, 
salted  nuts  and  glaced  fruits.  Have 
glass  candlesticks  or  candelabra  hold- 
mg  green  or  white  candles — the  bay- 
berry  varieties  are  lovely— with  shades 
of  white  paper  tulips,  roses  or  glass. 
Let  these  stand  on  diagonal  comers. 
Use  glass  dishes  In  serving  the  re- 
freshments. Cut  glass  is  preferable, 
but  failing  that,  the  pressed  glass 
comes  in  just  as  pretty  shapes  and 
shows  off  to  good  advantage  under 
the   gas   light. 

For  decorating  the  room  have  pret- 
ty greens  sprinkled  with  strong  alum 
water,  which  will  leave  a  trail  of  dia- 
mond drops  on  every  bough.  This 
solution  should  be  a  saturated  one. 
so  much  alum  being  put  in  a  pall  of 
water  that  It  finally  on  longer  dis- 
solves, but  remains  in  crystals  in  the 
bottom.  Sprinkle  also  frost  powder, 
such  as   is   used  on   Christmas   trees. 

Should  you  prefer  you  can  use  the 
greens  alo.ae  for  the  centerpiece  of  the 
table,  setting  the  bowl  or  Vcise  con- 
taining them  on  a  nairror.  If  the 
florists'  greens  are  too  expensive  at 
this  season,  let  your  groc^eryman  Or 
Italian  fruit  vender  help  you^  out, 
the  former  with  curly  parsley  or 
feathery  carrot  tops,  the  latter  with 
the  laurel  or  orange  branches  he 
uses  in  ornamentation.  Wlien  these 
have  their  dressing  of  diamonds,  they 
are  at  once  transformed  from  the 
commonplace  to  the  artistic.  A  roll 
of  cotton  batting  made  into  balls  and 
wet  with  alum  makes  charming  snow- 
balls. A  few  sheets  of  green  crepe 
paper  will  furnish  leaves,  and  a  long 
connecting  stem  from  which  the  balls 
may  depend  in  festoons.  Glass  balls, 
used  singly  or  in  clusters,  such  as 
are  seen  at  the  Christmas  holidays, 
may  be  purchased  at  any  of  the  toy 
or  department  stores.  Glaas  birds, 
with  wings  that  flutter  at  the  least 
breath  of  air,  may  be  attached  by 
tubber  elastic  to  the  pictures  and 
chandeliers.

Pass  first  the  plates,  each  holding 
a  helping  of  the  turkey  and  jelly;  or 
salad  on  a  lettuce  leaf,  with  tiiree  or 
four  pickled  oysters  alsoi,  if  you  like; 
pass  asawrted  sandwiches,  following 
with  the  relished.  When  this  course 
has  been  finished,  remove  the  plates 
and  have  fresh  ones  brought  In,  with 
the  cream,  a  waiter  following  with 
cake.  Serve  the  ice  cream  in  sherbert 
glasses.  At  the  bottom  of  each  place 
a  portion  of  brandied  peach  or  a 
spoonful  of  gingered  pears.  The 
cream  Is  then  turned  Into  the  glass, 
and  with  each  spoonful  one  gets  a 
suggestion  of  the  brandied  or  gin- 
gered  fruit. 

Serve  a  fruit  punch  from  a  table 
covered  with  a  white  cloth  and  trim- 
med with  the  frosted  smilax  or  other 
greens.  Use  a  glass  punch  bowl  and 
glass  cups.     If   the  bo^  Is  cut  glass, 


take  care  to  ;emper  It  by  putting 
in  cold  water  and  adding  the  Ice 
gradually  until  thoroughly  chilled. 
White  canned  cherries  or  white 
grapes,  cut  in  halves  and  seeded, 
make  a  tempting  addition  to  each 
cup.  FSar  cake,  angel's  fo<jd  cut  In 
squares,  with  hard  Icing  and  decora- 
tions of  angelirja,  or  bits  of  glaced 
fruits,  is  pre;ty  and  appropriate. 
For  favors,  there  are  any  number  of 
dainty.  Inexpensive  glass  articles, 
such  as  vases  or  paper  weigh Lsl,  while 
still  cheaper  jtre  the  little  *Easter 
figures— rabbits,  chickens,  birds,  etc. 
—of  tho  clear  spun  sug^ar,  that  look 
like  glass. 


CURIOSITIES    OF    DIET. 

Man's  gastronomic  predilections  do 
not  cease  at  beast  and  bird  and  fish; 
the  reptile  and  nsect  world  contribute 
their  quota  to  ;ils  heterogenous  table, 
says  Chamber's  Journal. 

The  turtle  is  the  corner  stone  of 
even  an  alderminic  banquet,  and  it  is 
not  surprising  that  the  land  tortoise 
Is  used  as  food  wherever  he  is  found. 
Llzzards  of  all  sorts  and  sizes  are 
eaten  in  Asia,  Africa,  America  and 
Australia,  and  what  is  the  crocodile 
or  alligator  bu:  a  lizard  of  a  larger 
growth? 

In  Egypt  and  along  the  great  rivers 
of  other  parts  of  Africa,  .South  America 
and  Southern  A^ia  the  ungainly  reptile 
is  devoured  with  relish.  Europeans  do 
not  take  kindly  to  It  as  an  article  of 
diet,  although  tiiey  try  It  out  of  curio- 
sity. 

One  would  think  the  line  might  well 
be  drawn  at  snakes.  But  because  of 
that  evil  reputittion  gained  just  after 
the  dawn  of  the  creation  the  reptile 
cannot  be  allowed  to  shirk  his  obliga- 
tions. The  Chinaman  utilizes  snakes 
for  sustenance  and  for  medicine  and  he 
is  kept  in  count  enance  by  the  Indians 
of  America,  the  negroes  of  Africa,  the 
Malaysians  and  the  Japanese.  Coming 
nearer  home,  the  Italians  favor  a  dish 
of  viper  Jelly,  and  the  late  Frank 
Buckland,  whos  i  zoological  enthusiasm 
knew   no   bounds,  assured   us  that   boa

Kindly    furnish    me    with   recipes   for 
some  fc^outhern  dishes.

CHICKEN  KNEWJTS  OWNER. 

Trick    Bird   Completed   the   Evidence 
Against  an  Alleged  Thief. 

Baltimore,  April  6.— What  appeared 
to  be  an  ordinary  Dominick  chicken 
played  a  part  in  a  larc*>ny  case  at  tho 
Eastern  police  station.  The  bird  com- 
pleted evidence  against  Frank  Saglnski, 
1722  Aliceanna  street,  and  as  a  result 
he  is  now  in  the  city  jail  awaiting  the 
action  of  the  criminal  court, 

Saginski  was  arrested  on  a  warrant 
sworn  out  by  Michael  Klosicki,  1734 
Aliceanna  street,  charging  him  with 
stealing  three  chickens,  valued  at  $3. 
This  morning  when  the  case  was 
called  for  a  hearing  Saglnski  denied  tho 
theft  and  stated  that  the  chickens 
were  his  property.

An  appropriation  of 
$126,000  for  Its  erection  has  been  as- 
sured and  the  work  on  the  new  sta- 
tion win  begin  about  the  first  of  May 
and  will  be  completed  during  tlie 
l^r.esent  season. 

The  new  station  will  be  the  first 
one  on  the  Great  I^akes  in  be  equipped 
with  the  illuminating  apparatus  which 
has  been  decided  to  be  installed  in  It. 
Its  characteristic  will  be  a  double 
white  flash  every  ten  second.s.  The 
flash,  owing  to  Its  intensity,  is  known 
as  the  "lightning  light"  fla.sh,  and  un- 
der ordinary  conditions  it  Is  visible 
twenty-one '  rtiilbs. 

Rock  of  Ages  consists  of  tliree  small 
rocks  which  stick  up  above  the  water, 
about  three  mjles  from  shora  at  the 
westerly  end  of  Isle  Royale.  The 
foundation  pier  of  the  lighthouse  is  to 
be  cylindrical  In  shape,  fifty  feet  In 
diameter  and  thirty  feet  high,  and  will 
be  built  on  a  pock  fifty  feet  wide  and 
200  feet  long.  The  rock  will  be  blast- 
ed down  to  the  surface  of  the  water. 
Within  200  feof  of  the  rock  the  water 
Is  150  feet  dee,p.  Mas.s  concrete  will 
form  the  material  of  the  foundation 
pier.

The  lighthouse  will  be  in  charge  of 
four  keeper.s,  who  will  make  their 
home  In  the  structure.  The  rooms 
will  include  an  office,  kitchen  and 
mess  room  and  sleeping  quarters.  The 
nearest  port  is  Port  Arthur,  fifty-four 
miles  away,  on  the  north  shore  of  the 
lake.  Having  four  keepers,  makes  it 
possible  for  two  men  to  be  on  duty 
while  the  others  are  away  for  provi- 
sions or  other  supplies. 

The  fact  that  In  the  spring  and  fall 
the  prevailing  winds  on  Lake  Superior 
are  from  the  northwest  makes  the  lo- 
cation of  the  new  station  a  very  ad- 
vantageous one.  Vessels  coming  out 
of  Duluth  and  Superior  now  shape 
a  cour.se  to  Devil's  Island,  thence  to

Prevails  as  to  the  Future 

of  the  Republic  of 

Cuba. 

New  York.  Apnil  5.— Acxiording  to  a 
Havana  despatch  to  the  Sun.  the  Amer- 
ican government,  sooner  or  later,  will 
meet  with  pressure  from  ajbroad  regard- 
ing the  Cuban  situation.  The  French 
minister  Is  said  to  have  informed  his 
government  that  there  will  be  no  cer- 
tainty of  the  protection  of  property  If 
the  Republic  is  re-established  and  the 
Cubans  are  placed  in  control. 

"It  is  learned  further."  the  dispatch 
continues,  "that  certain  powerful  Brit- 
ish interests  recently  asked  the  foreign 
office  In  London  to  request  permission 
from  the  United  States  to  station  three 
British  warships  In  Cuban  waters  when 
the  Americans  leave.  American  offic- 
ials here,  however,  do  not  believe  that 
Great  Britain  will  make  any  such  em- 1 
barrassring  request  because  the  answer  j 
would  probably  bo  that  America  will  be  [ 
able  to  tend  to  her  own  affairs,  and  be-  \ 
ing  responsible  for  Cuba's  conduct,  she 
would  preserve  order  and  protect  prop- 
erty   as    at    present.

By  President  McCrea  Against  Two-Cent 
Fare  Law  in  Pennsylvania. 

Philadelphia,  April  5.— The  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad  today  made  public  Presi- 
dent McCrea's  letter  to  Governor  Stu«irt 
requesting  him  to  disapprove  the  2-cent 
railroad  fare  bill  which  the  governor 
signed  today.  Mr.  McCrea's  letter, 
which  is  dated  .\pril  3,  says  the  2-cent 
rate  is  a  reduction  of  one-third  in  tha 
average  rate  and  .says  tliat  it  is  ]xn- 
just  because  it  will  not  permit  the  rail- 
roads of  the  state  to  collect  an  average 
rate  that  is  a  fair  and  proper  return 
for   the  service   rendered. 

President  McCrea  says:  "The  right 
to  regulate  carries  with  it  the  obliga- 
tion to  protect.  This  phase  of  tha 
question  seems  not  to  have  been  con- 
sidered by  the  legislature.  The  ques- 
tion of  reducing  the  maximum  rate 
charged  by  railroads  was  made  a  po- 
litical Lssue.  and  many  candidates  were 
required  to  pledge  themselves  to  vote 
in  favor  of  a  2-cent  bill  before  any 
argument  based  on  facts  were  officially 
submitted  for  their  consideration,  and 
as  a  result  no  thorough  investigation 
was  made  of  the  subject."

Often  the  wisest  have 
cast  aside  with  disdain  plays  which  after- 
ward made  fortunes,  and.  vice  versa, 
have  spent  fortunes  on  plays  which  the 
merest  amateurs  have  seen  at  the  first 
performance  hart  absolutely  no  chance  of 
making  a  success.  Thomas  Q.  Seabrooke, 
who  has  been  an  actor  more  years  than 
he  cares  to  remember.  Inasmuch  as  he  is 
still  a  very  young-looking  man.  talked 
aixnit  the  flekleness  of  the  business  one 
day  last  week  and  gave  some  conspicuous 
Instances  of  what  might  have  come  to 
some  managers  and  what  really  came  to 
others.

Mouse'  today  la  about  to  *ntor  its  third 
year  In  New  York.  Four  other  companies 
are  presenting  it  on  the  road,  and  It  is 
said  that  Mr.  Harris'  net  protlts  have  al- 
ready exceeded  a  million  dollars.

"Augustus  Thomaa  wrote  'Arizona, 
submitted  it  to  Charles  Frohman.  gen- 
erally regarded  as  the  foremost  the- 
atrl-al  manager  of  the  day.  and  Mr. 
Frohman  declined  it  with  thanks.  The 
late  Kirke  La  Shelle  produced  It,  and 
his  profits  have  long  since  passed  the 
$300,000  mark.  While  it  was  In  the  height 
of  its  success  In  New  York.  Thomas 
submitted  another  play  to  Mr.  Froh- 
man, this  one  being  entitled  'Colorado.' 
With  eager  haste  Mr.  Frohman  pro- 
duced It,  but  at  the  end  of  four  weeks 
It  was  laid  in  cold  storage  and  Mr. 
Frohman  entered  a  loss  of  $40,000  on  the 
debit   side   of   his  account  books. 

"Shortly  after  Mr.  Thomas  came  to 
Mr.  Frohman  and  offered  him  a  play 
called  "The  Earl  of  Pawtucket.' 

"  'Produce  this,  Charlie,  and  you'll 
get  bat:k  your  'Colorado'  losses  ten- 
fold,' he  said. 

"Mr.  Frohman  declined.  Again  Kirke 
La  Salle  stepped  to  the  front,  produced 
'The  Earl  of  Pawtucket'  and  at  the  end 
of  Its  career  had  profited  almost  to  a 
dollar  of  the  amount  Mr.  Thomas  had 
predicted. 

"  "The  Baroness  Fiddlesticks,'  a  comic 
op'^ra  produced  with   the  backing  of  a 
couple    of   New   York   millionaires,    had 
a    two    weeks'    career   aliout    three    sea- 
sons  ago,    which    shows    the   other    side 
of  the  picture.     Its  book  read  cleverly. 
Its    plot    was    original;    every   one   who 
read    It    and    heard    Us    music   predicted 
for   it   a  brilliant  career.     So   confident 
were    these    millionaires   of   its   success 
that    they    finally     decided      that,    they 
might  a.s  well  keep  all   the  managerial 
profits  for  themselves,  and  so  assumed 
all     the    responsibilities    and    expenses 
of    its    production.     Never     were     there 
such   costume.s.   such    scenery,    such   ex- 
pense heard  of  as  they  w'ent  to.  and  the 
cast  Included  a  brilliant  array  of  comic 
opera  favorites.     The   night  before   the 
curtain    went    up,    their    treasurer    told 
me   that   he   had   paid   out  on   this  pro- 
duction   a    little    more   than   $39,000.     Yet 
in    two    weeks    the    company    was    dis- 
banded, tho  scenery  and  costumes  In  a 
storehouse    where    they    lay    for    some 
months,  and  were  finall.v  sold  for  $1,500. 
"Arnold  Daly  and  Robert  L  Jraine  sailed 
for    London    simultaneously    to    secure    a 
play    by    George     Bernard     Shaw    at    the 
conclusion   of  Mr.    Daly's  brilliant  season 
in    'Candida'    two   years    ago.     Mr.    Shaw 
gave  Daly  his  choice  betW';en  'John  Buir!^ 
Other    Island'    and    'Man  and   Superman.' 
After  long  and  careful  consideration,  and 
upon  the  unanimous  advice  of  practically 
everyone   who  had  read  these  plays,   Mr. 
Daly  .selected  the  former,  leaving  Loralna 
no    choice   but    the   latter.     Confing    back 
to  New  York  they  were  produced  within 
a   few   days  of  each   other.       After     four 
week.^  of  disastrous  business,  Daly  closed 
with  a  loss  of  $20,000.     Loraine  played  an 
entire  year  in  New  York  and  l-s  playing 
to  practical  capacity  in  every  theater  he 
visits     What  his  profits  have  been  no  one 
really  knows,  but  it  has  made  him  a  rich 
man     and     will     net    him    thousands    and 
thousands    of    dollars    before  It  becomes 
useless. 

"The  most  striking  Ulu.stratlon  at  the 
present  nioment  of  the  uncertainty  of  the- 
atrical ventures  i.s  'The  Clansman.'  The 
Rev.  Thomaa  Dixon,  its  author,  I  have 
heard,  went  to  nearly  every  theatrical 
man  of  prominence  in  New  York  city 
with  the  manuscript  and  offered  to  pro- 
vide half  the  necessary  capital  for  Va 
production,  but  no  one  would  take  it 
Finally  George  H.  Brennan  agreed  to  ri.sk 
it,  and  the.  piece  played  for  five  months 
in  tho  Sluth  to  an  average  business  of 
$11,000  a  week,  which  represents  a  profit 
to  Messrs.  Dixon  and  Brennan  of  some- 
thing over  $5,i>X>  a  week,  and  this  buslU'.^ss 
has  continued  all    this   season. 

"Paul  Armstrong,  the  author  of  'The 
Heir  of  the  Hoorah,'  is  another  who  can 
tell  from  experience  how  faulty  Is  the 
judgment  of  theatrical  managers.  No  less 
than  six  of  the  most  prominent  In  the 
business  had  at  one  time  or  another  op- 
tions on  this  play,  but  each,  after  reading 
and  rereading  It,  decided  to  offer  their  op- 
tion money  rather  than  risk  a  production. 
.Yet  today  it  is  one  of  the  big  money- 
makers,

An  actor  is  bom,  not  made.  He  may  be 
a  rough  diamond  and  need  no  end  of 
polishing,  but  the  stone  must  be  pure  or 
be  win  never  shine  in  the  diadem  of  art.

If  I  were  asked  what  proportion  of  as- 
pirants for  the  stage  who  come  to  me  for 
advice  will  ultimately  become  great  ar- 
tiste. Z  would  answer  five  In  ten  tnou- 
Band. 

The  man  of  ability  will  respond  quickly 
to  suggcBtion  and  criticism.  Ho  will  have  | 
a  eweet  and  Bympathctic  nature.  He  will 
bo  full  of  faith  in  his  Instructor  and  faith 
in  himself  Ho  will  be  known  by  his  sim- 
plicity and  modesty. 

Now.  how  is  this  rara  avis,  a  great 
aotor,  found?    In  the  flret  place  he  must 

fjoBsess  patience,  perseverenco  and  a  gen- 
us for  hard  work.    Tlieso  are  essentials. 
The  mediocre  are  always  pompous,  head- 
strong and  unwilling  to  be  guided  or  re- 
strained.    Buggestlons,  criticisms?    These 
are  but  insults  to  thoir  art.

London,  April  6.— Alfred  Sutro's  new 
play,  "John  Glayde'a  Honor,"  warrants 
more  attention  that  the  brief  cable  no- 
tice of  its  striking  success.  Perhaps 
it  will  not  make  so  much  money  as 
"The  Walls  of  Jericho,"  which  brought 
the  dramatist  Into  sudden  fame  after 
long  waiting,  but  it  is  certainly  a  far 
stronger,  abler  and  more  convincing 
drama— perhaps  the  best  that  London 
has  had  since  Plnero's  "Iris." 

Sutro's  treatment  of  his  millionaire 
hero,  although  a  small  point  in  itself, 
is  significant  of  hl«  ^eflant  attitude  in 
this  play  toward  a  good  many  other 
dramatic  conventions.  The  traditional 
American  millionaire  of  the  British 
sage  is  an  ill  mannered,  self-assertive, 
unscrupulous  and  loud  voiced  person, 
and  signs  have  not  been  wanting  that 
George  Alexander  Is  considered  by  some 
of  his  critics  to  have  been  Inefficient  in 

? resenting  John  Glayde  as  a  quiet  gen- 
leman,  without  accent  or  any  other 
supposedly  American  audience  would 
have  scorned  any  other  portrayal  of 
an  Englishman  than  the  conventional 
dense,  stubborn  Individual  in  a  fore- 
and-aft  cap,  single  eyeglass,  and 
loud  checked  suit,  but  that  day  has 
gone  In  all  of  the  larger  American 
cities— wherein  we  are  ahead  of  the 
British  cousin,  who  still  insists,  as  a 
rule,  that  the  stage  American  shall  say 
"W-a-a-l*'  frequently  and  shall  be 
quite  unaccustomed  to  social  usages. 

Another  stage  tradition  fiouted  by 
Mr.  Sutro  is  that  the  audience  must 
never  be  deceived.  Yet  two  of  the 
strongest  Incidents  In  the  play  arise 
from  the  deception  of  the  audience. 
And  the  end  is  so  subversive  of  stage 
custom  that,  if  Mr.  Sutro  had  been  un- 
known, one  ventures  to  say  he  never 
would  have  got  an  acceptance  for  "John 
Glayde's    Honor"    In    its    present    form 

The  first  half  hour  of  tne  play  is  its 
worst.  The  curtain  rises  on  a  little 
dinner  party  in  Mrs.  Glayde's  Paris 
flat.  The  coffee-and-clgarettes  stage 
has  been  reached  and  we  have  to  glean 
as  best  we  may  from  the  elaborate 
scintillations  of  the  guests  that  the 
charming  young  Mrs.  Glayde  has 
scarcely  seen  her  husband  for  two 
years.  He  has  been  too  busy  over  in 
America.  manipulating  trusts,  and 
smashing  competitors,  to  pay  any  at- 
tention to  her  of  late,  although  they 
married  for  love.  But  they  have  had  no 
cnildren— and  she  has  been  amusing 
herself  in  Paris.  We  gather  that  she 
has  been  having  a  flirtation  with  Tre- 
vor Lerode,  the  decent  looking  young 
artist  who  has  been  painting  her  por- 
trait. Suddenly  Glayde  himself  turns 
up,  without  warning.  Some  one  has 
cabled  him  a  domestic  tip. 

With  Glayde's  appearance  there  Is  a 
cessation  of  clever  talk  and  we  get  down 
to  business.  He  sizes  up  Larode  instant- 
ly, and  asks  him  for  a  private  inter\'lew 
on  the  morrow.  When  the  others  are 
gone,  he  pleads  for  his  wife's  love.  He 
has  been  too  busy  amassing  his  millions, 
but  is  pulling  out  of  his  trusts  even  at  a 
moment  when  there  is  a  great  fight  on, 
that  he  mav  devote  himself  to  the  little 
woman  he  has  never  ceased  to  care  for 
"Too  late,"  she  says.  He  has  sacrificed 
her  love,  and  must  begin  all  over  again. 
Also  there  Isn't  room  for  him  in  her  new 
flat,  and  he  must  spend  the  nijht  at  his 
hotel.  Even  the  touch  of  his  hand  on  her 
arm  is  evidently   repulsive   to  her 

In  the  next  act  Glayde  is  at  his  hotel, 
torn  between  his  domestic  difficulties 
and  the  cables  apprising  him  of  a  rival's 
raid  on  his  stocks.  He  takes  on  both- 
dictating  cable  messages,  interviewing 
guests  of  the  last  night's  dinner  party 
and  quietly  picking  up  from  them  such 
information  as  he  needs  concerning  Le- 
rode, and  dealing  with  his  London  agents 
over  the  long  distance  telephone.  When 
Lerode  arrives.  Glayde  is  ready  for  him 
The  portrait  of  Mrs.  Glayde  must  remain 
unfinished,  Lerode  must  undertake 
never  to  see  her  again.  The  artist  re- 
volts. He  will  see  Mrs.  Glayde  as  often  as 
he  likes,  until  she  herself  asks  him  to 
stop  calling.  Glayde  Is  called  away  for  a 
few  moments  to  the  Paris-London  tele- 
phone, and  bids  the  artist  think  it  over 
while  he  Is  gone. 

And  here  the  audience  is  taken  by  sur- 
prise. We  had  supposed  Mrs.  Glayde's 
affair  was  a  little  flirtation.  But  she 
Mas  been  lurking  In  an  adjoining  room, 
and  when  Glayde  leaves  she  flies  to  Le- 
rode's  arms.    She  bids  him  lie  to  her  hus. 


band  and  promise  that  he  will  never  see 
her  again,  otherwise  she  Is  certain 
Glayde  will  kill  him.  They  will  fly  to- 
gether that  very  night  to  the  little 
French  town  they  have  secretly  visited 
so  often  before.  It  goes  against  the  grain 
for  Lerode  to  agree  to  this  lie,  but  ne 
yields  for  the  wom  ui's  sake.  As  she 
starts  back  to  the  coor  through  which 
she  has  come,  an  arm  api/ears  and  the 
door  is  softly  closed  from  the  other  side. 
It  is  a  poignant  moment.  Whose  arm  was 
It?  Glayde's?  The  woman  tip-toes  over, 
and  peers  through.  No  one  is  visible,  and 
she  goes  out  as  her  husband  comes  In 
through  another  door.  The  audience  Is 
as  much  in  doubt  as  the  guilty  pair,  and 
we  all  watch  Glayde  breathlessly.  But 
he  goes  on  more  calmly  from  where  he 
left  off.  He  suspects  nothing.  Lerode 
swallows  hard,  tells  his  He,  and  departs. 
Mrs.  Glayde  comes  In  and  expresses  sur- 
prise to  hear  that  Leeode  has  been  there 
She  laughs  at  her  husband's  suspicions. 

When  she  has  gone  Glayde's  old  serv- 
ant brings  a  card  for  Mrs.  Glayde.  He 
says,  unwitting  of  the  import  of  his 
words,  that  he  didn't  give  it  to  her  be- 
fore because  she  was  talking  with  Mr. 
Lerode,  and  apparently  didn't  wish  to  be 
disturbed,  so  he  had  closed  the  door 
and  withdrawn  till  she  should  be  at 
liberty.  It  is  obvious  to  Glayde  that  his 
wife  and  Lerode  have  lied  to  him.  As  the 
act  closes  he  turns  resolutely  to  his 
cables,  but  the  words  fail  and  the  curtain 
falls  on  a  man  tortured  to  the  hmlt  of 
endurance. 

In  act  three  Glayde  has  pulled  himself 
together  and  confronts  his  wife  in  her 
flat,  as  she  is  packing  for  the  elopement. 
She  is  defiant:  yes,  she  Hed  to  him;  It 
was  to  save  Lerode.  Glayde  is  so  quiet 
and  grim  that  she  becomes  terrified.  She 
is  convinced  that  he  means  to  kill  her 
lover.  She  throws  her  arms  around  her 
hi!|sband's  neck,  begs  his  forgiveness, 
promises  never  to  see  the  artist  again, 
says  she  loves  her  husband  and  will 
start  on  the  morrow  on  a  new  honeymoon 
with  him.  Glayde  believes  her— and  so 
does  the  audience.  We  are  apparently  to 
have  a  commonplace  reconciliation,  and 
everybody  is  to  be  happy  ever  after.  Mrs. 
Glayde  has  excused  herself  to  make  a 
promised  call,  and  Glayde  in  his  new 
relicity,  makes  all  sorts  of  delightful  new 
resolutions  to  the  end  that  his  wife  shall 
be  happy.  His  private  secretary  rushes 
in— he  has  seen  Mrs  Glayde  drive  straight 
for  Lerode's  studio,  and  has  learned  that 
they  are  going  to  elope  instantly. 

Space  fails  in  which  to  indicate  the 
adroitness  with  which  Mr.  Sutro  has  pre- 
pared for  the  last  great  five  minutes  of 
the  play  In  Lerode's  studio.  We  see  the 
artist  packing  for  his  flight,  and  already 
beginning  to  naif  regret  the  pictures  and 
the  life  he  is  to  leave  behind.  A  cynical 
friend  tells  him  of  the  time  when  he,  too, 
eloped  with  another  man's  wife.  She 
had  spent  half  her  time  asking  if  he  still 
loved  her,  and  the  other  half  in  crying 
for  the  other  fellow,  until  the  poor  man 
In  despair  had  sent  the  husband  an  an- 
onymous telegram  describing  their  where- 
abouts. 

Mrs.  Glayde  arrives,  white,  worn,  sick- 
ened by  the  monstrous  deception  she  had 
practiced  on  her  husband.  The  pair  are 
ready  for  their  flight,  and  Lerode  is 
absent  for  a  moment  when  Glayde  ar- 
rives. He  sternly  commands  his  wife 
to  go  home.  She  refuses.  He  may  kill 
her;  he  may  kill  Lerode:  he  may  do  what 
he  likes  now,  but  she  will  not  turn  back. 
Then  Lerode  comes.  He  glances  at  the 
foils  on  the  wall,  and  Is  ready  for  tho 
flght.  "Come  here,"  commands  Glayde, 
and  then  continues  In  a  dead,  calm  voice: 
"This  woman  loves  you.  She  used  to  be 
my  wife.  She  loves  you  beyond  every- 
thing else — honesty,  truth,  shame.  She 
has  made  the  greatest  of  all  sacriflces 
for  you— she  has  lied  and  betrayed.  Take 
her  away.  Take  her  and  help  her— to  lie 
and  betray   no  more." 

It  comes  so  suddenly  and  the  flnal  cur- 
tain descends  so  quickly  that  we  scarcely 
sense  till  afterwards  the  tragedy  in  the 
faces  of  the  guilty  pair  as  they  stare, 
appalled,  while  the  husband  walks  quietly 
out.  The  utter  scorn  and  contempt  of 
his  words,  voice  and  manner  has  withered 
their  love— turned  their  romance  to  bit- 
terness. His  revenge  Is  so  complete  that 
we  are  almost  sorry  for  those  two  hag- 
gard beings  standing  there,  afraid  to  face 
each  other  and  the  future. 

It  is  a  strong  play,  and  all  London  Is 
talking  about  It. 


A  CITY  BURIED  IN 

ARIZONA'S  SANDS 

Houses  of  a  Long  Vanislied  Race  Found  in  the  Gila 

Valley—Upon  Public  Lands  and 

Under  National  ControL 


In  the  heart  of  the  Southwest,  In  a 
region  formerly  forsaken  by  whites  and 
little  frequented  Ly  Indians,  lie  the 
traces  of  an  ancient  city  buried  by 
desert  sands.  Many  tumbled  walls, 
smoothed  flat  with  the  burning  plain, 
are  marked,  gravelike,  by  the  still 
remnants  of  a  building,  in  the  Gila 
valley,  Arizona,  this  lone  ruin, 
christened  the  Casa  Grande  by  the 
Spaniards  of  the  territory,  has,  since 
October,  been  the  object  of  Investiga- 
tions, under  a  special  appropriation  of 
congress,  by  an  archeologlcal  expedi- 
tion of  the  Smith^nian  institution. 

The  Casa  Grande  is  twelve  miles  from 
the  Santa  Fe  system  of  railroads,  and 
eighteen  miles  from  the  Southern  Pa- 
cllfc— an  easy  trip  across  the  desert 
from  Florence,  Ariz.  It  has  furnished 
material  for  much  surmise  and  recently 
for  actual  scientific  Investigation— sur- 
mise dating  back  as  far  as  the  gold 
seeking  Invasicn  of  Colorado  Jn  1540. 

The  ruin  has  -been  brought  three 
times  to  the  attention  of  our  national 
legislative  body.  It  lies  upon  public 
lands  and  is  therefore  under  national 
control.  Early,  however,  it  paid  the 
price  of  many  valuable  relics  by  suf- 
fering from  the  too  devoted  attention 
of  souvenir  hunters.  About  fifteen  years 
ago  congress  recognized  Its  importance 
by  appropriating  $2,000  for  its  repair 
and  preservation — ^following  upon  pri- 
vate explorations,  which,  at  the  time, 
aroused  much  general  Interest.  "Victor 
MindelefT,  archaeologist,  was  sent  to 
superintend  the  construction  of  a  guard 
against  the  wear  of  the  elements,  and 
a  custodian  was  appointed  to  protect  It 
against  too  curious  sightseers.  Last 
year  Casa  Grade  again  brought  an  ap- 
propriation—this time  $3,0(tO;  and  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908, 
a  like  sum  has  baen  granted.  . 

As  provided  by  the  terms  of  the  more 
recent  appropriations,  the  work  was 
placed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
secretary  of  tho  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion, and  Dr.  J.  Walker  Fewkes  of  the 
bureau  of  American  ethnology  was 
chosen  ns  the  most  available  member 
of  the  Smithsonian  staff  to  undertaka 
th*  «xoavatloiiit,  U«   set  out  on  Oct, 


17,  arriving  on  the  scene  Oct.  24,  and 
since  then  has  accomplished  appre- 
ciable results. 

A  live  description  of  the  spit  Is  given 
by  one  of  the  predecessors  of  Dr. 
Fewkes.  He  says: 

"The  Casa  Grande  ruin  (the  single 
standing  building)  is  located  near  the 
southwest  center  of  the  group,  and  the 
ground  surface  for  miles  around  it  in 
every  direction  Is  so  Hat  that  from  the 
summit  of  the  walls  an  Immense  streton 
of  country  is  brought  under  view.  On 
the  east  is  the  broad  valley  of  the  Gila 
river,  rising  In  a  great  plain  to  a  dis- 
tant range  of  mountains.  About  a  mile 
and  a  half  to  the  north  a  fringe  of  Cot- 
tonwood trees  marks  the  course  of  the 
river,  beyond  which  the  plain  con- 
tinues, broken  somewhat  by  hills  and 
buttes,  until  the  vltw  is  closed  by  the 
Superstition  mountains.  On  the  north- 
west the  valley  of  the  Gila  river  runs 
Into  the  horizon,  with  a  few  buttes  here 
and  there.  On  the  west  lies  a  range  of 
mountains  closing  the  valley  in  that 
direction  while  toward  the  southwest 
and  south  It  extends  until  in  some 
place  it  meets  the  horizon,  while  In 
other  places  It  is  closed  by  ranges  of 
mountains  blue  and  misty  In  the  dis- 
tance." 

The  acounts  of  visitors  to  this  partic- 
ular ancient  town  on  the  banks  of  the 
Gila  river  trickle  along  the  course  of 
time  ever  since  white  men  landed  in  the 
"New  World.' 

When  the  adventurous  members  of 
Coronado's  expedition  In  1540  braved 
the  scorching  sands  of  the  North  Mexi- 
can desert,  they  halted  In  amazement 
at  the  ruins  of  a  long  deserted,  sand 
topped  city  hiding  the  secrets  of  a 
people  older  than  the  Indians.  Cas- 
taneda,  the  scribe  of  the  invasion, 
wrote  with  appreciation  of  the  relic  of 
a  supposed  fortress  which  had  been 
destroyed  long  before  by  barbarous 
tribes,  perhaps  ancestors  of  the 
Apaches.  In  1694  a  Jesuit  father,  wan- 
dering In  penance,  chanted  a  mass 
within  Its  walls,  recalling  the  spirits  of 
departed  chiefs  of  whom  we  ai'o  left 
no  written  record.  While  the  white 
colonists  of  New  England  were  strug- 

f fling  In  1775  to  throw  off  a  yoke  blnd- 
ng   them   to     Europe,     an     eccleslast, 
Padr*  Font,  waa  livlxig  In  a  room  of 


the  Casa  Grande,  writing  the  deeds 
of  a  nation  whos?  prestige  had  al- 
ready waned  at  i  he  approach  of  a 
mightier  tribe. 

In  1846  an  "Army  of  the  West"  of 
this  advancing  mightier  tribe  conquer- 
ed these  tottering  vails  and  the  terri- 
tory surrounding  tliem.  Lieut.  Emory 
and  Lieut.  Johnstoi  of  this  army  saw 
and  wrote  of  the  ruins,  and  Maj.  John 
Russell  Bartlett  later  described  them 
with  admiration.  A..  F.  A.  Bandelier, 
traveling  for  the  Archaelogical  insti- 
tute of  America,  w^is  the  next  to  men- 
tion them  la  notcji  on  a  trip  as  far 
south  as  Central  ./.merlca.  These  ac- 
counts were  followed  by  a  partial  re- 
port in  1888  by  Fnmk  Hamilton  Gush- 
ing of  the  "Hemeiway  Southwestern 
Archaelogical  expeelition"  from  which 
the  party  returned  laden  with  speci- 
mens of  carved  stone  implements, 
highely  decorated  pottery  and  burial 
urns,  but  above  ail  with  a  vivid  de- 
scription of  the  customs  of  the  extinct 
people  of  the  region.  In  settling  up 
affairs  of  this  exp?ditlon  Dr.  Fewkes 
came  into  actual  touch  with  archaeolo- 
gy of  Arizona, 

The  Hemenway  explorations  were 
general.  The  work  of  Dr.  Fewkes 
is  limited  to  the  bui-ied  city  about  Casa 
Grande,  which  ho  llrmly  believe  as  he 
writes  to  the  Smithsonian,  will  be  one 
of  the  great  spectacles  of  the  region — 
"an  American  Pompeii  for  sightseers 
as  well  as  an  object  leson  for  students 
of  American  archeology  and  history." 

"The  Casa  Grandts  group  of  mounds," 
he  says,  "Is  composed  of  three  walled 
clusters  of  buildiniffs  or  compounds 
now  for  the  most  part  buried  in  the 
earth.'  In  his  reports  he  has  labeled 
them  compounds  A,  B,  and  C.  "Com- 
pound A"  he  is  excavating.  "Com- 
pound B"  Is  close  at  hand.  He  de- 
scribe«  it  writing  from  his  tent  upon 
the  grounds:  "It  is  a  noble  ruin  and  as 
I  see  It  now  looming  among  the  mes- 
quite  trees  I  fancy  the  stately  build- 
ings that  some  one,  some  day,  will  un- 
cover there." 

Dr.  Fewkes  has  already  unearthed 
much  of  the  first  ?roup  of  structures 
In  which  stand  the  walls  of  the  "great 
house."  As  the  send  Is  dug  out,  the 
mystery  of  its  meaning  gradually 
clears.  It  can  hardly  be  a  massive 
temple  of  sun  worshippers,  as  a  form- 
er traveler  surmised,  but  It  Is  more 
probably  a  place  cf  refuge,  a  strong- 
hold in  which  there  may  have  resided  a 
powerful  chieftain  jf  bygone  days  who 
exacted  homage  f  re  m  his  vassals.  The 
group  proper  is  sightly  over  400  feet 
long  by  200  feet  wlie,  surrounded  by  a 
solid  wall  of  pressed  earth  a  yard  or 
more  thick  and  no'v  from  eight  to  fit- 
ten  feet  high.  On  two  corners  have 
already  been  unoaithed  an  eight-room 
bastion  and  a  two- room  lookout.  The 
great  house  itself  rests  about  the  cen- 
ter of  the  lnclosur<,  flanked  by  plazas 
and  groups  of  smallet  houses  arranged 
on  an  ordered  plan.  On  one  side  is  a 
large  opening,  probably  the  entrance, 
and  about  the  who  e,  outside  the  wall, 
run  traces  of  a  ditch  which  connects 
at  one  corner  with  an  adjacent  depres- 
sion in  the  ground. 

Beyond  the  wallii  are  mounds  of  all 
sizes  and  shapes — riounds  which  prod- 
ding has  proved  to  be  of  as  many 
origins.  There  ara  mounds  of  earth 
left  from  clearing  out  springs.  There 
are  mounds  formed  of  ashes  and 
debris.  The  Iarg«;r  ones  are  burial 
mounds — treasure  houses  for  the 
archeologlst — rich  in  mortuary  offer- 
ings and  human  remains.  There  is  a 
fourth  class  of  many  remains  of  "ul- 
tra-urban single  houses"  which  may 
hold  the  solution  to  the  make-up  of 
the  whole  city. 

What  sort  of  pec  pie  were  these  first 
Americans  who  hsive  left  only  silent 
evidence  of  their  jiro-Columblan  life? 
It  Is  established  that  they  were  an- 
cestors of  the  Indiiins — that  they  bore 
little  resemblance  either  to  Asiatics 
or  to  Africans.  Wherever  they  came 
from  originally,  they  must  have  been 
Americans  for  a  large  total  of  genera- 
tions. Closely  allied  to  the  Pima  tribe 
of  the  present  day,  con.servative  esti- 
mates would  place  their  number  well 
up  Into  thousands    n  each  city. 

It  has  been  a  pet  theory  of  ethnol- 
ogists to  account  for  these  vast  West- 
ern ruins  by  a  series  of  many  occupa- 
tions of  the  same  site,  making  each 
return  by  the  construction  of  a  "tem- 
ple" or  a  "gathering  place"  or  a  "com- 
pound," as  Dr.  Fewkes  has  termed 
these  large  blocks  of  buildings.  One 
relic  at  least  speass  of  a  vast  popu- 
lation In  words  that  are  clear — the 
network  of  irrigation  ditches  con- 
structed from  the  (Jila  and  Salt  rivers. 
Dug,  as  they  muJt  have  been,  with 
crude  stone  implements  the  dirt  was 
then  laboriously  cf.rried  away  in  bas- 
kets strung  across  the  backs  of  the 
women.  Imaglnat  on  will  conjure  up 
the  number  of  w<>rkers  neces-'-ary  to 
complete  In  this  manner  a  ditch  found 
by  Mr.  Cushlng  trs.ceable  at  least  cal- 
culation  for  thirty-eight   miles. 

All  the  Arizona  Investigations  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  are  being  con- 
ducted with  scientific  caution.  Much 
of  the  labor  Is  pe;-formed  by  Indians 
who  are  perhaps  the  descendants  of 
the  very  men  whcse  homes  they  are 
unearthing.  Such  relics  as  have  been 
discovered  will  be  carefully  shipped  to 
the  National  muse  im  to  be  compared 
by  experts  with  other  speciments  of 
Indian  work.  Dr.  Fewkes  has  re- 
served his  own  ccnclusions  until  tho 
completion  of  the  excavations,  when 
whatever  definite  theories  he  may 
have  established  w  11  be  embodied  in  a 
complete  report  o;i  the  Casa  Grande 
and  its  vicinity. 

One  of  the  most  recent  letters  to 
Secretary  Wahott  says: 

"I  believe  the  excavation  and  pro- 
tection of  the  ruins  on  the  Casa 
Grande  reservatior  may  be  made  the 
most  Important  archeologlcal  work 
the  Smithsonian  has  ever  undertaken 
and  if  completed  as  begun  will  be  a 
valuable  contribution  to  the  'advance- 
ment of  knowledgt^  among  men.'  Al- 
low me  to  emphasize  one  feature  of 
the  archeologlcal  vork  of  the  Smith- 
sonian at  Casa  Grande  this  winter.  So 
far  as  I  know  up  to  the  present  year 
no  museum.  Institution,  or  private 
worker  has  ever  dc  ne  anything  to  pro- 
tect and  preserve  walls  of  buildings  in 
the  Southwestern  ruins,  brought  to 
light  by  excavations,  but  have  left 
them  to  be  destroyed  by  the  elements. 
"By  protecting  the  walls  as  well  as 
specimens  found  in  archeological  ex- 
cavations the  Institution  has  inaugu- 
rated a  new  epoch  in  Southwestern 
field  work."

If  his  efforts  to  get  his 
name  up  take  the  form  of  buying  pic-

The 
desire  for  the  world's  attention  has  re- 
sulted in  the  enormous  enlargement  of 
the  world's  knowledge.  In  the  endow- 
ment of  schools  and  universities,  hos- 
pitals, museums  and  art  galleries.  In 
the  establishment  of  many  of  the  most 
useful  and  necessary  charities.

•wealth   to   use   their  money  to  pay  the

!      Lick   started   out   in   active   life   with 
a   grim  determination   to  •win  recogni- 
tion   not  from  the  great  world  at  first 
but    from    a    queer    old    Pennsylvania 
Dutchman,  a  miller  for  whom  he  work- 
'  ed  when  a  boy.    The  miller  had  money 
■■  tn  plenty  and  a  pretty  daughter.     Lick 
had  no  money,  but  he  wanted  the  mlU- 
'  er's   daughter   and    told    the   miller   so. 
The   latter   wouldn't  put    up   vi-lth   any 
such  nonsense  as  his  daughter  marry- 
ing a  poor  young  man,  even  if  she  was 
In  love  with  him.     To  Impress  the  situ- 
ation upon  Lick's  mind  he  reminded  the 
young  man  of  the  mill  and  asked:

successively,  after  which  he  abandoned  j 
his    native    country     and      located      in  i 
Buenos  Ayres.    He  worked  like  a  fiend  i 
at  his  business    to  get  enough   money  { 
together  to  convince  the  old  miller  that 
he   -was   well    enough  off   to   marry   the 
girl.     Not  progressing  fast  enough,   he 
added  stlngUiess  to  his  hard  work  a^d 
became  close  almost  to  miserliness.  He 
remained  in  Buenos  Ayres  some  years 
and  got  moderately  ahead  of  the  game. 
In    1847,    hoping    to    do    better,    he    re- 
turned to  the  United  States,  settling  in 
San  Jose,  Cal. 

He  was   then  a  year  past  50,  a  soli- 
tary    sulky    sort    of    individual,     who 
I  had  "no  friends  to  speak  of  and   about. 
I  whom     noljody      even      dreamed     tlmt 
there  was  a  shred  of   romance. 

Before  he  had  been  in  California 
long  however,  he  showed  that  he 
had 'never  forgotten  the  girl  he  had 
loveKi  thirty  years  earlier,  and,  also, 
that  the  overmastering  idea  of  his 
life  had  been  to  make  her  father 
sorry  for  the  course  he  had  taken. 
Lick's  method  of  carrying  out  his 
idea  took  th©  form  of  a  flouring  mill, 
which  was  admiringly  termed  '  pa- 
latial" by  the  Californians,  since  he 
spent  $200,000  or  more  upon  It,  laying 
floors  of  mahogany,  putting  In  dUdd- 
ing  walls  and  ceilings  of  other  rare 
\\x)odsi.  and  lavishing  no  end  of  care 
and  attention  upon  lis  machinery  and 
construction. 

i  He  knew  that  he  couldn't  win  the 
'  hand  of  Ivls  oldtime  sweetheart  then, 
\  for  she  had  long  been  married,  but 
I  as  S(X)n  a«  the  mill  was  completed 
he  had  a  whole  series  of  photographs 
taken,   which   he  sent   to   the   miller. 

Apparently  Lick  was  unsatisfied 
with  his  long  deferred  and  empty 
triumph.  At  aU  events  he  planned 
;he  obsers'atory  which  bears  his  name 
with  direct  reference  to  winning  the 
recognition  of  the  entire  world.  This 
was  shown  by  the  wording  of  the 
first    Lick    will    drawn    up    that    con- 
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talned    an    obsen-atory    clause,    since 
it    stipulated    distinctly    that     the    ob- 
servatory  should    contain    "a   powerful 
telescope,    superior   to   and    more   Pow- 
erful   tha.n    any    telescope    yet    made. 
He   was  so  anxious   that   there   should 
be  no  hitch  about   it    that  he  had   the 
win    drawn    repeate<lly.

Lick    made    a    dozen    or    other      be- 
quests,  varying  from   $5^000   to   $500,000, 
i  for    less    spectacular    objects,    one    of 
1  which    was    the    ei^'cUon    of    a    monu- 
'  mont    In    San    Francisco    to    the    mem- 
ory     of     Francis     Scott     Key.     author  1 
of    the    "Star    Spangled    Banner,"    and 
another    to   found    a   California   school 
of    mechanical    arts.      None    of    these 
other   bequests   carried   with   It   a   stip- 
ulation   that    the    lnst4tution    benefited 
should    bear    his    name,    but    such    a 
clause   did   go   \%ith    the  one  providing 
for    the    observatory.  1 

Nobody  ever  knew  why  he  decided  j 
upon  an  astronomical  observatory  i 
for  his  monument;  it  wasn't  because 
of  any  special  interest  he  had  either 
in  the  stars  or  telescopes,  but  he 
could  have  selected  no  bettor  way  of 
getting  his  name  up  after  death  than 
by   doing  exactly  as  he  did. 

Lick's  entire  fortune  did  not  exceed 
$4,000,000,  90  that  his  benefactions 
were  small  compared  with  the  bene- 
factions of  Carnegie  or  Rockefeller, 
distributed  during  life  and  not  with- 
held until  death,  es  he  withheld  his. 
In  1876,  however,  when  Lick  died,  at 
70,  the  size  of  his  telescope  bequest 
waja  almost  unprecedented.  To  this 
day  nobody  else,  either  before  or 
after  his  death,  has  given  $1,000,000 
In  a  lump  to  further  astronomloal 
investigation. 

Kxplorer  by  Proxy. 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  who  has  been 
giving  freely  to  all  sorts  of  philan- 
thropic and  scientific  purposes  for 
many  yearsi,  has  got  his  name  up 
chiefly  as  an  explorer  by  proxy.  He 
stopped  tiering  to  make  any  more 
money  tw«^ty-three  years  agcx,  in 
1S84,  and  since  then  has  devoted 
practically  all  his  time  to  spending 
It  In   tlie  ways  that  suit  him  best. 

It  would  not  be  fair,  probably,  to 
speak  of  Mr.  Jesup's  courae  as  a 
planned  out  campaign  for  recognition, 
but  his  activities  have  brought  it  to 
him  In  great  parcels.  He  now  Is 
only  three  yeai-s  less  than  80.  He 
vnia  bom  at  Newport,  Conn.,  in  1830, 
found  his  way  to  New  York  "when 
only  a  lad,  and  went  to  work  In  the 
office  of  Rogers,  Ketchum  &  Gros- 
venor     of     the     Pat«rBon     Looomotive 

The  only  knowledge  he  got  of  what 
a  college  or  university  is  like,  durinfir 
the  years  that  he  might  have  been  a 
college  student,  was  got  from  the 
outside  and  from  hearsay,  although 
his  father  was  a  oollesge  man.  Morris 
K.  is  now  entitled  to  vvTlte  A.M.  and 
LL.D.  after  his  name,  however,  the 
degree  of  maater  of  arts  having  been 
conferred  upon  him  by  three  of  thai 
oldest  unlveraitie«  in  the  cotintry— 
Yale  Williams  and  Columbia— «.nd 
the  degree  of  doctor  of  laws  by 
Princeton. 

Thus  he  may  properly  be  termed 
"doctor."  but  he  doesn't  like  the  title, 
and  It  Is  seldom  -used  In  connection 
with  his  name.  Besides  these  academic 
honors,  he  has  received  unusual  recog- 
nition from  abroad  In  the  form  of  the 
order  of  St.  Stanislaus  of  the  first  class, 
conferred  by  the  reigning  czar  of  Rus- 
sia a  little  less  than  two  years  ago.  and 
he  "is  held  in  the  highest  esteem  the 
^•hole  world  over  because  of  the  way 
he  has  spent  his  money  to  push  along 
sclentaflc  InveetlgaUons.  The  Jesup 
name  la  certainly  "up"  among  the 
scientists,  and  almost  as  much  so  as 
in  artistic,  philanthropic  and   religious 

The  movements  financed  by  Mr.  Je- 
sup which  have  won  for  him  such  ex- 
ceptional recognition  have  covered  an 
extraordinary  range.  He  began  driving 
to  the  Presbyterian  church,  of  which 
ha  has  been  a  member  since  bcyhood, 
psars  before  h%  retired.    He  wsa  oa* 


of   the    founders   of   the   Young   Meii  s 
Christian    association.      He    built     the 
Boys'  Lodging  house  for  the  Children  s 
Aid  society  In  New  York  nearly  twenty 
years  ago.    Merely  to  list  the  other  In- 
stitutions   he    has    founded    or    helped 
would  be  to  write  a  catalogue,  and  to 
tell  how  much  money  he  has  spent  up- 
on   them    would    Involve     a     table     of 
figures   the   aggregate   of   which    would 
be    decidedly    impressive.      His    pet    Is 
the  American  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory,  and   he  has   won   widest  recogni- 
tion from  the  exploration  parties  which 
he   has   sent   out  as   president   of   that 
institution  and  paid  for  out  of  his  own 
pocket. 
I     There  have  been  six  or  seven  of  these 
:  expeditions   and   they   have   penetrated 
some  of  the  most  remote  parts  of  the 
earth.     One  of  them  went  to   Northern 
Siberia,   where  the  traveling  scientists 
learned  a  good  deal  In  support  of  the 
theory    that    North    America    was    ori- 
ginally   peopled    through    a    great    tide 
1  from  Asia. 

The  scientists  also  visited  the  Lsland 
'of  Sakhalin,  or  Saghallen.  which  Russia 
'  held    through   seizure   for   many   years, 
I  but    now   holds     jointly     with     Japan. 
I  There  the  Jesup  explorers  rediscovered 
'  the    rumored    hairy,    aboriginal,    Ainu 
race.     Another  Jesup  expedition  visited 
Alaska,     were    painters    and     photog- 
rai>hers  and  writers  made  graphic  and 
written  records  of  the  things  found  by 
the  scientists.    Other  expeditions  visit- 
ed other     strange     lands,     everywhere 
studying  men   and  women,  their  ways 
of  life,   their  traditions,    their  folklore, 
their  songs  and  their  ways  of  living,  as 
well    as    the   physical    features    of    the 
country,   to  which   the  observations  of 
nearly  all  of  the  earliest  explorers  and 
some    of   the    modern    ones    have  been 

confined.  ^  ^^     ,- 

The  halls  and  rooms  of  the  Museum 
of  Natural  History  contain  many 
trophies  brought  back  by  these  expe- 
ditions, some  of  which  have  been  away 
years  at  a  time.  Their  collections  have 
been  so  large  that  important  collections 
have  been    presented     to    many    other

Washington  is  a  big- 
ger battleground  for  that  sort  of  recog- 
nition than  Xew  York  nowadays.  It 
was  at  Washington  that  Levi  Z.  Lelter, 
Illiterate,  but  rolling  In  wealth,  won 
eociai  prominence  for  his  family  by 
slopping  his  dollars  all  around  in  ways 
which  brought  about  the  marriage  of 
each  i.f  his  three  daughters  of  a  for- 
eigner of  such  'exalted'  social  rank 
that  Xew  York's  society  folk  had  to 
takt  th^m  and  all  the  others  of  the 
family    up.   whether  or  no. 

N— not  all  the  family.  "Joe"  Lelter 
never  was  a  society  favorite,  but  that 
Is  probably  because  he  preferred  to  get 
his  name  up  as  a  wheat  pit  king  and  in 
other  ways  than  in  society,  spending  a 
million  or  so  to  learn  that  he  didnt 
carry  quite  guns  enough. 

The  5»»3clal  campaign  new  being  waged 
at  Washington  by  Thomas  R.  Walsh, 
the  gold  miner  who  made  such  a  tre- 
mendous strike  some  year  ago,  Is  one 
of  the  most  interesting  that  has  been 
organized  for  years.  Like  George 
Gould.  Walsh  began  his  campaign 
abroad,  making  friends  with  Leopold, 
the  amazing  Belgian  king,  whom  he  en- 
tertained in  Paris  at  several  banquets 
w-hlch  cost  so  much  money  that  the 
French  journalists  were  confirmed  In 
their  strong  suspicion  that  the  Ameri- 
cans were  all  crazy  as  well  as  too  rich 
for  their  own  good. 

Walsh's  entertainments  In  Washing- 
ton last  winter  were  hardly  less  spec- 
tacular than  those  which  he  gave  in 
Pari-5.  Bets  are  freely  made  that,  al- 
though he  and  his  wife  have  not  yet 
P'-ietrated  the  real  inner  social  circle, 
they  will  ultimately  arrive. 

Although  J.  J.  Hill  never  has  made  a 
move  for  social  recognition — once.  In- 
d.-t^d.  his  wife  administered  a  decided 
snub  to  some  s«jciety  women  of  St. 
Paul  who  tried  to  conciliate  her— he 
ha-i  made  a  strong  effort  to  get  his 
nam*-  up  as  an  art  connoisseur  by  the 
lavish  purchase  of  paintings,  and,  be- 
ing a  better  judge  of  pictures  than  most 
mlliioi;aires,  has  won  his  point  decisive- 
ly. 

Morgiin.  Hill's  great  ally  in  the  finan- 
cial transportation  games  In  which 
Karri  man  and  the  Rockefellers  have 
played  for  years  on  opposite  sides,  has 
striven  harder  for  recognition  as  an 
art  patron  than  Hill,  having  assumed 
about  the  same  attitude  toward  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  that  Je- 
eup  has  toward  the  Museum  of  Natural 
History.  Morgan's  Investments  In  pic- 
tures, vases,  statuary,  wonderful  wood 
carvii.gs  and  almost  everj-  other  form 
of  art  have  cost  him  millions — more, 
perhaps,  than  has  been  expended  along 
similar  lines  by  any  other  living  man. 
Both  he  and  John  D.  Rockefeller  have 
mad'-  big  bids  for  recognition  abroad 
by  sp.ctacular  traveling,  but  apparent- 
ly not  with  ulterior  society  motives. 

Thomas  F.  Ryan's  chief  efforts  for  re- 
cognitii>n.  outside  his  business  of 
gathering  in  all  the  traction  and  Insur- 
ance interests  In  sight,  have  been  In 
the  way  of  cathedral  building. 
Sonif  Inu.sual  Ways. 

The  most  astounding  move  made  by 
en  exalted  personage'  for  social  re- 
cognition was  made  by  Napoleon  when 
he  divorced  his  wife,  Josephine,  whom 
he  had  married  for  love,  to  marry  the 
daughter  of  a  Hapsburg. 

Xjpoleon  had  supposed  that  the  win- 
ning of  place  and  power  as  emperor  of 
the  French  and  the  conquering  of  a  lot 
of  other  kingdoms  would  also  win  so- 
cial '.-quality  with  other  monarchs.  He 
found,  to  his  chagrin,  that  these  things 
•were  not  effective  in  that  direction. 
In  fact,  the  monarchs  of  Europe  have 
always  been  remarkably  like  the  pres- 
ent day  millionaires  of  America;  they 
will  not  take  a  reigning  new  family 
into  their  lofty  circle  for  two  or  three 
generations  unless  there  Is  an  Inter- 
marriage or  a   tie  of  blood. 

A  r«rmarkable  case  of  an  "exalted 
personage's"  complicity  In  a  bid  for 
scandal  and  business  recognition  oc- 
curred In  L<ondon  a  year  or  two  be- 
fore Queen  Victoria  died,  when  an 
Americfvn  wished  to  be  seen  driving 
with  the  then  prince  of  Wales  in  an 
automobile,  and  offered  Cora  Urqu- 
hart  Potter,  the  actress.  £10.<JOO  to 
help   him. 

The  prince  knew  Mrs.  Potter,  as  he 
knew  most  prominent  actresses  then, 
and   siie  told  him   about  it. 

"Do  you  need  the  n>oney?"  asked 
the   prince. 

"Indeed  I  do.  your  highness."  was 
her  reply,  and  the  prince  agreed. 
He  kr-pt  his  word,  too.  although  not 
untl]  he  had  been  made  sure  that 
the  nioney  was  p.iid  over.  There  was 
*omt  hitch  about  that  which  made 
the  prince  angry,  and  the  whole  story 
came  out;  this  did  the  aspiring 
American  a  good  deal  more  harm 
than  he  had  received  benefit  from 
being   s-^^en   in    the   prince's  company. 

No  end  of  young  millionaires  now 
before  the  public  will  work  harder 
to  g<^t  their  names  up  as  sportsmen 
than  they  will  in  any  other  way. 
Last      year   Kingdon     Gould     won   the 


lawn  tennis  chamixionship  of  America, 
and  nearly  killed  himself  trying  to 
win  the  championship  of  Great  Bri- 
tain. This  y  ear  Clarence  Mackay, 
head  of  the  i>ostal  telegraph  system, 
rival  of  the  Goulds'  Western  Union, 
gave  more  thought  and  effort  to  win- 
ning the  American  championship  at 
racquets  than  to  any  other  occupa- 
tion   for   da>'a    at   a   time. 

Big  men  who  "go  Into  literature" 
to  get  their  names  up  are  rarer  In 
this  country  than  in  the  Old  World, 
where  the  rich  and  noble  author, 
for  the  sake  of  seeing  his  name  on 
a  title  page  is  common  enough.  When 
John  Wanameker's  country  house 
was  burned  down,  near  Philadelphia, 
it  was  discovered.  howe\-er.  that  he 
had  been  preparing  to  write  a  life 
of  Martin  Luther,  by  which,  of  course, 
he  hoped  to  win  recognition  as  a 
student  of  history  and  a  literary 
man.  Andrew  Carnegie  began  to 
write  books  for  recognition  before  he 
began  to  give  away  libraries.  John 
Jacob  Astor's  books  brought  recog- 
nition of  a  sort,  but  their  sale  was 
not  big  enough  to  double  his  income, 
and   he  gave  up  writing. 

Perry  Belmont  prints,  for  private 
circulation  every  year  or  two,  a 
thick  volume  containing  all  his  i>o- 
Utical  utterances,  either  in  the  form 
of  contributions  to  periodicals  or 
as  public  addresses,  and  thinks  the 
added  recognition  thus  obtained  is 
well  worth  the  money  It  costs. 

Men  desirous  of  winning  fame  from 
authorship,  after  acquiring  wealth, 
have  been  known  to  hire  men  who 
make  their  living  by  writing  to  do 
the  work,  but  the  results  In  such 
cases  have  not  often  been  very  sat- 
isfactory, either  to  the  writer  or  to 
the  man  whose  name  has  been 
printed    on    the    title   page.

When  Arrested  She  Gives  Bond  to  Keep 
Him  From  Jail. 

MlUen,  Ga..  April  5.— Because  it  is  al-

AppaUing  Prospect  in  Famine  Swept  Region  in  Rus- 
sia—Efforts Being  Made  in  the  United  States 
to  Mitigate  the  Horror,

One    of    the    relief      workers      on      tlie 
I  ground    has   said:     "We   shall   be   fortu- 
nate   if    in    Samara    alone     we     escape 
I  with  200.«X)0  deaths  in  a  total  of  SOOO.iiO) 
inhabitants."     That   is  6  2-3   per   cent   of 
I  the    population;     but    it    expresses    the 
I  hope,    rather    than    the    fear,    of    those  i 
I  who  arc  striving  to  check  the  ravages 
of    the    hunger-wolf   among   te   peasant 
population  of  Russia;  for  te  scanty  re- 
lief   that    is    being    etended    by    the    St. 
ePtersburg     government    has     been     so 
long  delayed   and   so   hopelesslv  inade- 
quate   that   the    Inhabitants     of     entire 
f>rovlnce3    have    been    reduced    to    the 
ast  etremlty  to  maintain  life,  and  are 
no    longer    In    a    physical    condition    to 
witiistand  fever  and  disease,  the  Inevit- 
able    consequenceB     of     long-continued 
starvation,    which    have    already    made 
their    appearance.      Even    this    propor- 
tion,   however.    If   maintained    through- 
out the  twenty-one  provinces  Involved, 
means  a  death  roll  of  at  least  2.000,000; 
a  total  eceeded  only  by  the  Indian  fam- 
ine   of   1877,   which    carried    o  5.000000  of 
the    inhabitants,    and      the      famine    in 
North  China  In  1877-78,  In  which  9.500,000 
are  said  to  have  perished. 

It  Is  the  history  of  these  calamities 
that  thev  usually  result  from  a  partial 
or  complete  crop  failure  Involving  the 
chief  means  of  support  of  the  working 
j  classes,  and  extend  over  a  period  of  sev- 
'  eral  years.  Increasing  In  severitj'  until 
the  death  rate  reaches  sometimes  as 
high  as  20  per  cent  of  the  population. 
I  This  was  true  In  Ireland  when  the 
great  frost  of  1739  destroyed  the  unhar- 
vested  potato  crop.  The  famine  con- 
tinued until  the  harvest  of  1742  restored 
normal  conditions.  During  that  Inter- 
val a  pest  of  malignant  fever  slaugh- 
tered one-eighth  of  the  population,  and 
the  total  loss  of  life  directly  due  to  the 
famine  was  variously  estimated  at  200,- 
OiJO  to  400.000  in  a  population  of  2.010  221. 

The  same  thing  was  true  In  the  "great 
famine"  which  began  In  1845.  when  blight 


for.  although  the  authorities  are  so  far 
able  to  keep  the  typhus  under  control, 
the  fever  may  get  out  of  hand  at  any 
time,  with  what  results  no  one  can  pre- 
dict. 

So  far  the  Russian  government  has 
appropriated  $35,000,000  to  meet  an  imme- 
diate need  for  ten  times  that  sum.  Even 
If  it  all  had  reached  the  starving  popula- 
tion for  whom  It  whs  Intended,  It  was  in- 
sufficient to  afford  more  than  very  slight 
temporary  relief.  The  most  acute  suf- 
fering is  In  the  interior  of  the  coun- 
try, far  removed  from  railroad  or  other 
adequate  transportation  facilities,  and 
the  enormous  cost  of  distributing  sup- 
plies necessarily  has  greatly  reduced 
the  purchasing  power  of  the  appropria- 
tion. This  feature  of  the  situation  Is 
not  Its  worst,  however.  It  se-.-ins  In- 
credn>le  that  even  the  most  depraved 
public  oiclal  could  stoop  to  graft  under 
such  circumstances.  Nevertheless,  the 
actions  of  Assistant  Minister  of  the  In- 
i trior  Ourko,  In  connection  with  the 
disbursement  of  tho  famine  relief  ap- 
propriation liave  become  so  notorious 
that  a  deputy  in  the  Douma  a  few  days 
ago  boldly  charged  the  government 
with  stealing  the  money,  and  cited  as 
an  eample  the  Hdval  grain  contract 
scandals  to  which  that  oiclal  Is  alleged 
to  have  been  a  party.  After  several 
months  of  work  under  his  administra- 
tion.

Financial   Outlook 

Not  Bright.

There  l3  a  bright  season  ahead  for 
tho  .  reJuvenatt'U  and  reorganized 
Northern-Copper  Country  Baseball 
league,  the  Nancy,  Arctic  or  Three 
M  circuit,  or  whatever  the  fans  wish 
to  call  It.  This  much  Is  conceded 
by  the  Copper  country  fans,  who  are 
baseball  enthusiasts,  especially  when 
the  market  Isn't  too  strong  and  tak- 
ing up  too  much  of  their  attention, 
Cor  jumping  the  mai-ket  Is  lirst,  and 
baseball    second. 

They  think  that  better  baseball 
than  last  year,  the  first  season  the 
Copper  country  towns  had  with  tha 
league,  will  be  played  by  the  four 
teams;  that  better  men  will  make 
up  the  teams;  that  more  of  the  play- 
ers will  go  to  faster  company  in  the 
fall,  and  all  that,  but  a  four-club 
circuit  certainly  will  not  draw,  as 
did  the  old  eight-club  system,  or  even 
the  six.  and  the  season  will  most 
likely  be  a  poor  one  financially  at 
this  end   of   the   lot. 

Last  season  was  Houghton's  first 
In  professional  baseball  for  some 
eighteen  or  twenty  years,  and.  for 
the  tirst  time,  the  fans  turned  out 
fairly  well,  especially  because  the 
i-ace  at  the  close  was  between  Hough- 
ton and  Calumet.  It  may  be  this 
•way  again  during  the  coming  saa- 
aon,  and  It  may  be  even  better. 
The  Houghton  Giants  will  represent 
both  Hancock  and  Houghton,  while 
goodly  numbers  «>f  the  Lake  Linden 
fans  will  support  the  Portage  Lake 
outfit.  With  Lake  Linden  in  the 
ring  there  would  be  more  of  a  snappy 
aspect  to  the  season,  and  it  is  likely 
that  the  faiis  would  prick  Up  their 
ears  a  little  more  than  thej'  ^'111  as 
tho  circuit  Is  now.

Houghton  and  Columet,  especially  at 
the  first  and  last  of  the  season, 
while  along  during  the  uninteresting 
part  of  the  run,  when  the  fans  get 
a  line  mi  the  work  of  the  teams, 
and  pick  tha  dead  ones,  the  attend- 
ance will  be  fair,  not  good  and  not 
bad. 

Calumet  always  turns  out  big  crowdo 
to  the  special  games  on  holidays.  Sun- 
days and  the  like;  Houghton  turns  out 
lair  crowds  on  Sundaj's,  good  ones  for 
the  first  three  or  four  games  and  good 
ones  for  holidays,  but  during  the  week 
It  is  bad,  sometimes  not  more  than 
fifty  or  100  enthusiasts  crossing  to  lake 
to  Ripley  park,  where  the  games  are 
played.  Hancock's  support  of  tho 
Houghton  team  last  year  was  very 
poor,  probably  because  the  Hancock 
people  did  not  like  to  be  turned  out 
of  the  league  and  had  a  sore  spot.  They 
will  turn  out  better  this  year,  and 
Houghton  may  not  get  Into  the  financial 
mire  as  deep  a.6  she  did  last  year. 
Therefore,  although  the  season  may  be 
a  pnor  one  from  the  money  point  of 
view,  as  stated  before,  it  will  likely  be 
about  as  good  as  was  last  season  for 
the  Copper  country  clubs. 

From  the  way  the  manager.s  are  lin- 
ing up  their  men  the  line  of  ball  put 
up  tliis  season  will  be  of  a  superlative 
order  and  the  big  league  team  owners 
will  have  more  studying  to  do  and  mora 
candidatii'S  to  pick  from.  Of  course,

Here's  hoping  that  the  fans  will  back 
the  backers  of  the  team,  will  turn  out 
In  giKidly  numbers,  make  faster  ball 
po-ssible  next  season,  and  keep  tha 
league  well  greased,  for  grease  is 
neces.sary.  There  are  sure  to  be  kick- 
ers all  the  time,  but  here's  hoping  that 
they  will  be  few.  Perhaps  the  season 
■will  be  a  record  breaker,  even  In  the 
PortHge  Lake  di.<!trict  of  the  Copper 
country,  where  the  fans  are  half  heart- 
ed, with  the  exception  of  a  very  limited 
numbor,  even  with  a  winning  team 
such  as  they  had  last  year.

The  average  Copper  country  fan  is 
optimistic  over  the  prospects  of  the 
Northern-Copper  Country  league  this 
year.  He  can  see  nothing  but  a 
successful  season  ahead,  and  a  tight 
race  for  the  pennant.  The  four-club 
circuit  is  much  In  favor  here,  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  every  one  of 
the  towns  can  be  depended  upon  to 
stick,  and  put  teams  in  the  field 
which  can  go  some.  Indeed,  It  would 
be  hard  to  find  four  other  towns  of 
the  population  of  Calumet,  Houghton, 
Winnipeg  and  Duluth  which  take 
more  pleasure  in  good  baseball.  Give 
the  fans  the  article  they  expect,  and 
they'll  do  the  rest;  and  judg^ing  from 
present  prospects,  the  class  of  ball 
this  year  will  bo  better  than  ever. 
Bach  of  the  towns  will  support  Its 
team,  whether  it  wins  or  not,  pro- 
viding the  players  get  Into  the  games 
with  ginger  and  put  up  fair  exhibi- 
tions. 

It  is  known  both  Calumet  and 
Houghton  will  have  popular  teams, 
and  news  from  Duluth  and  Winni- 
peg is  reassuring.  The  managements 
are  keenly  alert,  arid  the  caliber  of 
the  men  so  far  secured  show  that 
those  who  finally  make  the  teams 
will  have  the  goods.  The  Copper 
country  can  nicely  support  two 
clubs.  Pour,  and  even  three,  were 
too  many.  Calumet,  with  a  popoula- 
tlon  of  40,000,  can  be  depended  upon 
for  a  good  gate,  and  Houghton  will 
draw  largely  from  Hancock  and  the 
South  range.  Duluth  and  Winnipeg 
always  were  good  baseball  towns,  and 
there  Is  no  question  about  either  of 
them. 

The  league  will  work  on  a  better 
basis  than  ever  this  year,  as  it  will 
profit  greatly  by  Its  experience  of 
last.  There  Is  a  decided  advantage 
in  vesting  the  offices  of  president 
and  secretary  in  Dr.  Percy  R.  Glass 
of  Lake  Linden,  as  It  will  save  time 
and  expense  and  prevent  friction. 
Another  point  In  favor  of  this  ar- 
rangement is  the  fact  that  Dr.  Glass 
is  a  disinterested  person,  so  far  as 
his  allegiance  to  any  one  team  is 
concerned.  Lake  Linden  being  out  of 
the  circuit  this  year.  The  schedule 
will  give  the  fans  just  enough  base- 
ball to  prevent  the  sport  from  get- 
ting monotonous,  for  often  with  an 
extended  schedule,  in  small  communi- 
ties, "too  much  Is  pl<Mity."  As  for 
the  financial  success  of  the  leagua, 
there  Is  little  doubt  the  managements 
will  coma  out  on  top,  for  as  Dr. 
Glass  says,  there  is  no  '.'dead  freight" 
to  carry,  and  the  money  the  good 
towns  make  will  not  have  to  be  split  up 
to  supiwrt  the  poor  ones.  The  sched- 
ule, too.  Is  so  arranged  that  the  ex- 
penses of  traveling  are  reduced  to  a 
minimum.  I  agree  with  Dr.  Glass  in 
that   "it   certainly   looks   good    to   me." 
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The  most  charitable 
view  that  can  be  taken 
of  the  action  of  tha 
News  Tribune's  .sport- 
ing department,  in  pub- 
lishing the  Is'orthern 
and  Copper  Country 
league  schedule  this 
morning,  is  that  it  was 
a  mistake. 
A  copy  of  the  schedule  was  received 
by  The  Herald  on  Thursday  morning, 
in  time  to  have  run  Thursday  evening, 
with  the  following  letter  from  President 
Glass: 

••'ro  tha  morning  and  evening  papers: 
"Dear  Sirs:  The  enclosed  copies  of  tha 
official  schedule  are  to  be  released  to 
the  evening  papers  on  Monday,  April 
8,  and  the  morning  papers  Tuesday, 
April  9.  I  wish  to  state  that  all  aver- 
ages, bulletins,  etc.,  will  be  given  out 
alternately  to  the  morning  and  evening 
papers  this  season,  and  any  questions 
or  Information  of  any  kind  will  be  glad- 
ly answered  from  this  office." 

By  reputable  newspapers,  breaking  a 
"release"  is  looked  upon  In  the  same 
light  as  violating  a  confidence  or  dis- 
closing the  source  of  news  given  ir; 
confidence. 

In  fairness  to  the  other  papers  on  the 
circuit,  the  only  course  left  open  to 
President  Glass  is  to  deny  paper.? 
breaking  a  release  access  to  the  league 
records  or  statistics.  The  onlj'  reason 
why  papers  are  furnished  with  ad- 
vance copies  of  the  schedule  is  that 
they  may  have  an  opportunity  to  ar- 
range it  in  an  attractive  form  for  pub- 
lication. It  is  a  courtesy  extended  to  the 
papers  and  one  which  is  seldom  taken 
advantage  of. 

The  schedule  will  be  held  until  Mon- 
day evening,  by  The  Herald,  as  re- 
quested by  President  Glass. 


Six  states  and  thousands  of  cities  and 
towns  will  be  visited  this  year  by  the 
Gidden  tourists.

None  of  the  freshmen,  ho.wever,  will 
be  eligible  to  places  on  the  regular 
team  this  spring. 

Bedford,  the  half-mller;  Norcross,  the 
high-Jump  man,  and  Dougherty,  the 
sprinter  and  hurdler,  who  have  all  fig- 
ured prominently  In  track  athletics  in 
former  years,  are  showing  up  In  even 
better  shape  than  last  season,  and  are 
doing  faithful  work. 

Capt.  Ellison  is  rounding  Into  his 
usual  form  as  the  two-mile  prize-win- 
ner, and  Uzzel  at  the  quarter  mile  and 
Powell  at  the  pole  vault  are  showing 
up  well. 

Although  the  two  Intercollegiate 
meets  scheduled  for  this  year  are  sev- 
eral weeks  off,  the  men  are  working 
regularly,  and  will  make  an  effort  to 
eclipse  all  former  records  of  gopiier 
athletes.  On  May  18  the  team  will  Jour- 
ney to  Madison  to  try  conclusions  with 
the  badgers,  and  the  Nebraska  team 
will  appear  on  Northrop  field  at  an 
earlier  date,  probably  May  4. 

Only  Three  Keal   Champs. 

"There  are  at  present  only  three  cham- 
pions who  hold  their  titles  without  a 
shade  of  dispute. 

"There  is  one  real  champion,  and  no- 
body disputes  his  title,  no  matter  how 
often  he  retires  and  returns  to  the  fight- 
ing game.  That  is  James  J.  Jeffries.  The 
big  bollermaker,  now  a  specialist  in  the 
cultivation  of  alfalfa,  has  roundly  de- 
feated every  white  man  who  had  a  shade 
of  a  claim  to  his  heavyweight  honors. 
One  man  has  had  the  temerity  to  Insist 
that  he  could  defeat  Jeffries,  and  that  is 
Arthur  Johnson,  better  known  as  Jack 
Johnson,  the  negro  champion  heavy- 
weight. 

"The  color  line  prevented  these  two 
men  from  ever  facing  each  other  in  the 


ring,  and  resulted  in  reducing  the  popu- 
larity of  the  whte  title-holder.  There 
were  few  experts  vho  Insisted  that  John- 
son was  good  enough  to  beat  Jeffries, 
but  the  majority  of  them  declared  that 
Jeffries  had  no  rljht  to  dodge  the  negro 
on  the  color  basis.  Jeffries'  view  of  it 
Is  that  the  champion  has  the  right  to 
select  the  men  ha  considers  eligible  to 
try  for  heavyweiirht  honors.  One  thing 
stands  to  reason,  and  that  is  that  there 
Is  no  pugilist  now  in  the  limeUght  who 
could  dare  to  face  Jeffries  with  any  hope 
of  beating  him,  e:vcept  by  accident. 
"Joe  Gans,  the  Baltimore  negro,  stands 
i  way  above  every  lightweight  In  the  coun- 
.try.  could  probably  beat  most  of  the  wel- 
terweights and  wDuld  give  some  of  the 
mlddleweights  a  hard  run  for  their 
money.  He  Is  undoubtedly  the  best  boxer 
on  earth,  and  in  his  class  reigns  su- 
preme. Only  one  man  has  the  nerve  to 
make  any  claim  to  Gans'  title,  and  that 
Is   Battling   Nelsor.. 

"The  methods  of  Nelson  and  his  mana- 
ger, Billy  Nolan,  ire  too  well  known  to 
allow  this  claim  to  detract  any  credit 
from    Gans. 

Abe  Attell  Is  the  third  champion  who 
has  a  real  title  to  his  credit.  The  feather- 
weight champion  l.as  tackled  all.  of  the 
l>oys  of  his  class  who  are  rated  at  the 
top,  and  disposed  of  them  all.  He  sel- 
dom uses  a  knockf  ut  punch,  but  the  pun- 
ishment he  can  gi\e  is  equivalent  to  that. 
Attell  today  i.s  the  best  featherweight  In 
the  ring,   and  just  y  holds   his  title. 

In  the  other  classes  an  unsatisfactory 
state  of  affairs  exists.  That  Philadelphia 
person  known  to  the  fighting  woi-ld  as 
Jack  O'Brien,  with  corporate  greed,  has 
laid  claim  to  the  light  heavyweight  and 
middleweight  titleii,  which,  so  far  as  is 
known,  he  claims  in  the  basis  of  having 
defeated  Bob  FItzslmmohs.  As  far  as  tho 
light  heavyweight  title  is  concerned,  it 
may  be  said  that  O'Brien's  claim  to  It  Is 
pretty  well  foundel.  His  defeat  of  Fltz- 
simmons  was  meroly  the  vanquishing  of 
an  old  man,  no  longer  fit  for  ring  service, 
and  was  a  poor  fight  on  which  to  base  a 
championship  claim. 

As  to  the  mlddlei^  eight  honors,  O'Brien's 
claim  may  be  as  well  shelved.  If  ho 
could  get  down  to  the  limit  he  would  be 
pretty  weak  and  (ould  not  stand  a  hard 
battle  from  Tommy  Ryan,  the  best  mid- 
dleweight now  known.

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MERCUR'S  DIVIDEND  PASSED 

Because  Company  Was  Unable  to  Run  fhe  Roasters 

to  Full  Capacity—Utah  Mine  of 

Fish  Springs  Very  Rich. 


BaU  T.ake  City,  Utah.  April  6.— The 
presidtnt  of  the  Mercur  company  has 
IftBued  a  letter  to  the  etockhalders, 
explaining  why  the  dividend  for 
Id&rcli  was  passed.  This  letter  shows 
that  the  tailing-s  have  been  running' 
rather  high,  and  the  company  has 
cot  been  earning  enough  to  meet  the 
dividends.  When  the  mill  was  run- 
ning regrularly,  and  they  were  able 
to  nandle  ail  of  the  roasters,  the 
tailings  should  run  about  S8  cents  per 
ton.  They  have  been  showing  as 
high  as  $1.02.  The  margin  Is  rather 
close  when  the  mill  is  riuining  regu- 
larly at  full  capacity.  For  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June,  1&06,  the  net  profits 
"were  32  cents  per  ton.  It  requires, 
therefore,  a  heavy  tonnage  handled 
carefully  to  meet  the  dividends.  The 
company  was  in  great  trouble  nearly 
till  winter,  on  account  of  the  lack  of 
fuel,  and  was,  therefore,  unable  to 
run  the  roasters  to  their  full  ca- 
pacity. 

P.  L.  Williams,  Jr.,  for  some  time 
superintendent  of  the  Daly-West 
Ontario,  and  Daly  mines  of  Park 
Olty.

About  $500,000  Worth  of  Lots  Disposed  of  and  $50,-

Blsbee,  Ariz.,  April  6. — Since  the 
opening  of  Warren  townslte  to  invest- 
ors In  real  estate  there  has  been  over 
a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  worth 
of  lots  disposed  of  there.

Foundations  are  going  in  for  a  crush- 
ing plant  at  the  Star  Pointer  shaft.  The 
spur  which  la  building  from  the  main 
hne  of  the  Nevada  Northern  Railroad  In 
Robinson  Canon  to  the  crusher  should 
be  completed  by  fall.  More  than  15.000,000 
tons  of  ore  are  already  blocked  out  at 
the   Ruth   workings. 

The  working  force  has  been  Increased 
at  the  big  reduction  plant  of  the  Steptoe 
Valley  Smelter  and  Mining  company  at 
McGiil.  Many  carloads  of  lumber,  con- 
crete and  structural  steel  are  arriving. 
Foundations  for  some  of  the  larger 
structures  are  laid.  By  January.  1908, 
the  first  unit  of  the  plant  will  be  ready 
for  operation. 

The  new  company  which  has  been 
formed  to  take  over  the  sevenU  claims 
of  the  Chalnman  Mining  &  Milling  com- 
pany has  already  begun  active  opera- 
tions. This  property  Is  in  the  center  of 
the  proven  mineral  area,  but  has  been 
Idle  for  many  months  because  of  litiga- 
tion. The  question  of  titles,  however, 
has  been  amicably  settled  between  the 
former  owners  and  the  Nevada  Consolid- 
ated company.  The  Chinaman  camp  Is 
well  constructed  and  a  large  working 
force  can  be  comfortably  housed  and  fed 
on  the  property.  This  is  one  of  the  old- 
est mining  claims  In  the  district  and 
was  originally  opened  for  silver  and 
gold.  A  large  cyaniding  mill  was  erect- 
ed but  It  was  found  impracticable  to 
treat  gold  ores  in  It  because  of  the  ex- 
cess of  copper.  This  mill  may  be  mado 
over  Into  a   crushing  plant. 

Because  of  the  depth  of  the  Alpha  shaft 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  construct 
a  new  and  heavier  head  frame  at  the 
collar.  The  timbers  for  this  are  on  the 
ground  and  the  work  will  be  done  as 
expeditiously  as  possible.  The  shaft  is 
now  down  1,200  feet  and  is  the  deepest  in 
the   district. 

A  new  shaft  is  being  put  down  on  the 
Butte  &  Ely  property  several  hundrtd 
feet  east  of  the  present  Beehive  shaft. 
It  is  expected  that  this  shaft  will  tap  the 
ore  shoot  which  was  recentl  yencountered 
in  the  east  drift  of  the  Beehive.

Work  has  also  been  recently  com- 
menced on  the  buildings  for  the  new 
machine  shop  and  foundry.  These 
buildings  will  be  on  top  of  the  slag 
dump  back  of  the  smelter.  That  for  the 
machine  shop  will  have  dimensions  of 
65x124  feet  and  that  for  the  foundry 
00x80.  There  will  be  additions  of  new 
equipment  to  tlie  machinery  moved  to 
these  new  buildings  from  the  old 
plants.  Traveling  cranes  and  other  fa- 
cilities enabling  greater  saving  of  time 
and  labor  than  has  heretofore  been  pos- 
sible, will   be  installed. 

At  the  smelter  the  old  bin  system  Is 
to  be  taken  out  and  steel  cylinder  bins 
substituted,  so  as  to  handle  the  mixed 
cliarge  direct  to  the  furnace  Instead  of 
making  the  charge  on  the  furnace  floor 
as  formerly.  This  will  enable  economy 
and  much  more  satisfactory  work  In  all 
ways. 

An  entire  new  system  of  slag  tracks 
Is  being  Installed  In  front  of  the  fur- 
naces, which  win  enable  the  handling 
of  slag  pots  with  much  greater  facil- 
ity. 

An  entirely  new  system  of  blast  mains 
has  been  determined  upon  and  will  short- 
ly replace  the  tangle  of  pipes  now  found 
In  the  smelter. 

A  new  300-cublc  foot  Conner\'llle  blower 
directly  connected  to  a  Corliss  engine  has 
main  !  been  ordered  and  will  be  Installed  In  the 
powerhouse,  providing  an  aid  that  will  be 
of  much  advantage  to  this  big  plant.  It 
can   be  said   In   this  connection   that   im- 

f>rovements  which  have  lately  been  made 
n  the  powerhouse  have  enabled  seven 
boilers  to  do  all  the  work  formerly  hand- 
led by  ten. 

An  addition  of  sixty  feet  is  being  made 
to  the  Mesa  planing  mill  building,  to  ac- 
commodate the  additional  machinery 
which  Is  to  be  taken  to  it  from  the  Ron- 
quillo  planing  mill,  thus  concentrating  a 
large  equipment  at  the  principal  point  of 
operations. 

There  is  now  being  Installed  at  the 
concentrator  powerhouse  a  400-k.  w.  gen- 
erator. The  machine  arrived  last  week. 
It  Is  a  Nordberg  cross-compound  con- 
densing negine  directly  connected  to  a 
400-k.  w.  General  Electric  generator,  and 
is  the  largest  and  best  set  of  its  kind  that 
has  ever  been  brought  into  Cananea. 

Besides  the  above  more  important  Im- 
provements made,  under  way  and  planned, 
a  great  deal  of  other  work  of  less  note 
has  been  done,  all  tending,  however, 
toward  general  betterment  of  conditions 
In  evei-y  way,  and  representing  a  large 
!  amount  of  careful  study  and  planning. 

On  Cananea  Central  ground  they  are 
'  moving  right  along  In  preparation  for  the 
•  big  work  that  Is  ahead  for  that  pror>erty. 
;  Following  out  theories  arrived  at  as  to 
1  the  ore  formation  extending  over  the 
ground,  several  prospect  shafts  have  been 
put  down  In  the  last  few  months  at  dif- 
ferent points  beyond  the  Bonanza.

Giood 
progress  has  been  made  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  Great  Northern  cut- 
oft  from  Kclley  lake,  four  miles  west 
of  Hlbbing.  to  Fermoy,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected the  new  stretch  of  road  will  be 
completed  in  time  to  accoanmodate  ore 
traffic  very  shortly.
